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PREFACE. 


The object of this volume is to place on record the response of 
the British Community in Argentina, in Men, Money and Material, 
to the call of the Motherland, during the Great War 1914-1919. 
Readers unacquainted with the participation of subjects of Great 
Britain and their descendants in the rise and progress of the 
Argentine Republic, may perchance look for some definition of the 
oft repeated term, the British Community. It should perhaps be 
premised that the word “British” is used throughout in its most 
general signification, embracing therefore, all that appertains to the 
English, Scotch, Irish and Welsh units of the Community. To enter 
into details, such as the importance of the subject merits, would be 
impossible in the limited space at command. The complete story of 
what British blood, energy, intellect, and capital have accomplished 
for the Argentine Republic, has yet to be written. The expressions 
“British Community” and “British Interests” are doubtless familiar 
to all who have even a moderate acquaintance with the history of 
the Republic, but few outside those closely connected with its life 
and progress, have a full conception of what those terms really 
imply. It seems therefore, that a brief sketch of how the position 
held by the Community in 1914 has been attained, and a few 
concrete facts illustrating the importance of the Interests involved, 
form an appropriate preface to the “Activities of the British 
Community in Argentina during the Great War 1914-1919.” 

It has been truly said that to obtain an insight into the history 
of Latin-America it is necessary to study the writings of English 
authors, and more especially is this so in the case of Argentina. In 
no other language but English are there so many publications dealing 
with the earlier events leading up to the evolution of the Argentine 
nation, many of the authors being eye-witnesses of the most notable 
incidents of the wars of independence. 


The census returns of the City-of Buenos Aires, 1744, record 
seven English residents. Before the year 1800, English traders had 
found their way to the port of Buenos Aires. The circumstances 
under which Britons first introduced themselves, in any numbers, 
to the River Plate countries, are to be found in the story of 
unsuccessful military ventures in 1806-07. These ventures failed to 
place the River Plate countries under British control, but they 
achieved in another way the real purpose that inspired them, by 
opening up to British commerce a most fruitful, and until ther. 
neglected field. Of some of the results, the late Dr. Carlos Pellegrini, 
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an eminent Argentine statesman, said, “the action and influence of 
Great Britain rocked the cradle of our revolution, and following 
rapidly this historic movement, intervened in a decisive manner in 
the definite recognition of our independence, after twelve years of 
stirring contest.” Another well known Argentine authority the late 
Dr. Francisco Moreno, lecturing on the evolution of the Republic, 
said, “Without the Irish, English and Scotch sailors, that formed 
almost the whole of the officers and crews of the first Argentine 
squadron, it is possible that the Independence would have been 
delayed for many years. Their blood gave us the victory on the sea 
through Brown, and on land the roll of the army of the Andes is 
full of British names. Let us not forget General Miller, the great 
‘friend of San Martin in those days of glory and self-denial.” 


While on the subject of the Argentine independence, it may be 
well to recall the events leading up to Great Britain’s recognition 
of it. In 1823 some of the leading European Powers appeared 
disposed to intervene, in their own interests, in the struggle still 
going on between the Spanish-American communities and Spain. 
Mr. George Canning, the then Foreign Minister, conveyed to the 
United States Minister, in London, his views upon the right to 
their independence that the Spanish-Americans had won, and 
suggested that, in the interests of civilization, Great Britain and 
the United States should agree to support them in resisting European 
aggression or territorial occupation, should occasion require it. The 
President of the United States approved these views which were 
formulated in the next presidential message. That president was 
Monroe, and so it came about that the policy advocated by Canning 
and publicly announced in the message, has come down to history 
as the Monroe Doctrine. As a matter of fact it was Great Britain’s 
initiative and action that brought it about. In the same year, 1823, 
Canning, in pursuance of his policy to recognise the de facto existence 
of the government in Buenos Aires, sent Mr. Woodbine Parish aa 
British Consul General, and in the following year recognised it de 
jure, Great Britain thus -2ing the first nation to recognise Argentine 
{ndependence. In 1825 a Treaty of Commerce and Amity between 
the two countries was signed, the first of its class so far as Argentina 
js concerned, and it is still in operation. 

British subjects registered at the British Consulate in 1831, 
numbered 4072. They held a meeting on December 10th 1820, and 
decided to raise a fund for the purchase of a British cemetery, the 
project being realised in March 1821. Custom House returns record 
4mports for the year 1822, through the port of Buenos Aires, valued 
at eleven million Spanish dollars, over half of which are scheduled as 
from Great Britain. The first Bank in-Buenos Aires was founded in 
1822 by a group of English merchants. Towards the close of 1823, 
several schemes for public works were under consideration, and to 
carry them out the government raised a 6% loan in London of five 
million “pesos fuertes,” authorised by law of the Province of Buenos 
Aires of November 11th, 1822, with 1% amortization, and price of 
issue to be not less than 70%. This was the first external loan . 
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granted to Argentina. During five years, 1821-1825, foreign ships 
arriving in the port of Buenos Aires numbered 1289, of which, 583 
are classified as under the English Flag. 

In 1825 there arrived in the Argentine a small band of Scotch 
settlers, numbering 220 in all, brought out under the direction of 
‘two energetic colonists, John and William Parish Robertson; they 
established themselves at Monte Grande, about six leagues from 
Buenos Aires. In 1829, a revolution made havoc of the country 
.and the colony was shortly afterwards broken up; a few of the 
colonists returned to Buenos Aires, while others went further 
afield. 7 

Some other events at this period, were:—Association of 
Anglican Churchmen inaugurated The British Church, 1824, which 
led to the subsequent erection of the British Episcopal Church of 
St. John Baptist, in Calle 25 de Mayo 286, Buenos Aires, and its 
dedication on Sunday March 6th 1831. In 1827 Irish residents 
wrote to Dublin for a chaplain, who arrived in 1828. The 
foundation stone of the First Scotch National Church in South 
America, St. Andrew’s, was laid on February 25th 1823, in Calle 
Piedras, Buenos Aires; dedication Sunday, April 25th, 1835. The 
British Philanthropical Institution was founded in 1827. The “British 
Packet’ a weekly paper appeared in 1826, and continued publication 
until 1858. It being necessary to acquire a larger cemetery, the 
Victoria Cemetery was purchased in 1833, all expenditure being 
covered by voluntary subscriptions. 

From 1829 to 1837, the annual average value of goods imported 
to the River Plate from Great Britain, was £643,291, which shows 
how quickly British exporters had grasped the importance of these 
‘markets. The greater part of the imports consisted of cotton and 
linen goods. In 1824, John Harratt and Peter Sheridan imported, 
from Lisbon, some pure bred merino sheep, which by cross-breeding, 
improved the Argentine flocks. About the year 1840, owing to the 
distressful condition of Ireland a current of Irish immigration was 
drawn to the River Plate countries; few of the immigrants arriving 
in Argentina have played so important a part in the progress of 
sSheep-breeding as the relatively small group of Irishmen who landed 
up to the year 1855. 

Education was never neglected. British Schools existed in 1826. 
In 1838 the Scotch community established schools in connection with 
the Scotch Presbyterian Church. In 1858, the Irish Convent was 
founded, the Convent affording ample accommodation for the chapel, 
schools and hospital. In 1844 the first move took place in the 
direction of founding a British Hospital in Buenos Aires; it was 
necessary in 1859 to move to larger premises; previous to 1844, the 
sick poor of the community had been cared for by The British 
Medical Dispensary. 

The second organized effort to found colonies, took place in 1865, 
~when 132 Welsh settlers, arrived at what is now known as Port 
“Madryn, Chubut, on the 28th July; a second batch landed soon after- 
wards bringing the total up to 152. They suffered extreme hardships 
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for some years. In 1867, but for the assistance of the Argentine 
government, in which connection the name of Dr. Rawson, Minister 
of the Interior, is justly remembered with gratitude, the colony 
would have been abandoned. Relief was also subsequently 
forthcoming from Wales. Improved prospects date from 1877, when 
the colonists expended some £40,000 in the construction of irrigation 
canals. 

The late Dr. Francisco Moreno, who traversed the Argentine 
Republic from east to west, and north to south, in addressing a 
great gathering at the British - Argentine Exhibition 1905, thus 
referred to the colonization efforts of the British race in this country: 
“The first stockmen that founded their homes on the Indian frontier 
were Britons, and I am pleased to say that in my excursions extend- 
ing over thirty years, the furthermost settler I have come across has 
always been a Briton... the vanguard of pioneers on the Rio Negro 
from 1870 were Scotchmen... the Welshmen who founded the 
Chubut Colony in 1865 and the Colonia 16 de Octubre in 1885, always 
far distant from any assistance, but men who were always certain 
of final success... If our right to the frontier limit of the Andes was 
to a certain extent recognised, not a little of that result we owe to 
the efforts of British pioneers, who held for Argentina lands which 
its own people neglected to defend by means of population.” 


Speaking at the same Exhibition, Mr. Herbert Gibson, referring 
to the earlier arrivals of Britons (1810-35), said, “It is much more 
probable that these earlier arrivals, whose very enterprise indicated 
that they were people of education and brought a stake to the coun- 
try, were welcomed by the upper social class of the Argentines, who 
found in them the only source of knowledge of what men thought and 
did in Europe. This was the period when most of the Anglo-Argentine 
families were founded, and their descendants who now take a large 
part in the Republic's affairs in every section of public life, still retain 
with pride the traditions of their British ancestors and exhibit the 
traits associated with that nationality.” 


Religious, educational, and philanthropic efforts from 1870 to 
1914, formed an important part of the general life of the community, 
all of them being invariably well supported financially at their incep- 
tion, carried out with energy, and conducted thereafter on successful 
and approved lines. Anglican Churches founded and erected in Barra- 
cas, Belgrano, Flores, Lomas, Palermo, Rosario, Quilmes; Church 
Halls and Rooms in Bahia Blanca, Cérdoba, Hurlingham, Mendoza, 
Villa Devoto; camp chaplaincies organized for the provinces of Entre 
Rios and Corrientes, Buenos Aires, Santa Fe, Cérdoba and Mendoza, 
and territory of Chubut (Trelew and Upper Valley). Scotch Presby- 
terian Churches founded and Halls erected in Bahia Blanca, Barra- 
cas, Belgrano, Chascomus (new), Quilmes, Los Talleres, Temperley ; 
Camp services in the provinces, attended to by ministers attached to 
St. Andrew’s Church, Buenos Aires, and periodically held wherever 
desired. The Passionist Fathers (R. C.) arrived in 1879; chapels and 
convents founded and erected in Irish centres, including the Holy 
Cross Church, Buenos Aires (1894) . 
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Educational work is represented by the establishing of numerous 
English schools and colleges in Buenos Aires and suburbs, Alberdi, 
Bahia Blanca, Campana, Junin, Los Cocos, Ingeniero White, etc., and 
the formation of committees in Buenos Aires for the Oxford and 
Cambridge Local Examinations. 


Philanthropic efforts greatly augmented with the opening of 
the new (Third) British Hospital in 1887; the foundation of Barra- 
cas Institute 1873 (liquidated 1910) ; British and American Benevo- 
lent Society, 1880; Victoria Convalescent Home 1888 (liquidated 
1905); Allen Gardiner Memorial Homes. Los Cocos; Anglo-German 
Hospital, Rosario, 1890 (liquidated 1916); Victoria Sailors’ Home, 
1891; Boys’ Orphanage and Industrial School, Capilla del Sefior 1891; © 
British Cemetery (Chacarita) 1892; The Woman’s Institute 1904; 
Missions to Seamen Institute 1906; Children’s Home, Belgrano, 1908; 
British Aged and Infirm Fund (Sunset House) 1911. 


During the same period the community has several times been 
called upon to support special funds, the principal occasions for them 
being: Yellow Fever Plague, Buenos Aires, (1871) £1,120 stg.; 
Golden Jubilee of H. M. Queen Victoria, (1887) £8,000 stg.; Chubut 
Floods, (1899) $16,647; Distressed Immigrants by the ‘Dresden’ 
and ‘‘Munich” (1891), relief being given to more than 1100 persons; 
South African War, Mansion House Fund for Widows and Orphans 
of Reservists, (1910) $68,895; Coronation Festivities of H. M. King 
Edward VII., (1902) $21,000; Young Men’s Christian Association 
of Buenos Aires, estimated amount subscribed by the British com- 
munity to the building fund, (1910), $200,000; British Memorial 
Clock Tower presented to Argentina, (1910), $320,000; Coronation 
iy Pace George V., (1911) $16,124; Visit of British Squadron, (1911), 

47,938.

Persons of British nationality in 1914, consisted of 19,519 males 
and 8,781 females. These would all be British subjects; their children, 
born in Argentina, would have been taken in the census returns as 
Argentines. This census was raised in the month of May, 1914, and 
the detail concerning British subjects can therefore be taken as the 
basis of any comparison of the percentage of males who offered their 
services for H. M. Forces. 


Reference has been previously made to the Argentine first ex- 
ternal loan for public works, which was obtained in London, 1823. 
Ever since then, British capital has been freely placed at the disposal 
ef Argentina for public works, ports, conversion and consolidation 
achemes. No other country apportioned so much financial aid to the 
development of Argentina as Great Britain. From the year 1823 
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down to 1891, the amount of external loans obtained by National, 
Provincial and Municipal authorities reached £152,326,460, this 
amount being raised,

Details concerning British capital invested in the Republic are 
not very complete. In 1917 the government presented a project for an. 
Income Tax, and in connection therewith, some valuable returns were 
compiled by several of the departments of public service. Amongst 
these is one by the office of Commerce and Industries, setting forth 
the amount of capital employed by public companies, (sociedades ané- 
nimas) in exploiting industrial and commercial enterprises, ant 
from which it is gathered that eight hundred and forty companies had 
a total capital of £387,000,000 stg., corresponding to,

The aoe adds: “British capital always had most confidence 
in the future of Argentine industries and commerce, and contributed 
in the greatest degree to the economic progress of the nation.” 
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What the total amount of British capital invested in the Republic 
to-day may be, is a matter requiring careful review, but, taking an 
average of the amounts arrived at by competent authorities and 
statisticians in the year 1918, it cannot be less than £515,000,000 stg. 

The greatest claim to recognition possessed by British capital 
and industry in Argentina, is the development of the country by 
railway construction and working. The first railway, Buenos Aires- 
City to the suburb of Flores, about six miles, belonged to the Pro- 
vincial government of Buenos Aires, and was opened August 30th, 
1857. The influx of British capital for railway exploitation began 
in 1862, with the construction of the Northern Railway, leased after- 
wards to the Central Argentine Company; this was followed in 1863 
with the commencement of the line Rosario to Cérdoba; and in 1864. 
the Great Southern line, Buenos Aires to Chascomus. It is interesting 
to note that the concessions in those days, were guaranteed an interest 
of 7 o|o per annum on the capital by the government, and in some 
cases, additional land was conceded on either side of the line. The: 
period of greatest construction occurred from 1885 to 1905. The 
mileage of all the Argentine railways in 1918 just exceeded 22,100 
miles, and of these practically two-thirds are owned and worked by 
British capital under British management.

_. The immense progress made with the grading up of Argentine 
live-stock, and the extension of its pastoral industry, are subjects of 
deep interest to everyone connected with the Republic. Earlier in 
this sketch, references have been made to the participation of the 
English, Scotch, Welsh, and Irish settlers who came here in the first 
half of the nineteenth century. What their descendants have accom- 
plished, belongs to the history of the Republic. One point concerning 
the live-stock industry and its progress may be mentioned. For a 
number of years the process of transformation of Argentine herds 
of cattle and flocks of sheep, of what were originally inferior types, 
into live-stock of the highest grade has been in progress by purchases 
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from the stud farms of Great Britain. In the case of cattle, these 
purchases have been made on a scale hitherto without parallel in the 
history of live-stock farming. 

The years 1885 to 1904 witnessed great activity in the importa- 
tion of pedigree stock, the number of animals entering the Argentine 
Republic during that period being 66,262. These came from:

From this necessarily brief sketch, it will be seen that Britons 


and their descendants in Argentina, have a record worthy of the 


race from which they sprang, and although living outside the geogra- 
phical limits of the Empire to which British subjects rejoice to owe 
allegiance, history shows them to have keenly participated in the rise 
and progress of the Argentine Republic, always with the never 
forgotten object in view — to further British interests. At the same 
time, they have maintained the traditions of their race. Churches, 
Schools, Hospitals, Charitable and Social Institutions conducted ac- 
cording to the best British ideals, have been founded and maintained 
wherever sufficient Britons or their descendants reside. British 
sports and games have been introduced to the country, nursed, and 
guided through a steady growth, until many of them are now looked 
upon as Argentine institutions. Much more might be written, indeed 
the subject is almost inexhaustible. What the community did during 
the five years of war will add lustre to the record.. 


There is certainly nothing in the way of public utterances by 
prominent Argentine citizens on British influence in the rise and 
progress of the Republic, to be compared with the opinion of the 
Grand Old Man of Argentina, Lieutenant - General Bartolomé Mitre, 
a president of the Republic, who in accepting nomination as one of 
the presidents of the British - Argentine Exhibition, 1905, wrote: 
‘“‘When in the centuries to come, the Argentine Nation tells the world 
of the use which it has made of its sovereignty, the name of Great 
Britain will figure in its story as the principal factor of its 
political, social and economic progress, whose influence has been 
at all times beneficial for the fortunes of the Republic, and must be 
go with even greater efficacy in the future.”

In the future, if our peoples are to attain 
that measure of success in competition with the rest of 
the world which is essential to full security and 
progress, there must be added to individual enterprise. in 
an ever-increasing degree, that new spirit of collective 
effort which has been already born of the struggle 
through which we are passing.

To you all I say “Stand by!" for your country needs

CHAPTER I. 


VOLUNTEERS FROM ARGENTINA 


In Argentina neither recruiting speeches, posters, nor newspaper 
appeals were needed to rouse Britons and their descendants, of mili- 
tary age, to action, or to awaken them to a sense of duty to the 
Motherland. They heard in August 1914, that the Old Country had 
trouble on hand, and that was enough. Thereafter their one main 
objective was England. Voluntarily and promptly they left their 
posts, and in many cases crossed the seas at their own expense, with 
no better pecuniary reward in view than a shilling a day. The earli- 
est departures included railway and bank employees, business men, 
engineers, lawyers, doctors, teachers, mechanics, clerks, estancia and 
farm owners and farm hands, and in short, representatives of almost 
every profession and trade. Neither distance from port, nor 
difficulties of travel were any discouragement. From the far off 
regions of the southern Andes, from Patagonia, from the sugar 
plantations of Tucuman, from the forest zones of the Chaco, from 
the estancia establishments in the plains of the province of Buenos 
Aires and the Pampa, from the hilly districts of Cordoba, and the 
province of Santa Fe, from the low lying districts of Entre Rios and 
Corrientes, in a word from north to south and east to west, they 
wended their way to Buenos Aires to take the first ship homeward 
bound. 

To attract recruits there was not that magnetism of a prestige 
to uphold, the prestige of a Colony or Protectorate, such as stimu- 
lated recruiting in all parts of the Empire. Men spoke in undertone 
about recruiting in a neutral country, and care had to be taken to 
avoid infringement of the neutrality laws. These things did not damp 
the patriotic spirit nor diminish the homeward flight. On arrival] in 
England the volunteers from Argentina lost whatever identity they 
had as such, and enrolled in almost every branch of H. M. Forces, 
becoming Soldiers of the King. It was some eighteen months after 
the outbreak of war, that steps were taken to establish an organiza- 
tion in London to look after the welfare and interests of volunteers 
from the River Plate; it was then too late to get in touch with many 
of them; hundreds had already paid the fuil price of their patriotism 
.and had died for Freedom and Honour. 
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The military value of men from Argentina is very well set out by 
the number who obtained commissions in H. M. Forces. Close on one 
third of them were thus honoured, and a very large proportion of 
the remainder obtained warrant and non-commissioned rank. The 
distinctions and awards also speak forcibly on the same point. 


Being without corporate existence, it follows that there are no 
records of their actions collectively. They fought and died on every 
front: France, Belgium, Flanders, Italy, Salonica, the Dardanel- 
les, the Balkans, Bulgaria, Egypt, Palestine, Mesopotamia, German 
East Africa, German South West Africa, Nigeria, Russia and India; 
on the sea and in the air. The few published notices concerning their 
participation in the respective campaigns do not tell us much. At 
the outset of the war, King Edward’s Horse attracted many Argen- 
tine volunteers. In 1915 the 2nd K. E. H. was incorporated, volun- 
tarily, with the Canadian Forces as infantry, and on return to duty 
- as cavalry with the Imperial Army in France, the following Order of 
- the Day was issued: 

“On the 2nd King Edward’s Horse leaving the Canadian Corps, 
the Corps Commander wishes to place on record his own personal 
(and also that of the whole Corps) recognition and appreciation of 
all the excellent work that the Regiment has done. 

It volunteered, at a time of stress for the Canadian Corps, to come 
- with the other two Regiments of.the Canadian Cavalry Brigade and 
act as infantry until such time as the Corps should be up to strength 
- again. 

During the period, which has been much longer than was ex- 
pected, the 2nd King Edward’s Horse has not only fought and 
worked excellently, but it has also set an excellent example of good 
conduct and discipline that has been marked by all who know it. 

The whole Canadian Corps much regrets the departure of the 2nd 
King Edward’s Horse.” 


An official expression of their fighting qualities is found in a 
communication received by the River Plate Contingent Committee, 
from the Army Council, which says: 

“The Army Council desires you to convey to the committee and 
the British residents in South America their heartiest appreciation 
of their action, and their deep sense of gratitude for the patriotic as- 
sistance they have given, and to congratulate them on the results 
they have achieved in sending such a large contingent of men unique 
in their fighting qualities.”

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The Response in Men to the call of the Motherland 


Many circumstances have militated against the compilation of 
a complete roll of the Volunteers from Argentina who responded to 
the call of our King and Country, a few of which are referred to else- 
where in this volume (pp. 25 and 305). Further, the great difficul- 
ties encountered in securing details of enrolment, service, promotions, 
distinctions awards, etc., have in many cases been insuperable. 
Hundreds of men went home to volunteer without even advising their 
friends. Many hundreds failed to communicate thereafter with this 
country. Military regulations and the Censor forbade references to 
enrolment or place of service by correspondence, indeed during the 
earlier period of hostilities the sending of information of any sort 
concerning such matters was next to impossible. The Army Council 
and War Office records do not provide a classification for men from 
countries outside the British Empire, so no assistance could be hoped 
for in those quarters. In the General Roll will be found names of 
men without detail of enrolment; of them it has to be said that 
they are reported as having left Argentina to offer their services for 
H. M. Forces, and were of military age and medically fit for service. 
That no intimation of the branch of the Forces they joined has been 
received at the office of the British Society, is regrettable. In many 


other cases, particulars of changes in rank or regiment have not come ~ 


to hand, and therefore the original enrolment stands.

The principal object of the Register, to secure as complete a Roll 
as possible of Volunteers from Argentina, including those born in 
this country who were in Great Britain at the outbreak of 
war, has been achieved. Imperfect in detail as it may be, in some 
respects, it nevertheless constitutes a public record of four thousand 
eight hundred and fifty two Volunteers whom the British Com- 
munity regard with pride, and delight to honour. Five hundred and 
twenty-eight, “The Glorious Dead”, are on the Roll of Honour.

NOTE. — There are no means of verifying the whole of the 
data regarding the number of Volunteers from Argentina. Confir- 
mation, in an indirect manner, is however forthcoming in the follow- 
ing facts. (1) The percentage of deaths from all causes in the British 
Forces during the war, was between ten and eleven per cent. (2) The 
Railway Contingent from Argentina, known to be exactly one 
thousand and sixty two men, had one-hundred and sixteen deaths 
from all causes, or eleven per cent. of the total. (3) It is a fair 
presumption that the whole of the Argentine contingent suffered in 
equal proportion, and therefore on the basis of the number given, 
four thousand eight hundred and fifty two, the “Roll of Honour” 
should contain five hundred and thirty tree names: it has five 
hundred and twenty eight.

The names, ranks, regiments, and awards given 
‘in the following pages are extracted from the 
‘“‘Register of Volunteers from Argentina who res- 
ponded to the call of our King and Country,” kept by 
‘the British Society in the Argentine Republic, and pub- 
lished monthly in the “British Magazine” 1916-1920, in 
the form of Preliminary Lists, Distinctions and Awards. 
‘The Register has been compiled from information sup- 
plied by relations, friends and acquaintances of the 
volunteers, from volunteers themselves, from employers 
and patriotic organizations in Argentina and London, 
from press cuttings, and numerous other sources.

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| CHAPTER II. 
CHRONOLOGICAL REFERENCES 


AUGUST, 1914 


During the first half of the year 1914, British 
The Outlook residents, in common with other inhabitants of the 
in Argentina. Argentine Republic, had much to occupy their im- 
mediate attention in the prolonged commercial and 
industrial crisis, that at one time threatened to develop into a 
national disaster. Crops had been poor. Land and _ house 
property values fell down and down with alarming rapidity. 
Commercial and private bankruptcies followed each other in quick 
succession. Banking institutions had restricted credits to the lowest 
possible minimum. Under such conditions it would not have _ been 
strange if European affairs and the ominous gathering of war clouds 
had attracted less attention than would otherwise have been the case. 
The declaration of war by Russia on Germany, August. 1st., quickly 
dispelled any doubts as to the gravity of the situation, and told in 
unmistakable terms that the die was cast, and that the spark that 
should set Europe ablaze had at last been kindled. 


Rumours, some of them of the wildest character, circulated as 
War! a matter of course. The cable service being almost closed for 

business and private messages tended to increase the sus- 
pense. Commercial and industrial circles became excessively ner- 
vous. On Saturday morning in Buenos Aires, August Ist., the public 
began to show signs of unrest. Directly the Banks opened a mild 
run set in. This did not develop to any extent as regards British 
and Argentine institutions. the early closing hour that day (noon) 
fortunately prevented the movement assuming anything approach- 
ing a panic. On Sunday, August 2nd., a government decree was 
issued, closing all Banks and similar institutions, including the Caja 
de Conversién, for a week. Time was thus given for deliberate 
consideration of the measures to be taken in the public interest. 


News arrived on August 3rd., that Belgium and 

Decision of France had entered the conflict. Then the question 
Great Britain. on almost everybody’s lips was, — What will Great 
Britain do? The tension increased as the day wore 

on. Britons and their descendants in towns, villages, and distant 
parts of the Republic, sent urgent telegrams by thousands to 
friends, agents and representatives in Buenos Aires, begging for 
the latest information. On the morning of August 4th., it was known 
that Great Britain had delivered an ultimatum to Germany, demand- 
ing a reply by midnight. Long before that hour, crowds besieged the 
principal newspaper offices. There one saw men and women of almost 
every nationality under the sun. Patiently they waited under the 
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glare of the arc lamps. Towards 11 p. m., the hour at which the 
news might be expected to reach Buenos Aires, a calm expectancy 
gradually spread over the multitude, with a silence that indicated 
the intensity of the anxiety pervading this agglomeration of different 
races and creeds. Just about 11.15 p. m. there came through a 
brief cable message: “Great Britain has declared war on Germany.” 
The pent up feelings of the crowd at once gave way to delirious 
manifestations of relief, that will long linger in the memory of all 
who were présent. Flags of Great Britain, France, Belgium, and Rus- 
sia appeared on the scene as if by magic, and were carried through 
the streets of the City by cheering throngs, to the accompaniment of 
the National Anthems of each country in turn. 


The British community awoke on August 5th., to 
Great Britain read newspaper confirmation of the overnight inti- 
at, war. mation. The British Empire was at war! True to their 
national characteristic, there was no outward sem- 
blance of undue excitement. The situation demanded somethmg 
different to that. Ties of blood and kindred, and devotion to the 
Motherland, brushed all other considerations on one side. Eveii at 
this early stage, men of military age made preparations for guing 
“over there”; they needed no special call. Others moved in the di- 
rection of securing united co-operation of the community with pat- 
riotic objects in view. 


The Royal Proclamation re Trading With The Enemy 
Outbreak says: “The expression ‘outbreak of war’ in the Procla- 
of war. mation, means 11 p. m. on the 4th August 1914, in 

relation to the German Empire, its Colonies and De- 
pendencies, and midnight on the 12th August 1914 in relation to 
Austria-Hungary, its Colonies and Dependencies.” 


The morning papers of August 5th. contained full 

For King __ details of the “Declaration of War by Great Britain 
and Country. on Germany”. During the whole of the day a 
continuous stream of British subjects presented 

themselves at the Consulate-General, Consulates, and Vice-Con- 
sulates, offering their services to our King and Country. There one 
rubbed shoulders with reservists, old soldiers, old volunteers, many of 
whom had seen active service in the South African war, and others 
anxious to give the most practical evidence of their patriotism. For 
the moment nothing could be done beyond noting names and 
addresses, with an intimation to await orders. Royal Naval Reserve 
men were notified by H. M. Consul General to report themselves at 
the nearest Consulate; Army officers on the retired list quickly 
rolled up awaiting instructions. Some, whose business affairs did not 
take long to arrange, sailed on the s|s. “Aragon”, August 7th. On 
board were quite a number of R.N.R. men, and French reservists. 
The departure of this steamer gave the Buenos Aires public their 
first object lesson in patriotism, as understood by British and French 
citizens. A great concourse of people assembled at the docks, and 
considerable enthusiasm prevailed, as the “Aragon” to the accom- 
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paniment of cheers, and singing of the British and French National 
Anthems, left the port. 
In the absence on leave of H. M. Minister, Sir Reginald 
British Tower, K.C.M.G., C. V.0O., the Chargé d’Affaires, Mr. 
Patriotic H. Norman, invited a number of prominent British 
Committee. subjects to a meeting in St. John’s Hall, Buenos Aires, 
August 8th, when it was resolved that “the meeting 
constitute itself a representative committee of the British community 
in Argentina” for the following purposes: (1) To make provision for 
the families of reservists who have sailed or are sailing for England. 
(2) To assist as far as possible other British subjects whose 
condition may be affected by the war. (3) To deal with any 
contingency arising out of the present situation. A Council and 
Executive committee were appointed. (Vide, Chap. V.) 
Day by day the papers. contained brief 
Volunteers announcements, “Mr. .... is leaving for England, 
from Argentina. by the s.s. ...., where he hopes to rejoin his old 
regiment’, or else it was, “to enrol with some of 
his comrades of the South African War.” The first contingent of 
volunteers went by the s.s. “Turakina’”, sailing from Montevideo on 
August 18th: they left Buenos Aires by the river boat on _ the 
16th. These to the number of seventy-five paid their own fares. 
Many of them had flung up good positions. Others went with leave 
from their employers, and promises of re-employment on return. 
Towards the end of August the British Patriotic Committee offered 
to provide passages for all who applied, subject of course to their 
passing the medical examination, and this gave additional impetus 
to the movement. Each succeeding steamer carried some volunteers. 
At Plaza Constituci6n station, September 28th, when eighty-eight 
left by the Southern Railway boat train for La Plata to 
join the s.s. ‘“Darro’, enthusiasm reached a great height: 
“Tipperary”, ‘Rule Britannia’, interspersed with the National 
Anthem were sung continuously. It occurred to some who 
looked on, that these men were going to see _ war, to 
rub shoulders with men who walked hand in hand with death, and 
this served to invigorate the farewells. One heard parting greetings, 
as the train moved out to the singing of ‘‘God Save the King’”’, full of 
cheerful hope — ‘Back in a year” said some; “See you there soon’ 
shouted others, and a final rendering of “It’s a long way to 
Tipperary”. The largest contingent one hundred and fifty, left by 
the s.s. “Arlanza’”’ from Buenos Aires, October 9th. The scene at 
the docks was even more impressive than that at Plaza Constitucién, 
the slow movement of the great steamer as she left her moorings 
affording a more sustained opportunity for prolonged farewells. 
A meeting of British residents in Rosario and 
Rosario British district, called by the Rosario British Patriotic 
Patriotic Committee. Committee August 8th., favoured the idea of 
equipping and. despatching fifty volunteers, 
but on the suggestion being referred to the Foreign Office, it was 
not accepted, the reply conveying the intimation that volunteers 
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were not required. The adjourned meeting of August 19th, thereupon 
resolved to proceed with the collection of subscriptions to the Prince 
of Wales’ National Relief Fund. (Vide, Chap. V.) 


Meeting of British subjects in Bahia Blanca and 
Bahia Blanca. district called by H. M. Vice-Consul, Mr. W. B. 

Harding Green, to consider and resolve what 
steps should be taken to show loyalty to the Empire and sympathy 
with fellow countrymen in the present crisis. Resolved to open the 
Bahia Blanca British Relief Fund, and a committee appointed to 
carry out the resolution. (Vide, Chap. V.). 


On the invitation of a few of the rather limited 
La Plata community in La Plata and Ensenada, a meeting of 
and Ensenada. nearly 200 British residents and sympathisers took 


place August 14th, when it was decided to forma . 


branch of the British Patriotic Committee, Buenos Aires. Office- 


bearers were nominated, and a plan of patriotic work approved. 
(Vide, Chap. V.) 


Adjourned Annual General Meeting of the British Society

The 
Society. constitution of the new committee was definitely resolved 
upon, and a policy outlined that should meet the situation

Of the twenty-seven members on the roll of 
Legion of the Legion of Frontiersmen (Argentine Sub-Unit) 
Frontiersmen. twenty-three left for England during August and 
September; the remaining members were debarred 

on account of age. (Vide, Chap. V.). 


A few of the British residents in Mendoza met together, 
August 30th, and decided to commence collection of 
funds for war and patriotic purposes. (Vide, Chap. V.). 


The first effort to secure funds by small month- 
Woman’s.Patriotic ly contributions for war and patriotic purposes, 
Dollar Fund. was initiated in Buenos Aires during the latter 
part of August, under the title of the Woman’s 

Patriotic Dollar Fund. (Vide, Chap. V.)

SEPTEMBER, 1914 


Early in September it was found advisable to amplify 

British some of the objects for which the British Patriotic 

Patriotic Committee had been constituted, with special reference 

Committee. to the provision of passages to England for British 

subjects, likely, in the opinion of the committee, to find 

useful employment at home, and to increase the provision for those 

temporarily affected by war conditions here. Sub-committees were 

nominated to deal with matters concerning repatriation, relief, and 
cases of extreme distress. (Vide, Chap. V.). 
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Details having come to hand regarding the 
Prince of Wales’ initiation of the Prince of Wales’ National Relief 
National Fund, the British Patriotic Committee resolved to 
Relief Fund. open subscription lists at once. A report on this 
fund stated, “It is hoped that on conclusion of 
hostilities, there will be at least £ 3,000,000 available for dealing with 
the distress that must arise on the completion of Army contracts and 
the disbanding of the new armies”. The response to the appeal of 
the Patriotic Committee was such, that early in October the sum of 
£2,000 was remitted to England as a preliminary contribution from. 
British residents in Argentina. (Vide, Chaps. II. and V.). 


More than one hundred British ladies assembled 
British Women’s at the Plaza Hotel, Buenos Aires, September 19th, 
Patriotic on the invitation of H. M. Chargé d’Affaires, Mr. 
Association. H. Norman, to consider how British women in 
Argentina, and particularly in Buenos Aires, could 
best assist our fighting men, and at the same time minister to the 
welfare of the wives and families of those who had left us for 
active service. The meeting resolved to form the British Women’s 
Patriotic Association in the Argentine Republic, and nominated a 
council composed of representatives from the City and each of the 
Suburbs. (Vide, Chaps. IV. and V.). 


Sir Reginald T. Tower, K.C.M.G., C.V.O., His 
H.B.M._ Britannic Majesty’s Envoy Extraordinary and Minister 
Minister. Plenipotentiary in the Argentiné Republic, returned 
from England on September 20th, and resumed charge 
of the Legation. 


Chamber of Statutory meeting of the British Chamber of 

Commerce Commerce in the Argentine Republic (Incorporated), 
eae ° Prince George’s Hall, Buenos Aires, September 22nd. 
(Vide, Chap. V.). 


A meeting of the British community in Cordoba, held 
Cordoba. September 23rd, resolved to form the British Patriotic 

Committee of Cordoba, and to proceed to _ collect 
subscriptions for the Prince of Wales’ National Relief Fund. (Vide. 
Chap. V.) 


OCTOBER, 1914 


Inauguration of the United Club (ex Janus), October lst. 
United Objects: “To foment physical efficiency and otherwise to 
Club. foster British prestige.” Classes were held daily in physical 

exercises; a numerous corps of instructors conducted 
military training; lectures on military topics were given; and rifle 
and revolver practice carried out on a local rifle range. The Club 
having fulfilled its mission ceased its activities in 1916. (Vide. 
Chap. V.) 
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On receipt of information that comforts for the 
Comforts for British troops were urgently needed, the British 
the Soldiers. Society invited ladies to give a hand with knitted 

socks, and later on, additional comforts such as 
mufflers, vests, sweaters, etc., etc., placing its offices and 
organization at the disposal of the community for the collection and 
despatch of these and similar articles. (Vide, Chaps. IV and V). 


Word was passed round that the crews of the South 
Magazines, etc., Atlantic Cruiser Squadron would appreciate 
for the Sailors. supplies of reading matter. The British Society 

undertook to despatch any quantity that might be 
sent in, and immediately Magazines, Books, Newspapers, etc., came 
from all parts of the country, and in due course found their way to 
the ships, as opportunities offered. (Vide, Chap. V.). 


First General Meeting of the British Women’s 

British Women’s Patriotic Association, in the Plaza Hotel, Buenos 

Patriotic Aires, October 10th. H. M. Minister, Sir Reginald 

Association. Tower, announced his acceptance of the Hon. 

presidency, expressing at the same time the 

pleasure it gave him, on his return, to find the Association actively 

at work on behalf of the patriotic and humanitarian objects for which 
it had been formed. (Vide, Chap. V.). 


British residents in Mendoza were called together at the 
Mendoza. Union Club, October 20th, on the invitation of those 

members of the community who had hitherto made 
themselves responsible for collections for war and patriotic funds, 
when it was resolved to form the Mendoza British Patriotic 
Committee to continue the work. (Vide, Chap. V.) 


It had been generally accepted that festivities would 
Patriotic be out of place, and this was taken as an _ indication 
Gatherings. that entertainments, properly so-called, should not be> 
encouraged. There arose however, a desire for an 
opportunity to express jointly and collectively the firm determination 
of the community to leave no stone unturned to afford all possible 
aid to the Motherland, and further, to demonstrate outwardly and 
publicly, the loyalty of the community to the Empire. With these 
ends in view, the British Society arranged a Patriotic Entertainment 
in Prince George’s Hall, October 24th; the enthusiasm and 
earnestness of the immense assembly impressed everyone, and the 
evening was regarded as one of the landmarks in the patriotic 
campaign. (Vide, Chap. V.) 


NOVEMBER, 1914. 


Argentina, a neutral country, with one-third of its 

Enemy population citizens of the countries at war and 
Propaganda. numerous other nationalities, offered a first class 
field for enemy propaganda, of which the Germans 

were not slow to take advantage. Most complete and _ systematic 
methods were freely employed; long and careful preparations for

this eventuality gave them a great advantage at the outset. Ore 
other thing favoured their campaign—there was no lack of funds. 
Evidently some well organized effort would be needed to counteract 
the distribution of enemy literature in the language of the country. 
The British Society moved in the matter, calling public attention 
thereto, and by way of a start, printed and distributed 5000 
pamphlets in Spanish, setting forth Great Britains reasons for 
participation in the conflict. 

Early in the month, the British Patriotic Committee of Rosario, 
published in Spanish, the speech of Mr. Lloyd George, Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, on the antecedents of the war, in pamphlet form, 
and distributed several thousand copies. 


Although not directly connected with the activities 
Coronel, and of the British community, the naval actions at 
Falkland Isles Coronel and Falkland Isles, the nearest to our doors 
naval actions. of any of the fighting, must be briefly referred to. 

The news of the Coronel reverse on November Ist. 
only became definitely known on the 6th; rumours had been in 
circulation from enemy sources previously for days, and it needed 
quite an effort on the part of the never-down-hearted section of our 
people to counteract the influence of the pessimists, — always a 
few in number by the way, but decidedly irritating at times. 
However the tide soon turned, and on December 8th, came the joyful 
news of the complete destruction of the German squadron off the 
Falkland Isles. Then the community as one man took to rejoicing on 
a grand scale. Congratulations were cabled by the British Society 
to Admiral Sir F. Sturdee, who in due course acknowledged them 
through the British Minister. 


Friends of the volunteers having expressed a wish 
Tobacco and to forward tobacco and cigarettes to them, the 
Cigarettes. British Society, on conclusion of necessary 

arrangements in London, announced particulars of 
the same, whereby packets of English made tobacco and cigarettes, 
and pipes, could be despatched from London at prices very much 
below retail tariff rates in England owing to the required quantities 
for men on active service being drawn from stores in bond. (Vide, 
Chap. V). 


DECEMBER, 1914. 


In addition to the volunteers from Argentina, 
Volunteers from that is, residents in the Argentine Republic, 
South America. many came to Buenos’ Aires’ from the 

neighbouring Republics of Chile, Peru, Bolivia, 
and Paraguay, to await a home-going steamer. Quite a number of 
them were cared for by the British Patriotic Committee, and, 
subject to medical examination, passages provided for some. 
Among these was the late Lieutenant R. A. Warneford, who, 
shipwrecked on the oil tank steamer “M. Brae” off the 
Chilian coast, travelled overland to Buenos Aires, and was assisted 
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with a passage on the “Alcantara”, December 7th. Lieut. Warneford, 
brought down the first Zeppelin in England in 1915, for which he 
was awarded the Victoria Cross. 


The claims of the British Red Cross Society and the 

British Order of St. John of Jerusalem, to the support of 

Red Cross’ Britons and their descendants required no_ special 

Society. demonstration, and by the end of this year, subscrip- 

tions and donations were being received by the British 

Patriotic Committee, the British Society, the British Women’s 

Patriotic Association, the Rosario Patriotic Committee, and similar 

organizations formed at Bahia Blanca, La Plata, Cordoba, and 
Mendoza. (Vide, Chaps. III and V). 


Through the medium of the British Patriotic Commit- 
Donation tee, a number of estancieros presented 202 horses to the 
of Horses. British Government; they went forward in December, 
and were followed in January, 1915, by a special ship- 
ment of 303. (Vide, Chap. V.). 


The desire of friends and relations of volunteers 

Casualties to have early and £ *reliable information 
among River regarding the official] Casualty Lists, was met 
Plate Volunteers. by arrangements announced by “The Standard’, 
for cable news dealing with casualties affecting 

River Plate volunteers. This service was supplemented by weekly 
mail communications under the title of “Pro-Patria’, both of which . 
were maintained throughout the war. 


H. M. Minister received official summaries of war 

Official news from the Foreign Office, London, copies of 
_War News. which were regularly supplied to the press from the 
British Legation. These telegrams were always 

awaited with interest by the British community, as being the means 
of verifying statements by newspaper correspondents, correcting 
exaggerations of others, and in many cases exposing the inaccuracies 
of enemy information. It must be remembered that enemy reports 
came through freely and without restrictions. They were drawn up 
in accord with the instructions of the “German High Command”, and 
in many instances “edited” locally to suit the propaganda campaign 
of German agents, and invariably set up to impress neutrals. At the 
same time, the severe censorship established by the _ British 
authorities frequently delayed receipt of Allies reports, and in many 
cases when these did arrive, they were of a very meagre character. 


JANUARY - MARCH, 1915. 


Each home-going steamer carried  volnnteers; 

Volunteers small parties of from 10 to 30 men helped to swell 
from Argentina. the British contingent from Argentina, now 
estimated to exceed 2000. Some of them 

experienced the sensation of pursuit and capture by German corsairs 
prowling around the South Atlantic Ocean, and eventually landed 
again in Buenos Aires, only to re-embark on the first available ship. 
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Farewell dinners formed quite a feature of bidding adieu, wishing 
them luck, and a safe return. Demonstrations at the docks dwindled 
away to next to nothing, principally owing to the rigid enforcement 
of regulations prohibiting access to the ships by visitors. (Vide, 
Chap. I.). 


Week by week the principal organizations receiving 
Contributions contributions for War and _ Patriotic Funds, 
to War Funds. published full details of the week’s results, the lists 

frequently occupying two and three columns in the 
English papers. Details of despatch of woollen and other comforts 
also appeared at regular intervals. 


During the period of greatest activity by the 

Men of the German corsairs, several crews of captured and 

Mercantile Marine. sunk British ships came back to the port of 

Buenos Aires without resources of any 

description. They were taken in hand and provided fvc by the 
Victoria Sailors’ Home and the Missions to Seamen. 


The formation of the Comisién de Propaganda 

Propaganda  Pro-Aliados had become an accomplished fact by the 

Pro - Aliados. end of March, and already good work was reported. 
- (Vide, Chap. V.). 


APRIL-JUNE, 1915 


The birthday of H. M. King Albert of Belgium, April 8th, 
Sympathy afforded an excellent opportunity for a public demonstra- 
with tion of sympathy with the Belgian nation, which was ef- 
Belgium. fectively carried out by the Belgian Committee with the 
hearty co-operation of the British Society and similar 
committees of Allies. Never before had the streets of Buenos Aires 
presented such’ flag decorations as on this day. The sale of Belgian 
“buttons” realised the sum of $2734.80, allotted to the Belgian 
Relief Fund. 
A meeting of Irish and Irish-Argentines held in 
Irish-Argentine Buenos Aires, resolved to raise the Irish-Argentine 
War Fund. War Fund, for division in equal proportions 
between the Dublin Relief Fund for Irish Soldiers, 
the Prince of Wales’ National Relief Fund, and the General Fund of 
the British Patriotic Committee, Buenos Aires. (Vide, Chap. V.). 
In accord with the general wish of the community regarding 
Empire festivities, the committee of the British Society resolved 
Day. that the customary Children’s Entertainment on the 
afternoon of May 24th, should not take place this year. 
On the Sunday preceding, special services were held in the Anglican, 
Scotch Presbyterian and American Methodist Episcopal Churches,” 
with appropriate references to Empire Day. The evening of the 24th, 
a Patriotic Gathering of the community took place in Prince George's 
Hall, with a programme arranged by the British Society, composed 
of national songs and music, and an address on the British Empire. 
The Argentine Government granted permission for’ the 
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British Flag to be hoisted. Empire Day “buttons” were eagerly 
bought up to the number of over 10,000, half the proceeds being 
allotted to the British Red Cross Society. (Vide, Chap. V.) 


His Majesty King George’s birthday, June 3rd.. H. M.- 
The King’s Minister, Sir Reginald Tower, K.C.M.G., C.V.O., did 
Birthday. not hold an official reception, but intimated that he 

would be present at the Consulate-General from 10 to 
12 a.m., where members of the British community might call 
personally or leave their cards. Permission was granted by the 
Argentine Government for the British Flag to be hoisted. The 
British Society placed on sale a photograph “button” of the King that 
wa3 largely worn. 


In June, at the suggestion of the British Red Crous3 — 


British. Society, steps were taken for the formation of a branch 
Red Cross’ of the Society in Argentina, with headquarters in Bue- 
nos Aires. (Vide, Chap. V.). 


Through the medium of the British Patriotic 

Relief for Committee, over 407,938 lbs. of frozen meat were 
Belgian Refugees despatched to England for relief of Belgian 
in England. refugees. This had been prepared by the Meat. 
Freezing Companies free of all .charge, from 

animals donated by British and Argentine estancieros, and carried 
freight free to England by the British Shipping lines. (Vide, Chap. V)- 


JULY-SEPTEMBER, 1915 


The French, Belgian, and the British Society 

Allied committees jointly organized a great demonstration 

Demonstration. by the Allies communities, in the Coliseo Theatre, 

July 21st, which received most enthusiastic 

support; net proceeds amounting to $3,500.— were allotted to the 

Belgian Relief Fund. The Allies Committee was formed very shortly 
afterwards. 


Responding to a very widely expressed wish on the 

Argentine part of relations and friends of volunteers to send 

Cigarettes for Argentine cigarettes to them, the committee of the 

Volunteers. Royal Colonial Institute made the necessary 

arrangements, whereby periodical consignments 

were despatched at a small uniform charge per box of ten 
packets. (Vide, Chap. V.) 


Towards the end of July, a number of seafarers 

Seafarer’s then in port at Buenos Aires, met for the purpose 

- Tobacco Fund. of doing something in the way of sending tobacco 

and cigarettes to “Tommy” in the trenches. The 

idea prospered, and resulted in the formation of the Buenos Aires 

British Seafarers’ Tobacco Fund, and the election of a working 

committee, composed jointly of Shore and Seagoing members. (Vide, 
Chap. V.). 
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One of the construction schemes that went on despite 

Opening of war conditions, the building of the New Retiro Station 

New Retiro by the Central Argentine Railway Company, was 

Station. brought to a successful termination, and on Aug. 2nd; 

the President of the Argentine Republic, Dr. Victorino 

de la Plaza, formally declared it open to public service. Foundation 
stone laid June 9th, 1909. (Vide, Chap. IV.). 


The British community evinced strong desires to show 
Aeroplane in a really practical manner, their sympathy with the 
Funds. fighting forces of the Empire, and so, in a measure to 
have some participation in the conflict. Several 
suggestions were under discussion, and eventually on August 9th, 
the British Society launched a call for $25,000, wherewith to present 
an Aeroplane to H. M. Government. The call prospered to such an 
extent that the amount was soon over subscribed, and thereupon the 
Fund remained open for 4 second machine. They were named “River 
Plate No. I’ and “River Plate No. II’. (Vide, Chap. V.). 
The employees of the Central Argentine Railway Company 


subscribed a sum sufficient for the purchase of one machine that 
was likewise presented to H. M. Government. (Vide, Chap. IV.).

OCTOBER -DECEMBER, 1915. 


Second General Meeting of the British Women’s: 


British Patriotic Association, Plaza Hotel, Buenos 
Women’s Patriotic Aires, October 8th, the hon. president, Sir 
_. Association Reginald Tower, K.C.M.G., C.V.O., in the chair. 


From the hon. treasurer’s statement it was 
gathered that the collections for war and patriotic funds had gone on 
uninterruptedly. In addition to monthly subscriptions, numerous 
events had been organized, all of which gave considerable financial 
results. Work parties, and Sewing Guilds also increased. (Vide, 
Chaps. IV. and V.). 


The execution of Nurse Cavell by the Germans at Brussels, 
Nurse October 12th, aroused intense indignation among every sec- 
Cavell. tion of the British community. On Sunday, October 28th, a 

Memorial Service took place in St. John’s Pro-Cathedral; 
among the large congregation were H. M. Minister, H. M. Consul Ge- 
neral, the Minister of St. Andrew’s Scotch Presbyterian Church, the 
Pastor of the American Methodist Episcopal Church, and representa- 
tives of most of the Patriotic Societies and Committees. 
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A public meeting held in St. Bartholomew’s 


Rosario Schoolroom on November 4th, declared the 
British Patriotic British Patriotic Society of Rosario to be the 
| Society . successor of the British Patriotic Committee which 


had existed in Rosario for some fifteen years 
previously. Rules and. conditions for membership were approved. 
(Vide, Chap. V.). 


A public subscription through the “Buenos Ai- 
Ambulance for the res Herald” realized a sum sufficient for the 
British Red Cross. presentation of a completely equipped Motor 

Ambulance to the St. John Ambulance Associa- 
tion of the British Red Cross Society. (Vide, Chap. V.). 


The third Patriotic Entertainment organized by the 
Patriotic British Society in Prince George’s Hall, December 11th, 
Gatherings. The walls of the Hall were covered with a number of 
recruiting posters from home, which, created a deep 

impression, especially the one “Britain needs YOU”! (Vide, Chap. V.) 


During the latter months of 1915 a fund was established 


Yerba for the purpose of sending supplies of Yerba Mate to Volun- 
Mate. teers from Argentina on active service. (Vide, Chap. V.). 


The S. Y. “Endurance” with Sir Ernest Shackleton, 


Imperial and the members of the Imperial Trans-Antarctic — 


Trans-Antarctic Expedition left the port of Buenos Aires on Monday, 
Expedition. October 26th, for the South Pole. During their stay 
in port, special attentions had been paid to them by 
the British community; the British Society, the Royal Colonial 
Institute Branch, and the Victoria Sailor's Home being responsible 
for the general arrangements. The Argentine Government displayed 
great interest in the visit, and both Sir Ernest and his comrades 
were the object of courteous attentions; the “Endurance” was 
overhauled, and a wireless installation installed by the Ministry of 
Marine. Sir Reginald Tower, K.C.M.G., C.V.O., and a number of 
prominent members of the British community and Argentine citizens 
were present to witness the departure of the ship and to wish the 
exploring party God speed. 


The hurried departure of Volunteers, left little 


Register of opportunity for consideration of anything except 
Volunteers from their despatch, and so it had escaped _ general 
Argentina. notice that some record of them should be kept. 


The matter was now brought up by the committee 
of the British Society, and a “Register of Volunteers from Argentina 
who responded to the call of our King and Country”, opened to 
record details of the enrolment of these men. Their relations and 
friends were requested to give whatever information they might 
receive from time to time. (Vide, Chap. I. and V.) 
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JANUARY - MARCH, 1916. 


The British Patriotic Committee placed the com- 

Derby pilation of the Derby Register (Argentina) 1916, 

Register in the hands of a sub-committee, with the object of 

(Argentina). securing a record of every British subject of military 

age (18 to 41), resident at this date in Argentina, and 

also to make arrangements for the exemption, for certain definite 

reasons, such as family ties, the indispensable character of their 

civil work, etc., and also for the registration of those medically cer- 
tified as unfit for military service. (Vide, Chap. V.) 


It had been evident for some time that an organization 
River Plate would have to be set up in London to deal with all 
Contingent matters appertaining to the welfare of volunteer; 
Committee. from Argentina. The British Patriotic Committes, 

after due consideration, resolved to suggest the 
formation of the River Plate Contingent Committee in London. (Vide, 
Chaps. V. and VII.). 


Increasing membership of the British Society in the 

“British Argentine Republic brought with it the need of regular 

Magazine”. and systematic communication between the head- 

quarters and the members scattered about in ail 

corners of the Republic. To this end the “British Magazine’, a 

monthly publication, came into existence on January 3lst, as_ the 
official organ of the Society. 


In March, information came to hand regarding the ter- 
Socks for _rible conditions of life in the trenches in France and 
the trenches. Belgium, and the urgent need of woollen socks for our 
troops there. St. Andrew’s Society of the River Plate 
brought to the notice of the British Society a communication from 
the Federated Council of Scottish Associations in London asking for 
comforts for the men, and especially socks. It was at once resolved 
that the two committees make a joint call for socks, which the ladies 
of the British community promptly took up, the result being the 
despatch, in May, of 2000 pairs and sufficient funds for purchase of 
1500 additional pairs in England. (Vide, Chaps. IV. and V.). 


Dr. Francisco Barroetavena, one of the most 
“Alemania consistent advocates of the cause of the Allies 
contra el mundo”. in the Argentine Republic, published a series of 
articles in “El Diario’, an evening paper of 
Buenos Aires that never faltered in its adherence to the Allies. 
These were reproduced in book form, ‘Alemania contia el mundo” 
and so great was the demand that the work ran into a third edition. 
A public subscription to cover the cost of a fourth issue of ten 
thousand copies for free distribution, met with immediate support. 
The committee of the British Society, in view of the excellent 
propaganda that such issue would afford, invited its members to 
subscribe, and $970.— promptly came in for the purpose. 
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APRIL-JUNE, 1916. 


Sunday May 21st, was observed as Empire Sunday, special 
Empire services being held in all the Anglican, Scotch Presbyterian, 
Day. and American Methodist Episcopal Churches, which were 
very largely attended. On the 24th, by permission of the 
Argentine Government, the British Flag was hoisted. The committee 
of the British Society resolved to resume the entertainment for 
children in the afternoon, a lead that was followed everywhere; 
Empire Day “buttons” were distributed to the children, and very 
freely purchased by Britons generally. Fellows of the branch of 
the Royal Colonial Institute and friends lunched together at the 
Plaza Hotel. Children’s entertainments were carried out at Rosario, 
Bahia Blanca, La Plata, Mendoza, Cérdoba, Santa Fe, Parana, Con- 
cordia, etc. (Vide, Chaps. V. and VI.). 


The British Memorial Clock Tower presented by the 
British British community in Argentina to the Argentine 
Memorial Republic in commemoration of the Centenary 1910, 
Clock Tower. was formally handed over by H. M. Minister Sir 
Reginald Tower, K.C.M.G., C.V.0O., on May 24th, 
Empire Day. At the ceremony there was a notable gathering that 
included, H. E. the President of the Republic, Dr. Victorino de la 
Plaza, Ministers of State, Diplomatic and Consular Corps, 
representatives of the Legislature, Municipality, Commercial and 
Social a Foundation stone laid November 26th, 1910. (Vide, 
Chap. IV.). 


The adoption by Great Britain of compulsory 
Compulsory military service, and the Royal Proclamation 
Military Service. calling up all able-bodied men between the ages 
of 18 and 41, created a large amount of interest 
here. While Britons resident in Argentina were in no way bound by 
any of its provisions, yet there was an increased desire to offer 
their services on the part of many who had hitherto found it 
impossible to get away for well founded reasons. A circular notice 
(May), announcing that all classes of married men, ages 18 to 41, 
had been called in England, says: “The Derby Sub-committee are of 
the opinion that at present only married men in this country who 
are dispensable from a business point of view, and who are in a 
position to take their families home, or leave them fully promces 
for, are called upon to respond.” (Vide, Chap. V.). 


Towards the close of 1915, a movement took

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Red Cross Red Cross Exhibition Sale organized by the British 
Sale Women’s Patriotic Association, Prince George’s Hall, 
: June 2nd, and 3rd. This, the first big effort of its class, 

proved a great success. (Vide, Chap. V.). 


His Majesty’s birthday, June 3rd. H. M. Minister, Sir 
The King’s Reginald Tower, K.C.M.G., C.V.O., did not hold an 
Birthday. official reception, but intimated that he would be 

present at the Consulate - General from 10 to 12 a. m., 
where members of the British community might call personally or 
leave their cards. Permission was granted by the Argentine 
Government for the British Flag to be hoisted. At the Consulate- 
General, callers heard with much relief the real result of the Jutland 
naval action, of which, hitherto, enemy exaggerated reports had 
been in full circulation. Receptions were held at the Consulates and 
Vice-Consulates in other parts of the Republic. 


The news of the loss of His Majesty's ship 
Death. of “Hampshire” with Field Marshal Lord Kitchener 
Lord Kitchener. aboard, fell like a thunderbolt on the community. 
A message of sympathy was sent to the King by 
the British Society with an expression of the loyalty of the members 
to His Majesty’s person and throne. The acknowledgment reads, “The 
King thanks the members of the British Society for their kind 
message of sympathy in the loss to the Empire by the death of 
Lord Kitchener.” Memorial Services were held in St. John’s Pro- 
Cathedral, St. Andrew’s Scotch Presbyterian Church, and _ the 
Anglican Churches of Rosario, Bahia Blanca and Mendoza. 


Reviewing the Jutland naval action, and the death 
“La Nacién” of Lord Kitchener, “La Nacién’ of June 7th, publishea 

a leading article under the title of ‘Inglaterra’ that 
literally captured the hearts of Britons. (Vide, Chap. IV.).

Expedition. through Buenos Aires from Chile, on their way 

home, the British Society in conjunction with the 
Royal Colonial Institute local committee, organized a reception by the 
British community to them in Prince George’s Hall, on the evening 
of October 4th, under the patronage of H. M. Minister, Sir Reginald 
Tower, K.C.M.G., C.V.O., and H. M. Consul General, Mr. H. G. Mackie. 

Sir Ernest Shackleton gave a lecture at the Plaza Hotel, the 
proceeds, $3,232.— being handed to the British Hospital. 

The following communication was subsequently received: “Sir 
Ernest Shackleton wishes to convey through the committee of the 
British Society in the Argentine Republic and the committee of the 
Royal Colonial Institute, his high appreciation of the _ splendid 
reception which the British community accorded him and the 
members of his party on their arrival here, and to assure them that 
the kindness and hospitality which he received during his short 
stay in Buenos Aires from the British community generally, has 
touched him most deeply.” 


Early in the month of September, the British Society, 
“Our Day” at the request of the representative of the British Red

took the arrangements for the “Our Day” collection 
in the Republic. The special day had been fixed for October

Thanks to an extensive propaganda by the British 
British Banks, details and conditions of the British War 
War Loans. Loans were kept well before the investing public. The 
Victory Loan 1917 received special attention. The 
amount subscribed in Argentina was not announced, this of course 
being regarded as private business. To facilitate investment of small 
sums, the British Society offered to accept amounts from one dollar 
upwards, and with the total, to buy War Bonds, deposit them in 
one of the British Banks for safe custody, collect the interest and 
divide it amongst the subscribers, issuing corresponding certificates 
that would permit holders to transfer them at any time with the 
previous consent of the Society. This offer met with a favourable 
acceptance, thus enabling many to give practical effect to their 
patriotism, who would not otherwise have been able to do so. (Vide, 
Chap. III.). . 


With the return of several volunteers, 
Returned Volunteers’ discharged as unfit for further military 
Employment Bureau. service, it was deemed advisable to at once 

proceed with preliminary arrangements in the 
direction of measures tending to secure employment for such as might 
require it. In February the British Patriotic Committee announced 
the opening of the Returned Volunteers Employment Bureau, anc 
invited employers generally to assist in fulfilling the obligation on 
the community to find employment for returned men, in positions at 
least equal to those held by them in pre-war days. (Vide, Chaps. V.

APRIL-JUNE, 1917. 


With the entry of the United States into the conflict,

The King Great festival at the Coliseo Theatre at which many 
of Belgium. British residents assisted. An Album forwarded to the 
King included signatures of the committee of the 

British Society, and a number of its members. 


Excellent and effective propaganda work by the Co- 
Propaganda misi6n de Propaganda Pro-Aliados continued. Up to 

this date about 1,368,000 pamphlets, etc., had been 

distributed all over the Republic. (Vide, Chap. V.). 
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In April, the British Patriotic Society of 
Ambulance for Rosario collected and remitted to La Vicom-

Tower, K.C.M.G., C.V.O., H. M. Consul General, Mr. H. G. Mackie, 
and a large gathering of the British community. (Vide, Chap. VI.). 


Under the auspices of the British Patriotic Society of 
Rosario.

work Guild, a British Kermesse was organised, extending 
from May 24th, to June 10th; nett proceeds for the British Red 
Cross and other purposes.

By permission of the 
Argentine Government, the British Flag was hoisted. The British 
Society arranged circus performances for the children and presented 
to each child a specially prepared Britannia “button”. Similar pro- 
ceedings were reported from Rosario, Bahia Blanca, Cérdoba, 
Santa Fe, Mendoza, La Plata, Santiago del Estero, Concordia, 
Lincoln, Colonia Dora, and Parana. Fellows of the Royal Colonial 
Institute and their friends lunched at the Plaza Hotel, Buenos 
Aires, a collection being taken for the Royal Flying Corps Hospital. 
(Vide, Chaps. V. and VI.). 


Encouraged by the success of the Red Cross Exhibition 

B.W.P.A. Sale 1916, the British Women’s Patriotic Association 
Bazaar. had for months been busily engaged with the organi- 
zation of a Bazaar, which materialised in Prince 

George’s Hall, June Ist and 2nd, in a manner that astonished some 
people who professed to believe that the days of successful Bazaars 
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in Buenos Aires were gone, never to return. Objects of the Bazaar}; 
funds for the British Red Cross and the Officers Families’ Fund. 
(Vide, Chap. V.). 


His Majesty’s birthday, June 3rd. The Argentine 
The King’s Government granted permission to hoist the British 
Birthday. Flag. H. M. Minister, Sir Reginald Tower, K.C.M.G., 

C. V. O., announced that he would be pleased to meet 
all loval Britons and sympathisers at the Franco-Argentine Exhibi- 
tion of War Trophies, in the spacious Hall of the Argentine Rural 
Society, at Palermo, from 3 to 5 p.m. It was estimated that over 
ten thousand persons accepted the Minister’s intimation. The trophies 
created immense interest. The general aspect was heightened by 
the display of the full set of British Imperial Flags of the British 
Society. Altogether an impressive demonstration of sympathy with 
Great Britain. Receptions were held at the Consulates and Vice-Con.- 
sulates in other parts of the Republic.

JULY-SEPTEMBER, 1917. 


The British Women’s Patriotic Association in 

Charing Cross conjunction with H. M. Minister Sir Reginald Tower, 

Hospital. K.C.M.G., C.V.O., secured the proceeds of a Gala 

Performance at the Colén Theatre, July 6th, for the 

Charing Cross Hospital. The “Barber of Seville’ was given with 

Marie Barrientos in her favourite role. Signor Caruso assisted in the 
programme. (Vide, Chap. V.). 


The visit to Buenos Aires of the American 
American Pacific Squadron during the last week of July, 
Pacific Squadron. under the command of Admiral Caperton, gave 
rise to many manifestations of sympathy on the 
part, not only of the Argentine Nation, but also of the citizens of 
those Nations allied with Great Britain and the United States 
against the Central Empires. The British community laid themselves 
out to assist in every possible way to make the visit mernorable 
and took a prominent part in all festivities in which they could join. 
On the 27th July, the British Society invited one thousand of the 
crews and over sixty officers to a gala exhibition of the Ancre films 
at the Coliseo Theatre, profusely decorated with flags and plants fox 
tne occasion. Boxes were placed at the disposal of the Diplomatic 
Corps, the American Embassy, and the American Society of the 
River Plate. 
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During the first week of August, the British 
British Official Patriotic Committee (Buenos Aires) placed on 
‘War Photographs. exhibit 178 British Government official war 
photographs, admission being free, at the 
Galeria de Londres, kindly placed at its disposal by the proprietor, 
This most instructive collection comprised five groups, the 
British Navy, Aerial service, Indian troops, the Dardanelles, and 
work of making and despatching guns. Some of the views were 
of immense size and gave the observer object lessons on the war 
that eould hardly fail to remain in the memory for ever afterwards. 
The collection subsequently went on circuit to Rosario, Bahia 
Blanca, and Asuncién (Paraguay), being finally disposed of by auc- 
tion sale in Buenos Aires, and realized $5,165, which amount was 
handed to the British Hospital by Sir Reginald Tower. 


Under date June 20th, H. M. Minister, Sir Reginald 
“Our Day” Tower, K.C.M.G., C.V.O., wrote to the chairman of the 
Fund. 1917. British Society intimating the selection of October 

18th, for the “Our Day” 1917 appeal, and added, 
““‘Recollecting as I do the debt of gratitude that the Buenos Aires 
Branch of the British Red Cross Society feels towards the British 
Society for the efficient manner in which the collections for “Our 
Day” were carried out last year, I am confident that I cannot do 
‘better than ask you to undertake the onerous duty this year of 
carrying out the scheme outlined by His Royal Highness the Duke of 
Connaught, Grand Prior of the Order of St. John of Jerusalem, and 
the Marqujs of Landsdowne K.G., chairman of the Council of the 
British Red Cross Society in London.” The committee having gladly 
accepted the task, proceeded to arrange for a more extended organi- 
zation than in 1916, and early in August, members of the Society 
were called upon by circular letter to make preparations for the 
campaign. (Vide, Chaps. III. and V.)

work; benevolent cases 110; wives and children of volunteers 99: 

The Relief Register con- 
tained 1110 names, some with ten to twenty entries against them. The 
report says that disbursements in respect of relief ‘‘have been 
gradually getting fewer... is now almost entirely confined to aiding 
wives and mothers of men who are serving their country, and whose 
resources are inadequate to meet their needs.”

The British Society hurriedly ordered the making 

of a Lusitania mourning “button”, over 5000 being eagerly taken up 

and worn in Buenos Aires on the 7th. So large was the demand for 

them that three or four times the quantity could easily have been 
disposed of. 


Early in the year, the members of Queen Mary’s Needie- 
Rosario. work Guild, Rosario branch, commenced work for the 

second British Kermesse to be held in May-June, under the 
joint auspices of the Guild and the British Patriotic Society of 
Rosario. The enterprise proved a most complete success; proceeds 
were divided between the British Red Cross Society and other patriotic 
funds. (Vide, Chap. V.). 


“If you cant fight, buy War Bonds.” So ran one of the 

British most telling notices calling attention to the issue of 
War Bonds. British National War Bonds. Every facility was af- 
forded by the local British Banks to all who wished to 

fulfill their obligation in this direction. Our country offered us the 
privilege of lending our money, not donating it, for the carrying out 
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of the Empire’s resolution, ‘We and our Allies will never cease to 
combat until we obtain the final victory.” (Vide, Chap. III.). 


Empire Sunday was observed May 26th, with special ser-. 
Empire vices in the Anglican, Scotch Presbyterian and American 
Day Methodist Episcopal Churches. On May 24th, a special 
service was held in St. John’s Pro-Cathedral, Buenos Aires: 
at 11 a.m.; H. M. Minister, H. M. Consul-General, the presidents and 
committees of patriotic organizations attended. In the afternoon. 
the British Society arranged circus performances for the children, 
at which Empire Day “buttons,” were distributed. British sailors in. 
port were entertained by the Victoria Sailors’ Home, and the Missions 
to Seamen. Festivities for children took place in Rosario, Bahia. 
Blanca, La Plata, Cérdoba, Mendoza, Santa Fe, Parana, and other 
provincial centres. The Argentine Government granted permission for’ 
the British Flag to be hoisted. 


Early in May, cable news reported the urgent need

' for Foreign Affairs, and other leading Argentine officials. A popular 
demonstration of welcome to the Mission had been organized by an 
influential committee, headed by Dr. Antonio Pinero, who, with 
members of his committee, was on the landing stage to greet 
the Mission. A vast concourse of people lined the universally beflag- 
ged streets between the dock and the Plaza Hotel, to which Sir 
Maurice de Bunsen and the members of his Mission proceeded on foot 
amid every sign of sincere welcome from the crowds of people who 
lined the streets. Both for numbers and enthusiasm shown the de- 
monstration was unnvrecedented. The Mission left Buenos Aires foy’ 
Paraguay on June 7th. (Vide, Chap. IV.). 
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JUNE -SEPTEMBER, 1918. 


June 3rd, His Majesty’s birthday. Permission was 
The King’s granted by the Argentine Government for the British 
Birthday. Flag to be hoisted. Fellows of the Royal Colonial Insti- 
tute and friends lunched at the Plaza Hotel; H. M. 
Ambassador, Sir Maurice de Bunsen, G. C. M. G., C. V. O., C. B., and 
members of his Mission, H.M. Minister, Sir Reginald Tower, K.C.M.u., 
C.V.O., H. M. Consul-General, Mr. H. G. Mackie, and representatives 
of the allied powers were present. In the evening a gala perfor- 
mance at the Colon Theatre in. honour of His Majesty birth- 
day, and a reception to the British Mission took place. The net 
proceeds $7,037.87, enabled Sir Reginald Tower to remit £666.18.4 to 
the British Red Cross Society. Receptions were held at the Con- 
sulates and Vice-Consulates in other parts of the Republic.

The revision of the Derby Register (Argentina) 
Volunteers 1916, and repeated indications from home _ that 
from Argentina. able-bodied men were urgently needed for H. M. 
Forces, resulted in the departure of a number of 
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volunteers. Among them were several young men who had 
recently reached military age. Passages were now provided 
by the Consulate - General for account of the British Gov- 
ernment, H. M. Military Attaché being in charge of all matters 
concerning H. M. Forces. (Vide, Chap. I.).

The Jewish domination by the British Forces under General 
Community in Allenby created intense gratification amongst the 
Argentina. Jewish community in the Argentine Republic, and 


they were not slow in conveying their appreciation 
thereof to H. M. Minister. The British Legation organised a per- 
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formance at the Palace Theatre in honour of the Jewish community — 
in Buenos Aires, at which official war films lent by the British 
Society were exhibited, (the titles being in Yiddish) including 
General Allenby’s entry into Jerusalem. Speeches were made by Sir 
Reginald Tower, K. C. M. G., C. V. O., and the presidents of the 
Argentine Zionist Federation and the Israelite Congregation. 
Shortly after this, fifty-two volunteers of Jewish nationality left for 
service in Palestine with what was to be known as the Jewish Army; 
the send-off given to the contingent in the Coliseo Theatre, drew a 
large attendance including many of the British community. 


A meeting of British residents in Cérdoba, held Sept. 
‘érdoba. 6th, resolved to form the Cérdoba branch of the British 
Society in the Argentine Republic. (Vide, Chap. V.). 


The committee of the British Society desirous

Club, London, the Army Council at last 
approved of the issue of a “Special Badge 
for Soldiers who voluntarily came from South America to join the 
Army”. The authority for the issue was announced in Army Order, 
No. 1067, dated, War Office, 27th September, 1918. Clauses 1 and 
2 read: 

1. The King has been graciously pleased to approve of a special 
badge to be worn by those officers and soldiers who were residing in 
South America (including Central America and Mexico) at the out- 
break of the war and who voluntarily came to this country to join 
the Army. 

2. The badge consists of the letters “B.V.L.A.” (British Volun- 
teer Latin America) in a diamond, worked in yellow on a blue ground.

OCTOBER -DECEMBER, 1918. 


Departures of volunteers continued; the largest 

Volunteers contingent sailed on the “Demerara”, including 52 
from Argentina. Jewish volunteers who left for service in Palestine 
with the Jewish Army. Something like the scenes 

of enthusiastic farewells witnessed on the departure of volunteers in 
1914-15 took place at Plaza Constituci6én Station, October 3rd, when 
those going by the “Demerara” left for La Plata. Again one noted the 
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presence of several young men who had recently reached military 
age. The contingents on the “Highland Glen”, ‘“Waimana” “High- 
land Loch” and “Highland Piper” reached their destination after the 
signing of the Armistice, and were consequently not required to 
complete their enrolment in H. M. Forces. (Vide, Chap. I.). 


In October, H. M. Minister, Sir Reginald Tower, 

H.B.M. Minister K.C.M.G., C.V.O., paid a visit to Dr. Jose 
at La Plata.

1918. causes of which, among others, may be mentioned the 
Post Office strike and the prevailing epidemic, the 
committee have, with the approval of H. M. Minister, and the 
sanction of the Joint Committee of the British Red Cross Society and 
the Order of St. John of J erusalem, decided to defer the termination 
of the “Our Day” campaign until November 15th.” (Vide, Chaps.

During the early months of 1918 the selection of 
British Official British Official War Films had been considerably 
War Films. increased, and as hitherto they were exhibited 
under the direction of the British Society. Later 
on others came out, including “British Naval Activities”, “Triumph of 
the Vindictive” and “Training of the Tanks”, a triplet that easily 
proved the most popular of all, and aroused ea enthusiasm. (Vide.

The unconditional surrender of Bulgaria, Septaniber 
The 28th, and Turkey, November 1st, and the evident impos- 
Armistice. sibility of the enemy being able to longer resist the 
victorious advance of the forces of the Allies on all 
fronts, coupled with lengthy cable reports of peace propositions, 
created intense excitement. On Friday, November 8th, a New 
York agency cabled that Germany had accepted the Allies’ 
terms, and although the news was unofficial and_ uncon- 
firmed, the public nevertheless put faith in the information, and then 
commenced unrestricted rejoicings, the like of which had never 
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been seen in Buenos Aires. No one waited for official permission 
to hoist the Flag of their Country; in a few hours the streets 
were densely beflagged, and taken possession of by surging 
crowds. Saturday and Sunday passed quietly; official denial of the 
acceptance of the armistice terms had come through, but people 
contented themselves with the feeling that the end was reached. 
Early on Monday morning, November 11th, just after 8 a. m., the 
news arrived that the Armistice was signed. Rejoicings, temporarily 
interrupted during the two previous days, were resumed all over the 
country. 


November 11th, being an Argentine holiday, little 
The British could be done in the way of united action, but 
Community and_ British participation in the rejoicings in Buenos 
the Armistice. Aires took an unexpected turn in the evening, 
when a large number of the community, ladies as 
well as men, took part in the street demonstrations, forming up 
in procession, and carrying over 100 British and Colonial Flags; the 
immense crowds in the streets and occupying every inch of available 
space in windows and on roofs of buildings, gave these flags a rousing 
reception. Other celebrations in Buenos Aires were: November 17th, 
Thanksgiving Services in all Churches; November 23rd, United 
Thanksgiving Service in Prince George’s Hall; and in the afternoon, 
an Open Air Fete in the Japanese Gardens. Similar events were 
carried out in every town and village where Britons and their des- 
cendants were to be found. (Vide, Chap. VII.). 


“Our Day” 1918 campaign closed officially on December 

Patriotic 5th, with a patriotic gathering in the Opera House, 

Gathering. Buenos Aires. Although the goal aimed at, one million 

dollars, had not been quite reached, sufficient informa- 

tion was in possession of the committee to warrant the announcement 

that it was assured, which drew loud and prolonged applause from the 

large audience, nearly all of them ardent workers in the campaign. 

The programme for the evening, arranged by the British Society, of 

_ patriotic and national songs, musical numbers, and tableaux, had 

quite a victory tone all through, and met with a joyful reception. 

(Vide, Chap. V.). 

The fact that the million dollars for “Our Day” 1918, 

“Our.Day” had been assured for some time, did not detract from 

Fund.

December 15th, that the goal had been reached and 

passed. Cable information to London as to the mailing of £70,000 
with more to follow, brought the undernoted messages:

Flag. The British Society arranged circus performance for the child- 
ren in the afternoon, who were given Empire Day “buttons” and 
programmes containing the National Anthem (with music) and the 
King’s Message to his subjects in Latin America. In the evening, a 
Victory Dance took place at Prince George’s Hall, arrangements being 
made by the British Society. An attendance of close on 500 included 
H.B.M. Minister, H.B.M. Consul General, and members of the com- 
mittees of practically every British patriotic organization in Buenos 
Aires. The presence of a goodly number of returned volunteers added 
a joyful note to the proceedings. British sailors in the port of Buenos 
Aires were catered for by. a joint effort of the Victoria Sailors’ Home 
and the Missions to Seamen. Reports from Rosario, Bahia Blanca, 
Cérdoba, Concordia, Santa Fe, Mendoza, Parana, Venado Tuerto, and 
the eae of Buenos Aires indicated general entertainments for 
children.

for the hoisting of the British Flag. H. M. Minister, 
Sir Reginald Tower, K. C. M. G., C. V. O., held a reception of the 
Diplomatic Corps. Consuls and Vice-Consuls in other places also 
held local receptions. Fellows of the Royal Colonial Institute and 
friends lunched at the Plaza Hotel, Buenos Aijires, the guests 
including a number of returned volunteers who were present at the 
invitation of Fellows. H. M. Minister presided, supported by H. M. 
Consul - General, the United States Ambassador, members of the 
R.C.1I. committee, and representatives of France, Belgium, Russia, 
Japan, Italy, Cuba, Brasil, and Uruguay. Receptions were held at the 
Consulates and Vice - Consulates in other parts of the Republic. 
The evening found a large gathering of the community in 
Prince George’s Hall, the occasion being an. entertainment and 
reception by the Returned Volunteers Reception Committee in 
honour of the volunteers from Argentina. This reception had been 
thought of for a long time by the committee but its realization stood 
over until the number of returned men had increased.

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CHAPTER IIL. 


WAR AND PATRIOTIC FUNDS 


It was immediately recognised, August 1914, that it would be 
necessary for the community to make additional provision for the 
alleviation of distress among their own people, consequent on the 
dislocation of trade and commerce following the outbreak of the 
European conflict. Also, that assistance would be required by the 
wives and families of reservists called home , and by those dependent 
on them. Within a month, General Relief Funds had been opened, and 
substantially supported in the principal centres where British resid- 
ents could organize the collection and administration. thereof. 
Directly it was seen that there would be a large number of volunteers 
for H. M. Forces, the objects of these funds were widened to include 
their wives, families and dependents, and also repatriation ex- 
penditure. 

The local situation having been provided for, all thoughts turned 
towards the Motherland and her needs. The first call came with the 
inauguration of the Prince of Wales’ National Relief Fund, for which 
donations were invited by the British Patriotic Committee, and so 
good was the response that in October 1914, the first remittance was 
forwarded—£2,000, as a preliminary contribution from British resid- 
ents in Argentina. Notwithstanding the ever increasing number of 
other funds, the appeal of H. R. H. the Prince of Wales was never 
overlooked; many of the subscribers put themselves down for a 
certain sum per month for the duration of the war. 

While the principal funds of the early war days, General Re- 
lief and the Prince of Wales’ National Relief Fund, were being 
satisfactorily looked after by established organizations, individual 
efforts commenced what was destined to be the greatest of all war 
and patriotic contributions from this country, — support for the 
British Red Cross Society and the Order of St. John of Jerusalem. 
To do something for the Red Cross was the aim of everyone, indivi- 
dually and collectively, with the result that over three-fifths of the 
money sent home for war and patriotic purposes during the five years 
went to the British Red Cross. 

The Officers Families’ Fund was one of the early ideas of British 
women, the object being to aid families in reduced circumstances 
through death or disablement, partial or total, of officers. British 
women in Argentina received the call for help for this fund with 
womanly sympathy, and at once made it the object of special and 
_ sustained efforts, mainly by monthly subscriptions, that carried the 
total very near to the amount raised for the Prince of Wales’ Fund. 
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These four funds continued to be the principal appeals up to the 
close of the year 1917, when King George’s Fund for Sailors of the 
Mercantile Marine was inaugurated. There were a number of other 
funds before the public all this time, some of them, such as the 
Blinded Soldiers and Sailors Hostel (St. Dunstan's), the Anglo-South 
American Central Depot and Club, and Queen Mary’s Needlework 
Guild, attracting general sympathy, while others depended largely 
for their acceptance on the personal activities of those calling on the 
community on their behalf. The appeal of His Majesty the King for 
his sailors of the Mercantile Marine naturally found a most ready 
response here, where there are few who have not, at some time or 
other, come into contact with them, and fewer still who have not 
cause to be grateful for their work. 

In May 1918, the attention of the community was directed to the 
obligation to make provision for after-the-war care of the wives and 
families of Volunteers from Argentina, and in response to an appeal 
by the British Patriotic Committee, the Anglo-Argentine War Fund 
was founded with an initial subscription list of $782,000, that passed 
the million with the third list, and reached $1,471,814.74 at the 
close of the year 1919. 

There is no need to make reference here to the conditions under 
which all the other funds came into public notice; they are most of 
them dealt with in the reports of Committees and Organization work. 
The amounts noted in the following table have been compiled from 
(1) Returns supplied by treasurers of committees, etc., business 
firms, and individual workers; and, (2) Accounts and Balance Sheets 
published in the English papers. It is not possible to say that the 
amounts given include every effort, as private remittances have been 
regularly made to many home war funds, of which the donors do not 
desire to give details, and also, some particulars have not been obtain- 
able for various reasons, principally the lapse of time, with loss or 
destruction of corresponding vouchers, receipts, etc. The total now | 
published is therefore less than the actual amount that was for- 
warded.

There were two sources of receipts: (1) “Direct giving”’, i.e., Do- 
mations and Monthly Subscriptions; (2) Proceeds of public events, 
etc. It is not possible, from the information on hand, to arrive at the 
exact amount corresponding to each, but sufficient is known to per- 
mit the statement that “Direct giving’ accounts for over threc- 
fifths of the total. The variety of events promoted is large, and 
includes: 
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Auctions of Live Stock, Poultry, Produce, Wool, Hides, Skins, 
Honey, Fruit, Souvenirs, War Relics, Household Goods, etc. 
Church Offertories, Organ Recitals, College and School Collections.

Although not coming under the classification of contributions to 
War and Patriotic Funds, strictly speaking, there are the disburse- 
ments by British-owned Railway Companies in connection with their 
employees who volunteered, to be taken into account. One thousand 
and sixty-two of them joined H. M. Forces, half of whom enrolled 
before the close of the year 1915. Calculating from the time of 
departure to date of resumption of duty in Argentina, the average 
term of service is nearly three and a half years per man. The Railway 
companies granted certain bonuses to them, assisted passages, and 
partial salaries during absence on leave from this country. 
No details as to what sum has been involved in carrying. 
out these arrangements have been made public, but having 
regard to the scale of salaries ruling here, and other information 
concerning allowances, it is estimated that the total disbursements 
by the seven companies, amount to not less than $2,500,000, which 
may justly be regarded as an indirect contribution to War and 
Patriotic Funds. 

Another instance of indirect contribution, is to be found in the 
funds subscribed during the war period for Institutions, Hospital, 
Churches, and Charitable Funds connected with the British commu- 
nity. With one or two exceptions, all of them are dependent on 
annual subscriptions and donations for their revenue. That they 
should suffer financially by reason of the more imperative calls for 
War and Patriotic Funds was not for one moment entertained. They 
must “Carry On!” Many of those responsible for the contro] and 
management, and who would otherwise have pressed a right to 
retire from Committees and Councils, stood to their posts all througa 
the five years. Equally so, subscribers continued, and in some cases 
increased, their subscriptions. Dances and Entertainments that for 
years past had been relied upon to provide a certain revenue an- 
nually were abandoned by general assent. Increased expenses had 
to be faced by several committees, but with the exercise of rigid 
economy, they all pulled through. Some indeed reported a larger 
revenue than formerly — a telling evidence of the determination of 
the community to “Carry On!’. A careful study of the revenue 
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accounts of all these bodies, extending over a period of some years, 
leads to the conclusion that the sum annually required for their 
maintenance is not less than $400,000. This, then, will give for the 
five years war-period, a total of $ 2,000,000 as an indirect contribu- 
tion to War and Patriotic Funds. 

And, lastly, there is the money invested in British War Loans, 
War Bonds, and Savings Certificates to be taken into account. Here 
again, no absolute figures are available. British banking and finan- 
cial houses in Argentina made ample propaganda on behalf of each 
issue in turn and reported satisfactory business. It was calculated at 
the end of July 1918, that the total amount invested through the 
agencies named, had passed $21,000,000, a conclusion that met witli 
general acceptance.

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CHAPTER IV. 


Women’s Work. — Participation of the Churches. — Colleges and 
Schools—Sports and Social Clubs. — British owned Railway 
Companies — The Statutory List. — Important Public Events. 


WOMEN’S WORK. | 


Right from the commencement of hostilities, it was understood 
by British women in Argentina that there would be much for them 
to do in the way of making comforts, woollen wear, etc. and hospital 
supplies. They at once went to work and never slackened in their 
efforts until the end. 

In September 1914, the British Society placed its organization at 
the disposal of all who wished to help, with a call for socks, to which 
the response was immediate. Cases of socks, and other woollen com- 
forts went forward to Queen Alexandra’s Field Force Fund as_ op- 
portunity offered, the Royal Mail Steam Packet Company carrying 
them free. About the same time a committee of British Ladies was. 
formed in Rosario, later on this committee was merged into the 
Rosario branch of Queen Mary’s Needlework Guild. 

The British Women’s Patriotic Association, formed September 
1914 built up an extensive organization, and gradually took control 
of all matters appertaining to women’s work, details of which will be 
found in the history of the Association. 

In July 1916, the British Society received the following commuv- 
nication from Queen Alexandra’s Field Force Fund: 

“The Committee of the Fund feel it their duty to make adequate 
provision in good time for the probable needs of the Overseas Forces 
during the coming winter. They accordingly renew their appeal to 
you to again help them during the next months, as you have sa 
generously and continuously done in the past, by making or collecting 
such articles of warm clothing as mufflers, socks, mittens, woollen 
helmets, underclothing and sweaters. The supplies of these comforts, 
thanks to the generosity of donors and subscribers, have been in- 
valuable, and the Committee earnestly hopes to meet the extended 
demands that will certainly be made upon the Association now that 
the number of the Forces serving abroad have been so greatly in- 
creased.” 

To enter into detail of the work accomplished during the five years 
would be a task of considerable magnitude, and almost next to 
impossible, for the reason that no complete records are in existence. 

The articles made embrace almost every known class of comforts 
and hospital requirements, clothing, etc., including: 

Anti-vermin Suits, Slings, Arm Rests, Baby Outfits, Bandages 
(abdominal, chest, many-tailed, rolled, stump, triangular), Bed 
Jackets, Blankets, Body Belts, Caps, Chest Protectors, Children’s 
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Clothing, Chin Straps, Cholera Belts, Collars, Counterpanes, Cuffs, 
Cushions, Ditty Bags, Dressing Gowns, Dusters, Elbow Pads, Eye 
Dressings, Eye Pads, Face Cloths, Feeders, Floor Cloths, Fur Rugs, 
Fur Waistcoats, Gaiters, Gauze Plugs, Gloves (fingerless, bath, wash- 
ing), Handerchiefs, Helmets, Housewives, Ice Bags, Invalid Boots, 
Jug Covers, Kettleholders, Knee-caps, Knickers, Lavender Bags, Milk.

The total number of articles enumerated in these tables is 100,176 
and a moderate estimate of those sent but not included therein, would 
be more than sufficient to carry the grand total to over 115,000. 

Scores of letters of appreciation and expressive thanks were 
received from the organizations in London to which the consignments 
were forwarded, all conveying most grateful acknowledgment of the 
work of British women in Argentina. The closing up of Queen Mary’s 
Needlework Guild, the thanks of Her Majesty Queen Mary to her 
branches, and the resolution regarding disposal of the money sub- 
scribed for Her Majesty’s Silver Wedding present, are indicated in the 
following communications: 


Friary Court, St. James’ Palace, Dec. 20th, 1918. 


Dear Madam, 


I am commanded by Her Majesty the Queen to inform you that 
having regard to the fact that with the cessation of hostilities the 
main purposes of the Queen Mary’s Needlework Guild will have 
disappeared, Her Majesty has decided, with the exception of the 
Orthopaedic Branches, to close the Guild on January 3l1st, 1919. 
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Her Majesty desires me to take this opportunity of making known 
her high appreciation of the wonderful spirit in which Her branches 
throughout the Empire have responded to Her appeal on behalf of 
the sick and wounded. The record of the work done is one of which 
the Queen and the Guild may well be proud. Contributions to the fund 
of the Q. M. N. G. have been made in such generous fashion, that Her 
Majesty has at Her command a substantial sum which she proposes to 
devote to a special scheme associated with the name of the Guild 
for Disabled Sailors and Soldiers. Her Majesty hopes that, if Her 
branches of the Q. M. N. G. when they close down have funds un- 
allotted, they may be willing to apply them to the same purpose, thus 
in years to come keeping the splendid work of the Q. M. N. G. alive. 

Her Majesty is very loth to say good-bye to those who have been 
connected with Her in that work for four years, and hopes that many 
of them may still like to work with Her in this scheme, or by 
enrolling themselves as members of Her permanent London Needle- 
work Guild, if they are not already members of their own County 
Guilds.

PARTICIPATION OF THE CHURCHES. 


From the very first the instinct of our people recognised that the '. 
real issue of the War was between the ideals of Might and Right. It 
was the certainty of this that drew so whole-hearted a response 
from Britons in all parts of the Empire and outside it, to the call 
of the Mother Country. This being the case, naturally the Churches, 
as the organized representatives of the Sun of Righteousness, from 
the very first took their part in furthering the cause. Spiritual issues 
were at stake quite as much as material, and therefore it behoved 
those who stood professedly for the spiritual side of life, not only to 
emphasise those issues, but in all ways compatible with their sphere 
of activity, to strengthen the hands of our statesmen and our 
fighting forces. Only too soon was added the further duty of minister 
ing the comforts of the Christian religion to the bereaved. 

Many of the men in this Republic who answered the call of duty 
and left these shores for active service, were definite members of our 
Churches, and their departure naturally weakened our organization. 
Their names and other details concerning their records will be found 
in Chapter I, and are therefore not further referred to in this article. 
But we who remained behind were and are proud of them; we did not 
forget them, and we temporarily filled, as best we could, the gaps 
made in our Church life by their absence. 
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Frequent services of intercession were held in St. John’s Pro- 
Cathedral, and in the Anglican Churches at Belgrano, Lomas, 
Quilmes, Rosario, Alberdi, and Cérdoba; these were kept up regularly 
every ‘week on a week-day. In St. Andrew’ s Scotch Presbyterian 
Church a United Intercession Service for all denominations was held 
on November 18th, 1914. The Sunday nearest Empire Day was 
observed specially in all English speaking Churches all through the 
war by patriotic services.

Most of the Church Sewing Guilds were turned into 
Work. branches of Queen Mary’s Needlework Guild and did a great 
deal of useful work. A unique effort was the workshop for 
hospital requisites, crutches, bed-cradles, etc., started at St. Bar- 
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tholomew’s, Rosario, by Canon Pepys in 1915, and kept going till the 
end of the war, under the title of Rosario War Hospital Supply 
Depot. 

The Anglican Church Women’s Association organized a Fancy 

Fair, October 14th, 1916, in the Phoenix Hotel, Buenos Aires, the 
proceeds of which enabled the sum of $5,100, to be allotted to the 
British Red Cross Society, the Star and Garter Hospital, the National 
Ae aa Association, and the Indian Mission (Chaco), $1,375 to 
each. , 
All the Churches, some time or another, had collections for the 
Red Cross. Several of the Churches were placed at the disposal of 
Mr. Gatty Sellars, who gave a series of organ recitals for the Red 
.Cross that yielded the net sum of $3,684.30. 

St. John’s Pro-Cathedral and St. Saviour’s Church, Belgrano, 
regularly sent home money, given at week-day Services, for the 
Church Army Huts at the front. 

The First American Methodist Episcopal Church, Buenos Aires, 
sent $1,350 in 1914, collected by children of the Church, for the 
Belgian refugee children in England; other smaller amounts were 
forwarded later, as also some for French orphans. There were also 
contributions by the American Church during the period of the war, 
amounting in all to $1,888.20, allotted to British Red Cross $1,358.70; 
American Red Cross $479.50 and French orphans $50.

From the Anglican Church the following clergy went home 
Clergy. for war service; Revd. Canon Karney, Revd. Canon Pepys, 

and Revd. S. C. Deacon, as Chaplains; the Revds. C. Burder 
and Cyril Moore, joined the combatant forces, Lieut. Burder being 
, awarded the Military Cross. The Revd. D. B. Kittermaster formerly 
Archdeacon and Rector of St. Jon's Pro-Cathedral also served, first 
as Chaplain, and afterwards as a combatant, being awarded the 
Military Cross. . 

From St. Andrew’s Scotch Presbyterian Church, the Revds. W. 
M. Laing and J. D. Cameron, served as Chaplains. Of ministers 
formerly attached to this Church, the Rev. W. N. Monteith (killed 
in action) and the Revd. D. W. Bruce, served as combatants, both 
holding commissions. 

A word must be added with regard to the Revd. W. P. McLaughlin 
D.D., of the First American Methodist Episcopal Church, Buenos 
Aires. From the outbreak of the war his support of the Allies’ cause 
was outspoken and unequivocal. The bulk of the congregation, of 
which British Nonconformists form a large element, was in hearty 
support of the Pastor's attitude. But nevertheless, in the form of 
anonymous letters, etc., he received from pro-Germans considerable 
abuse for having taken such a firm and righteous stand. 

The Revd. Robert Fraser Elder, Evangelical Church, Tres Arro- 
vos, went home in 1916, and worked under the Y.M.C.A. on the 
River Lys front, at La Gorgue station; also visiting many Huts in 
camps in England. 
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COLLEGES AND SCHOOLS. 


The younger generation took part in the work with avidity, and 
and in a variety of ways. Many of them assisted at entertainments 
and sports, while others were always in request as programme and 
sweet sellers at these gatherings. English Colleges and Schools are 
few in number, but the pupils carried eut many highly successful

Some of the committees 
of these bodies carried out competitions and tournaments for the 
British Red Cross, “Our Day’, and other funds, under their direct 
control. All of them unreservedly placed their grounds, premises, or 
rooms at the disposal of organizers of Fetes, and Sports. The 
financial results of all these efforts were considerable, but as they 
have been held under such a variety of conditions, any statement of 
amounts raised by and through the co-operation of each of the Sports 
and Social Clubs would necessarily be incomplete, and their 
participation is recorded by the following list:

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BRITISH OWNED RAILWAYS. 


British owned Railway Companies were set a very difficult prob- 
lem to resolve directly it became known that the Empire required 
the services of all men of military age and physically fit for active 
service with any branch of H. M. Forces. The patriotic enthusiasm of 
of their employees was such that to have given permission to all 
applicants who desired to proceed at once to England would have 
left the managements in an impossible position as regards continua- 
tion of the railway service. There was however, no hesitation in re- 
leasing every man who could possibly be spared, and these were 
further assisted by the companies with bonuses, part provision of 
passages, partial salary during service with the Colours, and positions 
assured them on return to Argentina. 

Over 500 railway-men from Argentina were serving by the end 
of 1915; in another twelve months the total had grown to over 800, 
and finally reached 1062, which was composed of:

CENTRAL ARGENTINE RAILWAY. 


The Administration having decided that every man who could 
possibly be spared, and who was physically fit, should be granted 
leave, there was a general rush to get away “over there’. By the 
end of 1914 the Central Argentine men with the Colours totalled 241; 
twelve months later they numbered 345, including 21 members of 
the London staff; rising to 417 at the end of 1917. The names of 
employees who for reasons of physical unfitness, age limitations, or 
who were exempted officially as being required in British interests 
to remain at their posts here, will be found in the Derby Register 
(Argentina) 1916. In 1918 this Register came under revision by 
order of H. M. Government, with the result that 27 more Central 
Argentine men were released for service with H. M. Forces.’ 

Summary: — Administration, 26; Accountant’s Department, 55; 
Chief Engineers’s Department, 100; Chief Mechanical Engineer’s 
Department, 146; Stores Department, 13; Traffic Department, 68; 
Munition Work, 8; London Office, 28; total, 444. Of these, 51 
were killed in action, or died of wounds or disease, or reported mis- 
sing and presumed dead; 25 were invalided out of the Forces 
owing to wounds, injuries, or ill-health contracted on active 
service; and 63 officially reported wounded. Of those who gave 
their lives for the cause, the first to fall was a young man of 
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exceptional promise — Lieutenant Harold Percy Clarke, who was 
wounded in the trenches at Ypres May 7th, 1915 and died two days 
later. One hundred and fifty of them obtained commissioned rank, in- 
cluding two Lieut. Colonels, one Lieut.-Commander R.N., ten Majors, 
forty-three Captains, and ninety-four Lieutenants. Forty-six were 
decorated for gallantry or distinguished service. The award that creat- 
ed most interest was the bestowal of the Victoria Cross on Captain 
John Vincent Holland, Leinster Regiment, an Irishman, and formerly 
on the staff of the Chief Mechanical Engineer, at Rosario. The co- 
veted distinction was given for conspicuous gallantry at the storm- 
ing of Guillemont during the battle of the Somme, September 3rd, 
1916. The official announcement says: “During a violent engage- 
ment, Lieut. Holland, not satisfied with bombing hostile dug-outs, 
fearlessly led twenty bombers through the British artillery barrage. 
and cleared out the greater part of the village. Only five of this brave 
band returned. By this very gallant action, Holland undoubtedly 
broke the spirit of the enemy and saved the British from many 
casualties.” Other awards included, D.S.O. (2); O.B.E. (4); M.C. 
(18); D.F.C. (1); D.C.M. (2); M.M. (10); M.S.M. (6); and French. 
awards (3). 

Through the medium of the “Central Argentine Railway Maga- 
zine’ the employees contributed regularly to the several Patriotic 
and War Funds, the total exceeding $40,000, which however does not 
represent the full amount subscribed by the staff as many sent their” 
donations direct to the Funds, and hence did not figure in the month- 
ly returns published in the Magazine. The Christmas Presents Fund 
was maintained for four years. Gifts, in the form of provisions and 
seasonable delicacies, and Argentine cigarettes, went to all comrades: 
on active service each year, accompanied by an autograph letter 
or card conveying the greetings and goodwill of their colleagues in 
Argentina. Each man who joined the Forces was presented with a. 
silver cigarette case adorned with the Argentine Coat of Arms and 
the Company’s monogram. The funds raised for these purposes: 
passed $25,000. 

In 1915 it was suggested that the employees should present an 
Aeroplane to the British Government. Within a short period ove1’ 
8,000 of them responded with subscriptions to the amount of $19,517, 
and a machine was duly handed over to the War Office, and did ser- 
vice on the Western front. 

A Roll of Honour has been placed in the Head Offices of the 
Company in London. It was made in the workshops at Rosario of 
wood indigenous to the country. There are three panels containing the 
names of all employees who joined H. M. Forces. 

On the signing of the Armistice, November 11th, 1918, the staff 
resolved to celebrate the event by a banquet, which took place in the 
Grand Hall of Retiro Station, with an attendance of 887 guests from - 
all parts of the company’s extensive system. The opportunity was- 
taken to present the General Manager, Mr. C. H. Pearson with an- 
album containing the signatures of 900 members of the staff. 
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Immediately the signing of the Treaty of Peace was officially 
announced, the consideration of a suitable memorial to those mem- 
ers of the staff who had fallen occupied the earnest attention of ° 
their colleagues, and forthwith a representative committee was 
formed to take action. The memorial will be “something tangible and. 
permanent that will perpetuate for generations to come the heroism 
gnd self-sacrifice of our Central Argentine Volunteers.” 


BUENOS AIRES AND PACIFIC RAILWAY. 


The employees of the Pacific Railway Company who went home 
to volunteer were (by Departments): Traction, 80; Engineers, 75; 
Locomotive, 50; Traffic, 23; Electrical, 14; Stores, 11; Telegraph, 
10; Accountant's, 10; General Manager’s 4; Bahia Blanca office, 2; 
total, 279. Of these, 19 were killed or died of disease or wounds; 4 
invalided out of the Forces; 76 obtained commissioned rank; and 
10 were awarded distinctions, which included D.S.O. (2) and M. C. 
(2); D. C. M. (1); M. M. (8). 

Contributions by the staff to the several War and Patriotic funds 
were: Prince of Wales’ National Relief Fund, $90,212.78; British 
Red Cross, $14,805.60; Officers Families’ Fund $5,956.60; Anglo- 
Argentine War Fund, $23,270.55. 

A Tablet has been erected in the entrance hall of the offices in 
Calle Florida, Buenos Aires, dedicated to the employees of the com- 
pany who volunteered for the Great War. It is a handsome construc- 
tion of polished cedar-wood, about seven feet in width and eleven in 
height, containing seven columns of names, surmounted by a carved 
coat of arms of Great Britain, and with the Union Jack and the White 
Ensign at the sides. 


BUENOS AIRES GREAT SOUTHERN RAILWAY. 


One hundred and seventy nine employees of the Buenos Aires 
Great Southern Railway Company went home to volunteer, this total! 
comprising almost every man who could be spared without seriously 
disorganizing the service. 

Summary (by Departments): Local Committee, 2; Management, 
4; Engineer-in-chief, 56; Locomotive Running, 54; Traffic, 19; Chief 
Mechanical Engineer, 17; Accountant’s, 14; Stores, 7; Stores and 
Shipping, 2; Refreshment, 1; total 179; London Office 27, making 
206 in all. Of these, 25 were killed in action or died of wouds or 
disease; 7 were invalided out of the Forces; and 12 officially return- 
ed as wounded. Seventy two attained commissioned rank, including 
one Major General, three Lieut.-Colonels, and four Majors. Quite 
a number of men obtained Warrant and N. C. O. rank. 

The list of distinctions awarded is headed by the ex Generali 
Manager of the Railway, Major-General R. de Candolle; he was 
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gazetted early in 1917 for special employment by the War Office; 
served in Roumania and Russia; created Commander of the Bath, and 
‘also made a Grand Officer of the Order of the Crown of Roumania; 
subsequent to the Russian revolution he was appointed Director 
General of Transportation in Mesopotamia, and afterwards with 
the Salonica Force in Constantinople. Other distinctions include D.S.O 
(2); O.B.E. (1); M. C. (5); M. M. (1); Serbian White Eagle (1). 

Apart from the foregoing, the activities of the Great Southern 
in supporting the various War Funds — “Our Day” and others — 
were mainly effected through its London Office, whilst on this side, 
the principal co-operation on the company may be said to have lain 
in the very keen participation of its staff in the formation and work- 
ing of local committees within the zone served by the railway. These 
efforts on the part of the Buenos Aires staff were in addition to 
‘periodical contributions, and remittances direct to the various funds. 

Three of the principal departments organized efforts amongst 
themselves, in the form of monthly contributions, from 1914 to 
‘March 1919, for War and Patriotic Funds, the amounts thus collected 
being, Traffic Department $15,094.50; Engineer-in-Chief’s Depart- 
‘ment $17,026.90; Accountant’s Department $10,484.10. 


BUENOS AIRES WESTERN RAILWAY. 


Ninety one employees of the Buenos Aires Western Railway 
<ompany went home to volunteer, from the following Depart- 
‘ments: Permanent Way 28; Traction 28; Mechanical, 8; Traffic, 13; 
Accountant’s 10; Local Committee, 1; Stores, 2; Management, 1. 
Of these, 11 were killed, or died of disease or wounds; 10 officially 
returned as wounded; 37 obtained commissioned rank; and 9 were 
awarded distinctions, including, M. C. (8); Belgian Croix de Guerre, 
and Ordre de la Gouronne (Chevalier). Amongst the commissioned 
yanks were two Lieut.-Colonels and six Majors. 


CENTRAL CORDOBA RAILWAY. 


Fifty six employees. of the Central Cérdoba Railway Company 
went home to volunteer from the following Departments: — Engi- 
neer’s, 13; Electrical, 4; Stores, 5; Locomotive, Carriage and Wagon, 
16; Administration, 4; Accountant’s, 10; Traffic, 4. Of these, five 
were killed or died of disease or wounds; six officially returned as 
wounded; eighteen obtained commissioned rank, including one Bri- 
gadier General, and one Major; six were awarded distinctions, 
including three Orders of the British Empire; one Companion of the 
Bath; M. C. (3); and one French Croix de Guerre. 


ENTRE RIOS RAILWAY. 


Twenty six employees of the Entre Rios Railway Company went 
home to volunteer, from the following Departments: Administration, 
5; Engineer’s, 10; Traffic, 4; Locomotive, 3; Accountant’s, 4: Of 
these, three were killed or died of disease or wounds; one invalided 
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out of the Forces; ‘twelve obtained commissioned rank; three were 
awarded distinctions including one Order of the British Empire and 
one M. C. 


ARGENTINE NORTH EASTERN RAILWAY. 


Fifteen employees of the Argentine North Eastern Railway Com- 
pany went home to volunteer, ten from the Locomotive Department, 
and five from the Engineer's; of these two were killed or died of 
disease or wounds; and four obtained commissioned rank; one dis- 
tinction, M. C., was awarded. 


THE STATUTORY LIST. 


The Statutory List of enemy firms and persons in the Argentine 
Republic with whom trade was prohibited under the Trading witn 
the Enemy (Extension of Powers) Act, 1915, was first issued in 
March 1916, and was withdrawn on April 28th, 1919. During that 
period all commercial relations between the local British community 
and the enemy firms included in the Statutory List ceased to exist. 
Owing to their predominant position in Argentine trade this action 
of the British commercial community was a severe blow to enemy 
trade and influence, which was accentuated as allied and neutral 
commerce followed the lead of the British. No other war measure 
had such a far-reaching effect in Argentina in lowering German 
prestige and depriving the German cause of open adherents and 
sympathizers — an effect due not to the Statutory List itself but 
to the practical enforcement of it by the British commercial com- 
munity acting in conjunction with their French, Italian, Belgian 
and United States allies in the observance of similar measures taken 
by their respective Governments. 

In the year 1918 the British Chamber of Commerce representing 
the bulk of British trade in Argentina associated itself with the 
Chambers of Commerce of the other allied nations in forming thé 
Inter-Ally Committee, which resolved to abstain from commercial 
relations of any kind with firms of enemy nationality whether they 
figured on the official prohibitive lists or not. This resolution met 
with the unanimous approval and adherence of the British com- 
munity. 

The following message of appreciation from the Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs was read by the Commercial Secretary of 
the British Legation at the Annual Meeting of the British Chambev 
of Commerce held on August &th, 1919: 

“A point in which the administration of the Black List policy in 
the Argentine stands out pre-eminent is the whole-hearted and 
effective co-operation of the British commercial community.” 
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The new Retiro Station of the Central Argentine Railway, was 
formally opened to public service by H. E. the President of th> 
Republic, Dr. Victorino de la Plaza, on August 2nd. 1915, in the 
presence of the Ministers of State, Legislators, Diplomatic Corps, 
(among whom was H. M. Minister Sir Reginald Tower, K.C.M.G., 
C.V.O.), Municipal authorities, a large and representative gathering 
of the commercial community, the principal officials of the Central 
Argentine Railway Company, and of the other railway companies. 

Dr. A. J. Frias, president of the Central Argentine Railway Local 
Commission, said: 

Notwithstanding the crisis which for the last two years has affected the 
ent:re world, the Central Argentine Railway Company, overcom'ng great difficul- 
ties, but faithful to the compromises made with our country, believing, in its 
progress, in the capacity for work of its sons, and in the rectitude of its 
. Government, has continued the construction of this great work which in part 
to-day is being opened for public service under the auspices of the Nationa) 
Government. : 

From to-morrow this will permit of the arrival and departure of the 
company’s trains for the litoral, interior and north of the Republic, and very 
shortly the trains on the Tigre line, via Victoria, will also be accommodated. This 
will allow of the demolition of the ancient building on the Paseo de Julio, and 
the clearing away of the corresponding railway tracks, which at present prevent 
the continuation of the beautiful avenue of that name. 

In this manner the Central Argentine Railway Company contributeg not only 
to the progress of the Republic, but also to that of the city of Buenos Aires, which 
badly needed an edifice of this nature. 

It is hardly necessary to relate the vicissitudes which the idea of constructing 
a station on this site has undergone, but I may be permitted to recal] that in 
1899, under the Presidency of General Roca, at which time Dr. Civit was Minister 
of Public Works the project was first mooted of a common station for the B.A. 
and Rosario and the Central Argentine, but this could not be carried further at 
the time owing to legislative diffioulties precluding the raising of the necessary 
capital. 

Happily on the passing of law 5315, familiarly known by the name of its 
illustrious author, Engineer Emilio Mitre, of ever-present memory, a reaction 
took place, and sufficient capital was forthcoming for the extension of railway 
lines, and to begin the construction of works such as this, which the culture 
and prosperity of the Nation demand. 

Subsequently, between the ex-Minister of Public Works, Don Ezequiel Ramos 
Mejia, and the companies mentioned, a contract, based on the Mitre Law, was 
drawn up, settling thereby the various points concerning the fusion of the 
companies, the amplification of the lines, and the construction of the various 
works absolutely indispensable to the proper working of the great railway system 
resulting from this union. 

This contract served as base for the sanction of law 5597, which authorized 
the construction of this building on the lines in whict it is now handed over to 
public service. It is but just at these moments to recall the decision and energy of 
the Government of President J. Figueroa Alcorta, by the medium of ex-minister 
Sefor Ramos Mejfa, and the commission of Public Works, of the Honourable 
Chamber of Deputies presided over by Engineer Mitre, who thereby so intell- 
igently and patriotically contributed to the approbation of that law. 

The building which is being inaugurated in part, furnished with all that Is 
necessary for good service, occupies a site which Only a short time ago was 
covered by the waters of the River Plate, and is close to the place where, half a 
century, ago, the line of the Northern Railway of Buenos Aires had its starting 
point which provided at the beginning of our organization the means of commu 
nication between this province and those in the interior. 
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In rendering homage to all, who by their ideas, their action, and their work 
have contributed to the erection of this great building. 1 have also to thank for 
their presence here to-day, His Excellency, the President of the Nation, the 
Minister of State, Members of the Honourable Congress and Judicial Authorities, 
as well as representatives of commerce and industry. I invite you to drink to the 
aggrandisement of the country, and at the same time I would add a word of 
remembrance and gratitude to the distinguished gentlemen who direct thie: 
affairs of the Central Argentine Railway in England, whose worthy President, 
Sir Joseph White Todd, charges me to express his most cordial salutations and 
congratulations to the National authorities, and his best wishes for the prosperity 


of this country. ; : : 

Dr. Manuel Moyano, Minister of Public Works, said: 

The Central Argentine Railway Company can justly be proud of the 

magnificent work which we contemplate on this visit of inauguration. It seems 
only yesterday that its foundation stone was laid amidst the applause of the 
public by Dr. Jose Figueroa Alcorta, who then exercised the Presidency of the 
Republic, and Sefior Ezequiel Ramos Mejfa, his indefatigable Minister of Pudlic 
Works. . 
This satisfaction extends to the country with which this company’s fortunes 
have been linked for fifty years in the march of progress, blending its efforts with 
tl.ose of the Nation itself to dominate the desert and amplify the benefite of 
labour and civilization in the central region which gave it its expressive name, 
now holding such prestige. : 

If there remain any doubt of the strong and intimate ties in which these 

companies are bound to the national life and expansion of national progress, such 
doubt must decidedly disappear when contemplating such examples of activity 
and power, destined to prevail over all obstacles and vicissitudes when they 
contribute to the common effort and consolidate the economic progress of tie 
nation. 
Our country has some 36.000 kilometres of railway lines, and we aspire to 
continually augment this with such efficient collaboration as that of the Central 
Argentine, which owns more than 5,000 kilometres of line, and which will have 
niany more e:e long, not to mention the other companies which will undoubtedly 
keep up the plausible and fecund rivalry evidenced in their efforts to make 
analogous progress in their respective zones. 

This incessant and civilizing task has a firm platform in the confidence aud 
credit which the country merits, not only within its jurisdictional limits but 
beyond them, in the respect inspired by its laws, in the faith which sustains our 
aptitude for peace and the life of our Institutions, and in the constancy with 
which we are working out our destinies as a free and organized nation, for 
ourselves and for the people of the world. 

Foreign capital which has taken such root in our territory as to be confused 
with the proper capital of the nation, can be confident now, ag in the first «ays 
of our national organization, in our loyalty and in our gratitude, secure in the 
hnowledge that there will be no greater interest or preoccupation than that of 
responding at all times to the zealous and efficient help of our collaborators 
towards our well-being and aggrandizement. 

An upset of economic equilibrium can only be but transitory ina natiog 
consecrated to pacific activities and prolific in organized and permanent industry 
in which we offer ample scope. 

There is nothing irreparable, said that great statesman, Dr. Nicol&s 
Avellaneda on the occasion of an economic crisis analogous to the present one, 
when we have a _ people who fulfil without vacillation their programme of 
development, and with faith in their own powers and in the future. 

_ Such confidence in the present and faith in the future are confirmed by acts 
like the present, with which I am pleased to associate myself in the name of 
His Exceilency the President of the Nation in toasting our country. its great. 
lrcgress and those who contribute towards it, such as the Central Argentine 
Kailway Company in carrying out works of the magnitude of this Leautiful 
terminus of its lines ani continuing others no less worthy of the country; of the 
company itself and of the directors in London and Buenos Aires who have at 
their head there such meritorious gentlemen as Sir Joseph White Todd, Sefor 
Fighiera and others, and here Dr. Jose A. Frias and Mr. C. H. Pearson, so bound 
up with us, as to be a guarantee of concordance and honest alliance between the 
interests in their charge and the multiple exigencies of our incessant economic 


growth. 
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THE BRITISH MEMORIAL CLOCK TOWER. 


When in the year 1909 foreign communities in Argentina were 
deliberating on the form most appropriate for associating themselves 
with the Centenary Celebrations of 1910, the British community 
entered heartily into the spirit of the movement, and decided at a 
meeting held May 16th, 1909, to present a memorial of such a subs- 
tantial character that it should be a permanent reminder of the 
good-will of the British residents. Eventually the proposal that the 
memorial should take the form of a Clock Tower was approved by a2 
meeting held July 2nd, of that year; an appeal for funds was launched, 
and a committee nominated to obtain designs, estimates, etc. Finally 
the design of Mr. Ambrose Macdonald Poynter, F.R.I.B.A., secured 
the first prize of $2,000 the second going to Mr. E. Lauriston 
Conder, F.R.S.B.A. The foundation stone was laid on November 
26th, 1910, the inscription reading, “Esta piedra fué colocada por 
Su Excelencia el Ministro del Interior, Dr. Don Indalecio Gémez, el 
dia 26 de Noviembre de 1910”; Dr. Gémez officiated in representa- 
tion of the President of the Nation who was unable to be present: 
the attendance included the Vice-President of the Nation, Dr. Vic- 
torino de la Plaza, Ministers and high officials of the Government: 
the Intendente of the City of Buenos Aires, Dr. Joaquin Anchorena: 
H. M. Minister, Mr. Walter Townley; H. M. Consul, Mr. A. Car- 
negie Ross, C. B.; Rear, Admiral A. M. Farquhar, C.V.O., and a 
Guard of Honour from H.M.S. “Amethyst”; the Clock Tower Com- 
mittee; and a representative gathering of the British community 
together with a large number of prominent Argentine citizens. 

In May, 1911, certain modifications to the original design having 
been approved, and the subscriptions reported at over £30,000 stg., 
orders for material were forthwith placed in England, but it was 
not until the middle of 1912 that actual construction commenced, 
owing to the long time taken by the Primitiva Gas Company to 
vacate the site in the Plaza Britanica, fronting Retiro Station. The 
construction is entirely British; British in character, British in. 
substance; all material used came from Great Britain. Here are «. 
few details of the Tower: 

Foundations taken straight up from an armoured concrete raft: 
some 24 feet below the level of the Tower. Height from ground level 
to top of the weather vane, 63 metres or 207 feet. Diameter of the 
clock-faces 14 feet 6 inches. The hour bell weighs 5 tons, and the bells: 
for chiming the quarters just over 3 tons. 

In the two lower storeys is concentrated the bulk of the carvecl 
decorative work, including the royal arms of Great Britain and Ireland 
alternating with the arms of the Argentine Republic. Above the 
entrance door is placed the inscription, “Al gran pueblo Argentino los 
residentes Britanicos, salud, 25 de Mayo, 1810-1910.” 

The Tower relies for its stability upon such well-tried materials 
-as concrete, Portland cement, Portland stone, and brick, while the 
terrace is of Aberdeen granite. Ground and first floor are, externally, 
of Portland stone; shaft externally of red English facing-brick .- 
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Entrance door of English oak. The main gallery for sight-seers is at 
a height of 34 metres or 112 feet above the ground level. It is not a 
steel-framed structure, steel being only used in the shape of well- 
protected floor-joints, and for the framing of the roof. 

The style of architecture chosen by the architect is the phase of 
Renaissance existing in England during the Elizabethan period, and 
which has been followed out also in the ornamentation of the Tower. 
The weather vane represents a three-masted frigate of the same 
period. 

The Tower was formally handed to the Argentine Nation on 
Empire Day, May 24th, 1916, in the presence of H. E. the President 
of the Nation Dr. Victorino de la Plaza, the Intendente of the City 
of Buenos Aires, Dr. Arturo Gramajo, H. B. M. Minister Sir Reginald 
Tower, K. C. M. G., C. V. O., H.B.M. Consul General, Mr. H. G. Mackie, 
National and Municipal officials, staff of the British Legation and 
Consulate General, the Clock Tower Committee, and a large and 
representative gathering of the British community together with 
many prominent Argentine citizens. 

Sir Reginald Tower, who spoke in Spanish, said: 

“On the occasion of the celebration in 1910 of the first Centenary of the 
independence, the British residents in Buenos Aires and those in our mother- 
land whose close interests in the Argentine Republic draw them ever nearer 
when any opportunity offers of showing their solidarity with Argentine 
national sentiments, met together and determined to offer a tribute of their 
regards towards the Argentine people both as a mark of their partict- 
pation in the national pride and rejoicing and also as a sign of gratitude 
towards the country in which British subjects have lived and had their being 
in the enjoyment of the true hospitality of the Argentine people and the 
protection afforded by Argentine law. 

On my arrival at Buenos Aires in 1911, I found that “from doing to saying 
is a long way.” The design for a Clock Tower had been accepted; the foun- 
dation stone was laid by the Argentine Minister of the Interior on November 
26th, 1910. The British Admiral, Arthur M. Farquhar, with the officers of the 
fourth cruiser squadron, was present, demonstrating the part which His 
Majesty’s Navy takes in the common interests of Argentina and the United 
Kingdom, and my predecessor, Mr. Walter Townley, announced the intention 
of the British community to endeavour to make their gift to the Argentine 
Nation worthy of the important occasion it would commemorate, So much had been 
done, but it was for us to execute the work. We decided unanimously that the 
construction should be entirely British; British in character, British in sub- 
stance. With this intent we have laboured for five years. It is for you today 
to judge what success has attended our efforts. 

Such merit as the Tower may possess artistically, such value as it may 
have practically, have the most insignificant relation to the spirit in which it 
is offered. We British residents here to-day, in the name of those of our 
compatriots who have been proud to live in the Argentine Republic in the past, 
and in the sure feeling that our successors will continue in undiminished 
friendship to carry on the happy Angio-Argentine traditions of the past, wish 
to express by this gift our sincere hopes for the constanly increasing prosperity 
of the Argentine Nation. 

It is on this day, dear to the memories of the Argentine and _ British 
nations alike, May 24th, that I am privileged to speak for my compatriots. 

May I first say in a single word how significant to all Britons is the actual 
date. On May 24th, 1819, Queen Victoria was born, and the day is now observ- 
ed throughout the British Empire as Empire Day, special recognition of all 
that the late Queen did for the Empire on which the sun never sets. No day could 
therefore be more agreeable to us than that fixed for this ceremony. 

Independence Day! Empire Day! The conjunction of the two anniversaries 
fs a happy augury of the maintenance of those fundamentally solid relations 
which, as I have every reason to recall with pride and satisfaction, exist 
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between our two nations to-day and have existed since the birth of the 
Argentine Nation, during the pregnant period 1810-1916. 

Aye, and earlier still do our records go. Sir Francis Drake, in the reign 
of Queen Elizabeth, came to the River Plate in 1578. The only reliable account 
of which I am cognisant of the River countries in the 18th century is from 
the pen of Thomas Falkner, an Englishman, the author of a book on Patagonia 
in 1746. In later days the voyages of Captain Fitzioy in 1827 are known to all 
from the work of Darwin in the “Voyage of the Beagle.” 

In the period immediately following the declaration of independence, cannot 
we think with pride of the doughty deeds of William Brown, known to every 
child in the Republic as Almirante Brown, an Irishman, who in May, 1814, 
gained a naval victory which had far-reaching consequences towards the 
fulfilment of the glorious destiny awaiting the Argentine people? 

Referring for a moment to the period with which the names of Beresford, 
Crawford, Popham and Whitelocke are associated — the invasions of 1805-1807 
—is there a parallel in history to the incidents which followed immediately 
the street battles round the Plaza Central, when Argentine soldiers haled their 
British opponents into their barracks to sit at table with them and Argentine 
women gathered the wounded into their houses to nurse them? Almost before 
hostilities ended, friendship sprang up, all between the dawn and twilight of 
a winter’s day. No sting remained on either side, and the hulls of Whitelocke’s 
ships had scarcely dropped below the horizon, before the first British merchant 
ships appeared to open up social and -trade relations, to the happy continuance 
of which I stand as witness to-day. 

For nearly a century British Ministers have been accredited to this 
Republic uninterruptedly since the arrival at Buenos Aires in 1823 of Sir 
Woodbine Parish, who, two years later, was appointed Chargé d’Affaires by 
Mr. George Canning, who with all due respect to an eminent Argentine pro- 
fessor of international law, did effectively “call the new world into existence 
to redress the balance of the old.” 

The seed then sown has borne fruit most delectable for Parish’s succes- 
sors. The only instructions to guide a British Minister to the Argentine Republic 
to-day are to foment all that can stand for the prosperity of the Republic. If 
Argentina prospers, so does her friend of long standing, Great Britain, and 
without any fear of contradiction can it be said that every Englishman 
desires the fullest happiness and success to the Argentine Republic. 

One word more and I have done. 

Belgrano and San Martin! To them no tribute can be too great. Our 
thoughts mingle with your thoughts to-day. The hopes entertained by the great 
patriots have been realised, and the future development of the Republio is 
assured in the hands of their present-day successors. 

May I recall the words of Mitre in describing the great day we are celebra- 
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“El reloj del Cabildo daba las doce al tiempo de terminarse la votacién. 
Aquella fué la dltima hora Je la dominaci6n espafiola en el Rfo de la Plata. 
La campana que debfa tocar m&s adelante las alarmas de la revolucié6n, reso- 
naba en aque] momento lenta y pausada sobre la primera asamblea popular 
que inaugur6é la libertad y proclam6 los derechos del hombre y de la patria; el 
22 de Mayo de 1810 es el] dfa inicial de la revoluci6n argentina.” . 

In presenting formally to Your Excellency this Clock Tower, I venture to 
express the fervent hope that chimes which, for the first time, ring on the 
g-eat anniversary of Argentine Independence in the Plaza Britanica, on May 
24th, 1916, will unite us, like angels’ music in an accord as sound and true as 
the notes of the bell.” 


-- Dr. José Luis Murature, Argentine Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
replied on behalf of the President of the Nation. He said: 


“Gentlemen, — To appreciate the work achieved by Argentina in her first 
century of independent life, one must note the influence and the action which 
the European nations have exercised in the development of her progress. This 
is one of the most strongly marked features in the initial period of our history. 
From the first promoters of the movement of liberation. to the most distin- 
guished men of the present day, an intelligent appreciation of the best models 
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has been regarded as the best and surest guide to national development. We 
have never had either the vanity of self-sufficiency or the fear of isolation. 
On the contrary, we have always sought to promote the facilities for assimila- 
tion, which historical and ethical reasons had conferred upon our people, in 
order to profit by the teachings of others and to incorporate every means of 
advancement. We have understood nationality, not as a narrow or impenetrable 
social state, but as a supreme desire to reach the highest grade of civiilzation. 
The most diverse means of activity,—material or spiritual,—learning, labour, 
intelligence, and capital have all found their field of energy and security of 
return in Argentina. Nor can we say with truth that we have offered to these 
our hospitality, because the presence of these factors has been so essential 
to us that we have not limited ourselves to receiving them with sympathy, 
but we have gone out of our way to attract them as indispensable for the 
future greatness of our country. 

There is on this account an exceptional significance about fhe monuments. 
with which the foreign communities have desired to celebrate our first cente- 
nary of independence. In these, we ourselves and future generations may 
perceive the friendly solidarity with which Argentines and foreigners together 
have cooperated during a century of vigorous: work and unalterable harmony. 
They are the most striking testimonies of the past and the happiest auguries 
for our future. In them is defined the moral aspect of a people which, in the 
midst of its internal vicissitudes, did not cease for a moment to remember the 
respect due to superior exterior influences, conscious of its inexperience but 
strong in its convictions, with a fixed objective, to march toward an unchanging 
ideal of Liberty, Justice and Progress. 

The part of the British nation in the first century of Argentine existence 
is outlined with singular clearness both in regard to political relations and 
private initiatives. The name of a great British Minister is associated 
with the first recognition which the Argentine movement for freedom 
received from European governments; to-day the Argentine Republic occupies 
a place in the front rank of foreign countries wherein British capital 
has been invested. These facts serve as an index to the connection between 
the two peoples, but it should be understood that much more is understood 
than expressed. When we remember the impulse of George Canning in favour 
of American independence, we must not forget that the forces of a powerful 
European coalition had grouped to crush it and, when we consider the magnitude 
of British interests radicated in Argentina, we must remember the uncertainty 
of the prospects of many of these in former days. It is only a loyal obligation 
to remember these circumstances in estimating at its true value the aid 
rendered by Great Britain, first to the independence and afterwards to the 
prosperity of Argentina. From this spot we can contemplate splendid structures 
which testify to the financial power of great British companies formed and 
developed in our country. But we should fall into grave error if we were to 
judge by their present conditions those which surrounded their commence- 
ment. The greater part of the works realized by British capital in our 
midst has been the result of daring enterprise, noble confidence and un- 
daunted energy. The men of vour country did not come hither to traverse ground 
already prepared or to reap the crops of an assured harvest. They came rather 
to open new ways and to conquer obstacles, with the decision and perseverance 
which mark your race, determined to face the difficulties of the struggle, 
digging ‘themselves the channel through which should afterwards pour the 
streams and torrents, which to-day are the results of their initiative and their 
energy. Much of the progress attained by the country is due to bold conception 
and tenacious effort, to the energy and faith in the future of Argentina, 
awakened in Britain. To-day, the doubts that existed are dispelled, and, to 
us, it is a matter of legitimate rejoicing that such hopes have not failed to be 
realized and that undertakings linked with Argentine life are able to secure 
satisfactory returns to repay the amplitude of their designs and the boldness 
of their conceptions. 

Apart from the part which your country has played in its progress, the 
Argentine Republic owes you a great debt of recognition, a debt common to 
all civilized peoples, all of whom benefited, without sacrifice and without 
compensation, from your benevolent creitive work. asin Gel 
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You will understand, Sefor Minister, that I wish to indicate thosc political 
institutions with which Great Britain has illuminated the annals of Liberty, 
the formulas, to-day well defined, wherewith she has asstrred the harmony of 
the exercise, in public and in private, of individual rights. 

As you have raised this Tower, stone by stone, till it has reached its majestic 
and solid integrity of atructure, and as you have given it an articulate voice 
in the sound of the bells which will be heard from far, so did Great Britain 
erect an admirable edifice in her institutions and give a force of diffusion 
- which carried their valuable teachings into every corner of the earth. None 
earlier than yourselves, or in a higher degree, have combined the benefits of 
order with personal autonomy and collective action. Parliament and _ the 
Habeas Corpus Act, the instrument of democracy and the antidote to oppres- 
sion, these your works are outstanding titles to the occupancy of a place of 
honour in the history of civilisation. 

Empire Day, you say, recerring to to-day and Day of Independence. No one 
could, indeed more justly associate -hese terms, which may appear contra- 
dictory, for never was the independence of man more severely guarded than 
under the laws of the British Empire. Neither has there ever been a more 
perfect equilibrium than that existing in your country between the spirit of 
tradition and the spirit of innovation, a happy conjunction which has permit- 
ted you at all times to accomplish bold advances in progress, without in the 
least endangering the stability of conquests already achieved. 

. You have thus arrived at a state of things which, to use the phrase of 
Macaulay, conciliates alike the most aristocratic of democracies and most 
democratic of aristocracies. The reigh of that illustrious-sovereign to whom 
reference was made is indeed a splendid proof of the perfection of your institu- 
tions. For more than seventy years, your great Queen of the last century was 
able to reign gloriously, while retaining the suavity, the delicacy, and the 
kindness of her feminine spirit, because public life in Great Britain works with 
the smoothness of one of those vast creations of modern mechanical art, 
whose propulsive force is regulated so exactly that a slight touch controls its 
power and directs its movement. This is the patrimony accumulated by your 
people in the course of ages and, in its benefits, all nations are, more or less, 
participators. 

I believe, Sefior Minister, that I interpret the sentiments of the Argen- 
tine Government, and People, when I thus recall on this occasion these ties that 
bind our two countries together, and when I assure you that this architectural 
monument offered by the British peoples will be not only a striking note in the 
decoration of the Capital but an evocation full of suggestion to our souls of the 
good feeling which it symbolises and the traditions which it recalls.” 
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The Death of Lord Kitchener, and the Jutland Naval Action. 


In connection with the death of Lord Kitchener and the Jutland 
naval action, the great Argentine morning paper “La Nacién”, of 
June 7th, 1916, contained a leading article entitled “Inglaterra” which 
is well worthy of a place in these records. Seldom, if ever, has 32 
more graceful tribute been paid to the British Nation by a foreign 
newspaper. The article drew grateful acknowledgments from the 
English local press, the principal British organizations, and Britons 
and their descendants in all parts of the Argentine Republic. 


“INGLATERRA”. 


(Translated from “La Nacion,” June 7th, 1916.) 


The news of the sinking of the “Hampshire” and the consequent disap- 
pearance, alas only too true, of Lord Kitchener and his military and civilian 
¢ecmpanicns on their way to Russia came upon us (in Argentina) as a personal 
disaster -- as a disaster all our own. ; 

It is in the days of the great national sorrows of England that the world 
feels how much it owes to her and how much — in spite of the jealousy and 
envy aroused by her formidable advancement — it loves that marvellous country 
developed into the image and likeness of the vastest visions of imperial power 
that have ever haunted the spirit of a people. As a pioneer of progress, of 
civilization, and of liberty, sowing on all hands the seeds of strength and o? 
wealth and calling up and revealing life-giving energy in all directions, England, 
superior to Rome by her naval power and, in Literature, by the influence of 
Shakespeare, has, in all nations, even those who have felt her power, those 
who render to her tributes of gratitude and admiration. If she does not inspire 
precisely the tender sympathies and deep affection which are felt towards 
fumbler peoples, of more placid mode of life, in their search for the riches of 
thought and aspirations for that which is beautiful, it is because such sentiments 
do not satisfy her. In her greatness and in her endeavours towards definite ends, 
nothing but the highest appeals to her. 

When she suffers any hindrance in her onward march, when she reels 
ander a blow of fate, when anything appears to hold her back or make her 
waver and compels us to admit the hypothesis that even she may prove to be 
mortal, then it is that, to our sentiments of gratitude and admiration, is added 
our affection. We feel implicitly the thought embodied in the verse of D’Annunzio, 
applied to her great ally. 

“France, France, sans toi le monde serait seul” 

The first news of the naval battle off Jutland, a few days ago aroused in us 
a feeling of bitter grief, of immeasurable dismay. Even those, who, led away 
by the excitement of this fateful epoch, and who in the face of the struggle 
between the giants of time and of history, of genius and of labour siding with 
the enemies of England, have arrived at the pitch of sacrilegiously and inhumanly 
hoping for the annihilation of the mistress of the seas, experienced a shudder 
of anguish. The naval power of England could not be endangered without 
humanity in general feeling that there yawned beneath it an abyss, an uncertainty 
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of its own destiny. Fortunately, the-news at first received was modified ani 
rectified as the truth became known and the feelings aroused were correspond- 
ingly assuaged. The battle was no more than an incident, the results of which 
would not change the equilibrium of the world. Calm, serenely calm, with that 
tranquillity which appears to assume the security of a guiding providence, 
England, waited for a few hours and then, as ever, told the simple truth, 
announcing in proof thereof that the actual consequences of the conflict were 
to open anew the North Sea to those British trading vessels which up to the 
date of the battle had been in refuge in the neutral ports of Scandinavia. There 
is in all this a marvellous demonstration of materia] gnd moral power, unknown, 
perhaps, in the history of the world. 

To-day, England mourns another great loss, less debateable and capable 
of definite appreciation. She loses her “man of the hour” him whom the 
people of London before the balconies of the Royal Palace acclaimed as Minister 
of War, when the danger of war materialized. “Kitchener in war” was the cry 
of the people and Kitchener, the hero of all the recent colonial campaigns, the 
strong man, imperious, energetic, the man of iron, the military embodiment of 
discipline and organization, capable of drawing a plan of campaign with the 
phlegm of a Wellington and of marching to death with the coolness of a 
Cardigan, took his seat as Minister of War in the cabinet of Mr. Asquith. He 
directed the extraordinary mobilization of the volunteers, at the same tim- 
showing that he possessed the usually incompatible powers of strategy in 
administration and oratory in addressing public assemblies. He carried into 
effect the internal and external organization of an immense, though almost 
improvised, army. He worked, in short, like a Hercules, destined himself. 
though marked fittingly for a glorious end on the field of battle, to succumb to 
a death, tragic and obscure, the result probably of an accident, but at any rat: 
due to the heroism on the .part of the enemy. England will greatly mourn her 
illustrious Field Marshal. She grieves as she does not grieve when the bombs 
fall upon her populous cities or hostile fleets bombard her defenceless shores. 
She mourns, not becouse she needs her hero, but because she loved him. In any 
circumstances, when England weeps, the blood of the world runs cold. 

She will know how to recover from this blow. Nothing can depress her | 
permanently, neither hatred nor the imperious wish for her destruction. Amongst 
her sons, if there be wanting men with the faculties, intelligence and knowledge 
which Kitchener so highly ‘possessed, to take the place which he has left 
vacant, the sense of duty, the sentiments of sacrifice for the cause of England, 
the faith and abnegation manifested by those architypes of human valour whom 
we find so frequently on the bridge of a British ship when she sinks beneath 
tue waves, will provide the man to take the place of him whom she has lost. 
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ELECTRIFICATION OF THE CENTRAL ARGENTINE RAILWAY 


In the presence of a numerous and distinguished con pany, includ- 
ing H. E. the President of the Nation, the Secretaries of State, Sir 
Reginald T. Tower, K.C.M.G., C.V.O. the British Minister, and other 
members of the diplomatic corps, numerous senators and eputies, 
legal, municipal, and other functionaries, prominent bankers, business 
and railway men, the inauguration of the electric service between 
Retiro and Tigre took place on Thursday, August 24th, 1916. The 
inaugural train consisting of 10 coaches, (5 motor and 5 trailer) drew 
out of platform No. 3 at Retiro Station, punctually at the time 


announced, 3.25 p. m., arriving at Tigre with equal punctuality at 
3.01 p. m. 

Dr. J. A. Frias, president of the Central Argentine Railway Local 
Commission, said: ; 

The Central Argentine Railway has now the satisfaction of adding a further 
improvement to its services in the form of electric trains. 

The line over which we have just travelled, constructed with all the 
improvements and safeguards which experience and science can give, fulfils 
. another of the aspirations of the Central Argentine Railway Company in its 
desire to contribute to the development of the picturesque northern suburbs of 
the capital, justly admired by all. More than fifty years ago, these towns were 
first given the advantages of a service of steam trains, and now they have the 
honour to be the first to enjoy the new mode of travel, afforded by the application 
of electric power to railways. 

The beautiful district which we have just admired was in need of this new 
service, because apart from the ideal spots afforded by the natural beauties, 
the district includes important residential, commercial and industrial centres 
which will now enjoy a modern transport system, convenient, rapid, and safe. 

Electric traction, adopted as one of the prime necessities for cities and 
suburban towns, has only been possible after surmounting great difficulties, 
and notwithstanding the grave world crisis through which we are passing. 
However the interests of the company are closely bound to those of the nation 
in every respect which redounds to the public good. 

This system which we are now inaugurating further reveals the power of 
British capital and industry, which in spite of the European conflagration, 
have managed to fulfil their contracts with a company operating within our 
territory, and consecrating its energies towards its progress. ‘We should be 
proud of the fact that our republic can count from to-day on an electric servica 
brought to the admirable state of efficiency with the intelligence an 
perseverance which characterises the spirit of British capitalists, engineers 
and industrial firms. ; 

‘We render to them the sentiments of our gratitude, as also to His 
Excellency the President of the Republic, to the high officials of the National 
and Provincial Government, Members of the Honourable,Congress and judicial 
representatives, and to those members of industrial and commercial firms who 
have been good enough to associate themselves with this ceremony, highly 
gratifying to the Central Argentine Railway Co.; and I now ask H. E. the 
Minister of Public Works to be good enough to declare the service of electric 
trains open for public traffic. 


Dr. M. Moyano, Minister of Public Works, said: 

The great pioneer of suburban locomotion, Don Federico Lacroze, adopted 
as a motto “Quanto mutatur ab illo” when inaugurating his first tramway on 
Calle Cangallo, and always urged “comfort, speed, economy’: only yesterday I 
was reminded of this by my distinguished friend, senator Irigoyen when talking 
over old times. We have just been over the lines which originally belonged 
to the extinct Northern Railway managed by the popular Mr. Crabtree. This 
service was begun in 1862 between Retiro and Belgrano, so that fot fifty-four 
years it hag satisfied the necessities and promoted the development of traffio 
in the northern suburbs of Buenos Aires, 
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The constant increase in traffic due to the extraordinary growth of these 
suburbs served by the Central Argentine Railway since they acquired the line 
in January 1889, gave birth to the project of electrification, for which official 
approval was given in April 1911. 

The great work was immediately and enthusiastically commenced, although 
needless to say there were many difficulties to be faced in view of the fact 
that the intense ordinary traffic over these lines continued while the work of 
changing the sleepers and fishplates and laying the third rail was being done. 
. as well as the necessary cabling for the supply of current, not to mention 
others equally interesting from a technical point of view, such as the provision 
of water for the power house, the magnificent tunnel at Canal San Fernando. 
the shops at Victoria, and the perfect signalling system, which we have had 
the opportunity of admiring. 

The principal power house at Canal San Fernando supplies current to tive 
different sub-stations on the line, those at the Canal, Olivos and Parque 
transferring it to the third rail for the motor power of the trains, while the 
other two at Victoria and Retiro respectively, use the current for local 
application to workshops and terminal station working. 

The machinery for the generating and -transforming stations merits 
special mention for its undoubted efficiency, and also for the fact of its being 
so thoroughly up to date. ‘Steam turbines, super-heated condensing 
installations, storage accommodation, elevators and mechanical coal-handling 
plant, the application of petroleum for firing purposes, in a worj all the 
technical advantages of these last few years can be found in thes? 
installations. 

This Company, one of the oldest representing British Capital in this 
country, and which is in the expert and friendly hands of Sir Joseph White 
Todd, has well deserved to add to its well-earned prestige the honour of the 
presence here to-day of His Excellency the President of the Nation, Doctor 
Victorino de la Plaza. On his behalf I- have to offer congratulations to its 
directors, to its worthy local representative, Doctor Jose A, Frias, to its 
General Manager, Mr. Charles H. Pearson and to its capable administrative 
staff on the perfection of the work we now see terminated. 

Members of both bodies of the Legislature, their Excellencies the Ministers, 
high dignitaries of the Church, of Justice, of Diplomacy, Politicians, Merchant:. 
and other members of Society whom I see around me, have also gathered to 
congratulate the Company, and to their applause I have to add mine officially 
and personally, as whole hearted as it is sincere. 

The great station at Retiro, which has few equals not only in America bu: 
in Europe in ntagnificence, comfort, and size, was inaugurated a short time agy 
also in the presence of His Excellency the President, Doctor de la Plaza. This 
building was erected at the same time as this costly work of electrificatioa 
_ was carried through, at an expense of some $30,000,000 as part of the Company's 
programme, and this sum, considerable at any time, but particularly so in these 
days of financial world crisis, shows how strenuous have been the efforts of 
the Company to more than realize its hopes and give us such a splendid 
monument of progress at a time like the present. 

In this way the electric service would cover approximately a distance of 
80 kilometres of double line, of which a third part, 28 kilometres, now form 
the partial service until steam traction can be entirely substituted by electricity 
not only on this line, but on all those which form the local service of our great 
metropolis. 

In the name of His Excellency the President of the Nation, I hereby 
declare inaugurated the electric service of the lines of the Centra] Argentine 
Rallway. 


H. B. M. Minister, Sir Reginald Tower, K.C.M.G., C.V.0O., then 
addressed the assembly. He said: 


Nothing in my official life here can be more gratifying than the un- 
mistakable evidence of progress. In addition to the legitimate pride I may 
feel in the fact that it is a British Company which has shown the resourcefulness 
and the ability to bring to fruition this great work, must we not all agree in 
a@ sense of real pleasure that this progressive attitude of the Central Argentine 
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Railway helps in a material way towards the constant development of the 
Argentine Republic. 

The easier the communication between place and place; the greater the 
facilities for travel; the enhanced amenities of so attractive qa suburb as the 
Tigre, these all stand for progress and development. 

The electrification of the Tigre line has been carried out by the Central 
Argentine Railway, as well as the completion of the magnificent terminus at 
Retiro during the two years of the world-war which saps the energies of our 
country. In spite of the greater difficulty of obtaining materials the Central 


Argentine Railway Company has known how to fulfil its duty in this Republic 


for the direct benefit, not only of the shareholders, as unkind critics are too 
apt to suggest, but of the country whose hospitality we are all proud to enjoy. 

From the earliest days of the era of locomotion by steam — and I need 
only remind you that the first British locomotive which was sent to this country 
had been designed for service in the Crimean war — British enterprise and 
capital were attracted by the natural advantages offered by the Argentine 
Republic as a field for railyay construction; by the illimitable extent of its 
plains, making construction easy, rapid and economical; by the richness of 
its soil, ensuring heavy cargoes of products to be moved; and by the absence 
of navigable rivers, which rendered transportation by rail practically the only 
means of opening the country to the world’s markets. 

Since that time until the present day British capital has never ceased to 
flow to this Republic in ever increasing volume for the purposes of railway 
construction, and it has always been the endeavour of the directors in London 
and of the management in Buenos Aires to keep abreast of the latest develop- 
ments of railway science and to supply the services which the growth and 
progress of the country demand. Of that spirit of initiative and foresight the 
electrification of the Tigre line which we inaugurate today is the latest and 
a most notable instance. 

Thus has Great Britain shown her trust in the Argentine Republic. Her 
capitalists, sure of their judgment in the stability and prosperous future of 
Argentina, have never hesitated to supply the vast sums which the expansion 
of railway enterprise in a new country demands. The reason is not far to seek 
— the Argentine Republic has offered the two primary requisites for the 
investment of capital — productivity and security. And these requisites vary 
in inverse ratio. The less the security, the greater is the return which must 
be offered. Capital is conservative, quickly takes fright at any signs of 
hostility to that already invested, and is easily diverted to other channels. 

The British investor was content with a low rate of interest from Argentine 
railways because he was sure of the safety of his investment. He placed his 
savings so freely and so cheaply at the disposal of the Argentine Republic 
because of his confidence, based on many years’ experience — a confidence 
which he felt was engendered by the wise legislation of the country, the liberal 
attitude of the Argentine authorities, their recognition of mutual interests, and 
the happy relations which have existed between capital and labour. 

The Argentine people and Government, on their side, have had an 
opportunity of testing the character and methods of British enterprise. They 
have been brought into contact with all that is best in British finance and 
commerce; they have proved the continuity and integrity of the financial and 
commercial relations between the two countries; and they can say whether 
the result has been satisfactory. 

More capital still must come unless the work of the past years is to bea 
largely undone, and the development of the Republic is to be limited to the 
capital which it can provide from its own resources. After the end of the 
present conflagration vast sums will be required for reconstruction, and there 
will be demands from all parts of the world for the resumption of suspended 
operations. Capital will not be abundant, nor disposed to take the same risks 
as in the past, and it will go where the greatest security is offered. | 

The confidence of British capitalists will, I trust, continue to be extended 
to this Republic in the days to come, and I can only express a desire for many 
such opportunities as that afforded us to-day of witnessing British activities — 
activities which redound, as in the present case, to the welfare of the Argentine 
nation. 
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VISIT OF H. M.S. “GLASGOW.” 


Speaking at the annual meeting of the British Society, August 
31st, 1917, H. M. Minister, Sir Reginald Tower, said that the 
community would shortly have the pleasure of welcoming “Our 
ship” the “Glasgow”. Ringing cheers greeted the news that Com- 
modore Aubrey Smith had expressed a desire to pay a visit of 
courtesy to the Argentine nation, and that he, the Minister, 
on enquiring how such visit would be regarded by the Argentine 
Government, was assured that if the “Glasgow” came she would be 
treated as a ship of a friendly nation, Great Britain, and that the 
visit would be received by the Argentine Government with the 
greatest pleasure. 

The Minister subsequently invited a number of prominent British 
residents to a meeting in St. John’s Hall on the 10th September, 
when he unfolded a reception programme that had been drawn up 
by himself in consultation with a few British friends. The pro- 
gramme was naturally confined to the part to be taken by the 
British community and not to any courtesy which might be shown 
the officers and crew of the “Glasgow” by the Argentine Govern- 
ment, and received general acceptance. 


* * * 


The “Glasgow” dropped anchor in the Darsena Norte at 10.54 
a.m. on the 19th September. The time announced was 11 a. m. Out 
in the river she had been met by craft of all sorts and conditions, 
including a river steamer chartered by the Navy League on which 
were several hundred British enthusiasts. At the dock side a huge 
number of people assembled, the members of the British Society 
being prominent in corporation. Most of the principal business 
houses closed premises from 11 to 2 p. m., and beflagged streets were 
general. The reception was most cordial form right from the start. 

Once the official welcome was concluded, Dr. Francisco A. Barroe- 
tavena, on behalf of the Argentine Reception Committee, delivered 


the following address: 

In the name of the Argentine Reception Committee, and of this concourse, 
assembled to witness and acclaim your arrival, I give you a most cordial welcome 
to the Capital of the Republic. . 

Our country preserves bonds of sympathy with Great Britain which are 
traditional, and no trace of rancour or mortification clouds our affec- 
tion, or disturbs the peaceful and friendly interchange of ideas, the relations 
at once of high interests and of mere finance, which since the dawn of our inde- 
pendence, nay, since before the day of our emancipation, have bound the two 
peoples together. Never shall our gratitude forget the beneficent influence shed 
throughout the region of the River Plate by the British Invasions of the 
beginning of the nineteenth century, in this the viceroyalty of Spanish absolutism, 
awakening us to a life of freedom, to the manful struggles of a war for the sover- 
eignty of the people, a people which, if it proved equal to the task of repelling 
those invasions, yet learned thereby to abolish the tyranny of colonial times, 
drinking in the new ideas of the Magna Charta and the Rights of Man, of free’ 
trade, of self-government, and of peaceful intercourse with all countries, instead 
of isolation and retrogression, instead of monopoly and economic oppression. 
It was the imprisoned British soldiers, and the literature of revolutionary France, 
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that instilled in the minds of our fathers the ideas of liberty and emancipation. 
whose fairest fruits were seen on the 25th. Of May of 1510, and later beyond the 
Andes, in the victories of San Martin. For had not Mariano Moreno demonstrated 
the wonderful advantages of free trade during the latest days of the Vice-royalty, 
the virtues of such a commercial freedom as has ever been Maintained by Great 
Britain, the bond that unites nations, the vanguard of all other literties? 

England, with her commerce, with her protection for all the persecuted, for 
the liberators of Spanish America: with her propitious influence in Europe, 
under the inspiration of the great Canning; and with her financial] help, contri- 
buted effectively towards the emancipation of the New World. and especially to 
that of the Argentine Republic. Later on, her military pressure in the River Plate 
served to mitigate the rigours of the tyranny of Rosas, and aided in the rise, under 
her permanent protection. of a new free nation on the River Plate, of our sister 
Republic of Uruguay, whose fair and virile countenance smiles on us to-day. 

Great Britain was one of the first powers to recognize our emancipation, 
among whose heroes frgures that bright star. creator and unbeaten commaniier 
of our navy, the British subject William Brown, pattern of valour, of perseverance, 
and of honour. Among them also was Cochrane of Chile. 

British capital, with its loans and its daring enterprises, has wrought the 
transformation of our deserts through its public works and its inlustries. It has 
known how to utilize the stream of immigrants from other European countries, 
and has thus contributed to our material prosperity, just as in earlier days it 
gave the impulse to our independence. And when the dicatorship of Rosas fell, 
it was Englani who entered into a treaty with the victor of Caseros, a treaty of 
friendship. commerce, free navigation of our rivers, free disposition by will, free- 
dom of conscience, and reciprocal bases for arbitration and cooperation, 
whereby were laid the foundations of united action throughout a future that 
shall know no end. 

Argentina and Great Britain have always cultivated the most cordial and 
fruitful relations, and thus we have been supplied with whatever was necessary 
to our progress, to our security, and to our defence, money, arms, ships of war. 
and the protection of international influence; for the arbitrator in our most 
critical boundary question was that august and beloved monarch, Edward VII, 
that sovereign of wide European insight, whose name _ will ever be held in 
grateful remembrance by Chile and by our own Republic. 

Men of the British Navy: You have seen how these countries of ours are 
ainited by strong bonds of sympathy, such as command at Once our admiration 
and our respect. Your presence now on the coasts of America, for the protection 
of free commerce and the repression with an iron hand of piracy and the outrages 
of an unlimited submarine campaign, confers on us a favour and demands our 
gratitude. The Glasgow, the other British cruisers, and those of the United States 
and Brazil, are fulfilling on the coasts of the New World a mission of protection 
against the dangers of a world-wide domination by Germany, such as would 
threaten the independence, the freedom, and the normal _ intercourse of the 
peoples of the world, by the most brutal and inhuman methods of war. For thi: 
reason we welcome the Glasgow with open arms, with banners flying, with the 
jubilant hymns and salutes proper to our national holidays. 

The gallant crew of this swift and beautiful ship have already received in 
the Pacific and the South Atlantic their baptism of fire, in the rude combats of 
Coronel and the Falklands, against the squadrons of the implacable German foe. 
They have cleared our seas of the pirates, and have displayed the coolness and 
the daring of which Nelson set an example to the sailors of the world. 

Men of the Glasgow: We appreciate most highly the merits of Great Britain; 
her forces so widespread, so formidable, and yet so beneficent, merit that sincere 
and loyal friendship which we have always felt. It is well to proclaim this modest 
virtue of ours, seeing that we have recently witnessed examples of an interna: 
tional perfidy hitherto unknown, but concealed under a cloak of the highest 
respect and love for candour and good faith. “Honest Iago!” 

We admire the greatness and nobility of Britain, her history so full of lessons 
in civilization, in constitutional liberty, in love for justice, for free trade, for the 
triumph of law: we admire the fruitful and world-wide labour of her sea-power, 
created by Cromwell, raised to a level of heroism by Nelson, and celebrated in 
~words of eloquence by Mr. Asquith: that giant power which protects the freedom 
of the seas, which abolished slavery, which promotes the growth of naval power

in other nations, without jealousy or dark-laid schemes. For has not Great Britain 
herself created squadrons for other nations, for Japan, Spain, Italy, Chile, Peru, 
and Argentina ? This sea power of England, huge and formidable; which 
shelters weak peoples, and promotes the commerce and the well-being of nations, 
acting in concert with the fleets of France, the United States, Japan, Italy, Russia, 
Brazil and Portugal, constitutes the most overwhelming naval-force recorded in 
history, infinitely superior to the squadrons of the Central Empires, whose 
caution keeps them bottled up within mined harbours; and when the Germal 
fleet did tempt the hazard of battle in the North Sea, it was compelled to flee 
with irreparab‘e losses. 

Gentlemen: let us fear nothing from the sea-power of Great Britain, which 
spreads its protecting shield over all that is most admirable in the human race, 
over national independence, progress, liberty, unfettered trade, and the safety 
of the seas for all flags, over all that stands for justice and civilization. 

Men of the Glasgow: for many years we have venerated your Motherland, 
your great men, and your international influence. The names of Newton, Pitt, 
Sheridan, Burke, Fox, Canning, Byron, Nelson, Disraeli, Wellington, Kitchener, 
Gladstone, Shakespeare, Spencer and Macaulay, are Our admiration as luminous 
exponents of human intelligence. And the present war has revealed to us an 
energy, a capacity, and a potency which will Hive in history, displayed as it has 
been by your armies when they have fought like lions against the fury of the 
German Empire, shining as it has shone in the personality of Lloyd 
George, one of the foremost statesmen, if not indeed the foremost statesman of 
his age. And as for the British war fleets, shall not they carry out serenely the 
stoical programme of their Nelson, to the destruction of the insensate enterprise 
of German imperialism, of would-be world dominion, an enterprise bereft alike 
of law, of morality, and of humanity? 

Sailors, and friends: accept the enthusiastic welcome of the Argentine people, 
on your arrival in our waters, as you set foot in our territory, as you receive th» 
well deserved ovation bestowed on you by this city, a city which has given the 
name of Canning to one of its avenues, and the name of Brown to another, 
ranking them thus alongside of its greatest, with Rivadavia, Moreno, Belgrano, 
and San Martin. Accept especially our respectful applause for the war in which 
you have engaged on behalf of the whole human race, and Our most ardent desire 
for the triumph of your Alliance. Here you will find yourselves at horse, 
welcomed as you are by us with grateful hearts.

In the evening the Commodore and officers of the cruiser were 
the guests of H. M. Minister, Sir Reginald Tower, K.C.M.G., C.V.O., 
at a banquet in the Jockey Club, at which other invited guests were 
the Argentine Minister for Foreign Affairs, Dr. Honorio Pueyrredon, 
Ministers of State, members of the Diplomatic and Consular Corps, 
representatives of the Legislature and Municipality, together with 
many distinguished British and Argentine residents. 


Dr. Honorio Pueyrredon in giving the toast of the evening, said: 


The visit of friendship paid us by His Britannic Majesty’s cruiser is matter 
for sincere rejoicing to the Argentine people and government. Not only does it 
gerve to bring together those present; but above and beyond the cordial] company 
at this table, it fuses in one, by the spontaneous expression of common sentiments. 
the spirits of two nations who have ever been united. 

I have to thank the British Minister for his kind expressions regarding this 
country, and his wishes for its progress. But the fact is that in the march 
towards civilization we have but reached in many respects the initial stage. 
There is still much wanting, according to our exacting point of view, before we 
can take our ease, and rest satisfied. Our desire is to conquer, and for this 
reason you will find among our characteristics an intellectual curiosity and a 
sympathy with what is foreign. We open our gates, and we do not content 
ourselves with awaiting the arrival of the foreigner: we take to our hearts 
“en masse” the ancient peoples, with their historic traditions, and we seek 
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to discover in the homes of our grandsires that wisdom which shall serve to 
augment the happiness and the culture of our children. 

Such has been our secular relationship with England; and the hearty 
greetings of to-day, wherein the Argentine people have expressed their ancient 
sympathies with an impulsive spontaneity, has been sufficient proof to our 
distinguished guests, that this people can both appreciate and reciprocate the 
traditional friendship so loyally maintained. 

It has fallen to my lot to speak to-day to a most representative gathering 
of the British community in Argentina, representative of that methodical, 
persistent and effective endeavour, which hag been one of the most powerful 
factors in our national advancement, that advancement for which the British 
Minister has so kindly expressed his good wishes. 

I desire then in my cordial welcome to include at once the valiant sailors 
who fraternize with us, who bring to us the gallant greeting of a friendiy 
power and people, and also those who are with us in the struggle of daily life, 
who are sharers in our sorrows and in our joys, and fellow-workers th us 
in the onward march of our progress. 

Gentlemen: I drink to the distinguished sailorg of the Glasgow, and to the 
representative of His Britannic Majesty, who so worthily reflects the traditional 
virtues of his homeland; and while I thank you for your friendly wishes for 
the happiness of His Excellency the President of the Nation, I have a most 
especial pleasure in drinking the health of your noble King, worthy son of & 
never to be forgotten sire.

The American Ambassador, who was prevented by indisposition — 

from attending, wrote to Sir Reginald Tower: 
Embassy of the United States, 


Buenos Aires, September 20th, 1918. 
Dear Sir Reginald. 


It is to me the greatest disappointment of the year that my illness prevents 
me meeting the heroes of the “Glasgow” to-night. 

For three years my country has been protected by the British navy — and 
not my people alone but the men, yes, and the women and children of neutral 
countries as well; all who have to go on their lawful errands in ships have 
owed their very lives to that unseen fleet that lies between them and the 
German foe; that slumbers not nor sleeps. 

To you of the “Glasgow” has fallen the most fortunate lot of roaming the 
ocean; a true knight-errant, warding the life of every human being that hath 
adventure on the seas. A modern Quixote; but fighting not with windmills, 
as the Falkland folks shall tell; two years ago at Pernambuco I saw her 
honourable scars. 

Near my town, at Charleston, lies moored a fine old frigate; her spars and 
rigging all in order, looking ready for action to-day — yet she has been there 
one hundred and one years. It is the old “Constitution”; it costs no heartburm 
now to give her name to Englishmen; and no American ever passes that old 
frigate with covered head. 

So we feel about the “Glasgow.” May she long survive for us to do her 
reverence! and I beg you, dear colleague, to take from me this toast — a toast 
for the Atlantic — on the Pacific we have the banner of the Rising Sun.

One of the most impressive items on the long programme, Sept. 
24th, was the ceremony at the Recoleta Cemetery when a party of 
300 men (marines and sailors) of the “Glasgow” marched to the 
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cemetery to render homage to the memory of Almirante William 
Brown, the traditional hero of the Argentine Navy. There were 
present, H. M. Minister Sir Reginald Tower, K.C.M.G., C.V.O., Com- 
modore Aubrey Smith, the Argentine Minister of Marine, and several 
Argentine Naval officers of high rank, including two grandsons of 
the famous Admiral. The band of the “Glasgow” rendered the Argen- 
tine and British National Anthems, after which Sir Reginald Tower 
addressed the assembly in the following terms: 

“No occasion could give livelier satisfaction to the representatives 
of the British Navy, while in the enjoyment of the hospitality of 
the Argentine Nation as are Commodore Aubrey Smith and the 
officers and men of H. M. S. “Glasgow” assembled here to-day, than 
to do homage to a most distinguished Argentine Admiral of British 
ancestry”. After making reference to the career of Almirante Brown, 
Sir Reginald went on to say “The name of Almirante Brown is 
known to every living soul in South America, aye and in Europe 
too, but most of all in that Ireland which gave him birth, where his 
mame is revered as a conspicuous figure who upheld the finest trad- 
ditions of the British race. It is on this account that as His Britannic 
Majesty’s Representative in the Argentine Republic, I am proud to- 
day in the presence of the Commodore and Officers of H. M. S. 
““Glasgow’”’ to do reverence by the present act to the man who sym- 
bolised in his active and distinguished life that which we Englishmen 
all ardently desire, the happy union of the Argentine Republic and 
Great Britain.” 

Four British sailors then advanced and placed a beautiful wreath 
of fresh violets, in the form of an anchor over a life-buoy, upon the 
monument of the Argentine Admiral. 

Commodore Aubrey Smith in a short address, paid a compliment 
to the Navy of the Argentine Republic, concluding with “I esteem 
{t a great honour to be allowed to demonstrate practically our deep 
respect for the world-renowned patriot of whom General Mitre said: 
“Brown standing on his quarter-deck was worth a fleet to us.”

During the stay of the “Glasgow” in port, Miss C -‘bett 
collected subscriptions for the purchase of sweaters, vests, and under- 
clothing for the ship’s company, to the amount of $1,425., and +7 
further sum of $1,270 which was sent on board (£111 stg.) to be used 
for providing fresh fruit for the men from time to time as opportuni- 
ties offered. A supply of games, chess, draughts, dominoes, etc., and 
gramophone discs were also donated. The British Society arranged 
with Messrs. Gaumont for the arrival and reception of the “Glasgow” 
to be filmed, the film being subsequently exhibited in Buenos Aires, 
and then sent to England for exhibition, copies going to Chile, Peru, 
Bolivia, and Ecuador. 

The “Glasgow” left September 26th. 


THE BRITISH MISSION. 


The visit of the British Mission to the South American Republics 
falls more within the sphere of diplomacy than the activities of 
British residents in the several Republics concerned, but the import- 
ance of the event is such that it can hardly be passed over in any 
record of the doings of the communities in those days. The Special 
Mission arrived on board His Majesty’s ship “Newcastle” flying the 
Ambassador’s Flag, at Buenos Aires in the afternoon of May 3lst, 
1918. The Ambassador, Sir Maurice de Bunsen, G.C.M.G., C.V.O., 
C.B., with the members of his Mission were received by the represen- 
tative of the Minister for Foreign Affairs, and other leading Ar- 
gentine officials, together with H. M. Minister Sir Reginald Tower, 
K.C.M.G., C.V.O., H. M. Consul General, Mr. H. G. Mackie, and a re- 
presentative assembly of British, Allied and Argentine citizens. A 
popular demonstration of welcome to the Mission had been organized 
by an influential Committee, headed by Dr. Antonio Pifiero, who with 
the members of his committee was also on the landing stage to 
greet the Mission. There was a remarkable outburst of enthusiasm 
displayed by the immense crowd, said to exceed 40,000 persons, on the 
road from the dock to the Plaza Hotel, where the Mission were guests 
of the Argentine Reception Committee. 

At the conclusion of the official welcome, Dr. Adolfo Mujica, 
on behalf of the Argentine Reception Committee delivered the 


following address: 

We offer you a warm and affectionate welcome to the bosom of a people 
closely linked to that which you represent, by a long tradition of mutual 
sympathies and common interests. The shortness of your visit will perhaps 
not admit of your acquiring by personal experience qa thorough knowledge of 
our country; but at the least we cherish the grateful conviction that when you 
return to England you will be able to tell your King, your Government, and 
your countrymen, that in this solemn hour for the destinies of the British 
Empire you have found in the Argentine Republic the atmosphere of hospitality 
and affection which should characterize a friendly nation. 

It is not our place to receive you as the Minister of his Majesty, nor to 
address you in name of the sovereign people. This is the province of the 
rulers of the state. But it gives us great satisfaction to receive with the 
profoundest sympathy the eminent citizen of Great Britain who occupies so high 
a position, and to assure him that in the murderous conflict which hag been 
let loose on the world by the insane aspirations of Germany, we neither are nor 
wish to be neutral. With all our heart we are on the side of England, of 
France, of Belgiwm, and of Italy: their aims-are: ours, and-tHeirs are the ideals 
which have always animated the spirit of our young .democracy, and th? 
thought of our best statesmen. 

Therefore it is, that in the anguish with which we followed from its 
commencement the unfolding of the awful tragedy, we hailed, with a joy which 
was shared in by the whole of our continent, the day when the great Republic 
of the north took the step which made it for ever impossible for history to 
record that in a conflict involving the destiny and the dignity of the human 
race, America had remained neutral. 

In uttering these words we are moved by no unreagsoning friendship, nor 
yet by any unjust or causeless hatred. It is our calm and reasoned conviction 
that in this war, which transcends in importance the wars of all the ages, 
absolute neutrality neither has nor can have any admissible meaning. Even 
from the purely legal point of view, leaving out of account the ties between 
peoples which are created by friendship, tradition, gratitude, or self-interest, 
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peutrality can only exist with regard to belligerents who are fighting simply 
for their own interests, rights, or dignity. But an impudent violation of 
international treaties which were entered into for the protection of the 
independence and the existence of a weak nation, is an attack directed against 
that international law to which all civilized countries are subject and responsible. 
A treacherous invasion of neutral territory comparatively undefended, is a 
menace to the tranquillity and the well-being of the whole world. And a 
submarine warfare without restrictions, on the high seas which by internationai 
Jaw have been made open to the free passage of every flag, is an assault on the 
sovereignty of all the nations of the earth, and in the form which it has actually 
taken, a crime of lése-humanité. 

In such circumstances, it is only a nation devoid of consciousness of its 
own personality, of its rights and its duties, which could remain indifferent. 

When history comes to adjudicate on the events which in our day have 
dimmed the prestige and the lustre of human civilization, it will fail to find 
words sufficiently expressive, in which to stigmatize the execrable perpetrators 
of such a crime. But even before this judgment is pronounced, we may affirm 
without any failure in truthfulness, that during the last fifty years only one 
country in the world has defied the dictates of reason and the ideals of 
justice, deifying brute force, and has used the book and the school, the 
university and the church, religion and science, art, industry, and every 
4Imaginable recourse, for the propagation of its dogmas of universa] domination, 
and its horrible philosophy, according to which war is an indispensable factor 
in the promotion of culture and the progress of the world. The fruits of this 
philosophy have in our day stained blood-red every visibie horizon, and have 
darkened the future of all nations with problems hitherto undreamed of. 

You have come, Sir, to the home of the Argentine people, where such 
tendencies are repugnant to public sentiment, and where you will doubtless 
find the affectionate welcome of a sincere friendship. We bid you welcome, 
and we express to you our earnest hopes for the speedy arrival of better days 
for the concord and fraternity of nations. 

Unfortunately, we cannot know when the war will finish. It is probable 
that we may yet have to witness new proofs of the terrible military power 
which has been.accumulated by the implacable aggressor, during fifty years of 
constant toil. But in our consciousness, as free and civilized men, there dwells 
the ineradicable conviction that soon or late the strong and civilizing spirit of 
Great Britain, who has carried the practice of free institutions to the ends of 
the earth; the generous and heroic soul of France, brightest of all the torches 
that have illumined the world: the immortal traditions of Latium inherited by 
Italy, on whose ancient soil was cradled our western civilization; and the 
republican genius of America, which even amid the clash of arms, speaks from 
the lips of President Wilson with the selfsame serenity and eloquence that 
animated the speech of President Washington, that all of these will arise from 
the smoking ruins, greater, stronger, and more powerful than ever, to ensure 
to the nations a life that frees and dignifies, and to the world gq future of 
peace, of well-being, and of justice. 

We welcome you, sir, as to your own home, together with the illustrious 
and the distinguished gentlemen who accompany you. We wish you all a 
pleasant stay amongst us. ’ F 
® * 


June 3rd., was devoted to celebrations of His Majesty’s birthday. 
A lunch was organized by the Fellows of the Royal Colonial Institute, 
at which the Ambassador and members of his Mission, representa- 
tives of the Allied Powers, and others were present. In the after- 
noon, a large meeting of the British community called together by 
the British Society was held, Sir Maurice delivering to them the 
King’s message to his subjects in the Argentine Republic.

In the evening of the 5th June, Sir Maurice and the members of 
his Mission dined with Dr. Antonio Pifero and the Argentine Com- 
mittee of Reception at the Jockey Club; some 250 persons took part; 
Dr. Enrique Rodriguez Larreta, late Argentine Minister at Paris, 


delivered the following address: 

Sir Reginald Tower, in the opinion of many, possesses in the highest degree 
that rare faculty which the ambassadors of ancient Venice called “the science 
of persons,’ a faculty which in their estimation was the first qualification for 
sound diplomacy. He could tell you better than I, Mr. Ambassador, the true 
significance of the homage paid on the present occasion. 

As for myself, I am in a position to state, in the first place, that the educated 
classes, who in every republic are as a sacred ark wherein is conserved and 
ripened the fruit of the higher culture, have in our country, with rare excep- 
tions, always been since the earliest days of the present war passionate partisans 
of your nation. Thus it is that now those who represent that class here, in 
entrusting to me the high honour of bidding you welcome, a welcome that is 
all the warmer for the anxious hours in which we are living, will expect me tu 
commence by expressing their ardent desire that God may grant final victory 
to the arms of Great Britain. 

None of us are ignorant, Mr. Ambassador, of the debt which our country 
owes to yours; and certainly this is not a time when it should be forgotten. 
Rather shall you find, in these solemn moments when Great Britain is hazard- 
ing her destiny and her all in order to save for the whole world the dignity 
of humanity, that our purest sense of honour bids us feel that to-day, even 
more than yesterday, has struck the hour of pious gratitude, 

We all know that ever since those now far-off times when the first: English 
railways laid the arteries of life over our illimitable solitudes, and conquered 
at one and the same time the forces of anarchy and those of barbarism, th2 
influence of Englnd in this republic has never been other than. constantly 
beneficial: it has made itself felt by its judicious teaching of energy and order, 
and also, as we must gratefully acknowledge, by the aroma of those virtuous 
and cheerful homes, which day by day strike deeper root in Argentine soil. 

Even in the colonial times, in days before our history had begun, you 
rendered us a signal service, the greatest service perhaps which one peopie 
can render another in this world of paradox. For it is my conviction that it was 
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you who then communicated to the future nation of the May revolution, a 
consciousness of its powers, its pride, and its ambition. Well may those galleys 
which one day made their appearance on our eastern horizon, emerging from 
the mists of the dawn, thronged with gay-clad soldiers, whose scarlet tunics 
shone like flame in the morning sun: well may they, I hesitate not to say it, 
have represented the legendary augury of our destiny of glory and of freedom. 

One of the finest passages, to my mind, in the life of the Cid Campeador, 
is that in which he bids all his sons appear before him, and presses hard the 
little finger of each, one by one. Some weep, others beg and pray, unable to 
bear the pain; but when the turm comes to the smallest, Roderick, he shake; 
his hand violently, and exclaims in a rage: “Wert not thou my father, I would 
slay thee!” Diego Lainez recognizes in the boy the precocious instinct of 
honour, draws him to him, and kisses his forehead. 

Perchance it was in like manner that our country, in those invasions 
received from England the kiss which denotes the partiality of a special love. 

But leaving on one side these glorious memories, I must hasten to assure 
you, Mr. Ambassador, that if the true and genuine conscience of Argentina is 
to-day on the side of Great Britain and her allies, it ig not from feelings of 
mere gratitude alone. In so grave an issue, gratitude is all too slender ga motive. 
The conscience of Argentina, the idealism of Argentina, and the good faith of 
Argentina, are marshalled on your side to-day, because your cause is the cause 
of loyalty and sacrifice, because it is the cause of Belgium, and because in 
these moments when in that bloodstained amphitheatre of the world some ap- 
plaud the martyr, others the wild beast, you it is who are the soldiers of the 
cause of justice. 

It is our ardent desire that England should triumph; for as the France 
of yesterday summed up in herself the harmony of the true civilization, France, 
the peaceful Minerva who filled her helmet with the myrrh of Greece, the roses 
of Alexandria, and the laurels of Rome, even so your country, sir, that genius at 
once powerful and beneficent, as was the genius of Hercules, carried out in 
the most remote parts of the earth the twelve labours of the tutelary deities. 
Your bow and your mace, instead of being weapons of terror, served but to 
ensure throughout the world the happiness of mankind. For so we read that 
notable feat, that magnificent rally of your colonies, who instead of availing 
themselves of the opportunity to break the bond, old or new, that bound them 
to you, rushed to offer you without stint their blood and their riches. 

Can there, I ask myself, be one who would rather see the triumph of that 
dark spirit of militarism, a trrumph which would bring on us the worst of evils 
a retrogression to materialism reinforced by intelligence, possessed of all the 
secrets of science: a glorification of animalism and of force: Caliban with the 
experience of Prospero: in a word, intellectual savagery, yielding as its fruits 
hatred, selfishness, slavery and all that would make Hfe a horror? 

We desire the triumph of Great Britain, in order that she may continue to 
adorn and dignify human life with her Hellenic example of physical and morw 
balance, with her creed of mutual respect and unfaltering amity, with that manly 
character and those noble manners which you sum up in a "single word, the 
word “gentleman”, of all which the moral antithesis is what the utilitarian 
German would fain have instilled into all the world, with its science of hell, ae 
force without pity and without law. 

And finally, we desire the triumph of Great Britain, in order that she may 
continue to lend to the Latin races, in arts and in letters, the uplift of her 
energetic and origina] imaginative force, which is its free exercise stirs anew 
the fragrance of ancient rites; for be it said in passing that none has under- 
stood better the wise use of the lessons of by-gone days. 

In a word: the genius of Britain, reverent worshipper at the shrine of 
the classics, has yet been able constantly to renew its inspiration, now by 
direct contact with life, now by the poetic fervour of its native imagination 
It does not hesitate to clothe the ancient Venus with the mysterious veil of 
Titania. translucent with those sylvan pearls which on your nights of moon- 
light radiance are gathered by the sylphs, as your Shakespeare has it, from 
the lips of flowers. 

May the spirit of Great Britain, always beautiful and humane, live for ever, 
and for ever grow! May her sad-coloured ships once again wear on their sides 
those colours which attract the dolphin, and once again minister to the welfare 
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of the nations! May her gallant and heroic soldiers, at present ministers of 
slaughter and implacable executers of justice, soon return to their homes with 
the “Tipperary” of victory on their lips, happy to have fought for the freedom 
of mankind, to have dealt, through their war, the deathblow to all war. .- 

Allow me, Your Excellency, to repeat the expression of our most sincere 
wishes for the entire success of your mission, for your own health and happiness- 
as well as that of all the gentle -who accompany you, and let us, as loyal 
Argentines, drink, in this wine of France, to your King, to Great Britain, and 
to the victory of the allies.

In his official report to the Foreign Office, dated, June 6th, 1918, 
the Ambassador says: 

“On the lst. June we were received by the President, who in the 
midst of a period of retirement in the country had resumed office 
with the special object of giving the Mission a personal welcome. 
I assured Dr. Irigoyen that, no less than himself, His Majesty's Gov- 
ernment were studying closely the great problems of the day con- 
nected with the relations between capital and labour and the welfare 
of the working classes. 

The Mission was glad to be associated with the large British com- 
munity in Buenos Aires in their enthusiastic celebration of the 
King’s birthday on the 8rd June. The British Chamber of Com- 
merce, the 300 members of the Royal Colonial Institute, and the 
British Society representing the remainder of the colony, gave separ- 
ate entertainments. The King’s message was gratefully received. 
In the evening the British residents as a whole had organised a 
special performance at the Colon Opera House, the proceeds being 
destined for the British Red Cross. Several thousands attended. 

Argentine society, army, and navy, as well as the leaders of the 
commercial and financial interests of the country, have most hospit- 
ably entertained us.” 

The concluding paragraph of an extensive report dealing with the 
reception and activities of the Mission, forwarded to the Foreign 
Office by H. M. Minister Sir Reginald Tower, June 6th, 1918, says: 

“In the opinion of all classes, Argentine Government officials, 
Allied representatives and British community alike, the visit to the 
Argentine Republic of the Special Ambassador and the members: of 
his Mission has been from every point of view an unqualified succeas. 
Argentine society has opened its doors to the Mission with every sign 
of effusive pleasure; the public of Buenos Aires has shown by the 
reception accorded to the Mission on its arrival on the 3lst ult., the 
feeling of satisfaction felt in this capital at its arrival, and the action 
of the Argentine Government, notably that of the President of .the 
Republic, has been most cordial in character, the opportunities for 
exchanging views and opinions between the Argentine Government 
officials and the Ambassador and members of the Mission promising 
to clear the way for a closer understanding between our two countries” 
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CHAPTER V. 


SOCIETIES AND COMMITTEES 


THE BRITISH SOCIETY IN THE ARGENTINE REPUBLIC. 


Established May 3rd., 1912, as a continuation of the branch of the 
League of the Empire founded in Buenos Aires, October 15th, 1907. 
| A public meeting of British residents held in Buenos Aires, May 

22nd, 1907, resolved to establish a branch of the League of the Em- 
_ pire in Argentina, and nominated a provisional committee with 
H.B.M. Minister, Mr. Walter B. Townley, as chairman, to undertake 
the necessary preliminaries connected therewith. The draft “Objects 
and Constitution” were in due course submitted to the League for 
consideration and observations. In September a communication was 
received from the Federal Council warmly welcoming the proposition 
to establish a branch of the League of the Empire in Argentina. 
At a public meeting held in St. John’s Church Hall, 25 de Mayo 286, 
Buenos Aires, October 15th, 1907, the branch was formally consti- 
tuted. 

In 1911 it became evident that a reorganization of the branch 
was necessary, in order to more effectively handle matters concern- 
ing the welfare and interests of Britons and their descendants in 
the Argentine Republic. Following on preliminary discussions, the 
fourth Annual General Meeting of the branch held November 29th, 
and adjourned to December 18th, 1911, with H.B.M. Minister, Sir 
Reginald Tower, K. C. M. G., C. V.O.,, in the chair, nominated a 
sub-committee “to draw up regulations for a new British Associa- 
tion.” A special General Meeting held May 3rd, 1912, approved 
the new constitution, and resolved, “That the branch of the League 
of the Empire in the Argentine Republic be now dissolved and 
merged into the new British Society, and all assets of the League be 
passed over to the new Society.” 
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The British Society in the Argentine Republic came into existence 
by the resolution recorded above, on May 3rd, 1912. When war broke 
out, its members were occupied with the reconstruction of the com- 
mittee, and it was not until August 24th, 1914, that this important 
business found a satisfactory and definite solution, at an adjourned 
Extraordinary General Meeting held in St. Andrew’s Scotch Church 
Hall, Calle Perti 352, Buenos Aires. The meeting unanimously adopted 
the following resolution: “That the British Society should signify its 
intention to the British Patriotic Committee of offering any assist- 
ance in its power to that committee, in dealing with the affairs of the 
British community during tne present war.” One of the first acts of 
the new committee was to carry this resolution into effect and donate 
the sum of $250 to the General Fund of the Patriotic Committee.

Messrs. D. C. Anderson and A. G. Pruden represented the Society on 
the Allie] Committee 1917-1919. 


From August, 1914, onwards, the activities of the Society were 
mainly concerned with war and patriotic work, together with special 
attention to the increase of the membership roll, which at this date 
stood at 643 members. The Annual Report for the year ending June 
- 30th, 1919, showed a membership of 2,443, with five branches work- 
ing at Bahia Blanca, Concordia, Cérdoba, Parana, and Santa Fe, and 
representatives in all other principal centres where British residents 
are to be found. Organization work received a great impetus in 
January 1916, with the publication of the “British Magazine’, the 
monthly official organ of the Society, sent free to every member. 
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. In 1917, H. M. King George, and H. M. Queen Mary graciously 
presented their autographed photographs to the Society, “in recog- 
nition of the very remarkable work which the British Society in the 
Argentine Republic has accomplished, especially for “Our Day, 1917.”

In October, 1914, it was reported that comforts for 
Comfaris for the soldiers were urgently needed, particularly 
the soldiers. woollen articles and warm clothing. The Society at 

once placed its organization at the disposal of 
the éoiamunity for the receipt and despatch of such articles as came 
within the postal and military regulations set up for war time. An 
appeal to the British women in Argentina was made in the form of 
a question, “Can the British ladies in Argentina knit ?” The re- 
sponse left no doubt on the point. Knitted woollen socks came in 
by scores of pairs, and later, as the needs became more definitely 
known, mufflers, vests, helmets, etc., etc. All these were regularly 
despatched to London. This phase of the Society’s activity gradually 
fell off as the British Women’s Patriotic Association took up the 
control of Women’s work. Early in 1916 St. Andrew’s Society of the 
River Plate received an urgent request from the Federated Council 
of Scottish Associations in London, for socks for men in the trenches 
on the Western frent. This was placed before the British Society 
committee, and a joint appeal made on behalf thereof. In May the 
result was announced as: Socks knitted by ladies, 396 pairs; Ma- 
chine-made socks presented, 1604 pairs; Donations for purchase of 
socks in England, $917.10, calculated as sufficient to buy 1500 pairs, 
making a total of 3500 pairs. All consignments of comforts were 
forwarded to the Queen Alexandra’s Field Force Fund, and carried 
freight free by the Royal Mail Steam Packet Company, Houlder 
Bros., and Nelson Line of Steamers. In addition to this general 
despatch, the Society forwarded parcels of comforts from friends at 
this end, to individual men on active service, and maintained the 
practice right up to the signing of the Armistice in 1918.

sufficient. Immediately newspapers, magazines, books, and perio- 
dicals of all classes poured into the offices of the Society. They were 
packed, and then the Royal Mail Steam Packet Company, and the 
Mihanovich Company, carried them free to Montevideo, where 
Messrs. Moor Bros. and Co., gratuitously placed them on board the 
cruisers as opportunities offered. This work went on all through 
the war, the despatches being regularly maintained. The donors 
included not only individual members of the community, but also 
Clubs, Libraries of the larger commercial houses and banks, railways, 
etc. A number of substantial packing cases were always available, 
made and given by the boys of the Argentine Philanthropic Institu- 
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tion. Very grateful thanks were repeatedly received from the 
Squadron; one communication typical of them all, says: — 


H.M.S. “Glasgow” at Sea, 5th April, 1916. 
The Hon. Secretary of the British Society in the Argentine Republic, 
. Dear Sir. — I should be glad if you will make known to the members of the 
British Society in the Argentine Republic how immensely their gifts have been 
appreciated by the Officers and Men of the Squadron On the East Coast of 
South America. Wherever and whenever we enter a port their presents of books, 
etc., meet us, and have contributed in a large degree to the comfort of all 
serving in these waters. I wish to thank you on their behalf for the great 
generosity and kindness shown by the members of your Society.

Friends of volunteers having expressed a wish to send 
Tobacco and supplies of tobacco and cigarettes to the men who had 
Cigarettes. gone home to volunteer, the Society, in December, 

1914, announced arrangements with a London firm 
for the despatch of special parcels of English made tobacco and 
cigarettes, and pipes, at prices very much below retail tariff in Eng- 
land, the supplies being drawn from stock in bond. In a short time 
over £100 stg. had been sent forward for this purpose to the 
Society’s business agent in London, Mr. J. A. Heslop, and eventually 
the amount handled for this work reached $5,271.61. Friends con- 
tinued to avail themselves of these arrangements all through the 
war period; the receipt of the postcard enclosed in each parcel, telling 
of its arrival, was always most welcome. The postcard privilege 
came to an end in June 1916, the Society being advised that, 


“We have received information from the War Office that certain un- 
scrupulous people in neutral countries have been giving certain information to 
German agents as to the locality of British units. This has been carried on 
with the assistance of postcards sent from the British Expeditionary Forces, 
and for that reason we are now unable to enclose any postcards whatever from 
the Argentine — or any other neutral country, for that matter.” 


In addition to the regular remittances for purchase of tobacco 
and cigarettes in England, the British Society supervised the packing 
‘and despatch of nearly 20,000 packets of Argentine cigarettes for 
Volunteers from Argentina as an Empire Day memento, obtained 
through the Seafarers Tobacco Fund committee. Also, the Society 
arranged the despatch of two valuable consignments of Paraguayan 
cigars donated by Mr. Walter Bower, Misiones, for distribution among 
the troops “somewhere in France.”

On the 9th August, 1915, the British Society, in response 

Aeroplane to a generally expressed wish of the community, issued 
, Fund. an appeal for funds to defray the cost of an Aeroplane 
to be presented to the British Government. Information 

had come to hand concerning the efforts of British subjects in all 
parts of the world in the direction of similar gifts to the Motherland, 
and it was thought that Britons and their descendants in the Argen- 
tine Republic would be glad with an opportunity to show in so 
practical a manner their sympathy with such movements. The 
response of the community quickly made it clear that the Aeroplane 
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Fund would be successful, and in a short time the amount estimated 
as sufficient, $25,000 was over-subscribed. Thereupon the resolution 
was taken to keep the lists open, and present a second machine. The 
Fund closed with $43,125. The machines were named “River Plate 
No. I’, and “River Plate No. II.” The christening and formal presen- 
tation of No. I. took place at Farnborough on November 27th, 1915. 
No. II. was handed over early in 1916. 

The Hon. Secretary of the League of the Empire, writing to the 
British Society on December 3rd, gave a few details of the presenta- 
tion of “River Plate Aeroplane No. 1”: 


“I write to let you know of the naming of the Aeroplane ‘River Plate’ 
presented by the British Society in the Argentine Republic. We had very little 
notice from the War Office because the Aeroplane was wanted at once for 
the war, but a very representative party went to Farnborough. The Aeroplane 
ts a very fine one and looks extraordinarly efficient. It is of a new type and we 
are not permitted to publish any picture by order of the War Office. I am 
sure you may feel fully satisfied and we hope indeed that it will have a history 
of which you may be proud. Lord Meath met the party at Farnborough and 
after Mrs. Pruden had made a most charming speech and broken a bottle of 
champagne, he expressed his thanks to the British Society and desired that this 
message should be conveyed to you. We informed a number of those connected 
with the Argentine of the occasion, and they thanked us for letting them know, 
although of course the notice was too short to bring together any large 
company. Your cable arrived early in the morning and Lord Meath read it at 
the ceremony. We acknowledge the great generosity which has given to the 
Government a second Aeroplane. The money for this has been received and 
the gift has been formally offered to the War Office. We will inform you 
further of this matter later. May we express our own deep appreciation of 
your continued generosity and our acknowledgement of the help thus rendered.” 


An open invitation to subscribers to the Aeroplane Fund and 
members of the British Society was given through the columns of 
the morning papers, to take a glass of champagne in honour of the 
event on the 27th December, at 11 a.m. the hour corresponding to 
that of the ceremony at Farnborough and quite a number attended 
at the offices of the British Society.

During the latter part of 1915, Mr. F. H. Mathews, of 

Yerba Mate the Tigre, initiated a Yerba Mate fund for the purpose 
Fund. of sending supplies of this Argentine product to our 
men on active service. That there would be hundreds 

of them to whom this would be a great delight and a pleasant re- 
minder of happy days in the camp needs no demonstrating. The fund 
went well, so well indeed that the initiator found it necessary to ask 
the “Buenos Aires Herald” to take it in hand, and thereafter its 
title became the ‘‘Herald Mate Fund”. In March, 1916, the first con- 
signment went forward by the s.s. “Araguaya’, consisting of three 
hundred parcels, each containing three packets of compressed Yerba, 
mate bowl and bombilla. Mr. Mathews was largely responsible for 
the necessary arrangements for the preparation of the shipment; 
Messrs. MacKinnon and Coelho put up the yerba in packets, packed 
the cases, and saw to their delivery on board. The Royal Mail Steam 
Packet Company carried the lot freight free. The British Society, 
at the request of the “Buenos Aires Herald” co-operated in the work, 
and arranged for its representative to look after the distribution. An- 
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nouncements were made in some of the London papers, as well as alF 
the local publications, that volunteers from Argentina could obtain, 
free of all charges, a parcel on application to Mr. Heslop. The 
response justified all the promoters’ anticipations, and the cards and 
letters of thank that came from the recipients teemed with grateful 
recognition of thetr thoughtful act. The amount subscribed 
eventually reached $1,114.85. 

The supply of yerba was augmented i in 1918 by a gift of 250 kilos 
donated by La Industrial Paraguaya.

During the latter part of the year 1915 the committee 
Register of of the British Society had under consideration the 
Volunteers. compilation of a record of the “Volunteers from Argen- 

tina who had responded to the call of our King and 
Country.” The difficulties surrounding such a _ proposition were’ 
great, principally due to the hurried departure of men at the out- 
break of war, the absence of any organization to collect the neces- 
sary detail concerning them, and the Censorship established by 
Great Britain prohibiting, among other things, the sending by post 
of information having a direct bearing on the military forces, their 
disposition, etc. The committee eventually resolved to make the ef- 
fort, and to that end, friends and employers of the men already 
gone were invited to supply such particulars as might be available. 
In the “British Magazine” of January 1916, the first Preliminary 
List appeared, and month by month, additional names were given 
in the same form. Photographs of the men who had fallen were also’ 
published, as far as it was posible to obtain them, and by the close of 
the year 1918 over 320 had appeared in the “Roll of Honour” to- 
gether with short biographical notes of each. As time went on, 
other information concerning awards, distinctions, prisoners of war,- 
returned men, and official notices of interest to the friends here, 
were included in the Volunteer section of the Magazine. Informa- 
tion was asked for, and always gladly supplied, by friends and rela- 
tions of the men, employers, Railway and Shipping companies, Social 
and Sporting Clubs, the British Legation, the Consulate-General, the’ 
Consulates and Vice-Consulates, the British Patriotic Committee, the 
Salvation Army, the several Patriotic Committees in all parts of the’ 
Argentine Republic, and in London by the Anglo-South Americar’ 
Central Depot and Club, and the River Plate Contingent Committee. 
A valuable source of information has been the casualties and awards: 
notices as cabled to “The Standard”, while the Pro-Patria letters by 
the London correspondent of the same journal, proved of incalcul- 
able service in the revision and correction of the Register. As soon’ 
as the returned volunteers commenced to arrive, they were invited 
by repeated public notices in the daily papers, and by a pamphlet 
handed by the Returned Volunteers Reception Committee to each 
man on his re-arrival in port to send in the full detail of their 
service. All efforts to get in touch with some of them who went: 
home have failed. 
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An additional feature in connection with this work has been the 
hundreds of enquiries as to the welfare of Volunteers from Argen- 
tina from relations and acquaintances, that have been satisfactorily 
answered in most cases, thanks to the information recorded in the 
Register and when not possible to do so from detail known here, a 
communication to the River Plate Contingent Committee or the 
Anglo-South American Central Depot and Club, London, invariably 
received prompt and careful attention.

British subjects quickly realised the serious- 
Patriotic Gatherings ness of the struggle on which the Empire 
and had embarked, and, by common consent, 
N ational ‘Festivals. proceeded to cancel fixtures of a festive char- 
acter. As the first months of the campaign 
went by, with their very unfavourable general results for the forces 
of the Allies, opinion underwent a change, and it was thought that 
gatherings of a patriotic nature would afford the community op- 
portunities for expressing jointly and collectively their faith in the 
cause of the Empire, and incidentally to give public evidence of their 
unity and determination to see the matter through, in so far as 
circumstances here would permit. With this idea, the committee of 
the British Society arranged a Patriotic Entertainment in Prince 
George’s Hall, on October 24th, 1914, with a well selected programme 
of national and patriotic musical and vocal numbers. The accommo- 
dation of the Hall was taxed to the utmost. The audience fervently 
joined in the choruses of popular songs. H.B.M. Minister, Sir Re- 
ginald Tower, K. C. M. G., C. V. O., in the course of a character- 
istic address, ‘full of patriotic sentiment, asked two questions: ‘Are 
we downhearted ?’ to which the audience roared, No!; and “Shall we 
win?’ which brought an even more determined reply of, YES!. Sir 
Ernest Shackleton who was present, spoke a few words of encourage- 
ment and confidence, assuring his hearers that the memory of that 
evening would be carried with him and his companions on their long 
journey to the South Pole. The proceeds of the entertainment were 
given to the General Fund of the British Patriotic Committee. This 
event and the form of programme proved to be so much in keeping 
with the wishes of the community, that it was not long ere others 
of a similar character were organized elsewhere. 

When the time came round for considering the commemoration 
of Empire Day, 1915, the committee decided not to hold the custom- 
ary Children’s Entertainment, but to. arrange a patriotic gathering 
for the evening in Prince George’s Hall; the programme included 
national and patriotic items, an address by Mr. Herbert Gibson on 
“The British Empire’, concluding with Bishop Boyd Carpenter's 
hymn “O God the strength of those who war.’ As on the previous 
occasion, the Hall was crowded. An “Empire Day” button prepared 
to the order of the Society, found an immense demand, over 10,000 
being disposed of during the day; half the proceeds were allotted to 
the British Red Cross Society. 
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The third patriotic gathering took place on December 10th, 1915, 
again in Prince George’s Hall, with a programme on the previous 
jines and some tableaux including settings representing scenes in 
Red Cross work. On this occasion the walls of the Hall were covered 
with recruiting posters that had been sent out to the Society by the 
League of the Empire; they created a deep impression, especially 
the one “Britain needs YOU”’. 

In 1916, Children’s festivities on Empire Day were revived all 
over the country, wherever children of British descent were to be 
found. “Buttons” donated by the Society for distribution to the 
youngsters formed a feature of the day’s celebrations. 

British Official War Films arrived later on, the first exhibition 
under the arrangements made by the Society of “Britain Prepared,” | 
taking place in Prince George’ s Hall, August 31st, 1916. Many subse- 
quent exhibitions were given, details of which appear in the section 
dealing with this subject. 

From this time onwards, the Society aoheined its efforts in the 
direction of patriotic gatherings, to meetings of the community to 
announce the results of the “Our Day” campaigns in 1916, 1917, and 
1918, when programmes of patriotic and national items preceded 
the official business of the evenings. The last of these, held Decem- 
ber 8th, 1918, partook of a “Victory” tone permitting an immense 
audience that filled the Opera House, to give vent to their joy at 
the turn affairs had taken, consequent on the signing of the Ar- 
mistice. 

For Empire Day 1917, 1918, and 1919, Children’s Entertainments 
took a far wider range than in 1916; the Society prepared ‘Buttons’ 
as before, placing them at the disposal of all authorised organiza- 
tions looking after the amusement and education of the younger 
generation. 

The Imperial Flags of the ‘British Empire owned by the Society, 
have practically made several tours of the community; the collec- 
tion has been placed unreservedly at the disposal of organizers of 
patriotic events right through the war-period. Their exhibition at 
all festivities, British and Allied, has been a feature of the propa- 
ganda campaign. 

The participation of the Society in the Armistice and Peace cele- 
brations is dealt with in the sections recording these events.

Towards the close of the year 1915, the British Society 

Official moved in the direction of securing representation in 

War Films Argentina of the British Government War Films. It 

was recognised that this method of propaganda in 

favour of the cause of the Allies would be very effective and pro- 

ductive of far reaching results. Negotiations were opened with the 

British Government through the Society’s agent in London, and 

these revealed the fact that the sole representation for Argentina 

had already been conceded to the well known firm of Messrs. Gau- 
mont, London and Paris. 
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As a result of the negotiations Messrs. Gaumont received official 
requests to place the films at the disposal of the British Society, so 
that the British community might have an opportunity of first 
view, a request that the concessionaires gladly and willingly complied 
with. The conditions established under the contract with the 
Government included a stipulation that a certain percentage of the 
takings should be remitted to the British Government for distribution 
amongst the Military Charities on the official list of institutions so 
recognised, and this was jointly carried out by the concessionaires 
and the British Society. 

The first exhibition took place in Prince George’s Hall, Buenos 
Aires, August 31st, 1916, when “Britain Prepared” drew a crowded 
house, necessitating a repeat on September 2nd. By arrangements 
made, this film went to Rosario where its exhibition was undertaken, 
on similar terms, by the Rosario British Patriotic Society. Other 
films followed, “Britain in Flanders,” “The Battle of the Somme,” 
“The Battle of the Ancre and the Tanks,” all of which were shown iu 
Buenos Aires under the same conditions as the first batch. 

Requests for the films flowed in to the British Society from 
all parts, and by agreement with Messrs. Gaumont, they literally 
went on tour to Rosario, Cordoba, Bahia Blanca, La Plata, Salta, 
Pergamino, Jujuy, Villa Constitucién, Santa Fe, Venado Tuerto, 
Concordia, Lincoln, Zarate, Villa Mercedes, the suburbs of Buenos 
Aires, and many other places, including Paraguay. In addition t? 
these ‘British’ exhibitions, they were sent the round of the many 
Cinema Halls controlled by Messrs. Gaumont in all parts of the 
Argentine Republic. 

In 1917 Messrs. Gaumont advised the British Government that 
in view of the good propaganda work carried out through the British 
Society, it would be, in their opinion, most desirable to arrange for 
all future issues of Official Films to be placed direct under the 
control of the British Society for the Argentine market; a suggestion 
that was adopted at once. In November 1917 the Society received 
the second lot of films from the British Legation, Buenos Aires, 
paying a fixed charge for their purchase, and being thus at liberty 
to make whatever arrangements for their exhibition might be 
deemed advisable. This second lot included, “Sons of the Empire,” 
Battles of “Peronne,” “Arras’ and “Messines,” ‘“German Prisoners, ’ 
“Royal Visit to the Fleet.”’ As before, they were first of all shown 
in Buenos Aires and suburbs, a small charge being made to cover 
the outlay for purchase and sundry expenses, and the net proceeds 
in every case being for War Funds, principally the British Red 
Cross and “Our Day.” 

Subsequently they were in great request from the numerous 
British Patriotic organizations that had become established in every 
district of the Argentine Republic where sufficient members of the 
community were to be found to warrant the formation of such bodies. 
In addition to this, arangements were made with the principal Film | 
Agencies for their exhibition in the Cinema Halls under their control, 
thus ensuring the widest possible scope of propaganda. In all, it is 
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known that they were shown in over sixty Halls in the City of Buenos 
Aires and Suburbs, and also at various times in Amoriello, Azul, 
Bahia Blanca, Campana, Cafada de Gomez, Comodoro Rivadavia 
(Chubut), Concordia, Cordoba, Darragueira, Ensenada, Fabrica 
Col6n, General Rodriguez, General Villegas, Huinca Renancé, Jovita, 
Justo Daract, Justo Fernandez, Junin, Laboulaye, La Plata, Las 
Palmas del Chaco Austral, Lincoln, Lomas, Mackenna, Mar del Plata, 
Mendoza, Nueve de Julio, Parana, Pergamino, Posadas (Misiones), 
Quilmes, Ramos Mejia, Rio Gallegos (Santa Cruz), Rio IV, Rosario, 
Saavedra, Salta, Salliquell6, Sampacho, Santa Fe, San Isidro, San 
Juan, San Martin, San Pedro, San Rafael, San Nicolas, Santos Lugares, 
Tigre, Tres Cuervos, Tucuman, Trelew (Chubut), Venado Tuerto, 
Villa Constituci6n, Villa Devoto, Zarate. 

- The British Society gave several special exhibitions for 
children of films most suitable for the rising generation, and requests 
from College and School principals for private exhibitions, were 
always gladly acceded to. Children’s entertainments by the Patriotic 
Committees at Rosario, Bahia Blanca, Cordoba, invariably included | 
a War Film. 

Early in the year 1918, the supply was largely increased with the 

arrival of several new productions, including, “General Allenby’s 
Entry into Jerusalem”; descriptive text in Yiddish was added, and 
the film went on a notable tour amongst the Jewish community in 
Argentina. 
. Later on in the year others came to hand, amongst which were, 
“British Naval Activities,’ “Triumph of the Vindictive,” and 
“Training of the Tanks’; these created immense enthusiasm when 
shown to a crowded British gathering in the Palace Theatre, Buenos 
Aires, by the British Society, on January 3rd 1919; nothing in this 
line had been so well received since “Britain Prepared,” in 1916. 

It should, here be mentioned that under arrangements made with 
the British Government in 1917, additional copies of each Film came 
out, and these were disposed of by the British Society to the 
principal Cinema Agencies in Buenos Aires, thus further enlarging 
the propaganda campaign throughout the Argentine Republic. 

From time to time the British Society published complete lists of 
the Films on hand, placing them at the disposal of local committees 
and patriotic organizations on specified conditions and terms. The 
revised list in 1919 stood at:—

With the commencement of demobilization in 

Anglo-S.A.. 1919, the Anglo-South American Central Depot 
mrepet and Club. and Club, London, was called upon to house and 
| feed volunteers from South America while await- 
ing passages back to their homes, among whom were a number of 
men from Argentina. This brought a pressing request for additional 
funds from the Depot, and with full knowledge of the good work 
accomplished in the care of volunteers by that institution, the 
committee of the British Society called upon the community for 
special donations to meet the emergency. The appeal was issued 
on March 8th, and directly it appeared, Mr. J. N. Drysdale offered 
to contribute £500 stg., provided a similar amount was raised within 
a week. The community responded accordingly, and on the 18th 
March £1,000 was cabled to London, the balance following by mail. | 
The total reached $12,267.15 and £5.10.0.

There was very little difference in the manner of conducting the 
campaign each year, except for the increased enthusiasm, improved 
organization, and larger subscription lists. The following extracts 
from the report of the “Our Day 1918” sub-committee cover the 
main features of that year, and are in a large degree applicable to 
the 1916 and 1917 appeals. 

The Campaign. — The enthusiasm for the cause which it has been the 
privilege of the Sub-Committee to plead, may truly be said to have had no 
limit. British subjects, their descendants and numerous warm-hearted 
sympathisers of other nationalities, have given splendid practical evidence of 
an abiding interest in the noble and humane work of the British Red Cross. 
Those who have followed the publication of the Subscription Lists must have 
been struck with the large proportion of names other than British or Anglo- 
Argentine; indeed, it may be asserted that, with exception of enemy subjects, 
nearly every one of the numerous nationalities comprising the cosmopolitan 
population of the Argentine Republic is represented in them.

Special Features. — Unexpected aid hag been forthcoming from sources 
that must be specially mentioned. The Spanish merchants of Buenos Aires 
subscribed the sum of §$61.500 mjn., as a token of their sympathy with the 
cause of the Allies; there were sixty-eight contributing firms. The Jewish 
‘Federation of Argentina to give tangible expression of their joy at the rescue 
.of the Holy Land from Turkish rule collected $6.261 m{n. from several hundreds 
of their compatriots. A group of Argentine citizens known as the Comité de 
la Juventud, formed the Comité Argentino Pro-Cruz Roja Briténica as a mark 
of sympathy with efforts of Great Britain in the cause of Freedom and Honour, 
and handed in $6,737.50 as a result of their work. 

The Response. — When dealing with the response to the call of the British 
med Cross Society the great difficulty ‘is to find suitable words in which to 
express satisfaction and gratitude. The generosity of the response is without 
‘precedent in Argentina, and provides a splendid example of consistent giving. 
At the outset of the campaign the Sub-Committee made a special effort in the 
direction of inducing “direct giving’ as being, in their opinion, the most 
-appropriate method of support for Red Cross work, and their efforts have 
been successful. In 1917 Individual Donations amounted to $280.479; this year 
‘they have risen to $815.941. Events in 1917 yielded $263.634, and for 1918 the 
total is $248.045. When it is considered that in the Individual Donations there 
are only 327 donors of sums from $500 to $10.000 each, accounting for $264.000, 
-and that the balance of ¢$551.941 has come in from donors of $400 to 10 cents. 
the widespread nature of the appeal and the greatness of the popular responsa 
is evident; it is calculated that over 50,000 persons have contributed to this 
‘latter amount. To these must be added the many thousands who have aided 
tte appeal by purchasing raffle tickets, and by supporting festivals too numerous 
-to mention. 

The Workers. — The campaign has-been conducted from headquarters 
through Local and District Committees, Individual Workers and Collectors, and 
‘Direct Supporters. 

The Press. — Most cordial support has been accorded to the appeal by the 
: ‘Press of the Republic. To name the papers to which the Sub-Committee feel 
indebted would mean the publication of practically a complete list of the 
-principal Argentine newspapers and reviews. Exception must be made in the 
.case of our two English morning papers, “The Standard” and “The Buenos Aires 
Herald,” in order to record appreciation of the great services they have 
rendered. Public acknowledgment of monies received at Head Office has 
“-been made in their columns day by day; every Committee, Subscriber, or 
Worker remitting sums of $5 and upwards has had an opoprtunity of seeing 
public acknowledgment of same in “The Standard” and “The Buenos Aires 
Herald” the next day, or at the most, within two days. The importance of this 
service needs no demonstration. It was essential to the success of the Fund. 
- In addition, space without stint has been freely placed at the disposal of everyone 
working on behalf of “Our Day.” 

Other Support. — None the less appreciated than the assistance of the Press, 
and of considerable value to the campaign, has been the ready aid of the 
railways, banks, commercial firms, and business concerns generally in the 
#xhibition of posters and handbills, in granting the use of halls, the loan of 
films, and the cession of advertising spaces in the papers; in selling live stock 
without commission; in propaganda; in supplies of office material; and, in 
brief, in readily acquiescing in any request of the Sub-Committec and 
Organizers made with a view to the success of the campaign and the reduction 
of expenditure. Recognition has also to be made of the large number of gifts 
in kind for disposal by raffle and sale at the several festivals. 

Thanks, — Finally, the Sub-Committee desire to express their grateful 
tanks to everyone who assisted, whether as donor or organizer, in providing 
this magnificent help for Red Cross work, and hereby convey to them the 
warmest acknowledgement of the energy and self-sacrifice which inspired their 
generosity. 

They have also much pleasure in thanking Messrs. Nordaby & Co., for the 
‘honorary audit of the Cash Statement.

I herewith beg to confirm our cable to Your Excellency dated November 26 
in the following terms: 

“Have just heard the wonderful response to “Our Day” Appeal. in the 
Argentine. Warmest congratulations on splendid collection. Please accept and 
convey to all concerned our deepest thanks and admiration’ and to inform you 
that we have now received through the Foreign Office Your Excellency’s letter 
of February 3, covering drafts value £30,000 representing the balance of the 
£100,000 collected by the British Society in the Argentine Republic in response 
to the “Our Day’ 1918 Appeal. 

On January 9, Sir Arthur Stanley, Chairman of the Joint War Committee, 
wrote a letter to Mr. Chevallier Boutell, and on the same date I wrote to 
Mr. P. A. Grassick to acknowledge the receipt of the first contribution of 
£70,000, at the same time asking him to convey to the President of the Society 
and to the committee and members, the profound gratitude of the joint societies 
for the wonderful response the British Society sends to us. The Finance 
Committee desire me to ask if you will be so good as to reiterate our thanks 
‘to all concerned. The assistance we have received from the British Society 
in the Argentine Republic during the war has been truly magnificent, and | 
beg to be permitted to express to Your Excellency personally our profound 
gratitude for the zeal and energy you have always shown in the cause which 
we all have at heart. 

As you will see from the reprint of a letter which I enclose, we were able to 
announce in “The Times” on New Year’s Day that it was no longer necessary 
for us to appeal for donations or for fresh collections to be’ made, and that we 
desired such collections as are actually in progress to be wound up and, the 
proceeds remitted to us as soon as this can be done. It is a great satisfaction 
to the Finance Committee that they either have in hand, or to shortly receive, 
gums which they estimate as sufficient to meet all our liabilities. That this is. the 
case is due largely to the constant and munificent support which has been 
given to us by the sympathisers overseas, and we beg you to believe how 
sincere our gratitude is to you and to all who have helped to bring this about.

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The local representative of the British Red 
British Red Cross Cross Society, Mr. F. H. Chevallier-Boutell 
Society Branch. called a meeting of subscribers and sym- 
pathisers which took place in St. John’s Pro- 
Cathedral Hall on March 21st, 1918, to consider what should be 
done as regards carrying on the Branch of the Society formed on 
his initiative in 1915. He reminded his audience that shortly after 
the war broke out, he had been approached by the British Red 
Cross Society to form a local Branch in Argentina, in which he was 
successful, and secured some 13 or 14 members, with H. M. Minister, 
Sir Reginald Tower, K.C.M.G., C.V.O., as hon. president. The 
collections by the branch up to date totalled $129,230.43 mjn., the 
expenses amounting to $6,099.38 had been borne by himself. After 
discussion it was resolved that the continuation of the branch as a 
separate organization was not advisable, and to invite the British 
Society in the Argentine Republic to take over the representation of 
the British Red Cross Society in Argentina. 


The following communication, signed by Mr. Boutell, was 
published in the English daily papers of March 23rd: 

“In view of the determination arrived at by the meeting held on the 21st, 
I beg to ask all who in the future desire to contribute to the Funds of this So- 
ciety, that they will be good enough to send their donations, etc., to the Secre- 
tary of the British Society, Calle Cangallo, Buenos Aires. I take the opportunity 
of expressing my gratitude to those who have been s0 generous and kind in 
backing my efforts. Such a response induced me to do my level best for a 
patriotic call that has appealed to everyone, and, in relinquishing the represen- 
tation of the British Red Cross Society in Argentina, let me impress on every 
member of our community, that the call for help will come, for many months, 
with even greater force, for the need will be immense, and I feel quite certain 
that the response will be on even more generous lines, for those who are uphold- 
ing our good name and the cause of justice.” 


The resolution having been communicated by cable to British 
Red Cross Society, Mr. F. H. Chevallier Boutell received a reply— 
“Approve arrangement made with British Society. Accept and 
convey our warm thanks to the Committee.” 


| Two members of the British Society com- 
Cooperation with mittee had seats on the Allies’ Committee. No 
Allies’ Committees. opportunity for strengthening the bonds of 
sympathy between the communities of the 
Allies was neglected, and on several occasions British participation 
in the commemorations of National Festivals of Belgium, France, 
Italy and North America was extensive, and always very hearty and 
sincere. The Italian National Holiday Festival, September 22nd 
1918, took a victory tone; the British Society committee invited 
the community to associate themselves with our Italian allies, 
and with the active intervention of a Flag Sub-committee under the 
direction of Mr. Gilbert P. Sotham, arranged for the complete set 
of British and Colonial flags to be carried in the procession from 
Plaza Congreso to the Parque Japones.

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THE BRITISH PATRIOTIC COMMITTEE 
IN THE ARGENTINE REPUBLIC. 


In the absence on leave of H. B. M. Minister, the Chargé 
d’Affaires, Mr. H. Norman, invited a number of prominent British 
subjects to a meeting in St. John’s Hall, 25 de Mayo 286, Buenos 
Aires, on the 8th August, 1914, for the purpose of considering the 
situation created locally by the declaration of war on Germany by 
Great Britain. After discussion it was unanimously resolved “that 
the meeting constitute itself a representative committee of the 
British community in the Argentine Republic for the following 
purposes :—(1) To make provision for the families of reservists who 
had sailed for England. (2) To assist other British subjects whose 
condition might be adversely affected by the war. (3) To deal with 
any other contingency arising out of the situation created by the 
war.” 

The meeting nominated a Council composed of Mr. James Begg, 
Mr. T. S. Boadle, Mr. F. H. Chevallier Boutell, Rev. J. W. Fleming, 
D.D., Mr. Hope Gibson, Mr. H. H. Leng, Ven. Archdeacon W. H. 
Hodges, Mr. G. Lloyd Davies, Mr. W. K. MacClure, Mr. H. G. Mackie 
(H. B. M. Consul General), Mr. T. P. Moore, Dr. John O’Conor, Mr. 
Robert Paton, Mr. C. H. Pearson, Mr. F. Scott, Mr. Harry Scott, Mr. 
H. Usher, and Mr. W. Warden, with power to add to their number. 
in accordance with which Mr. W. A. Agar, Mr. J. W. Barclay, Mr. C. 
C. Cumming (British Vice-Consul, Bahia Blanca), Mr. Spencer 
Dickson (British Consul, Rosario), Mr. Keith Drysdale, Mr. R. 
Drysdale, Mr. F. M. Heriot, Mr. Thomas Lloyd, Dr. L. A. Mulcahy, 
Colonel W. B. Palmer (Salvation Army), Mr. H. R. Pousette, Mr. 
H. E. Powell Jones, and Mr. E. Marsh Simpson joined the Council 
subsequently. : 

It was resolved to forward the following message to H. M. the 
King :—“‘Representative meeting of British subjects in Buenos Aires 
under the presidency of Your Majesty’s Chargé d’Affaires desires to 
offer expressions of loyal devotion to Your Majesty.”

Early in the month of September, 1914, it became evident that 
certain modifications and amplifications were necessary in the 
procedure followed by the committee, and thereupon the following 


statement was published :— 

“The Committee consider that the time has come to put before the British 
community a statement of their policy in administering the funds which have 
been so generously subscribed. In order to make matters clear, they think it ex- 
pedient to state the objects for which the Patriotic Committee was formed. 

These are: 

(1) To make provision for the families of reservists who have sailed or are 
sailing for England. 

(2) To assist as far as possible other British subjects whose condition may 
be affected by the war. 

(3) To deal with any contingency arising out of the present situation. 

The Committee felt it their duty to be sure that the first object should be 
thoroughly provided for before attempting to give effect to the other two, and 
they also considered it incumbent upon them to postpone any widely-extended 
action until a substantial response had been made to their appeal. With some 
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six weeks’ experience of the needs which are likely to arise in connection with 
provision for the families of reservists, and in view of the fact that over $20,000 
mjn. has been subscribed, the Committee now think it desirable to render imme- 
diate assistance to “other British subjects whose condition may be affected by 
the war.” At the same time they consider that a certain amount of elasticity 
must be shown in the way of local relief, as it is most difficult to discriminate 
as to how much individual distress may be due to the war, and how much to 
the crisis in Argentine affairs. 

The Committee hope that the community will approve of the arrangements 
for local relief detailed below, and they trust that the widening of the field will 
stimulate intending subscribers. 

It is proposed: 

(1) To assist in defraying the expense of passages for British subjects who 
a berated in the opinion of the Committee, to find useful employment 
at home. | 

(2) To provide one good meal a day for British subjects who are in pressing 
need, and a week’s board and lodging for those who are homeless. 


(3) To advance small sums of money, at the discretion of a special sub-— 


committee, in further relief of temporary distress. 

The Committee desire to explain that they will be careful to avoid trenching 
upon the admirable work done by the British and American Benevolent Society. 
They further wish it understood that no relief can be granted from their funds 
to persons who are out of employment through their own fault, or to the class 
commonly known as ‘the unemployable.” 

The Committee have felt that their first duty was to deal with local needs. 
It was for these that the original appeal was made, and the Committee have 
not thought it possible to divert any portion of their funds to other purposes, 
but they have always held in view the necessity of responding to a wider claim, 
80 soon as they saw their way to dealing with the first objects of their existence 
as a Committee. ; 

They now issue an appeal for subscriptions to the Prince of Wales Fund. 
They have received many indications that such an appeal is desired, and they 
are confident that the British community in the Argentine will give a worthy 
response. 

Subscribers are now requested to mark their subscriptions as follows:— 

(1) For the objects originally declared. 

(2) For the Prince of Wales’ Fund. 

(3) For general use. Subscriptions marked in this way will be allocated at 
the discretion of the Committee.” 

The response to the appeal for the Prince of Wales’ National 
Relief Fund enabled the Committee to report early in October a 
remittance to London of £2,000 as a preliminary contribution from 


British residents in Argentina.

The Repatriation Sub-committee, nominated in 
Repatriation. September, had a busy time with applicants for 

passages home to volunteer for active service. The 
chairman, Dr. John O’Conor, medically examined every applicant, 
and those found fit for service were promptly provided for in 
accordance with their several positions. The first contingent, 
twenty-two, went by the “Alcantara” September 25th, followed by 
forty-three on the “Arlanza” a little later, and thereafter the 
despatch was regularly maintained. At the close of 1914 the British 
Patriotic Committee had provided passages for 445 men; the work 
continued right up to the signing of the Armistice in 1918, the 
final figures showing passages granted for 1446 Volunteers, 176 
Volunteers’ wives and children, 110 Volunteers for War Work, and 
13 Nurses for Red Cross work. The British owned shipping

The Relief sub-Committee, consisting of Ven. Archdeacon. 
Relief. W. H. Hodges, Rev. Dr. J. W. Fleming, Mr. Harold Torre 

and representatives of the British and American Benevolent 
Society and the Salvation Army met daily at first, then at longer 
intervals as the number of cases decreased. The applicants chiefly 
consisted of wives or other dependents of men who had gone home 
to join the Colours, families in difficulties owing to lack of 
employment, seamen in distress, and men not of military age anxious 
to get home to help in munition work or other ways. In the first: 
case, a monthly grant was allowed and continued throughout the 
war, and in the second, temporary relief was afforded and work 
found for the applicants wherever possible. Any single man, who’ 
it was considered, would be of use in England, was provided with a 
free passage. A considerable sum was also spent in providing 
clothes for these men and board and lodging whilst waiting for a. 
steamer. 

The Relief sub-Committee were called upon to deal with from 
fifteen to twenty cases at each session. 

Distressed seamen were assisted in conjunction with the Victoria. 
Sailors’ Home and the Missions to Seamen. | 

Under the classification of Relief, chiefly during the crisis of 
1914-15, 1,148 cases received assistance, the amount thus expended 
in grants, etc., reached $45,990.73. 

A reference must be made to the services rendered by the 
Salvation Army, whose resources were placed unreservedly at the 
disposition of the committee, and whose officers and staff never 
tired in giving invaluable assistance in the work of Repatriation and 
Relief. 

: * * * 
With the object of securing employment for British 
Employment subjects out of work, and who were not eligible for 
Register. service with H. M. Forces, an Employment Register 
was opened in October 1914, under the control of Mr. 
J. W. Barclay with Mr. H. McL. Martin as hon. secretary. It was 
closed April 30th, 1915, at which date employment conditions had 
become more favourable. Three hundred and sixty four applications 
received despatch ; 342 or 940 of them were placed or removed from 
the Register; work was found for 154, the others presumably met 
with engagements but omitted to report having done so. The Re- 
gister was subsequently handed over to the British and American 

Benevolent Society for future reference.

Some months after the outbreak of war, reports 

Relief for Belgian reached this country concerning the very great 
Refugees. distress of the Belgian civil population who had 
taken refuge in England. Sympathy for them 

was not long in manifesting itself in many ways. Early in 1915 a 
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British estanciero suggested to the Patriotic Committee that some 
help might be afforded by live-stock breeders in Argentina giving 
animals to be sent to England in the form of frozen meat, specially 
allocated for Belgian Refugees. The Meat Freezing firms were 
approached, and all offered co-operation, undertaking, free of 
charges, to receive the animals, prepare and pack the frozen meat, 
and ship same to the order of the Smithfield Markets Belgian Relief 
Fund; further, to allow full market value for hides and offal, 
proceeds to be employed in the purchase of additional animals. 
Thereupon H. M. Minister, Sir Reginald Tower, K.C.M.G., C.V.O., 
placed the facts before the estancieros of the Republic and asked for 
their support which was gladly accorded. The total quantity shipped 
from Buenos Aires reached 2,905 quarters of frozen beef, and 170 
carcases of mutton; estimated weight 407,938 lbs.; landed value over 
£20,000 stg. The Steamship Companies carried the meat free; In- 
surance underwriters insured it free, and paid out the value of at 
least one lost consignment. 

When closing up, the Smithfield Markets Belgian Relief Fund, 
‘which had seen to the distribution of the meat, communicated very 
sincere thanks for the aid rendered, in a letter to Mr. Thomas Lloyd, 
fon. treasurer of the British Patriotic Fund, under date April 22nd, 
1919, which says: “I think you might put a notice in your leading 
paper stating how much we appreciate the generous and practical help 
given. Without that help we could never have carried on, as when 
“rationing” came into force, all supplies were stopped.”

‘The work of the Committee automatically ceasing with the 


signing of Peace, the body was formally dissolved at a final meeting 
of the Council held on July 28th., 1919, in the British Legation, when 
it was unanimously resolved to close all funds and remit credit balan- 
ces to the respective honorary treasurers. In regard to the General 
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Fund of the British Patriotic Committee, the available balance to 
be handed over to the Anglo-Argentine War Fund, expressing the 
desire that the sum of $10,000 be reserved for patriotic purposes 
not covered by the conditions governing the Anglo-Argentine War 
Fund, until two years after the dissolution of the Committee, when 
any. balance should then revert to the said Fund for its specified ob- 
jects.

In October, 1915, the Earl of Derby was ap- 

The Derby Register pointed Director of Recruiting in Great Bri- 

(Argentina) 1916. tain, and in the same month he outlined in 

Parliament his voluntary scheme for military 

service. In January, 1916, the so-called “Derby sub-Committee” was 

appointed to make known ‘to all British subjects in Argentina the calf 
of the Empire. 

The sub-committee consisted of Messrs. J. W. Barclay, chair- 
man; H. G. Mackie, H. M. Consul General; Dr. John OConor, hon. 
medical examiner ; Thomas Lloyd; Ernest Jewell; William Warden ; 
and H. McL. Martin, hon. secretary. 

The sub-Committee endeavoured to obtain a record of every 
British subject of military age (18 to 41) and made arrangements 
for the exemption for certain definite reasons, such as family ties, 
the indispensable character of their civil work; and also for the 
registration of those medically certified as unfit for service. Al- 
though a large body of men had, by the end of 1915, left Argentina 
to join His Majesty’s Forces the British Patriotic Committee in Bue- 
nos Aires felt it incumbent upon them to further Lord Derby’s 
scheme in so far as it could be made applicable to a neutral country. 
The Derby sub-Committee was appointed for this purpose and the 
British Minister informed His Majesty’s Government of the action 
taken, calling special attention to the ready response in the Argen- 
tine Republic, demonstrating a splendid spirit of patriotism in our 
country here. By the end of April 1916 all classes in the Derby 
scheme had been called up, and in May the Military Service Act be- 
came Law, by which conscription was applied to all British subjects 
between the ages 18 and 41 ordinarily resident in Great Britain. 
In September the British Minister received a communication through 
the Foreign Office from the Army Council in London expressing 
sincere thanks for the efficient manner in which the Derby Sub- 
Committee had carried out their patriotic work. The Council added 
that the very large proportion of men eligible for the Army who had 
arrived at home was a most gratifying example of the solidarity of 
the race.

Clymont, D.S.O., His Majesty’s Military Attaché, 
assisted by an Advisory Commission ad hoc consisting of Dr. John 
O’Conor, chairman, Revd. J. W. Fleming, D. D., Messrs. H. H. Leng, 
A. G. Pruden, and W. Warden. | 

The British Minister received a Despatch from Earl Curzon of 
' Kedleston at the Foreign Office dated January 30th, 1919, to the 
following effect: “I request that you will express to the Members 
of the Commission the gratitude of His Majesty’s Government for 
the excellent and patriotic work which they have performed and that. 
you will assure the Military Attaché and his assistant of my appre- 
ciation of their labours.” 

Those whose names are published in the Revised Register were 
exempted from military service by His Britannic Majesty’s Repre- 
sentatives as being (1) indispensable to British or Allied interest in 
this country; (2) over age; (3) physically unfit, or (4) having fa- 
milies dependent on them. To each of these an official Exemption 
Certificate has been granted by the Military Attaché. The names of 
those registered in 1916 and who had since left the Republic or had 
died, as well as those who had been invited by His Britannic Majes- 
ty’s Authorities to offer personal service were eliminated from the 
revised Register, leaving 1218 as against 2020.

Owing to the short notice at which the work of the’ 
Medical Derby Register was undertaken, no preparations: 
Examinations. were made for keeping a record of the number of 
men presenting themselves for medical examina- 
tion. It is estimated that close on 7000 men were examined, and re- 
examined by specialists, and passed as medically fit for active ser- 
vice with H. M. Forces. This number included many who while not 
classed as volunteers from Argentina had come to Buenos Aires on 
their way home, and were examined here. Out of all these, record 
does not shew a rejection on the other side of one per mil. To this 
must be added the number of examinations and _ re-examinations 
made in connection with the revision of the Register in 1918, and it 
would be safe to say that the total examinations made did not fall 
far short of 10,000. This work was done gratuitously by Dr. Johr 
O’Conor, M.D., Buenos Aires, assisted by Anglo-Argentine doc- 
tors in this country, and in some instances, valuable help was given 
by medical men of other nationalities. 
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On the signing of the Treaty of Peace, June 28th, 
Exemption 1919, the following notice was issued by the British 
Certificates. Legation: 

To those exempted under the Derby Register and to 

those who subsequently volunteered and were exempted: 
“Certificates of exemption are issued to such as apply personally 
to the Military Attaché at the British Legation between the hours 
of 10 - 12 a. m. Those who cannot apply personally are requested to 
send an authorised person to receive the certificates in their name.” 
The Exemption Certificates above mentioned supersede and annul 
all the temporary ones issued by the Derby Register Committee in 
1916, and are the only forms of exemption in connection with this 
Register recognised by His Majesty’s Government. The Certificates 
carry the signatures of His Britannic Majesty’s Minister, Sir Re- 
ginald Tower, K. C. M. G., C. V. O., and His Britannic Majesty's 
Military Attaché, Lieutenant Colonel Robert A. McClymont, D.S.O. 


Anglo-Argentine War Fund. 


In May, 1918, the British Government intimated the need of 
the services of every man of military age, physically fit for enrol- 
ment, and who was not considered to be indispensable to the cause 
of the Empire in whatever position he might then be holding — in 
Other words, those who had not been exempted under the Derby 
Register (Argentina) 1916 and revision 1918, were called upon to 
proceed forthwith to England. 

- While the necessary arrangements were being carried out to 
this end in Argentina, the British Patriotic Committee, Buenos Ai- 
res, considered that the time had arrived to call upon the British 
community to make some provision for present and future contigen- 
cies in connection with the response of Volunteers from Argentina 
to the call of our King and Country, and forthwith issued an appeal 
for the foundation of the Anglo-Argentine War Fund, from which 
the following extracts are made: 

“The object of the proposed fund is to endeavour to provide the following: 

1) ‘Adequate financial help for the wives and children during the absence 
of the soldier father — their bread-winner. 

2) Comfortable passages for families who desire to accompany “their vo- 
lunteers” to England and, if need be to assist them in their return to 
this country. 

And as far as the fund permits: 

3) In case of death that wives and children may receive financial support 
from the Anglo-Argentine community and assistance in the education 
of orphans until such time as they are of an age to make their own way 
in life. 

The Committee think it right to add that while, owing to the limitation of 
food supply at Home families should not be encouraged to accompany the yo- 
jJunteers to England, still they consider that every allowance should be made 
for individual appreciation of the natural bonds of affection, when the head of 
the family is about to pledge his existence to vindicate civilisation in this 
great cause of the Allies. 

In making this urgent appeal, the Committee hope that a sufficient sum 
may be acquired in order to carry out the above objects, and as it is impossible 
owing to the uncertainty of the duration of the war, to estimate the amount 
which may be eventually “required to give effect to the same, they can only 
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reckon on the unswerving loyalty and never-failing generosity of the Anglo- 
Argentine community. 

The Committee hope that their many beneficent patrons and 3ubscribers to 
other funds will give this matter their serious consideration and will lend their 
their hearty co-operation during the coming months to obtain the amount neces- 
sary in order to ensure regular payment of the proposed allowances.”

Before making a general call on the community, the Finance 
Committee considered it was advisable to obtain a certain number of 
large subscriptions as a guarantee to volunteers that sufficient funds 
would be provided for the objects set out in the appeal. As a result, 
a first list of subscriptions amounting to $ 782,000 was announced, 
quickly followed by a second and third, that brought the total to over 
one million dollars paper, from 175 subscribers. 

Towards the close of the year 1918, much interest had been 
aroused in the Fund, with certain correspondence in the daily press 
concerning its possibilities. Thereupon, H.B.M. Minister, Sir Reginald 
Tower, K.C.M.G., C.V.O., as chairman of the British Patriotic Com- 
mittee, made the following public statement in the “Standard” and 
‘Buenos Aires Herald’ of January 30th, 1919: 

“Much interest is being shown in the Anglo-Argentine War Fund, and it is 
a matter of great gratification to the British Patriotic Committee that this 
should be so. The need for the fund was felt to exist. As Chairman of the 
Patriotic Committee, I have, with the assistance of a strong body of gentlemen 
who responded willingly to my appeal, endeavoured to start the organization, 
and we have been administering it up to the present on behalf of the Commu- 
nity. This has been. a merely temporary measure. The very large proportion 
of the Fund was subscribed by the few who have been directly instrumental 
in administering it, and it was felt by our Committee that it would be more 
to the advantage of the Community that we should be responsible for the 
administration in the early days,—that is during the war,—with the under. 
standing that, as soon as normal conditions were restored, a regular meeting of 
subscribers should be convened, in order to draw up Statutes, elect a Com- 
mittee, etc. There were special reasons for postponing this devo- 
lution during the war. With the advice and consent of the Patriotic Committee 
I have been in correspondence with the War Office on the subject of the 
payment by His Majesty’s Government of the return passages of Anglo-Argen- 
tine volunteers. It was essential to have this question cleared up before the 
requirements and scope of the War Fund could be estimated with any degree 
of certainty. 

Now that the signature of peace is in sight, it is, in the opinion of the 
Patriotic Committee, timely that they should lay down the task they willing: 
ly assumed, and place in the hands of a Committee, elected for that purpose, 
the management of the Anglo-Argentine War Fund, which has been begun so 
auspiciously. 

This decision of the Patriotic Committee coincides with the publication last 
week in the local Press of a “Suggestion”, by means of which educational facili- 
ties were proposed, to serve as a permanent memorial of the patriotic service 
rendered by thousands of our Anglo-Argentine volunteers in the Great War. 

A meeting of all subscribers to the Anglo-Argentine War Fund to this date 
will be held at Buenos Aires in the first days of March. Particulars will be an- 
nounced in due course in the columns of the Press.

The meeting of subscribers to the Fund took place in St. John’s 
Hall, 25 de Mayo 286, on March 10th, 1919, Sir Reginald Tower pre- 
siding over a good attendance. The revenue to date was announced 
as:

Sir Reginald Tower informed the meeting as to what had been 
done hitherto by the British Patriotic Committee and the Anglo- 
Argentine War Fund Committee in a clear and concise statement 
that was received with every sign of approval. After a short 


discussion, the following rules were unanimously adopted :— 

1. — A Committee of twelve (12) members to be elected for two years of 
which six (6) members shall retire by rotation each year, but shall de 
eligible for re-election; six (6) members to form a quorum. Of the first 
Committee six (6) members shall retire after the first year, such retirement 
eh be decided by hazard, The Committee shall elect each year their office 

arera. 

2. — H.B.M’s. Minister (or in his absence the Chargé d’Affaires), as 
President, H.B.M. Consul-General (or in his absence the Acting Consular Of- 
ficer in Buenos Aires), the Rector of St. John’s Anglican Church, and the 
Minister of St. Andrew’s Scotch Church, shall be conjointly the Trustees. The 
duties of the Trustees will be to control the working of the fund and all 
investments will be made in their names. In the case of any difference 
between the Committee and the Trustees a meeting of Subscribers will be 
called, whose decision will be final. 

3.—The object of the fund has been, and is, to endeavour to provide the 
following: 

a) Adequate financial help for the wives and children during the absence 

of the soldier father —their bread winner, 

b) Comfortable passages for families who desire to accompany “their 
volunteer” to England and, if need be, to assist them in their return 
to this country. 

And, as far as the fund permits: 

c) In case of death, that widows, children and dependents may receive 
financial support from the Anglo-Argentine community, and assistance 
in the education of orphans until such time as they are of age to 
make their own way in life. 

d) To assist in any way which the Committee may deem advisable 
volunteers from the Argentine Republic and or their families, especially 
in case of those volunteers who have been maimed or wounded. 

4. — The Committee shall have full power for the administration of the 
Fund, for raising further funds, for investing the funds and in accord with the 
Trustees realizing the same as may be necessary. When it is possible to form 
a definite opinion as to the requirements of the Fund a General Meeting of 
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subscribers will be called when it will.be decided what means shall be taken 
to cover any deficit or in case of a surplus in what manner it shall be utilized.

Begg, James Dey, Joseph N. Drysdale, Frank Foster, David Hogg, Major G. E. 
A. Johnson, D.S.O., H. H. Leng, John O’Conor, Arthur G. Pruden and Captain

Under date October 28th 1919, the committee deemed it desirable 
to make a public statement, as below, for the better information of 
many returned volunteers who were unacquainted with the precise 
nature of the objects of the Fund owing to their absence at the time 
of previous announcements. After repeating objects, (a), (b), (c) 
and (d), the statement continued :— 

“As regards (a) and (b) the objects have been carried out by the British 
Patriotic Commitee and this Committee to the best of their ability, and (c) and 
(d) now constitute the principal claims on the Fund. Incidentally we may | 
mention that a sum of over $400,000 has already been paid out for the above 
mentioned objects. 

Under paragraph (c) the Committee is prepared to help all who have been 
left unprovided for owing to the death of their natural supporter while on war 
service, and invites applications from all widows and orphans so situated. The 
constitution of the Fund entitles these cases to claim assistance, and applications 
may be made without reluctance of any kind. Under paragraph (d) all our 
Volunteers who have come back maimed or incapacitated for work, are invited 
to apply for assistance when their means are insufficient for their needs. 

In addition to the above cases there are instances when the response to 
the call of duty has entailed considerable hardship. For instance:—married 
men earning moderate salaries or wages, have soli up their homes for a com- 
parative trifle, and now, on their return, having exhausted their savings in 
inevitable expenses, find that, owing to the greatly increased cost of living, 
they are unable even to furnish a room for themselves, The Committee “deems 
it advisable’ to interpret paragraph (d) as applying to such cases, and as 
authorising, sometimes, the granting of a moderate sum of money to assist 
in furnishing. 

From the foregoing explanations it will be seen that the objects of the 
Fund are to relieve distress, and to alleviate hardships, arising from war 
service, but in no way to give rewards or gratuities for the performance of 
duty ; the Fund cannot be diverted to that purpose. It was formed to give 
assistance to certain defined cases and consequently it is only those who are 
in need or helb owing to war service, who bave any claim on it. This point is 
reiterated because a number of people, including some volunteers at home who 
sent a joint telegram to Sir Reginald Tower asking him as a right to have their 
delegates put on the Committee, look upon the money as belonging absolutely 
to the Volunteers as a body. The truth is that the donors handed the money 
over to a Committee to be used to the best of their judgment for the relief ot 
such Volunteers and their families as have suffered by serving in the War and 
who are in need of assistance in consequence. 

The Committee has endeavoured to define its objects to prevent claims 
being made that cannot be attended to, and so save the applicants in good faith 
from the mortification of a refusal; and also to invite all widows and orphans, 
within the stipulated conditions, to apply to the Committee that they may do 
all that can be done to relieve distress and hardship arising from war service. 
In cases where refusals are necessary, any who are disappointed must remember 
that the moncy has been subscribed for certain essentials which would have to 
be neglected if the funds were diverted to other purposes.” 


THE BRITISH WOMEN’S PATRIOTIC ASSOCIATION 
IN THE ARGENTINE REPUBLIC. 


A large and representative gathering of British ladies took 

1914 place at the Plaza Hotel, Buenos Aires, September 19th, 

1914, at the invitation of H. B. M. Chargé d’Affaires, Mr. 

H. Norman, for the purpose of considering how British women in 

Argentina, and particularly in Buenos Aires, could best assist our 

fighting men, and at the same time minister to the welfare of the 

wives and families of those who had left, or were leaving, to offer 
their services to our King and Country. 

The general tone of the conversations showed that every one 
was anxious to be doing something, and that it would be best to 
establish an organization for the better control of whatever might 
be undertaken. The good work already done and projected in the 
despatch of comforts for the soldiers and in other directions received 
due recognition. It was believed that other fields of work only 
needed development, and that this would be achieved by the 
formation of a Central Council for such purpose. 

Eventually the gathering resolved to establish “The British 
Women’s Patriotic Association in Argentina,” with efforts directed 
to (1) Making of garments for the soldiers; (2) Collection of funds 
to be sent to England for the several War Funds, such as the ‘Prince 
of Wales’ National Relief Fund, the Soldiers and Sailors Families’ 
Association, the British Red Cross Cross Society and St. John’s 
Ambulance Association. At the same meeting a council was 
nominated, including representatives from the City of Buenos Aires 
and each of the Suburbs. A resolution to invite H. B. M. Minister, 
Sir Reginald Tower, on his approaching return, to accept the 
Honorary Presidency of the Association was also adopted un- 
animously ; as well as the nomination of Mrs. Hope Gibson, Honorary 
Treasurer, and Mrs. A. W. Boote, Honorary Secretary. 

A general meeting of the members was held on October 10th 
1914, at which good progress was reported. Sir Reginald Tower 
attended and expressed the pleasure it gave him to accept the 
Honorary Presidency of the Association, and the personal satisfac- 
tion he felt at finding the B. W. P. A. already actively at work. At 
a meeting, held on October 17th, it was resolved that future weekly 
meetings should take the form of general gatherings of all ladies 
interested, thus affording frequent opportunities for discussion and 
ventilation of all matters that might be deemed as within the scope 
of action laid down by the objects of the Association. 

Organization being now well in hand, some of the personal 
initiatives in the direction of collection of funds were brought in to 
the B. W. P. A., one of which, the ‘‘Woman’s Patriotic Dollar Fund,” 
a monthly card system of contributions, initiated directly after the 
outbreak of war, had already secured a large number of supporters, 
and eventually reached $18,988.12. All amounts to the credit of this 
fund were sent direct and do not figure in the balance sheet. 


— ee 
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Work continued without interruption. At the annual 
1915 general meeting held October 8th 1915, Sir Reginald Tower 
in the Chair, the statement by the Honorary Treasurer, 
Mrs. Hope Gibson, revealed the remittance of funds for the 
Prince of Wales National Relief Fund, Belgian Relief Fund, 
British Red Cross Society, while the Pipe and Tobacco Fund of the 
B. W. P. A., had received substantial support. In addition to 
subscriptions for the several funds, many social] gatherings had been 
organized, among which figured prominently, Dances, Bridge Drives, 
Gymkhanas, Golf and Tennis Tournaments, Tableaux Vivants, and 
Raffles.. 

Work parties greatly helped the personal efforts of members in 
the making of all classes of comforts for the soldiers, and hospital 
requirements, garments, etc., the quantity despatched from 
September 1914 to September 1915 being, 53 cases to the men at 
the front and in Hospital, through Mrs. McClure, and the Belgian 
Refugees Committee, and a number of others too numerous to 
specify here. 

With regard to sums raised for the several funds, final details 
appear in the audited statement at the close of this resume.

With the prolongation of the war, the needs of the British 

1916 Red Cross were brought prominently before the community. 
Early in the year the determination was taken to work for 

a Red Cross Exhibition Sale, which took place in Prince George’s 
Hall, June 2nd and 3rd. Ali expenses connected with this event 
having been covered by private subscriptions, the full amount of the 
takings $44,048.45 was placed to the credit of the British Red Cross. 

By general request of the community, the British Patriotic 
Committee opened the ‘Nurse Cavell Memorial Fund,” which finally 
reached $25,000 m|n., nearly half of which was raised by the 
B. W. P. A. 

The extent of the work connected with the making of comforts 
for soldiers and articles for hospitals had assumed wide proportions, 
and Lady Lawley being in the country at the time, a meeting of 
supporters was held, at which the B. W. P. A., was constituted a 
Local Branch of Queen Mary’s Needlework Guild. Under date 
October 16th the Association received the following communication, 
signed by Lady Lawley :— 

“I am commanded by Her Majesty the Queen to inform you 
that Her Majesty has graciously consented to the British Women’s 
Patriotic Association being recognised as one of her branches, and 
thereby affiliated to the Queen Mary’s Needlework Guild at Friary 
Court, St. James’s Palace.” - 

In the course of an address at the annual meeting on October 
13th, Sir Reginald Tower, said, “The third annud] meeting is a 
milestone, not a resting place. We have no time yet to indulge in 
individual expressions of commendation. At present it is the | 
general singleness of purpose which is to be praised and encouraged, ' 
and I feel it a special privilege to be amongst you for the third 
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time and to be able to voice the general sentiments of the British 
community here and at home of what is being done by you for the 
National Cause.” 

..During the year Mrs. H. C. Thompson was nominated Acting- 
Honorary Secretary owing to the illness of Mrs. A. W. Boote. 

The number of sub-branches of Queen Mary’s Needlework Guild, 
affiliated to the British Women’s Patriotic Association, now stood 
at three, viz: — St. Saviour’s (Belgrano) B.A. Northern and Western. 

Articles, comforts, garments despatched from September 1915 
to September 1916 were sent to: St. John’s Ambulance Association, 
Queen Mary’s Needlework Guild, Queen Alexandra’s Field Force 
Fund, Lady White Todd, Belgian Refugees, and Officers and 
Soldiers’ Families Fund.

For some months the Association had given special 
1917 attention to the collection of funds for the purpose of 
endowment of a room in the Star and Garter Hospital, 
London. On the 20th April the announcement was made that the 
sum necessary had been secured and passed, the total being 
$23,944.87. The endowment of the room carries with it the right 
for all time to nominate an occupant for the bed; a tabiet erected 
therein says, “This room a tribute from the British Women’s 
Patriotic Association in the Argentine Republic.” 

The success of the Red Cross Exhibition Sale in 1916, and the 
constant appeals for help for the British Red Cross, induced the 
Association to organize a Bazaar which took place in Prince George's 
Hall, June lst and 2nd ; the sympathy of British women in Argentina 
had all along gone out deeply to the Officers Families’ Fund, and so 
one half of the proceeds of the Bazaar were allotted to that Fund. 
As on the previous occasion, all expenses being covered by private 
subscriptions, the full amount of the takings $157,213.06, was 
available for division between the two Funds named. _ 

In conjunction with Sir Reginald Tower, the Association secured 
the proceeds of a Gala performance at the Colon Theatre July 6th, 
for the Charing Cross Hospital, London. The “Barber of Seville” 
was staged, with Marie Barrientos in her favourite role. Signor 
Caruso assisted in the programme, being subsequently presented 
with a Gold Medal by Sir Reginald Tower “in grateful recognition 
of aid for the Charing Cross Hospital.” Nett proceeds $6,076. 

Under the direction of the Association an exhibition of the 
“Shower of Gifts’ from British women in Argentina, for 
presentation to Her Majesty the Queen on her birthday, took place 
on August 14th. The gifts were subsequently distributed under 
the Queen’s orders to the troops and hospitals at the front. 

The annual general meeting, held October 30th, was again 
presided over by Sir Reginald Tower, who, in the course of his 
address, said, “For the fourth year in succession I avail myself of 
tne opportunity of reviewing the work of the British Women’s 
Patriotic Association in the Argentine Republic. Each time we 
meet at these general meetings I am able to say from intimate 
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knowledge that work—useful sufficient work—is going on steadily, 
and during the last twelve months no diminution is shown in what 
our British ladies have achieved.” . 

The Honorary Treasurer’s statement noted that in addition to 
the Funds formerly supported by the Association, remittances had 
gone forward to the Anglo-South American Central Depot. 

At this date 15 sub-branches of Queen Mary’s Needlework Guild 
were reported as working, their products being sent home by the 
Association. These were, St. Saviour’s Belgrano, Northern, 
Western, St. John’s Sewing Guild, Lomas, Quilmes, Mendoza, Olivos, 
Temperley, Mrs. Rendtorff’s, Cordoba, Hurlingham, Villa Devoto, 
Villa Ballester, Barracas. 

From September 1916 to September 1917 work went forward 
to the “Shower of Gifts,’ Officers and Soldiers Families’, Queen 
Alexandra’s Field Force Fund, Queen Mary’s Needlework Guild, 
River Plate Contingent Committee, and the Anglo-South American 
Central Depot. 

A special effort by the Association on behalf of the “Our Day” 
1917 appeal (Argentina) resulted in the collection of $69,461.03.

‘Her Majesty the Queen desires to convey to all

expression of her grateful thanks for the way in 
which they have seen fit to mark the 25th anniversary of her 
wedding day. It is a sourse of particular satisfaction to Her 
Majesty that they should have made her Silver Wedding the occasion 
of special effort on behalf of the sick and wounded. No expression 
of loyalty towards her could take a form more pleasing to Her 
Majesty than this mark of sympathy with the sufferers in this 
terrible war — sympathy in which she shares to the full. The 
Shower of Gifts has come from every corner of the globe, and from 
every quarter of the King’s far-flung dominions, and is of a volume 
and variety truly wonderful. The Queen hopes that all who have 
contributed thereto will realise that Her Majesty is deeply touched 
by the manifestation of loyalty and goodwill.”

British subjects in all parts of the world recognised the 

1918 urgency of a greater effort than ever this year on behalf 
of the Motherland. Appeals for help continued to increase 

by almost every mail. It was often with great regret that however 
much sympathy these might arouse, to support them all was 
impossible. The Association put forth a special call for a Bazaar 
to be held in June. The response of British women from all parts 
of Argentina exceeded anticipations. Proceeds were announced to 
be divided in equal proportions between the British Red Cross, King 
George’s Fund for Sailors, and the Officers Families’ Fund. The 
result of the Bazaar held June 6th, 7th and 8th in Prince George’s 
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Hall exceeded former records, with the sum of $335,367.35 as total 
takings. As on previous occasions all expenses were covered by 
private subscriptions. : 

The annual meeting held October 11th, was presided over by 
Sir Reginald Tower, who in the course of his address said, “It is a 
gratifying feature, and one of which you may well be proud, that 
your activities, and the tangible results expressed in the remittances 
which you have made during the year to various War Funds, again 
show an increase over the previous year, thus proving that your 
Association has set its hand to the plough and does not intend to 
relax its efforts until the need for support shall have disappeared.” 

Sub-Branches of Queen Mary’s Needlework Guild working under 
affiliation with the Association had been increased during the year 
from fifteen to twenty by the addition of Concordia, Zarate, Las 
Palmas, Windsor, and Lomas M. E. Church. From September 1917 
to September 1918 the work of the Association was sent to the Queen 
Mary’s Needlework Guild, River Plate Contingent Committee, and 
the Anglo-South American Centra] Depot and Club, and consisted of 
comforts and clothing for the men at the front, and articles for 
hospital work. Also old linen, books, writing pads, soap, pencils, etc. 

A hand was again given to the “Our Day” 1918 (Argentina) 
appeal, a sum of $13,825.50 resulting. ~ 

With the signing of the Armistice, some doubts arose as to the 
continuation of the work hitherto carried out, and at a meeting, held 
December 13th, the position came up for consideration. It was 
reported that a telegram had been received from London pointing 
out that further supplies of comforts were still urgently needed. 
The meeting thereupon resolved that the activities of the B. W. P. A. 
should continue without relaxation, and that the Bazaar should take 
place the first week in June 1919 as usual. 


* * * 


The disturbed state of public affairs in Argentina, labour 
1919 troubles and strikes, caused the Bazaar to be postponed to 
July 17th 18th and 19th, in Prince-George’s Hall. The 
closing up of the British Red Cross collections in January, left the 
Association in a position to select another Fund to share in the 
proceeds with the Officers’ Families Fund and King George’s Fund 
for Sailors, the choice falling on the local Anglo-Argentine War 
Fund. Later on it was resolved to allot the sum of $10,310.09 to 
the Anglo-South American Central Depot and Club, the balance 
being divided between the other three funds named. The expenses 
being again covered by private subscriptions, the total takings 
$162,412.70 were available for division. 

At the meeting held for receiving the report of the last Bazaar, 
Mrs. Hope Gibson, hon. treasurer, briefly addressed her fellow 
workers :—“With this Bazaar I feel we have reached the end of our 
endeavours. The Bazaar itself was, indeed, not unanimously 
approved of because the war was at an end; but on the other hand 
there were many of us who had been preparing for the continuance 
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of our work for another winter believing that that the glorious’ 
victory was not to be attained until the Spring of this year. It is 
with that explanation that I can all the more gratefully thank those 
who “carried on” to the finish. Our Association has, we ought to’ 
admit, been very fortunate in having so much loyal support given 
us by the British community all over the country. The success of 
our efforts during the war has been the spirit of unity which has 
drawn us together, and at the end of our task we are regretfully 
laying down our work in the same feeling of loyalty with which we’ 
commenced it.” 

A meeting was held on August 8th as the closing gathering, at 
which Sir Reginald Tower, as Honorary President, announced the’ 
formal conclusion of the Association's work. He said:— 

“To-day’s meeting is apart and separate from all which have’ 
preceded it. To-day we have to look back on the labours of this 
Association. It was formed at the outbreak of the war and for a 
definite purpose. It has worked effectively and the war is over. 
It is therefore natural that we close our books, and we have earned 
the right to view what has been done with some complacency. 
Without any boasting, without any self-advertising, we can claim 
to have done our duty, and in this spirit we resume our normal lives, 
rendered now possible for all the world by the signature of peace, a 
victorious peace won by our arms and those of our brave Allies. 

“This procedure of terminating the work of the Association 
follows exactly that followed by the British Patriotic Committee. 
We closed there quite recently, and relieved a few of our patriotic 
compatriots from the constant strain and drain on their time. 

“I congratulate you all to-day on the position assumed by the 
ladies of our Community during the war. Believe me, the assistance’ 
they rendered will never be forgotten by any of us now alive. The 
position won by women all over the world in the last few years has- 
been nobly won, and it is especially gratifying to me to know from 
this intimate acquaintance with the British Women’s Patriotic 
Association that our sisters in the Argentine Republic have borne’ 
their full share of the anxieties and obligations of the war, so far as 
circumstances in this distant land have made it possible for effective 
assistance to be rendered.” 

The final meeting for despatch of business took place September 
28th, Mrs. H. G. Mackie in the chair. Statements by the Honorary 
Treasurer, Mrs. Hope Gibson, and Honorary Secretary, Mrs. H. C. 
Thompson, were presented and adopted, a motion being unanimously 
carried that “The Association desire to express their very sincere 
and grateful thanks to all those who have so regularly supported 
them in every way and given so freely such valuable assistance in’ 
all the undertakings carried out; the names of these generous helpers 
are so many that it is found impossible to enumerate them.”

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THE BRITISH CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 
IN THE ARGENTINE REPUBLIC (Incorporated). 


Incorporated July 14th; 1914. 
Statutory Meeting held in Buenos Aires, September 22nd, 1914. 


Application for permission to use the Royal Arms of Great 
Britain as part of the Seal of the Chamber, was submitted to His 
Majesty the King in February 1915, and His Majesty graciously 
signified His Pleasure that this privilege should be granted. 

The Chamber enjoys special permission from the Argentine 
Government to display the Royal Arms of Great Britain over the 
entrance to the building in which the offices are situated. 


Tne Chamber’s entry into active work corresponds with the date 
of the outbreak of the Great War. It had long been recognised that 
the commercial position attained in the Argentine Republic by Great 
Britain, and the enormous amount of British capital invested in 
commercial and industrial enterprises of the Republic, required 
united effort and combination of a real character on the part of all 
Britons to defend and maintain that position. The outbreak of 
War emphasized that need, and, in passing let it be said, that the 
abnormal position thus suddenly created had a most telling effect in 
bringing together the several interests for which the Chamber was 
constituted. 

The growth of the Chamber is strikingly illustrated by the 
steady increase of members, as set out in the following table :—

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The members of the Chamber are first and foremost loyal 
subjects of the Crown, and as such they were prepared to accept 
cheerfully and unhesitatingly the dictates of H. M. Government 
which sought to promote the welfare of the Empire, and to bear the 
sacrifices and temporary disabilities which were the common burden 
during the war period. 

They are British merchants, importers, agents and represen- 
tatives of capital interests; collectively they stand for Great 
Britain’s stake in this Republic. Individually they represent very 
{mportant industries, either in the shape of invested capital or 
capital employed in the manufacture, transport, distribution and 
finance of British made or British owned products; they are the 
exponents of British trade methods, the chief and permanent 
channel for the distribution of British goods, for the maintenance 
of Britain's export trade to this Republic, and for the protection of 
that great asset, the reputation of British traders for fair and square 
dealing. 

A reference to the work of the Chamber during the war-period 
would have to embody the whole of the proceedings carried out in 
conjunction with H. M. Legation and H. M. Consulate General in 
Buenos Aires for 

1) The carrying out of the clauses of H. M. Proclamation 
relating to Trading with the enemy. 

2) The special circumstances arising out of the War and their 
effect upon British interests. 

3) The transition period from the signing of the Armistice 
and the future activities of the Chamber in a return to its 
original sphere of action, namely, the extension of British 
trade in and with the Argentine Republic. 

It is obvious that such reference could only be efficiently made 
by publication of detail that belongs to the confidential class, and 
the subject must therefore be dismissed with the observation that 
the work in all its bearings has merited warm eulogies' from H. M. 
Government, H. M. Minister, Sir Reginald Tower, K.C.M.G., C.V.O., 
H. M. Consul-General, Mr. H. G. Mackie, C. B. E., and further, and 
what is more convincing still, it has commanded the respect of 
enemy organizations, and indeed created a fear among them that 
resulted in their making an appeal to their Governments for more 
financial aid wherewith to combat the energies and extension of 
influence of the Chamber. 

That the Chamber has not been unmindful of patriotic senti- 
ment, and has done everything possible to cultivate and encourage it, 
fs well established. Two instances may be recorded: 

In 1915 the Council resolved: ‘That applications for Membership 
of this Chamber from naturalised British subjects be not entertained 
during the course of the war.” 

The Chamber was in constant contact and in closest sympathy 
with the British Patriotic Committee formed in August, 1914. Its 
offices were the headquarters of that Committee, and in many details 
the two bodies have found themselves able to take joint action. 

The principal general activities of the Chamber have included: 
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At the request of the British Government the compilatiors 

1915 of alist of British exporting and importing firms suitable to 

replace and capable of replacing the channels of trade which 

have been diverted by the war. The list comprises the names of the 

principal British firms in the Republic which are qualified,-by their 

organization and by the nature of their present business, to increase 

British interests in the Argentine, either by an extension of their 

present business or by undertaking further representations of 
British manufacturing and exporting concerns. 


Special attention devoted to the registration of Trade 
1915 and Marks. Attention was called by notices in the Press 
subsequent to German Marks masquerading under English 
years. names. Protests were lodged against the issues of 
Marks for which application had been made; many of 
these protests were successful. The importance of this question was 
at last recognised in Great Britain as a result of the Chamber’s per- 
sistent warnings and recommendations, and British exporters awoke 
to the importance of registering their Marks in the Argentine Re- 
public, and of taking steps to safeguard their Marks against infringe- 
ment or imitation. 
Inter Ally Committee. In the belief that unity of action 
1917-18 amongst the Allies against German trade was as 
essential as the unity of command of the Allied Forces, 
the Council supported the project of the formation of an Inter Ally 
Committee, composed of delegates from the Chambers of Commerce, 
the nationalities represented being Belgian, French, Italian, Japanese, 
United States of America, in addition to our own delegates. The 
abolition of the Statutory List and other prohibitive lists early im 
1919 rendered the further existence of the Committee unnecessary 
and it was therefore dissolved, having done excellent work in the: 
course of its short existence. 
Bye-Laws. The Council resolved that the provisions of the 
1917 Articles of Association might be revised in certain details 
with advantage to the general working and efficiency of 
the Chamber, and submitted certain Bye-Laws to the Members which 
were adopted. The most important of these dealt with the per- 
manent representation on the Council of certain branches of trade and 
industry, which, while numerically inferior to the representatives of 
the Importing Trade, are recognised as most important sections of 
the commercial community. The adoption of this Bye-Law removed 
the possibility of such an anomaly as the absence of any represen- 
tative of, for instance, Banking or Cereal Export. This position had 
occurred in the past and had proved an effective handicap to the 
utility of the Chamber. Under the Bye-Law the election of the 
Council in 1918, resulted that the trades or industries here named 
were represented by at least one representative :— 


Banking Electrical Trade 
Freezing Establishments Textiles 
Insurance Shipping

Grain Export (including Engineering) 
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Another Bye-Law deals with the filling up of vacancies on the 
Council. In view of the more than probable event that many Mem- 
bers would seize the opportunity of Peace to go to Europe on business, _ 
the Council wished to be in a position to fill seats thus temporarily 
vacated, and to thus ensure the continuance of the system whereby 
the collective counsel of 21 elected Members is available for the 
guidance of the policy and activities of the Chamber. 

The formation of a local committee for Rosario took place this 
year, and the Council hope in the near future to report similar activity 
in important towns in the interior. 

* * * 


The British Mission. The visit of the British Mission and 
1918 the Ambassador Extraerdinary, The Rt. Hon. Sir Maurice’ 
de Bunsen, G.C.M.G., etc., afforded the Chamber a unique 
opportunity for direct consultation and discussion of the several 
trade matters that had formed the subject of official communications: 
during the war period. The views of the Chamber were embodied 
in an exhaustive Memorandum presented to the Ambassador. In‘ 
the course of a preliminary note it was stated “the views of this 
Chamber are, and always have been, intended to be constructive 
rather than destructive; where criticism is made, it is with the object 
of drawing attention to difficulties which have been in the opinion of 
the Chamber, unnecessarily created.” 

British Chambers in South America. The Chamber is in frequent 
communication with its colleagues throughout the South American 
Continent. Circular notices, etc., are regularly exchanged and in 
more than one case it has been found both expedient and practical 
to address joint (in the sense of simultaneous) representations to 
H. M. Government on matters affecting British interests in all the 
South American Republics. 

Sectional Trade Committees. The formation of Special Commit- 
tees, introduced in 1916-17, gradually assumed one of the most im- 
portant features of the organization work of the Chamber, and by 
1918-19 their number had increased greatly, embracing almost every 
special section of trade. Their work bore excellent fruit. The Sec- 
tional Trade Committees in full operation in 1918-19 were :—

The development and extension of Sectional Committee work is 
highly important—in other words, it is a system of getting the’ 
services of experts to solve technical questions. In 1919 there were 
one hundred and twenty members of the Chamber serving on various 
Sectional Committees, some of them in a double capacity. During 
the year 1918-19 these Committees jointly completed a full translation 
of the Argentine Customs Tariff, which was forwarded to the 
Board of Trade in London; exhaustive reports were also completed 
by the major number of the Committees dealing with the 
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‘possibilities of Post-War trade with Argentina, and which drew 
expressions of especial thanks from the Commercial Department of 
the British Legation. As a guide to British exporters, a large 
number of samples of articles competing with British products in 
this country have been supplied by the Electrical Trade, Textile 
‘Trade and Hardware and Machinery Committees at the request of 
the Commercial Secretary to the British Legation, and these have 
also been forwarded to London.

A largely attended meeting of British subjects resident in Bahia 
Blanca and district, called by H. M. Vice-Consul, Mr. W. B. Harding 
Green, early in August 1914, to consider the steps to be taken to 
show loyalty to H. M. the King, and sympathy with their fellow 
countrymen in the crisis, unanimously decided to open the British 
Relief Fund, through which donations should be forwarded to the 
Central Fund of the British Patriotic Committee in Buenos Aires. 
But while thus placing the funds raised at the disposal of that 
committee, the meeting resolved that amounts earmarked by donors 
for special purposes, should also be accepted and passed on to the 
Central Fund to be forwarded to the desired destinations. A com- 
mittee of twenty-eight members was appointed, including one 
representative from each of the following districts :—Darragueira, 
Quemu-Quemu, Rivera, Tornquist, Olavarria, Rio Colorado, Saave- 
dra, Tres Arroyos, Darwin, and Rio Negro Irrigation Works; and 
an executive composed of Messrs. W. B. Harding Green, president, 
A. Mackerrow, hon. treasurer; Francis B. Tregarthen, hon. secre- 
tary; Charles C. Cumming, A. H. Coleman, F. W. Orman, V. R. 
McKay, F. C. Pearson, and the Revd. Canon Turner. 

At a meeting of subscribers held August 4th 1916, it was an- 
nounced that the fund had passed $29,000.—. The following resolu- 
tion was unanimously adopted :—“That on this the second anniver- 
sary of the declaration of a righteous war, the meeting of citizens 
of Bahia Blanca records its inflexible determination to continue to

Mr. Charles C. Cumming accepted the representation of the 
British Society in the Argentine Republic, November 5th 1915, for 
Bahia Blanca and district, and on the opening of the campaign for 
the British Red Cross “Our Day” appeal in September 1916, called 
a meeting of the community for the purpose of appointing a com- 
mittee in connection therewith, the executive officers of which 
were :—Messrs. W. B. Harding Green, president; Charles C. Cum- 
ming, vice-president and hon. treasurer; C. D. Macdonald, hon. 
secretary. 

The executive for the 1917 appeal consisted of Messrs. W. B. 
Harding Green, chairman; Frank K. Watterworth, vice-chairman; 
Charles C. Cumming, hon. treasurer; and D. C. Bruce, hon. secretary. 

A meeting of British residents of Bahia Blanca and district held 
July 20th 1918, resolved to form a branch of the British Society, 
and elected a committee to carry through the organization of the 
branch. The first effort was the “Our Day” appeal 1918, for which 


the amount collected finally exceeded the combined total of the two 
previous efforts.

Bahia Blanca Beds in a British Hospital. — Very great success 
attended the efforts on behalf of this fund. A meeting of residents 
held at the Puerto Bahia Blanca Athletic Club, Ingeniero White, in 
March 1917, elected as a committee, Messrs. H. G. Bennett, pre- 
sident; Louis E. Robinson, hon. treasurer; George W. Manley, hon. 
secretary; A. Campbell, H. L. Potter, L. Migotti, F. B. Neale, Medli- 
cott, Nelson, J. H. Brewer, Doherty, and F. W. Orman. By the end of 
1917, the sum of £973 had been remitted to England, sufficient to 
maintain nine beds. Of this amount, $5,400.— was raised by a 
Bazaar in Bahia Blanca; $4,165.— by donations; and the balance by 
Athletic Sports, Raffles, and sundry sales. The financial statement 
issued March 1918, showed total receipts, $11,395.48, with a balance 
in hand of $153.53.

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BEDS FOR WOUNDED SOLDIERS 


The hon. correspomiing secretary (Buenos Aires) of the Over- 
Seas Club published:a statement in the “Stemdard” and “Buenos 
Aires Herald” of November 14th 1919 a the'final details of the 
fund raised for Beds for Wounded Soldiers, from which the following 
extracts are taken:— 


“The fund started in 1915 with four beds at Netley Red Cross 
Hospital; in 1916 ten beds at Saidied, Egypt, were added, and the 
zollowing year a fifth at Netley. All these were maintained unti 
the Hospitals were closed. 


“In addition, special gifts were given for other beds at Netley 
and Saidied. 


“Other gifts were received and we tried to get two hats at 
Netley, but all the beds were provided for, and the other hospital 
was closed, so after consultation with Sir Robert Hudson and Lady 
des Voeux, it was decided to endow three beds at the Star and 
Garter Hospitals for Incurables, and this has been done. It is 
hoped that the names of those who gave special gifts will be put 
on the tablets. 


“The amount sent to the British Red Cross £5944.3.2., includes 
maintenance of the beds and £3,000 for endowment of beds at the 
Star and Garter, also £104.10.9 given to the Seamen’s Hospital, 
Greenwich, where we hope to endow a bed, and £176.17.5 to the 
general funds of the Red Cross. 


“In addition, £36.17.6 was given to Queen Alexandra’s Field 
Force Fund; £10 to Entertainment Bureau for Australians; £40 to 
the Babies of the Empire Society; £129.18.3 to a Netley nurse who, 
when her health broke down, was sent home to a widowed mother, 
and for whom the Red Cross authorities could do nothing; £268.18.3 
to a fund for providing special comforts for our Netley patients, 
making a grand total of £6,429.17.2. This last Fund was made 
possible through the kindness of a lady friend in Southampton who 
was visiting the Hospital and consented to receive and spend the 
money for the men. 


“The accounts for all intromissions in connection with these 
subscriptions have been submitted to Mr. Alfred T. Drysdale, 
Incorporated Account, who certifies to all subscriptions received in 
Buenos Aires totalling the foregoing amount in sterling having been 
duly remitted to London; in one or two cases the receipts from 
London did not come to hand, but in each of these the Second of 
Exchange of the Bank Draft, in favour of the Over Seas Club, was 
exhibited to Mr. Drysdale. The subscriptions as certified, it may be 
interesting to note, amounted to £871.4 in sterling and $54,440.16 
paper for Red Cross purposes.”

Lady Roberts Field Glass Fund. — The appeal for the loan and 
donation of Field Glasses for use of the British Forces in France that 
emanated from the Lady Roberts Field Glass Fund reached Argen- 
tina towards the close of 1916; the House Committee of the Belgrano 
Athletic Club, and Mr. E. Millington Drake, first secretary to H.B.M. 
Legation, took the matter in hand with very successful results. In 
addition to donations of valuable glasses, sums of money were 
contributed with which second-hand ones were purchased. _ Al- 
together over 400 pairs went forward. In acknowledging receipt of 
one of the first consignments from this country, Lady Roberts 
wrote, “Every glass we get tells now, and the men are most grateful 
in receiving them to learn that they have been sent from friends 
from so great a distance, yet having the same cause at heart. The 
need for glasses is more insistent than ever, and we cannot be 
sufficiently grateful for your opportune help.” 

In October 1919, Sir Ernest Goodhart, Bart., hon. secretary of the 
Fund, wrote to Mr. D. H. Nye, hon. secretary of the House Committee, 
advising the return of glasses recovered, adding—‘“but I regret to say 
not all, and to those that do not receive back their glasses, Lady Ro- 
berts desires me to ask you to express her great regret that so many 
glasses have been lost through the vicissitudes of war; she hopes 
that the generous donors will accept through her the many 
expressions of gratitude which she has received on their behalf from 
- Field Marshals Lord French and Lord Haig and the other com- 
manders who have one and all expressed their very great appreciation 
of the valuable glasses sent for use of the Army from all parts of 
the world and without which it is not possible to imagine how their 
task could have been accomplished.” 


“BUENOS AIRES HERALD” FUNDS 


Prior to the completion of the organization of the Committees 
and Societies engaged in fomenting War Charity Funds in the years 
1914 and 1915, the “Buenos Aires Herald” carried through several 
collections, among which was $7,210.— for the purchase of a Motor 
Ambulance for the British Red Cross Society.

CANADA DE GOMEZ 


Britons in Cafiada‘de Gomez at the outbreak of war did not 
~ exceed a dozen househoids:amd a similar number of single men; 
twelve of the latter soon-jeft to offer their services; three of them 
fell in the fight. Later on, towards the close of campaign, three 
others went, but they arrived just as the Armistice was signed. 

Throughout the winter of 1917 the enemy element in Cafiada 
de Gomez became specially aggressive, and succeeded in gaining the 
sympathy of quite a number of Argentines and Spanish residents. . 
This brought the “Comité Pro-Aliado de Cafiada de Gomez” inte 
existence with Mr. J. Fred. Smith, representative of the British 
Society, president. Immediate action followed by distribution of 
pro-ally literature, and cinematograph exhibitions with an apparatus 
specially secured and installed in the Italian Hall. Funds were 
raised for the Red Cross Societies, British, Belgian, French and 
Italian. Co-operation with the local organizations of the Allies for’ 
supplies of comforts, etc., for the soldiers was maintained. Al- 
together the Comité raised over $4,400.— mjn., with a membership 
of about 400 which included almost all the adults of British or’ 
American origin. 


CHUBUT (Territory) 


Comodoro Rivadavia. The “Our Day” collection for 1917 and 
1918 was looked after by a committee with Messrs. H. S. Chincher, 
Ses a Frank Green, hon. secretary and treasurer and M. M.

Puerto Madryn. Mr. Cuthbert Tempest Alt, British Vice- 
Consul, took charge of the “Our Day” subscription lists. 

In addition to donations, funds were raised by dances, War Film 
exhibits, etc. The total remjtted from Chubut for “Our Day” 1917 
was $4,038.—, and for 1918, $5,600.—. 

A committee was formed in Colonia Octubre 16, Chubut, early 
in 1915, with Mr. John Betwood as chairman, to raise funds for the 
Prince of Wales’ National Relief Fund. It was started with a 
concert in March, followed by an explanation as to objects, with the 
result that a sum of $2,000 was raised right away. Many of those 
subscribing put themselves down for monthly sums during the 
period of the war. In August of the same year, another committee 
was formed composed of Messrs. Richard Clark, president, Thomas 
Freeman, John Owens, W. LI. Jones Glyn, and W. C. Thomas, for a 
further appeal; one method adopted was, that each colonist should 
donate one horse of the value of $50, or give $50 in cash. | 

On October 16th, 1917, annual commemoration day of the 
founding of the Colonia 16 de Octubre, a bazaar was held in aid of 
the Red Cross Funds of the Allies,.in a temporary building erected 
for the occasion, and demolished at conclusion. Proceeds $1,303.—. 
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CHURCH ARMY HUT 


- Karly in January 1918, Mr. Herbert Gibson made an appeal 
through the press of Buenos Aires, for one thousand pounds. for the 
purpose of equipping and erecting a Church Army Hut on the 
Jtalian front held by the British forces, where a number of volunteers 
from Argentina were stationed. The appeal met with a sympathetic 
- reception, and qn February list £1,000 was cabled to Prebendary 
Larlile. The total sum subscribed reached $10,880.90, that sufficed 
-for the erection of two huts, with $120.—to be expended in providing 
additional comforts. In acknowledging receipt of the money, 
Prebendary Carlile cabled:—‘“Church Army sends grateful thanks 
and will meet wishes of Argentine friends by having centres on 
Italian front known as Church Army Argentine Huts, open to all.” 


CONCORDIA 


The numerically small British community in Entre Rios forms 
possibly the most scattered section of Britons and their descendants 
that is to met with in the Argentine Republic. Under such condi- 
tions unity qf action has always been a problem difficult to solve. 
~ Nevertheless, considerable combined movement has been carried out 
during the war-period, and to-day the organization which has 
brought that about is in a vigorous condition consequent on the 
experience gained, and bids fair to become stronger and more 
efficient in the days to come. 

At the outbreak of war in 1914, collections for War and Patriotic 
funds were made by Mr. T. Boland Morley of Concordia, assisted by 
the late Mr. John McLoughlin, and Mr. J. Russell Larkby, the latter as 
honorary secretary. They did well for the several funds early in 
operation, including the Aeroplane Fund of the British Society. 

In 1916 the first really combined movement in Concordia took 
place in connection with the “Our Day” appeal. A small Committee, 
of which Mr. F. G. Sketch was President, arranged a social evening 
in the Union Club, that together with proceeds of raffles and sub- 
scriptions, realised the sum of $805.35 m|n. for “Our Day.” 

Up to the commencement of 1918 there was no local Committee 
in Concordia. Mr. T. Boland Morley, in representation of the British 
Society, assisted by Mr. A. G. R. Walton as honorary secretary, had 
continued the work, and paved the way for the formation on May 
9th, 1918, of a branch of the British Society in the Argentine 
Republic, the first effort being: made-in connection -with the -cele- 
bration of Empire Day —a Children’s Enter‘tainniert in the 
afternoon, and a War Film exhibition in the evening. Valuable 
assistance was rendered by the ladies and also by members of the 
Tennis Club. A special Service took place in the Church on the 
Sunday following, May 26th. 

The whole section comprised in the Concordia branch organiza- 
tion, (Entre Rios, Corrientes, Misiones) was circularised June 5th 
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1918, and a special appeal made to the British community for 
contributions to the several War and Patriotic. Funds. Local 
representatives were nominated:—For Entre Rios, Messrs..R. E. P. 
Lyons, Colon; H. Hopwood, Parané; W. R. Schiele, La Paz; D. 
Wallace, Gualeguaycht. For Corrientes, Messrs. W. C. Harvey, 
Curuzu Cuatia; G. McFarquhar, Corrientes; Mrs. W. Scott, Monte 
Caseros. The response was immediate and generous, contributions 
being received in ever increasing sums, right up to the Armistice, 
and though since that date they fell off somewhat, a fair amount 
continued to be donated up to the signing of Peace. 

In October 1918, the district was divided, a branch of the British 
Society being formed in Parana with boundary of the river Guale- 
guay and the arroyo Guayquirar6. On April 29th, 1919, a new 
Committee for the Concordia branch was elected. Work has 
hitherto been confined to collections for War Funds and the 
celebration of Empire Day 1919, which took the form of a Children’s 
entertainment and Sports in Victoria Park, and a social evening in 
the Union Club, together with a Children’s entertainment and fire- 
‘work display on July 26th in connection with Peace celebrations, 
given in the quinta of Mr. F. G. Sketch, followed by a social evening 
in the Union Club. As on previous occasions, valuable help was 
rie ae by the ladies, members of the Tennis Club and of the Union 
Clu

CORDOBA 


THE BRITISH PATRIOTIC COMMITTEE OF CORDOBA. 


The British community in Cordoba, never numerically large, 
and reduced further since the removal of the headquarters of the 
Central Cordoba Railway to Buenos Aires, held a meeting on the 
23rd September 1914 in the English Club, the outcome of which was 
the formation of the British Patriotic Committee of Cordoba, with 
a committee of seven members, increased later on in December 
1916 to eleven. During the first year, operations were confined to 
collecting subscriptions for the Prince of Wales’ National Relief Fund 
by means of donations and monthly contribution lists. These, 
augmented by results of cinematograph exhibitions, concerts, 
dances, gave a total of $9,814.91 for the twelve months. 

The first Annual General Meeting resolved to widen the scope 
.of activity in view of the numerous appeals coming through from 
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other War Funds, and authorised the collection and administration 
of funds for any other British or Allied patriotic object at the 
discretion of the committee. 

Of the numerous means employed for raising money in addition 
to direct giving, raffles occupied the first place, the principal ones 
being:—Ford Motor Car sold to the Committee by the kindness of 
Messrs., Ditlevsen and Co. at cost price, yielding a profit of 
$1,751.25; Picture of the s.s. “Lusitania” presented by Mr..Lawson, 
and paintings by Mr. R. M. Copnall; Plot of land in Alta Cordoba 
donated by Mr. Arthur L. Hughes yielding a profit of $1,000.—; and 
Sunshade given by Mrs. Pagel yielding $239.—. 

The Bazaar organized in aid of the English Church realised 
$593.90 over and above the amount required to liquidate a debt, 
which sum was passed to the Patriotic Committee for the Star and 
Garter Hospitah Several offertories were allotted by the Church 
Council to the funds under direction of the Committee, amounting 
in all to $127.95. 

Billiard tournaments organized by the English Club, and Tennis 
Tournaments by the Cordoba Athletic Club made substantial sums 
for the British .Red Cross. Amongst the most consistent supporters 
by means of monthly contribution lists were men of many nationali- 
ties employed in the Central Cordoba Railway workshops, these lists 
een under the care of Mr. T. G. Ferguson right through the war 
period. 

Dancing classes in aid of the Red Cross were started in May, 1918, 
by Miss Morton; they were held weekly in the Italian Hall kindly 
lent for the purpose, and realised $599.65. Mrs. Marks and Miss 
Scott assisted at the piano, and Mrs. Babb was treasurer. 

When the British Red Cross Society announced that no further 
financial aid was required, the Patriotic Committee resolved to allot 
the proceeds of a function on May 16th, 1918, amounting to $570.78, 
in equal proportions to the Red Cross of Russia, France, Belgium, 

Italy, United States, and Servia. 
The Patriotic Committee organised sports on Empire Day each 
year for children of British parentage, and also lent their aid to the 
“Our Day” campaigns of 1916-18. . 

A resume of the work of the British community in Cordoba would 
be incomplete without a reference to the assistance rendered by 
the Allied and Neutral communities who were ever ready to help. 
The Sociedad Juventud pro Cruz Roja Aliada, whose first president 
was seforita Josefina Torres Cabrera (who was succeeded by Mr. 
H. D. McCulloch) actively assisted on several occasions, and the 
French community especially displayed much goodwill and generous- 
ly supported all movements. 

In 1918 a branch of the British Society in the Argentine Republic 
was founded in Cérdoba; it was considered advisable (in order to 
avoid overlapping of two organizations in the same work) that the 
British Patriotic Committee should be dissolved, and a resolution to 
that effect was passed at the fifth Annual General Meeting. 
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Funds raised August 1914 to October 3ist 1919.

Cérdoba Branch of the British Society. — The Cérdoba branch of 
the British Society in the Argentine Republic was formed at a meet- 
ing of local members of the Society held September 6th, 1918. Com- 
mittee:— Messrs. A. D. Dunbar, chairman and hon. treasurer; G. 
Lang; vice-chairman; E. F. Baxter, hon. secretary; E. W. Marks, 
Ferguson, R. M. Copnall, H. D. Bindon. Subsequently R. M. Cop- 
nall, J. R. P. McAlery and H. D. Bindon retired, and were replaced 
by V. R. Sadlier and D. MacCorquodale. 

After correspondence with Head Office, the sphere of operations 
of the branch was defined as the City of Cérdoba and surrounding 
district within a radius, approximately, of sixty kilometres. 

The first active work of the branch concerned the collections for 
“Our Day” Fund, 1918. In addition to amounts donated, a raffle 
for a plot of land donated by Mr. E. J. Schiele realised $3,140.—; 
cinematograph exhibitions yielded substantial quotas. Very consider- 
able support was given by the Cérdoba English Club and the Cérdobe: 
Athletic Club. The total amount collected reached $ 7,794.40. 
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The committee organized the British section of the Pro-Ally cele~ 
brations of the signing of the Armistice, which took place in Decem- 
ber, and will long be remembered in Cérdoba. Arrangements for Em- 
pire Day, 1919, were made, consisting of sports and tea for children 
held in the grounds of the Cérdoba Athletic Club kindly lent for the 
occasion.

FRESH EGG FUND 


For British Wounded Soldiers and Sailors. 


In September, 1916, Mr. H. F. Minana Merness, Buenos Aires, 
initiated a movement for the collection and despatch to England of 
fresh eggs for British wounded Soldiers and Sailors. In this effort 
‘he received very general support. Collecting centres were arranged, 
the packing despatch, and railway freight from each centre to Bue- 
nos Aires being borne by the following collectors: Mrs. Stanley 
Knight, Fisherton; Mrs. H. E. Hopson, Las Flores; Mrs. Robert An- 
drews, Quilmes; Mrs. R. de V. Sadleir, Cérdoba; Mrs. J. Musgrave, 
Lincoln; Mrs. L. M. Bowers, Junin; Mrs. A. J. Devas, Ameghino; 
Mrs. C. C. Cumming, Bahia Blanca; Mrs. W. H. Budden, Burzaco; 
Revd. F. O. Spanton, Belgrano; Mr. E. A. Enright, Carabelas; Mr. 
Richard Caldwell, Tio Pujio; Mr. F. J. W. Hughes, Zarate; and Mrs. 
R. A. Perrett, Martin Chico, Uruguay. Special egg boxes were sent 
4o contributors, and these when empty, were carried freight free 
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back to their destinations by the railway companies. When the 
. export tax on products came into force, the Argentine authorities 
were approached, and they resolved that these eggs should be classed 
under “surgical appliances for use in hospitals for wounded”, and 
they were thus exempted from the tax. The majority of consign- 
ments arrived in England with a low percentage of breakages. They 
went mostly by the Nelson Line of steamers which took 217,437; 
the Royal Mail Steam Packet Company carried 13,773; in both cases 
there was no charge for freight, or any other shipping expenses. 

The Fund was closed in January, 1919. Mr. H. F. Minana Merness 
made himself responsible for the organization, collection and des- 
patch work. The hon. director of the National Egg Collection wrote: 

‘“T am sure yours has been the only centre outside the British 
Isles from which we have received eggs, and I need hardly tel] you 
that this large number of eggs supplied by you has been of great 
benefit to our wounded soldiers, and reflects an immense amount of 
credit on your energy and enterprise, more especially as you have 
been situated so far away from the centre of hostilities. The eggs 
came at a most opportune time as we are requiring an extra quantity 
for the prisoners who are now being repatriated and who are in the 
majority of cases arriving in a most deplorable condition. You will 
realise, then, how welcome are the eggs which have safely come to 
hand. Please give our very best thanks to all those who have con- 
tributed to this fine consignment.” 

The total number of eggs despatched to England reached 233.229, 
which at average prices there, are valued at $69,969.—.

GIBRALTARIANS IN THE RIVER PLATE 


Gibraltarians resident in the River Plate resolved on the 9th, 
July 1916, the centenary of the first Argentine Congress, to offer a 
clock to the Exchange of Gibraltar to commemorate its foundation 
in the year 1817, and nominated a committee in Buenos Aires, with 
Mr. Vincent L. Segui, chairman, to carry out the resolution. The 
Exchange building was erected by public subscription raised for the 
purpose during the governorship of Sir George Don who took the 
keenest interest in the progress of that British Colony. 

The proposal received the cordial approval of Dr. José Luis Mura- 
ture, Argentine Minister for Foreign Affairs, and H. M. Minister, 
Sir Reginald Tower, K.C.M.G., C.V.O. At the request of the Com- 
mittee, Sir Reginald Tower communicated with the Governor of 
Gibraltar, Sir Herbert S. G. Miles G.C.B., G.C.M.G., C.V.O., proposing 
on behalf of the donors, that the clock should be presented through 
his mediation to the Exchange Committee as representing the people 
of Gibraltar, together with the hearty wishes of their compatriots in 
the River Plate. On receipt of a favourable reply from the Governor, 
the clock was despatched, together with autographed portraits of 
Sir Reginald Tower and Dr. José Luis Murature. 

The formal presentation took place on December 5th, 1917, at 
Government House, Gibraltar, in the presence of the Exchange 
Committee, press representatives, etc. The clock bears the folowing 
inscription on a silver plate attached to the pedestal :—“Centenary of 
the first Argentine Congress, July 9th 1816-1916; through the 
intermediary of His Excellency the Governor of Gibraltar, Lieut. 
General Sir Herbert S. G. Miles, G.C.B., G.C.M.G., C.V.O., the 
Gibraltarians in the River Plate present this clock to the Exchange 
at Gibraltar to commemorate its foundation in 1817. Sir Reginald 
Tower, K.C.M.G., C.V.0O., H. M. Minister to the Argentine Republic, 
associates himself with the action of loyal Gibraltarians.”’ Sir 
Herbert, after reading the correspondence exchanged between Buenos 
Aires and Gibraltar, expressed in very kind words his pleasure to be 
instrumental in presenting this token of affection and regard from 
the old citizens to Gibraltar, city of their birth. Mr. Joseph Patron, 
C.M.G., J.P. chairman of the Exchange Committee, accepted the gift 
in appropriate terms. i

IRISH ARGENTINE WAR FUND 


A meeting of Irish and Irish-Argentine residents held in Buenos 
Aires, May, 1915, unanimously adopted the following resolution: 
‘Whereas the overwhelming majority of Irish and Irish-Argentines 
in union with the vast majority of the people of Ireland are in entire 
sympathy with the cause represented by the Allies, and for which so 
many Irish soldiers are fighting and giving their lives, be it resolved 
that a fund be raised to be divided equally among the following or- 
ganizations: the Dublin Relief Fund for Irish Soldiers, the British 
Patriotic Committee, Buenos Aires, and the Prince of Wales’ National 
Relief Fund’. Subscriptions were received by Dr. Santiago O’Farrell, 
chairman; Mr. Michael Scally, hon. treasurer ; Messrs. Feeney and 
Co., and the “Hiberno-Argentine Review.” The fund closed Nov- 
ember, 1915; $1,968.66 being remitted to each organization named, 
making a total of $5,906.— 


JUNIN 


Junin is an important centre of the Buenos Aires and Pacific 
Railway, with a large permanent staff, and workshops, and very 
nearly the whole of the British residents are in some way or other 
connected with the railway. With many of the employees liable to be 
moved on elsewhere as railway service circumstances require, it 
follows that a standing Patriotic Committee could not be kept up. 
The day after the declaration of war on Germany by Great Britain, 
Mr. P. M. Richardson hurriedly gathered together a few British 
subjects in the Consultorio Médico, August 5th, with Dr. M. Ap 
Iwan in the chair; they decided to call a general meeting in the 
Centro de Empleados, to discuss the situation, when it was resolved, 
“To canvass for volunteers; to form a fund for ways and means; to 
keep in close touch with H. M. representative in Buenos Aires; and 
to obtain the latest war news and post the telegrams in the Britan- 
nia Hotel.” Another meeting took place later on, with Mr. W. H. 
Barker in the chair, when it was resolved to proceed with collections 
for the Prince of Wales’ National Relief Fund. The main source of 
support for this fund came from employees of the railway, over 
sixty of whom put themselves down for monthly subscriptions; the 
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total sum raised by the close of 1918, reached $16,021.70, which was 
remitted through the General Manager’s office in Buenos Aires. 

The departure of volunteers took active shape right from the 
start; they were medically examined by Dr. M. Ap Iwan; thirty five 
members of the Junin Athletic Club, out of membership of just over 
one hundred, had left by the 3lst. March 1915, including Mr. P. M. 
Richardson, its hon. secretary since 1911, and his successor Mr. €. 
N. Chadwick. 

The Women’s Work Guild, commenced making comforts for the 
soldiers early in 1915, under the direction of Mrs. F. Colin York, 
Mrs. Frances Bennett, Mrs. Willoughby Allen, Mrs. Vernon Cooper, 
and Mrs. Archer; parcels were sent through the British Society to 
the Queen Alexandra Field Force Fund, and later on through the 
British Women’s Patriotic Association. 

Among the numerous social events successfully carried out, was 
a Kermesse organized by Mr. and Mrs. F. Colin York at their quinta, 
June 13th and 14th 1915, for the>Red Cross funds of the Allies; the 
stall-holders were Mesdames Brodhurst, Bennett, Cuff, and Misses 
N. and W. Wallace, C. and M. McCabe, M. and A. Green, Haslem, 
Morris, Downes, and Southgate. 

In September 1916, Mr. Frances F. Bennett, accepted the repre- 
sentation of the British Society for Junin and district, and there- 
after the raising of funds for “Our Day” and the British Red Cross, 
the arrangements for patriotic festivals, and entertainment of ehil- 
dren on Empire Day, were carried out by the “Our Day” committee. 

Early in 1918 it was determined to make a special effort on 
behalf of the Bazaar in Buenos Aires of the B. W. P. A., and to that 
end a meeting of British women held April 8th 1918, decided to 
organize a dance and bazaar which took place July 14th, 16th and 
17th, realising a net profit of $4,650.—. The committee in charge 
consisted of Mrs. Frances Bennett, president; Mrs. Vernon Cooper, 
hon. treasurer, and Mrs. Willoughby Allen, hon. secretary; the stall- 
holders were, Mrs. Crosbie Bennett, Mrs. Bowers, Mrs. Harvey, Mrs. 
Moore, Mrs. Penny, Mrs. Smith and Miss Cooper.

JUJUY 


Activities of Britons in the province of Jujuy were concentrated 
principally in the Ingenio La Esperanza, and the town of San Pedro, 
where by far the greater number of Anglo-Jujuefios are domiciled. 

Of the forty-nine men in the district, eligible for military service 
with H. M. Forces, thirty-two went home to offer their services, five 
of whom fell in the fight for Freedom and Honour; of the remainder, 
fifteen were exempted under the Derby Register (Argentina), 1916. 

The first effort to raise money locally, outside direct contribu- 
tions that had been regularly made, took place in May, 1917, in the 
form of a concert, raffles etc., a considerable sum resulting. The 
experience thus gained was turned to good effect for “Our Day” 
Fund with additional attractions of Bridge drives, and many other 
popular methods of gathering in money. Raffles were the most 
favoured, the prizes being useful and valuable, including horses, 
mules, bags of sugar etc., all of which had special attraction for 
working classes, including the Chinguano Indians. Donations were 
received from friends in Bolivia, Salta, and Tucuman. The ladies 
entered right royally into the movement, and did a large share of 
the work. Mr. Walter Leach took the leading part in all efforts, and 
was well supported by every Briton in the Province.

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LA PLATA AND ENSENADA 


Ten days after the declaration of war by Great Britain on Ger- 
many, a few of the limited British community in La Plata, knsenada, 
and district, circulated a verbal invitation for a meeting on the even- 
ing of August, 14th, at the Railway Station Restaurant, Dock Cen- 
tral. The short notice did not adversely affect the response, as 
nearly 200 Britons and sympathisers attended. Great enthusiasm 
prevailed, and business received rapid despatch. The meeting resolved 
to form a branch of the British Patriotic Committee, Buenos Aires, 
electing as first committee: Messrs. Sidney H. Puleston, H. M. Vice- 
consul, chairman; W. B. Hunt, vice-chairman; Wilfred W. Puleston, 
hon. secretary ; W. H. Owen, hon. treasurer; and R. C. Osborn, Vernon 
Lindop, Griffiths, P. W. Parker, F. A. Whiting, E. Shadforth, L. 
Holt, A. Nickling, and T. H. Edgar. A subscription list was opened, 
and nearly $2,500.— m/|n. subscribed straight away, an excellent 
indication of the patriotic spirit of those present. 

The enthusiasm of the meeting quickly spread in the little com- 
munity, and there was no lack of patriotic Britons ready to devote 
their time, energies and money to the cause of the Motherland. All 
who were in a position to do so, at once threw up their engagements 
and went home to offer their services for H. M. Forces. Twelve of 
these received assistance from the committee in funds and passages 
to Buenos Aires to report to the British Patriotic Committee for 
active service. 

The collection of funds for Patriotic and War purposes occupied 
the constant attention of those left behind. Social gathering figured 
largely in the methods employed for this purpose, such as, Smoking 
Concerts, Cine exhibitions of War Films, Variety Entertainments, 
Tennis, Bridge, and Golf competitions, etc. A special note must how- 
ever be made to record the kindness of the Municipal Council 
of La Plata in conceding free the use of the Municipal Building for 
two Dances. For all these events, expenses were kept down 
to the irreducible minimum with consequent financial benefit to the 
several funds. 

A prominent feature of the activities of the community in La 
Plata has been the distribution of war literature by the hon. corres- 
ponding secretary of the Overseas Club, Mr. A. H. Quirk, who as 
representative of the Comisiédn Propaganda Pro-Aliados in Buenos 
Aires had this most important work in hand. During the four years, 
128,000 copies of pamphlets etc., were distributed, including, America 
Latina 38,000, Guerre Illustré 12,000, Ilustraci6n Mundial 2\000 and 
Pamphlets of all kinds 76,000. This literature was of a very high class 
order, and went much further afield than the district of La Plata, 
amongst all sections of Argentine residents. About 500 names figured 
on the list of applicants for copies; all local newspapers and libraries, 
professional and business men, politicians, officials ete., received 
them regularly. This material had a most beneficial effect in counter- 
acting enemy propaganda. 

In addition to the literature referred to, the La Plata committee 
circulated several effective publications on their own account, in- 
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cluding 6,000 copies of “Apostrophe to the Kaiser” by Almafuerte 
ees with an adaption to English verse, by G. De St. Ouen.

LEGION OF FRONTIERSMEN 


The Argentine Sub-Unit of the Legion of Frontiers- 
men, London command, was officially constituted 
November Ist, 1912; Organizing Officer, Lieut. E. W. 
Benson, L. F. When war appeared inevitable, the Sub- 
Unit cabled to England on the 31st, July 1914, offer- 
ing their services to the British Empire for any part 
of the world, and undertook to equip themselves com- 
pletely, mounted. At that time there were twenty-seven members 
on the nominal roll, Malcolm Pulbrook being Organizing Secretary, 
and of these, twenty-three went home to join up before the end of 
the year, the majority sailing in August and September, 1914. The 
remaining members were at that time debarred on account of age. 
As most of the men had seen active service in some part or other of 
the world, and were fully qualified in drill and shooting, they were 
rapidly taken into the Army, and before the close of 1914, several 
of them were at the front.

RIVER PLATE MEAT AND ALLIED TRADES 


During the latter part of the year, 1915, a committee was formed 
4n London by the Meat and Allied Trades of the River Plate with the 
express object of raising £100,000 stg. for the British Red Cross.

A Special Empire Week collection has been initiated linking twenty- 
fifth May 106th anniversary of Independence of Argentina with 
twenty-fourth May British Empire Day.” 

In presenting the final list of subscriptions the Local Committee 
stated: “The total received amounts to $370,235.97 cil. including 
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$155.60 cil. Bank interest, the whole of which representing 
£32,835. 10. 2. having been remitted to the London Committee, who 
have incorporated same in their fund. 

You will remember that the origina] appeal was for £100,000 Stg., 
and we are pleased to advise you that the total amount received 
by the London Committee of this fund to date, including the River 
Plate subscription, amounts to over £126,000. 

We also have to advise you that the Committee of the British 
Red Cross Society through their Chairman the Hon. Sir Arthur 
Stanley have desired us to express their sincere thanks to all con- 
cerned for the great assistance given to this appeal in the River Plate,. 
which we hereby have much pleasure in doing, and in which the 
Local Committee most heartily join.”

MENDOZA BRITISH PATRIOTIC COMMITTEE. 


A few British residents in Mendoza frequently met together dur- 
ing the months of September, 1914, and as a result of their combined 
efforts a sum of close on $4,000.— was collected for various war 
funds. It was subsequently decided to consult with all interested 
in this work, and accordingly the committee of the Union Club invited 
them to meet on October 20th, when about fifty attended, with Mr. 
W. S. Mayne, manager of the London and River Plate Bank branch 
in the chair. The resolutions adopted were: To appoint “The Men- 
doza British Patriotic Committee”; to remit at once £300 to the 
Prince of Wales’ National Relief Fund; to invite monthly subscrip- 
tions; and that the committee meet once a month to dispose of 
further funds collected. The committee was elected, with power to 
add to their number, and subsequently held 26 meetings.

MOTOR AMBULANCES FOR FRANCE 


The British Ambulance Committee, presided over by the Duke of 
Portland, issued an appeal in November, 1917, for more funds. This 
committee equipped and maintained ambulance convoys on the French 
front, with British staffs. Mr. Claude Kennard, who had done duty 
with these convoys in France, while in Argentina on leave, February, 
1918, collected $2,160.— from sympathisers with the work; this 
amount was increased to $2,225.— by a subsequent donation.

San Isidro and District Dorcas Society. — Mrs. Frank Hughes, 
president; Mrs. Robert King, hon. treasurer; Miss Irene Paterson, 
hon. secretary 1916-17; Miss G. Thomas, hon. secretary, 1917-18.

PARANA AND SANTA ELENA (Entre Rios) 


Prior to October 1918, British residents of Parand and district 

worked in conjunction with the Concordia centre. For the “ Our 
Day’ Fund 1916 they collected $1,028, through the efforts of 
Messrs. W. Y. Mackinnon and H. Hopwood. Comforts for the 
soldiers were forwarded to Buenos Aires, principally through Mrs. 
F. G. Sketch. 
‘ The formation of the Parana and district branch of the British 
Society took place October 7th, 1918, embracing also Santa Elena 
and Crespo. The amounts raised were, “Our Day” Fund 1918 
$5,104.80; Anglo-Argentine War Fund $162.50; British Red Cross 
Society $273.— ; Blind Soldiers and Sailors (St. Dunstan’s Hostel), 
$68.—; British Ambulance Committee “Service Santé Militaire’ 
$144.36. Total $5,752.66. 

Particular attention was always given to the distribution of the 
pro-ally literature supplied from time to time by the Comisién de 
Propaganda Pro-Aliados, Buenos Aires. 

In Santa Elena district the main activity took the form of 
subscriptions. At the La Paz Live-Stock show a raffle for three 
horses realised $2,100.— m|n. The local beef-salting factory worked 
at high pressure right through the war-period turning out corned 
beef for the Allies. Every male Briton in the Company’s employ 
offered himself for service. The Argentine portion of the stafi 
contributed to the “Santa Elena” bed in the Great Northern Hospital, 
London, during the continuance of the war. Monthly remittances 
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for St. Dunstan’s Hostel, tobacco and ciga‘‘ettes, and other comforts 
for the soldiers were regularly made.

Parana Branch of Queen Mary’s Needlework Guild, formed Sep- 
tember 30th 1918; Mrs. W. Y. Mackinnon, president, and Mrs. H. 
J. Davis, hon. secretary ; later on Mrs. M. A. Clark became president, 
and Mrs. D. C. Harrison, hon. treasurer. It was decided that 
subscriptions only should be solicited and that no sewing meetings 
be held, owing to high cost of freight, etc. A total sum of $264.— 
was collected. 


PROPAGANDA PRO-ALIADOS 


The misleading statements scattered broadcast over the Argen- 
tine Republic by the Germans, immediately after the entry of Great 
Britain into the war, made it imperative that steps should be taken 
to counteract this propaganda. The matter came under considera- 
tion of the British Society in November 1914, and other Patriotic 
bodies were approached with a view to combined action. The lack 
of funds for the purpose, prevented the British Society from adopting 
energetic measures, but, some 5,000 pamphlets setting out the 
yeasons for Great Britain’s attitude, were printed in Spanish and 
distributed, together with other war leaflets. 

Early in the same month, the British Patriotic Committee of 
Rosario published in Spanish the great speech by the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, Mr. D. Lloyd George, on the antecedents of the war, 
and distributed several thousands in pamphlet form. 

The year 1915 saw the formation of the Comisién de Propaganda 
Pro-Aliados, by Messrs. Wilmot Blomefield, John Collingwood Hardy, 
and James Calder Angel, with headquarters in Buenos Aires. 
Prompt action, in the direction of measures to counteract German 
propaganda immediately followed. Enemy agents and sympathisers, 
who had hitherto met with little opposition in their nefarious 
campaign, soon found that they were not going to have it all their 
own way. The efforts of the trio of workers in the early days met 
with very practical support from Mr. Frank Foster. 

The first pamphlet, in Spanish, was “The American Verdict on 
the War,” by Samuel Harden Church, one of the most telling 
expositions of the cause of the Allies that the earlier periods of the 
war brought forth. Then followed a translation of “The Times” 
report on the effects of German poisonous gases, Later on, having 
entered into relations with the British Government propaganda 
department in London, the local committee soon found itself in 
possession of unlimited material for the work on hand. 
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Up to the year 1916, expenses were borne by members of the 
Comisién, and a few friends, but with the work becoming better 
known and appreciated, financial support was forthcoming from 
many sympathisers, the British Patriotic Committee, the British 
Society and others. 

Pamphlets and literature in Spanish arrived regularly from 
England, and together with some local productions, the circulation 
soon passed 100,000 per month. To control this, agents were 
appointed in all parts of the Republic, to the number of 300, from 
Tierra del Fuego to Salta and Jujuy, and also in the adjoining 
Republics of Paraguay and Bolivia. In addition to these agents, 
over a thousand persons living ‘in the City of Buenos Aires, all 
connected with the Head Office of the Committee, and each of them 
controlling a small nucleus of willing helpers, undertook distribution. 

' With this increased scope of activity the labours of the Comisié6n 
grew immensely, and accordingly the co-operation of Messrs. Basil 
L. Gwyn, H. H. Hipwell, A. H. Quirk, L. J. Hutton, George Edwards, 
and Dr. Francisco Moreno was invited and gladly accorded. - Mr. 
Edwards resigned on leaving the country, his place being filled by 
Mr. Alex. McKerrow. On the death of Mr. John Collingwood Hardy, 
who had been hon. treasurer, Mr. E. O’Sullivan took over the duties 
of that office. 

The completion of the organization enabled a large portion of the 
inhabitants to be systematically supplied with reading matter in the 
language of the country, relating to the cause of the Allies. The 
interest taken by the recipients was great, and it was often difficult 
to cope with requests for additional copies; it caused some wonder 
to understand how busy men could find time to get through with so 
much reading. 

No exact record of the material handled by the Comisién has 
been kept; a moderate estimate is that over 3,000,000 copies of the 
eighty-four publications named below were distributed. The efficacy 
of the work, and the manner in which it was carried out, received 
general recognition from the. principal Patriotic - Committees: in 
March 1918 the British Government invited the committee to become 
an integral part of the Ministry of Information. 

The results are indeed difficult to specify. Certainly one may 
claim that some measure of the favourable attitude of the inhabitants 
of Argentina towards the cause of the Allies may be traced to the 
propaganda campaign. H. B. M. Minister, Sir Reginald Tower, 
K.C.M.C., C.V.O., speaking at the Allied Peace Demonstrations, said: 
“On every occgsion where the people could show their sympathy with 
our cause, a real spontaneous demonstration has been witnessed”... 
“‘And it has not only been here in the Capital that these demonstra- 
tions have been made. Again and again my Allied colleagues and 
I have been tendered popular receptions in Provincial Capitals, 
exhibiting a whole-hearted sympathy with us which neither time 
nor other circumstance will efface.”

QUILMES BRITISH PATRIOTIC COMMITTEE. 


The British Patriotic Committee of Quilmes was organized in 
1916 when the first “Our Day” appeal came before the community. 
Its efforts were mainly directed in controlling local energies and 
fomenting endeavours put forward in the town and district. This 
was carried out by arranging dates to avoid clashing and overlapping, 
filling up gaps, rendering aid and advice when required or asked for. 
While therefore doing most important organisation work, the 
Committee do not desire to claim undue credit for the undoubted 
success achieved. The excellent results obtained by the Schools, 
Colleges, and Clubs were entirely due to the principals and pupils of 
the former, and the committees of the latter. 
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. Under these conditions a report of the work of the Quilmes 
. British Patriotic Committee must necessarily consist of figures; no 
personal references are made, as with hearty enthusiasm and 
_energetic activity displayed by everybody, any such record would 
necessitate mentioning the names of all British residents in the city | 
of Quilmes. 

The cash forwarded by this Committee amounts to $57,738.30, 
but as already noted, operations only commenced with the “Our Day” 
appeal 1916, and therefore this amount does not represent the whole 
of the war contributions from Quilmes, but only those collected 
during 1917 and 1918 plus the 1916 “Our Day” amount. It is 
estimated that the total sum gathered together during the war period 
would not fall short of $70,000.—.

pressive addition to the beautiful service. 

The formation of the British Patriotic Committee: proved - an 
excellent move. In conjunction with the French and Italian Com-.. 
mittees most effective work was carried out in counteracting enemy . 
propaganda in Quilmes, where there is a considerable German 
population.

Some of the personal efforts before the several patriotic organiza- 
tions came into existence in Quilmes, made very substantial additions 
to the Funds for which they were carried out. Amongst these were 
a Bazaar on December 5th 1914, and a Garden party on December 
4th 1915 organized by Mrs. E. G. Robinson in aid of the Prince of 
Wales’ National Relief Fund, which yielded the sum of $2,759.45. 
The first named took place in the Italian Theatre, and the second in 
the Quinta “La Barranca.” Also two events by the pupils of the 
Quilmes High School for Girls, giving $1,910.—, making the total 
amount gathered together by the School, $17,621.77. 
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Right from the outbreak of war, Britons and their descendants 
residing in Quilmes and district flung themselves unreservedly into 
all movements tending to help our cause in any way. The number 
of eligible men for active service with H. M. Forces was not large, 
but they responded to the call with alacrity, and there were 
but few who, for business and other reasons, had to remain 
behind. The activities of the local athletic and social bodies may be 
seen in the figures given in the financial statement, while a special 
note must be made of the excellent work by the principals and pupils 
of the numerous English educational institutions.

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_ BRITISH PATRIOTIC COMMITTEE OF ROSARIO. 


At the outbreak of war, general affairs appertaining to the 
1914 British Community in Rosario and district were in the care 
of the British Patriotic Committee of Rosario, a body that 
without any definite mandate of the community, had been in ex- 
istence for some fourteen years. A meeting was called for August 
8th, to consider the position consequent on the entry of Great Britain 
into the conflict. Various suggestions came before the meeting as 
to the possible ways of affording all available assistance to the 
Mother Country. One of these, to equip and despatch fifty 
volunteers for H. M. Forces, was communicated to the British Gov- 
ernment, the reply of the Foreign Office being that volunteers were 
not required. On the 19th August, the adjourned meeting resolved 
to issue an appeal for donations for the Prince of Wales’ National 
Relief Fund. _ 

In December, the committee cent a message of congratulation to 
Admiral Sir Fred. Sturdee on the Falkland Isles victory, which was 
conveyed to him at Montevideo personally by the hon. secretary.

BRITISH PATRIOTIC SOCIETY OF ROSARIO 


It had long been evident that a reorganization of the 

1915 Patriotic Committee would increase its efficiency, and with 

the prospects of a long struggle in Europe calling for the 

most energetic display of activity on the part of every British subject, 

it was agreed that the time for this had arrived. Consequently at a 

public meeting held in St. Bartholomew’s Schoolroom, November 4th 

1915, the British Patriotic Society of Rosario was declared to be the 

successor of the British Patriotic Committee, and rules and regula- 
tions adopted for the new body. 

Preliminary matters indispensable to the efficient organization - 
of the Society, occupied some time, but this did not interfere with 
the continuation of the monthly collections for patriotic purposes 
which had been in operation since August 1914. Hitherto these 
collections had been devoted to the Prince of Wales’ National Relief 
Fund alone; it was now decided that donors might ear-mark their 
contributions for that fund and also for the British Red Cross, and 
General Patriotic Purposes. This latter section was initiated to 
place funds at the disposal of the committee for handling cases of 
repatriation, etc., which had not been possible previously . 


* * 
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The report for the year ending September 30th 1916, 
1915/6. states that the membership totalled 187, including 67 
ladies, and 42 children. The main activities of the same 

period are thus referred to:— 

“Much of the correspondence of the Society in the past financial 
year has been with the Committee of the Derby Register (Argentina) 
1916 in Buenos Aires, referring to.71 men of military age registered 
in Rosario through its instrumentality, and of whom a fair number 
sailed for England to defend their country, their passages in some 
instances being defrayed by the Society. Through its agency parcels 
of books and other reading matter have been sent to Montevideo from 
time to time, for the use of the seamen of H. M. Warships touching 
at that Port, and it has also acted for a cereal firm in town which 
gave a standing order that, at its expense, £5.— worth of fruit should 
be placed on board every such vessel that entered the port in question. 

Among the official celebrations which were either initiated by the 
Society during the year, or at which it was represented, was the 
Children’s Entertainment on Empire Day, which was very success- 
fully carried out at the Café de la Bolsa on May 24th. The Special 
Church Service on 3rd June at St. Bartholomew’s Church to celebrate 
the King’s birthday, attended by all the Consuls ; the Kitchener 
Memorial Service in the same Church on 13th June; and the Special 
Service on the 2nd Anniversary of the War on 4th August.” 

Additional references are made to other events during the year 
in Rosario, not directly connected with the Patriotic Society :— 
Bazaar in aid of the Officers Families’ Fund held by Mrs. J. P. 
Crouch; Tea Concert, presided over by Mrs. S. S. Dickson, given by 
the British Women’s Patriotic Committee, to provide parcels for the 
British soldiers at Christmas time; Dance presided over by Mrs. Hugh 
Mackintosh, given by St. Bartholomew’s Club for the Red -Cross 
Fund; Subscriptions to purchase tobacco for British troops; Sub- 
scriptions collected by Mr. C. C. Day for sending supplies to British 
prisoners in Germany ; and the Rosario War Hospital Supply Depot 
organized by the Revd. Canon Pepys. 
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Work during the next year followed mostly on the lines 
1916|7. of the previous term, (1) Contributions in aid of sick and 
ts ‘wounded soldiers and their families, (2) Assistance to 

volunteers for H.M. Forces, and (2) Promotion of such patriotic 
entertainments as would not only obtain funds for these objects, but 
also promote a spirit of union and co-operation among all British 
subjects and other friends in their endeavours to advance the Allied 
cause. 

The report for the period ending September 30th 1917, says:— 

“With regard to the first heading the Society has been the means 
of sending very considerable sums to London, more especially for 
the British Red Cross, whose appeal on “Our Day” in October 1916 
met with a hearty response. The claims of our wounded soldiers 
seem to have specially appealed to the contributors in the past year, 
nor have the needs of our heroic Allies been forgotten, for the So- 
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ciety was instrumental in collecting and transmitting to la Vicom- 
tesse de la Panouse, representing the London Committee of the 
French Red Cross, the equivalent of a sum of $3,148.45, raised in 
Rosario for the purchase of a motor ambulance. . 

The Society has not thought it wise to embrace among its opera- 
tions collections for the British Prisoners of War in Germany, but | 
this object has not been forgotten in Rosario, and we have pleasure 
in recording that Mr. C. C. Day, who has the matter in hand, is now 
transmitting to London sufficient funds to meet the monthly require- 
ments of 43 prisoners. 

Considerable quantities of periodicals and other literature have 
been forwarded at intervals during the past year to Buenos Aires, for 
transmission to the vessels of the British Fleet on patrol duty in the 
South Atlantic, and although we have little communication now with — 
our friends of H. B. M. Ship “Glasgow,” which on various occasions 
- visited the Port of Rosario, we do not doubt that our remembrance of 
them in this way has been appreciated by them. 

With regard to the second class of activities, this Society was for 
a considerable portion of the year in continual communication with 
the Derby Sub-committee in Buenos Aires, and later with the 
British Patriotic Committee in the same city, concerning men who 
offered themselves here for service in the British Army. : 

Under the same heading the Society has during the year either 
organized or been represented at various entertainments which have 
netted a total of $ 6,103.80 for benevolent purposes. 

In addition to the foregoing there have been various patriotic 
enterprises carried out in the past year by independent bodies of in- 
dividuals, some of which we have pleasure in recording here. The 
Queen Mary’s Needlework Guild has been indefatigable in its work 
of preparing and forwarding to England articles of clothing for the 
use of soldiers, sailors, and others; and in the course of the year, the 
Guild and the British Patriotic Society of Rosario arranged that they 
should cooperate, whenever possible, for the common cause they have 
at heart. In accordance with this agreement the ladies of the Guild 
asked this Society’s assistance in organizing a British Kermesse, and 
this proposal under the capable direction of the president, Mrs. Spen- 
cer S. Dickson, was carried into effect between May 24th and June 
10th. The Kermesse was held in the Calle Cordoba and netted the 
large sum of $49,296.62 for the British Red Cross and other pur- > 
poses. 

The British War Hospital Supply Depot, working entirely inde- 
pendently of the British Patriotic Society, has despatched several 
valuable consignments of crutches, bed cradles, splints and other ap- 
pliances for hospital use during the year, and also assisted materially 
with the Kermesse. 

. .Among the numerous efforts put forth by private individuals, 
which principally took the form of raffles or sales of objects for one 
or other of the patriotic funds, the garden party given by Mr. and. 
Mrs. F. W. Boardman at Fisherton is worthy of special mention. It. 
resulted in a contribution of $4,192.25 to the British War Widows 
and Orphans Fund.” 
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With the urgent need of assistance financially that con- 

1917| 18. tinually came before the community in appeals from home, 

the ways and means gladly adopted for meeting them 

rapidly augmented. The report for the year ending September 30th, 
1918, says: 

“Among these organizations the British Red Cross Fund came in 
for the most attention and the proceeds of almost all the public en- 
tertainments got up, or assisted by the Society, were devoted to the 
support of this excellent institution. Commencing with a performance 
on 28th, September, 1917 on its behalf in the Colon Theatre by Madam 
Ana Pavlova, a series of entertainments were projected, principally 
for “ Our Day ” fund of that year. Unfortunately, the great railway 
strike, which paralysed the communications for some 25 days, and 
which took place about that time, interfered greatly with the carry- 
ing out of the programmes, but, notwithstanding this, and of the 
repetition of the strikes later on in the season, the amount collected 
in. Rosario, for “Our Day” fund 1917, reached. the satisfactory sum 
of $16,497.45, a considerable advance upon the figure of the previous 
year. 

Empire Day, and the King’s birthday were commemorated by a 
service at St. Bartholomew’s Church, and a children’s entertainment 
on 24th, May, in the Café de la Bolsa, the children being afterwards 
admitted to the Kermesse, which as previously arranged, had been 
opened on the 18th. of the same month in a suitable local in Calle 
Cordoba. This enterprise, under the able direction of Mrs. A. Lace, 
assisted by the ladies of the Guild, turned out to be an unqualified 
success and was the means of netting no less a sum than $130,302.21 
for Red Cross and other patriotic purposes. 

In June Rosario was honoured by a visit from Sir Maurice de 
Bunsen and members of the British mission. Every effort was made 
to render their stay in Rosario agreeable, and to exhibit the pro-Ally 
feeling of the great majority of the citizens. A reception to Sir 
Maurice at the British Consulate, followed by a lunch at the Bolsa 
de Comercio and Jockey Club, and in the evening by a great public 
banquet, constituted the principal items of the festivities.” 

The British Patriotic Committee, Buenos Aires, invited the co- 
operation of the Society in the effort to found the Anglo-Argentine 
War Fund. After receiving full details of this scheme, the Committee 
took up the collection of donations and monthly or other periodical 
contributions, nominating as a sub-committee, for that purpose, 
Messrs. C. C. Day, A. C. Karck, and E. M. Shaw. 
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The Report for the year ending September 30th, 1919, 

1918, 19. in referring to the patriotic work of the members and 

friends, as distinct from the services in the fighting line 
by volunteers from Rosario, says: 

“This, far from slackening as the tedious years went by, showed 
the same splendid intent and tenacity of purpose which brought 
victory to our arms in the field. It is not necessary to detail again 
the various amounts raised in the national cause since August, 1914, 
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ut we think it well to record that this district has contributed some 
$300,000, and we need hardly remind our members that the ladies of 
Rosario were responsible for obtaining a very considerable share of 
the amount, while at the same time Queen Mary’s Guild maintained 
continuous supplies of hospital requirements for the Red Cross. Our 
record would be incomplete without mention of the fitting celebra- 
tions which took place at the British Consulate and Stranger’s Club, 
on the signing of the Armistice, culminating in “ Ye olde English 
Faire” held at Plaza Jewell on the 30th. November, 1918, which 
provided an entertainment worthy of the great occasion. The attend- 
ance established a record, and no less than 539 commemoration 
medals were distributed to the children as a memento of the day. 
On August 15th, 1918, a peace celebration and welcome to our 
returned volunteers was held at the Colon Theatre and proved a 
-great success, due in no small degree to the valuable cooperation of 
several well known amateurs from Buenos Aires who kindly took 
part in the entertainment, travelling to Rosario for that purpose. A 
good muster of returned volunteers was present, for whom special 
‘boxes had been reserved, and we need hardly say that it gave great 
pleasure to the British audience to have among them again many 
-well known figures, who had been sorely missed during the recent 
‘years. The entertainment was preceded by a tea party for the child- 
ren, which was attended by about a hundred and fifty youngsters 
of British descent, who heartily enjoyed the hospitality provided 
for them. On Empire Day, May 24th, a children’s entertainment was 
given at the Palace theatre, which was crowded with a happy and. 
enthusiastic audience.

ROSARIO WAR HOSPITAL SUPPLY DEPOT. 


This, the only institution of its kind in Argentina, was started 
early in 1915 by the Rev. Canon Pepys, then Rector of St. Bartholo- 
mew's Church. Premises were offered by St. Bartholomews’ Club, 
the Depot being given full use thereof, until the signing of the Ar- 
mistice rendered further work unnecessary. Installations of machinery 
and electric power were loaned from the Central Argentine Railway 
Company and the Sociedad Eléctrico del Rosario, many local firms 
also contributing lathes, fittings, etc. Subscriptions provided mate- 
rials right throughout, and the steamship companies carried the 
cases home freight free. Specifications and samples of articles 
required came from the Kensington Depot, to which the finished 
goods were consigned. These included, crutches, splints, bed tables, 
and bed rests principally. Upwards of 300 pairs of crutches and 500 
dozens splints were forwarded. 

The Report of the Rosario British Patriotic Society, 1918-19, 
says: 

“The Committee were informed that of the sum of $1,000, 
granted by the Society to the “ War Hospital Supply Depot ” $718 .93 
remained in hand which was returned to the Society. In view of the 
fact that St. Bartholomew’s Club had provided the Depot with free 
quarters for over three years, it was decided to hand over 75 ojo 
of the amount viz : $539.21 to St. Bartholomew’s Club, the balance 
of $179.24 to be remitted to England for the Red Cross. id 


ST. BARTHOLOMEW’S CHURCH, PRISONERS OF WAR FUND 


This fund was commenced in March, 1916, at the instigation of 
the Revd. Canon Pepys, then chaplain of St. Bartholomew’ s Church. 
It has been carried through by Mr. C. C. Day, who has remitted 
monthly sums to the Central Prisoners of War Committee, London, 
commencing in March 1916, with £12, and steadily increasing month 
by month to £60 in 1918. The total amount for the three 
years reached £1,533, being proceeds of $16,853.48 collected mostly 
in monthly subscriptions of from $2 to $12. The remittances covered 
the monthly requirements of 43 prssouers of war up to the end of 
1917, and 60 during 1918.

The day after the declaration of war by Great Britain on Ger- 
many, August 5th, 1914, the local committee of the Royal Coloniak 
Institute met to consider the situation, particularly with regard to the 
families of Naval Reserve -men and Volunteers who would be res- 
ponding to the call of their King and Country, and also what steps 
might be taken in the matter of the formation of a General Commit- 
tee representing the British community. The meeting, after discus- 
sion, requested the Chairman to consult with H. M. Charge d’Af- 
faires, Mr. Norman, on both subjects. 

At a subsequent meeting it was known that the British Patriotic 
Committee, Buenos Aires, had been formed, and would deal with alf 
such matters as were outlined at the previous meeting, and there- 
upon the Committee authorised the following circular notice to Fel- 
lows and Associates : “ The Local Committee request all Fellows who 
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intend subscribing to the appeal of the British Patriotic Commitee to 
send their subscriptions to the hon. Treasurer, Mr. Thos. Lloyd, 
Sarmiento 459, Buenos Aires, as a separate fund under the auspices 
of the Royal Colonial Institute might possibly clash with the general 
work being undertaken by the British Patriotic Committee of Ar- 
gentina.”’ 

Under date of October 19th 1919, the London Council of the 
Royal Colonial Institute, approved the proposal of the Local Com- 
mittee, that the privileges of the Institute be extended to Volunteers 
from Argentina during the war. The Council rendered valuable aid 
from time to time in the matter of enrolment and in obtaining com- 
missions in H. M. Forces, by volunteers from this country.

realised $1,691.32.— May ; Mr. Tom, C. E. Fowler, on departure to’ 
volunteer, donated his Steinway piano and stool to be raffled for the 
Cigarette Fund of the R.C.I. Tickets to the value of $625.— were 
sold by Mrs. Colvill Jones. The winner, Mr. G. L. S. Wood donated 
the instrument to be raffled for the British Red Cross, which was 
done, October 24th, the proceeds $978.10 going to the “ Our Day ” 
Fund. — October; Luncheon to Sir Arthur Lawley, K.C.M.G., an ex- 
vice-president of the Institute, at Retiro Restaurant, prior to his 
return to England. — October 4th; joint action with the British 
Society in a public reception at Prince George’s Hall to Sir Ernest 
Shackleton, C.V.O., and some of the members and crew of the Impe- 
rial Trans-Antarctic Expedition on their way home, having arrived 
in Buenos Aires by the overland route from Chile.

R.C.I. Cigarette Fund. — Early in the year 1915 the Local 
Committee had under consideration a scheme for the despatch of 
Argentine cigarettes to Volunteers on Active Service ; finally it was 
resolved to start the R. C. I. Cigarette Fund, and on July 7st, Mr. 
Basil L. Gwyn, undertook the duties of hon. treasurer. Arrange- 
ments were made whereby friends and relatives could send boxes 
containing 140 cigarettes of the best known Argentine brands, for 
the moderate sum of $3.— per box, which covered all expenses here 
and in London. The Houlder and Nelson Lines kindly conveyed free, 
cases containing large quantities of packets to be delivered to the 
General Post Office authorities in London for postal distribution to 
the Volunteers. In January 1916, Mr. Ralph Kirby succeeded Mr. 
Basil Gwyn as hon. treasurer. 
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The Cigarette Fund quickly became popular and very greatly 
appreciated not only by the recipients of cigarettes, as testified in 
numerous acknowledgments received and published in the local press, 
but also by friends and relatives here. Its success was further en- 
hanced by the assistance of Mr. Donald Begg, M. B. E. hon. secretary 
of the River Plate Contingent Committee, London, who ultimately 
took complete charge of the distribution on the other side. In addi- 
tion to cigarettes purchased out of the Fund, the Compania Argentina 
de Tabacos, and Piccardo y Cia. Ltda., donated large quantities of 
their respective marks. Insurance was covered gratuitously by the 
New Zealand Insurance Co., the Commercial Union Insurance Co., 
the Royal Insurance Co., and the Union Marine Insurance Co. Al- 
together 83,000 packets containing 1,052,400 Argentine cigarettes 
went forward on 28 steamers, of which one was sunk by the enemy; 
the Insurance Co. paid over the amount of insurance. 


St. ANDREW’S SOCIETY OF THE RIVER PLATE 


Established, December 10th 1888. 


Extracts from the Statutes. 


Objects. — The Objects of the Society shall be to foster the Scottish National 
sentiment, and to promote Benevolence, Education, National Literature, Customs, 
and Accomplishments, amongst persons of Scottish origin or race. The objects 
of the Society shall be promoted as follws:— 

Benevolence — By contributing to the funds of such charitable institutions 
as the Society may determine, and by affording for individual cases of destitution 
such relief as to the Society may appear practicable and expedient. 

Education — By affording facilities for the teaching of the young in Hie 
mentary and Technical subjects. 

Literature — By encouraging and promoting the study of Scottish History 
and Literature. 

Customs and Accomplishments. — By offering prizes for excellence in the 
performance of National Feats, Games, Music and Dancing. 
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Committee 1914-1919. 
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The members of St. Andrew’s Society of the River Plate were 
so closely and actively connected with the several war time organiza- 
tions formed amongst the British community from 1914 to 1919, that 
it was deemed unnecessary to call upon them to work specially for 
war purposes under the control or direction of the Society. It was 
further thought that sufficient channels for affording all possible 
aid to the Motherland could be found in those organizations and that 
overlapping should be avoided. The Society confined its war activities, 
as a Society, to the continuance of the yearly Scottish Concerts in 
Buenos Aires the proceeds of which, augmented by donations, were 
remitted to the Scottish Branch of the British Red Cross Society 
from time to time. An additional effort was made jointly with the 
British Society in an appeal for socks for the trenches in 1916, 
in response to a communication from the Federated Council of Scot- 
tish Associations in London, that resulted in the despatch from 
Argentine of 2000 pairs of socks, and a sum of $917.10 m[n., esti- 
mated as sufficient for the purchase of 1500 pairs in England, making 
a total of 3500 pairs.

SANTA CRUZ (Territory) 


The sparsely populated districts of the extensive Territory of 
Santa Cruz, and the difficulties of communication, made combined 
action quite out of the question, and so patriotic efforts mostly fell 
to individual workers, who, labouring under great difficulties, never- 
theless succeeded in making quite a good return for the British Red 
Cross and “Our Day” Funds. The chief workers were, Messrs. James 
R. Sinclair and J. S. Pickering, Puerto Santa Cruz; W. R. Cameron, 
Puerto Deseado; and James Slater, Rio Gallegos; and their remit- 
tances for “ Our ‘Day ” totalled, 1917, $2,500.— ; and 1918, $6,077 .— 

A festival in aid of the Allied Red Cross Funds held in Puerto | 
Santa Cruz, April 27, 29 and 30, 1918, consisting of entertainments, 
cinematograph shows, auction sales, and closing with a dance, yielded 
$2,978.80 for each of the five Societies, British, Belgian, French, 
Italian, and North American. 

In March, 1918, a special effort was made in Rio Gallegos with 
festivities composed of Bazaar, Cinematograph, Raffles, Live-stock 
sales, etc., for the British Red Cross Society, that yielded the fine 
sum of $52,579.76, including subscriptions $28,210.— 

In January 1919, a similar affair was carried through at San 
Julian, also for the British Red Cross Society, that yielded $16,000.—. 

The residents of Rio Gallegos and district carried out a Bazaar 
and Concert in aid of the Red Cross Funds of the Allies, July 14th, 
1915, when a sum exceeding $10,000 was raised; the chairman of the 
committee was Mr. F. J. Goodmanson. 


SANTA FE 


~ The town of Santa Fe has over seventy thousand inhabitants, 
but the British community, considering the importance of the town, 
is very small. Thus it is that the number of eligible men for active 
service with H. M. Forces could be counted on the fingers of one’s 
hand; they were three, and they all went home as volunteers. 

It was 1917 ere any organised effort took shape in the district 
for collection of funds for war and patriotic purposes ; personal con- 
tributions had been made all along, direct to the Buenos Aires com- 
mittees. The “Our Day” appeal 1917 brought the need of organization 
to the front; a sum of $951.10 resulted, and also caused the forma.- 
tion of a branch of the British Society to be considered. Thia 
materialised in 1918.

Subscriptions were solicited in shipping circles on shore, and 
on the ships as they arrived in port. Remittances for the purchase 
of tobacco and cigarettes in England went forward regularly through 
the British Society, and under arrangements made by the Society’s 
business representative in London, Mr. J. A. Heslop, consignments 
were despatched to nearly all the war fronts, and to some of the 
men-of-war on duty in the North Sea. Evidence of the appreciation 
of the tobacco and cigarettes was always to be found in the number 
of grateful acknowledgments from recipients. Gifts of Argentine 
cigarettes came in from friends in Argentina, and these together 
with some purchases made qut of the funds, permitted the despatch 
of nearly 20,000 packets for volunteers from Argentina, as an Empire 
Day memento (1916).

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TRES ARROYOS (F. C. S.) 


There is no English colony in the Tres Arroyos zone, but this did 
not prevent the collection of a considerable amount for the British 
Red Cross, Prince of Wales’ National Relief Fund, and other British 
war funds through the efforts of Mr. Gustave R. Coleman, who 
collected and forwarded the sum of $29,843.—, as below, during the 
four years. Practically the whole of this sum was given by foreign- 
ers, mostly Spanish, French, Argentine and Italian residents of the 
district. 

To the British Women’s Patriotic Association $22,610.—; British 
Red Cross $3,600.—, which included $3,350.—realised by a sale 
of rams donated for “Our Day” 1918; British Patriotic Committee 
-$2,885.—; Bahia Blanca British Relief Fund $406.—; Nurse Cavell 
Memorial buttons $250.—; Aeroplane Fund $80.—; and Tobacco 
Fund, Ingeniero White, $12.—. 


TUCUMAN 


The British community in Tucuman, never a large one, decreased 
greatly since 1914, and at the present time does not number more 
than about fifty adults of both sexes. Consequently there was no 
scope for a standing Patriotic Committee. Up to 1917, collection for 
the different War Funds was chiefly looked after by Mr. F. E. Tir- 
butt, British Vice-Consul, and Mr. R. Glen Henderson, representative 
of the British Society.

WOMAN’S PATRIOTIC DOLLAR FUND 


Almost immediately after the declaration of war, Mrs. C. H. 
Pearson, Buenos Aires, organized the Woman’s Patriotic Dollar Fund, 
which was the first combined effort on the part of British women in 
Argentina on behalf of war’s sufferers. Four hundred collecting cards 
were distributed, of two sizes, providing for fifty and twenty-five 
signatures, each name representing a donation of at least one dollar. 
The minimum amount aimed at was therefore $15,000.—, but the 
collections, which came in from all parts of the country, exceeded 
that sum, and finally reached $18,988.12, allotted to: St. John’s 
Ambulance Association $9,270.77; Officers Families, Fund $7,481.75 ; 
Prince of Wales, National Relief Fund $530.—; Belgian Refugees 
Fund $381.—; British Red Cross Society $1,324.60. 


ZARATE 


Early in 1915 the staff of the Smithfield and Argentine Meat 
Lo., Ltd., Zarate, commenced collections for War and Patriotic funds, 
and later on in 1918, these were augmented by contributions from the 
staff of the Anglo-South American Meat Co. Ltd., whose works at 
Zarate were just then getting into active operation. These collections 
were made by Mr. G. Middleditch. 

In 1917, for the “Our Day” appeal, the first Zarate Patriotic ef- 
fort was organized, with the following committee: Messrs. W. S. 
Lambe, president; H. R. Graham, R. S. Beak, vice-presidents; G. 
Middleditch, chairman; H. Gardner Brown, hon. secretary; A. Myers- 
cough, hon. treasurer; A. Campbell, A. G. Jacobs, A. J. Shaw, J. 
Horne, J. L. Ward, H. Thomas, and Mesdames Lambe, Graham, Beak 
Middleditch, Maken, Navarro, Willemoes, and Horton. General sup- 
port was accorded the movement by the Campana, Las Palmas, Smith- 
field and Argentine, and Anglo S. A. Meat freezing companies and 
their representatives, together with local residents sympathising 
with the cause of the Allies. The festivities, donations etc., yie'ded 
33,025.80. Amount raised under the foregoing control from June 
1915, to May, 1918: Staff collections, Smithfield and Argentine Meat 
Co., $5,775.20; Staff collections, Anglo-South American Meat Co.. 
$765.—; First Zarate Patriotic effort, $3,025.60; total, $9,565.80. 
This was allotted to: British Patriotic Committee, Buenos Aires, 
$1,300.—; Blinded Soldiers and Sailors Hostel (St. Dunstan’s), 
$908.10; British Red Cross $4,073.35; “Our Day” 1917, $3,191.60; 
Officers Families’ Fund, $92.75. 

For the “Our Day” appeal 1918, the Frigorifico Anglo (S. A. 
Meat Co.), local staff of employees carried through collections and 
festivities themselves. They were supported by the Buenos Aires 
office. The result of these efforts amounted to $3,225.—which was 
doubled by the Company, the total contribution thus being $6,450.—.

BRITISH AGED AND INFIRM FUND 
(Sunset House, Quilmes. — Founded 1912). 


Objects. — To afford relief to aged and infirm British subjects, 
the citizens of the United States of America, their children and 
grandchildren, by gifts or loans of money, by providing a Home or 
Homes in the City of Buenos Aires or elsewhere in the Argentine 
Republic, or in such other manner as the Committee may determine. 


At the 30th June 1919, the Endowment Fund (Investments) 
stood at $125,279.— min; Cost of site and furniture, and adjoining 
property $50,514.67 min. 


During the eeeerd from 1914 to 1918, the committee, . in 
common with the general attitude of our charitable organizations, 
refrained from pressing the claims of this fund, but in October 1918, 
it was deemed necessary to break silence, in order to avoid curtail- 
ment of the assistance granted to pensioners. The community 
responded at once with donations amounting to $5,055.72 min., thus 
relieving the anxiety of the Committee and permitting the good 
work to go on witout interruption.

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BRITISH AND AMERICAN BENEVOLENT SOCIETY 
(Established 1880.) 


Object. — To afford practical relief to destitute or temporarily 
embarrassed British subjects and citizens of the United States of 
America. 

At the outbreak of war, August 1914, the strain on the financial 
resources of the Society was extremely heavy, as a direct result of 
the acute distress prevailing in the Argentine Republic consequent 
on the commercial and industrial crisis of 1913-1914. Great Britain’s 
entry into the war could hardly do otherwise than increase the dis- 
tress amongst British subjects here. By an arrangement with the 
British Patriotic Committee, Buenos Aires, the Benevolent Society 
was relieved of this additional call on its funds. All war-time cases 
were passed on for attention and investigation by the former. Thus 
overlapping in war work was avoided, and the Benevolent committee 
left free to continue with its regular relief work. The nature 
of this work will be gathered from the following statistical data 
taken from Annual Reports of the Society :—

BRITISH HOSPITAL, BUENOS AIRES 
(Founded 1844.) 


On the outbreak of war, the British Hospital Committee 
abandoned the annual fixture, the Hospital Ball, that had for many 
years been a fruitful source of revenue, and which was not resumed 
until after the signing of Peace in 1919. The British community 
recognised that it was necessary for the Hospital to carry on, and 
accordingly the subscription lists steadily increased year by year, 
the actual figures being :—

These figures demonstrate the sustained interest taken by the 
community in this Institution, and show that the other heavy calls 
on British residents were not allowed to reflect unfavourably on the 
Hospital. 
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The devotion and abnegation of the Honorary Visiting Medical 
staff merits the warmest recognition. Owing to the absence of 
Resident Medical Officers during practically the whole period of the 
war, they carried on, at great personal inconvenience, the medical 
work of the Hospital in a most efficacious manner. So well were 
their duties performed, that no single instance occurred whereby 
the patients suffered in any way from the absence of Resident 
Officers. 

The committee considered it a privilege to be able to co-operate 
with the war work of the community by receiving into the Hospital, 
free of charge, the wives and families of volunteers who were in 
receipt of local assistance from the Anglo-Argentine War Fund ir 
the absence of their soldier supporter. This privilege was, of course, 
extended to returned volunteers themselves. 

A fund of $25,000.— m/|n. was subscribed by the community 
during 1915-16 to establish a memorial in the Hospital to the memory 
of the late Nurse Edith Cavell, which took the form of endowing a 
bed in perpetuity in the lower Victoria Ward. A large bronze’ 
tablet, indicating the existence of the memorial has been put in the 
entrance hall of the Hospital, and a smaller tablet placed in the 
Ward over the bed. 

Sir Ernest Shackleton, when in Buenos Aires, October 1916, on 
return from the South Pole, gave a lecture on the Trans-Antarctic 
Expedition in the Plaza Hotel; the sale of tickets amounted to 
$3,232.— m|n,, which was donated to the British Hospital. In 1918 
H. M. Minister Sir Reginald Tower K.C.M.G., C.V.O., handed to the 
Hospital the sum of $5,165.— nla being amount realised by an 
auction sale of the British Official War Photographs that had pre- 
viously been on pyblic exhibition in Buenos Aires and other places.

CHILDREN’S HOME, BELGRANO 
(Founded 1905.) 


Object. — To provide a permanent home for poor children who 
have lost one or both parents, and also to take in temporarily those 
. whose parents are ill or in unfortunate circumstances. All the 
children so provided for must be of British or American extraction. 


The inmates average from 50 to 60. The School is under the 
inspection af the National Board of Education (Argentina) with a 
fully qualified teacher of Spanish for the morning classes. Classes 
in English are held every afternoon. 


Parents contribute something towards the cost of maintenance 
of their children, as their circumstances permit. The main sources 
of revenue are Annual Subscriptions, Donations, and a yearly 
Rummage Sale. The Property Account at 30th June 1919 stood at 
$72,378.26 m|n. 


Notwithstanding the numerous calls on the community for 
Patriotic and War Funds from 1914 to 1919, the Children’s Home 
did not suffer financially ; the revenue from subscriptions, donations, 
and other public sources rose from $8,784.— in 1914|5 to $9,815.71 
in 1918'9, with an additional sum of $5,910.— in the latter year 
as the result of a special appeal.

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ENGLISH LITERARY SOCIETY 


Founded 1873. Extract from the Statutes: “The objects of the 
Society shall be to promote intellectual recreation and to cultivate 
public speaking. These objects shall be advanced by the establishment 
of Reading Rooms and Libraries for the use of members, by means of 
Lectures, Essays with discussions, Debates and Entertainments, 
and in any similar way the committee may deem expedient.” 

For many long years the English Literary Society successfully 
carried out its objects, and was, in days gone by, the only organiza- 
tion of its class run solely for the benefit of English-speaking people 
in Buenos Aires. With the extension of facilities for residence in 
the suburbs of the Capital, and the growth of athletic and social 
clubs, the scope of usefulness of the E. L. S. was greatly restricted, 
so much so, that in the early years of the current century, it-had 
a great struggle for existence. The outbreak of war in 1914 brought 
about an immediate further decrease in active membershjp with the 
departure of over twenty of the members to offer their services for 
H. M. Forces. It was deemed unadvisable for the Society to undertake 
any collective effort in the direction of war work, for the good reason 
that the numerous war and patriotic organizations formed for those 
purposes, were ample. Overlapping was a thing to be avoided. Mem- 
bers of the Society were connected in some way with one or other 
of them. Lectures on the causes of the war, patriotic entertainments, 
etc., were given in 1914-15, in the Rooms. The committee associated 
themselves on every possible occasion with patriotic demonstrations 
by the British and Allies communities’, throughout the war-period. 
On demobilization, 1919, the use of the Rooms was offered to returned 
volunteers who might experience the need of some such temporary 
hospitality, which was quite extensively availed of and appreciated.

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MISSIONS TO SEAMEN INSTITUTE 


The work of the Missions to Seamen in a port of the importance 
of Buenos Aires requires little explanatory reference. During the 
war-period the calls on the Institution augmented in every way. 
The annual report for 1917 after recounting some of the incidents 
connected with the efforts made, says “It is our privilege te help in 
this small humble way to minister to mind, soul and body, in the 
providing of amusement, exercise, and spiritual help for those who 
so desire it (our services are always voluntary) and to show such 
friendship in a foreign port as may serve to prove that we are not 
unmindful of our debt to them, nor slow to appreciate their service 
to Empire, Country and the Allied Cause.” 

The most important event in recent years has been the completion 
and opening of the new Institute, the Missions to Seamen, Calle 
San Juan 234, Buenos Aires, which took place on the 21st April 
1917. For many years the Mission had been permitted to use St. 
John’s Church Hall, but this was always looked upon as a temporary 
measure. In February 1908 a meeting of supporters of the Mission 
resolved to initiate a building fund and to endeavour to obtain from 
the Argentine Government a grant of land. This latter was pro- 
mised but under conditions which were not considered acceptable. 
Thereupon the building committee set to work, and year by year 
funds were accumulated: a site was purchased, and finally the 
building erected, and opened free of debt, at a cost of $116,188.72 | 
m|n. 

| The new premises were taxed to the utmost when H. M. S. 
“Glasgow” (1917) and H. M. S. “Newcastle” (1918) visited Buenos 
Aires port. The entertainment of each ship’s complement for over 
a week drew highly complimentary references from their Com- 
mander, Commodore Aubrey Smith. Sir Maurice de Bunsen, H. M. 
Ambassador at the head of the British Mission, and Rear Admiral 
Ley, naval member of the mission, visited the Institute and expressed 
great pleasure at all they saw and heard concerning its work. 

In addition to the local committee, given below, the Institute has 
a number of regular honorary workers (ladies and gentlemen) a ladies 
association, and lady secretaries at St. John’s, (Buenos Aires), 
Belgrano, Villa Devoto, Flores, Hurlingham, Lomas, Olivos, Quilmes, 
and San Isidro. 

The chaplain, the Revd. Canon Westby Brady M.A., was made a 
Member of the Order of the British Empire, by H. M. the King, in 
recognition of his work amongst the men of the South American 
Squadron and Seamen of the Mercantile Marine.

VICTORIA SAILOR’S HOME 


On May 6th, 1897, an adjourned meeting of the British com- 
munity, held in Prince George’s Hall presided over by H. M. Minister 
the Hon. W. A. C. Barrington, resolved to commemorate the Diamond 
Jubilee of Her Most Gracious Majesty Queen Victoria, and 
decided among other items, “That as a permanent memorial of the 
- guspicidus event, a Sailors’ Home for the port of Buenos Aires be 
built.” Five years afterwards H. M. Minister, Sir William Barring- 
ton, K.C.M.G., had the pleasure of declaring the Victoria Sailors’ 
Home open. It had been erected almost entirely by subscriptions 
from the British community, and was handed over to the committee 
of management free of debt; cost up to that date, $74,220.15. The 
Home has proved all too small for the work, and an extension is 
needed. With this object in view, steps were taken in 1912-13 to 
raise an Extension Building Fund. In 1913 propaganda for this 
fund was suspended during the discussion of a proposed arrange- 
ment with the Missions to Seamen, which eventually fell through. 
Then came the outbreak of war bringing with it more urgent calls 
for pressing attention and the Building Fund had to stand on one 
side. During the year 1915-16, the financial state of the general 
funds of the Home was such that at a meeting of subscribers to the 
Building Fund a sum of $22,570.49 was transferred from the latter 
to the former. The balance of the Building Fund at June 30th,

THE WOMAN’S INSTITUTE. 


A meeting of ladies held in Buenos Aires, September 1903, 
resolved to proceed with the collection of funds for the purpose of 
securing a building that should afford accommodation for various © 
philanthropic societies then working, further recreation and educa- 
tion for women workers, and offer the conveniences of a club for 
women engaged in business, teaching, and other female occupations, 
without distinction of race or religion. By the close of the year 
1905, the sum of $50,000.— had been raised by donations, and 
proceeds of bazaars, garden-parties, etc., which increased to 
$70,000.— in 1907, when “personeria juridica’” was obtained for The 
Woman’s Institute. It being deemed unadvisable to proceed with a 
building on the site previously purchased in Calle Chacabuco, for 
various reasons, particularly the high cost of building material, the 
committee rented “The Rest,” Bella Vista in 1914, and purchased it 
in 1917; it is carried on as a holiday resort and home of rest, at 
moderate charges.

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THE ENGLISH PRESS 


The English morning papers of Buenos Aires, The Standard 
(founded 1861) and the Buenos Aires Herald (founded 1878) have 
justly been accorded well merited recognition of their efforts on be- 
half of the British cause, British interests and British ideals, by 
H. M. Minister, Sir Reginald Tower, K.C.M.G., C.V.0., by H. M. 
Consul General, Mr. H. G. Mackie, C.B.E., and by every patriotic 
and war committee, society, and section of the community. The war 
cable service of both dailies left little to be desired, and nothing could 
have exceeded their co-operation with, and support of, every move- 
ment on behalf of British War and Patriotic Funds; indeed the 
amount of space freely placed at the disposal of every organisation 
during the five years passes calculation. Ina smaller way, but none 
the less sincere and hearty, has been the co-operation of the weeklies 
—The Review of the River Plate, The Times of Argentina, The River 
Plate Observer, and The Hiberno-Argentine Review . 
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The response in Material to the call of the Motherland, 
by the British Community in Argentina. 


A summary of the records appertaining to the third object of 
the publication of this volume, the response in Material, and which 
are given in Chapters III. to VI., presents some difficulties. A recap- 
itulation, in statistical form of the quantities despatched of articles, 
clothing, and comforts for soldiers, hospital supplies, horses and aero- 
planes for H. M. Government, motor ambulances for the Red 
Cross, frozen meat for Belgian refugees, eggs for wounded soldiers 
and sailors, or repetition of the number of pamphlets distributed in 
the pro-ally propaganda campaign, statistical data of patriotic gather- 
ings, meetings and such like is unnecessary. And, after all, these 
things form a very small proportion of the material efforts by the 
community ; there is a wider and far more important aspect of the 
participation to be considered, a record of which is rendered impos- 
sible for the want of sufficient data. In concerns the material aid 
afforded to the Empire in upholding the British cause, ceaselessly 
watching over British interests, and carrying on British trade in 
this country, with its enormous area exceeding one and three-quarter 
million square miles — thirty times greater than that of England — 
by a mere handful of British subjects and their descendants. 


Upholding the British cause brought into action over one hun- 
dred patriotic and war organisations, with committee members (of 
both sexes), whose names appear in Chap. V., exceeding one thou- 
sand. These together with those associated with established insti- 
tutions (Chap. VI) and the members of sub-committees corresponding 
to each body, give a regiment of organised workers who carried on 
with the Union Jack ever in the vanguard. They were responsible 
to a large degree for the wider knowledge in Argentina of the 
objects of the Allies. They missed no opportunity for publicly de- 
claring loyalty to the Empire and unbounded faith in Great Britain’s 
cause, and refuting on every possible occasion the misleading and 
exaggerated statements of enemy subjects and agents. By their 
presence at demonstrations and festival gatherings of the Allies’ com- 
munities, they showed sympathy with them, and strengthened the 
existing bonds of mutual esteem and friendship that have been a 
pleasant feature of the combined activities of Allies and their many 
sympathisers among Argentine citizens, during the war period. This 
intense and sustained participation undoubtedly assisted the forma- 
tion of the friendly attitude assumed by a majority of the Argentine 
nation, which warranted H. M. Minister, Sir Reginald Tower, sur- 
rounded by his Allied colleagues of the Diplomatic Corps, to publicly 
declare that “Many of us who accept the kind hospitality offered to 
the Diplomatic Corps this afternoon have been present at Buenos 
Aires during the entire war, and have been privileged to see for 
ourselves where the soul of this people is. On every occasion where 
the people could show their sympathy with our cause, a real sponta- 
neous demonstration has been witnessed.” 
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The inner history of the cesseless vigil over British interests, 
‘and devoted attention to British trade and commerce, will probably 
never be written. Superficially it is known that British firms dispens- 
ed with the services of all employees of enemy nationality; that | 
loyal co-operation with the British Legation and Consulate-General 
existed ; that the Trading with the Enemy Act was faithfully ob- 
served, even at considerable financial sacrifices and business incon- 
veniences ; that the application of the Statutory List (Black List) 
was assisted in every way; and that invariably, care was taken to 
avoid interference with the business of Argentina as a neutral coun- 
try. Oh this latter point, Mr. Hope Gibson, chairman of the British 
Chamber of Commerce, 1914-19, speaking at the annual meeting of 
the Chamber, September 25th, 1918, said :-— 

“In many actions taken by the Chamber, whether by itself or in 
combination with the other Chambers of Commerce representing . 
Allied countries which now form the Inter-Ally Committee, we have 
never lost sight of the cordial desire that has been clearly shown 
by all the Allied Nations, not to interfere unnecessarily with the 
trade of this neutral country, but, on the contrary, to maintain in 
as far as is possible under existing circumstances, the flow of trade 
and commerce between Argentina and ourselves. Let me confirm 
my assertions, by telling you that at the Chamber we are frequently, 
almost daily, consulted by Argentine firms as to the exact scope of 
our policy, our aims and our objects ; to explain why decisions have 
been adopted that appear to impose restrictions upon our own busi- 
ness activities and even, though in a much less degree, on those of 
our neutral colleagues in the market. You will hear with satisfaction 
that it is a very small minority of these visitors who go away without 
a voluntary admission of the reasonableness and the justice of our 
attitude. “Son muy justos, los Ingleses’’ has been said in this 
country for many years; that it is said to-day as frequently, as 
sincerely, and with as great conviction as before the war, is a tribute 
both to the sound judgment of the Argentine Nation as a whole and 
to the motives that underlie our commercial policy in the Republic.” 


Finally, let it be observed that the material aid to the Motherland 
recorded in this volume, represents the performance of their duty 
to King and Country by British subjects and their descendants re- 
sident in Argentina, many of whom were debarred, for various well 
founded reasons, from service with H. M. Forces. To them, the 
following words of H. M. Minister, Sir Reginald Tower, K.C.M.G., 
C.V.O., on the eve of his departure, were addressed :— 

“‘And now let me say one word about those who have stayed here 
during the whole War. Can we not say, some of us, that-we should 
rather have been a little nearer the fray if we had only had ourselves 
to consult? It was one of the many difficult conundrums at the 
beginning of the war to combine two apparently irreconciliable forces, 
the one to assist in every way possible the journeys home of the 
volunteers and the other to keep business going in this Republic. 
The tendency for most of us was to say “bother business, hang 
foreign trade, national service must come first.” We had many of 
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us to put our thinking caps on and to ponder how the two forces 
were to be reconciled. The youngest and the most active of the 
volunteers, with our trained sailors and soldiers, had to be spared 
first, and those who were unfortunately through age, infirmity or 
the like debarred from those categories had perforce to multiply their 
activities and fill the places of the absent. As the war dragged on, 
the driving force homeward became stronger and stronger, and the 
corresponding duty of filling absent places became ever harder. Men, 
women and children buckled to and worked as they had never worked 
before. Men stayed at their posts of duty, in the Church, on rail- 
ways, in banks, in important commercial houses, in telegraph. work, 
in civilian work, and many other branches of occupation, solely 
because he or she knew full well that the Empire required their 
. presence here. When we glory in the achievements of our heroes 
who went to the front, let us not forget entirely those who performed 
acts of strong patriotism to the State by remaining at their posts 
during these last fateful years.”

THE ARMISTICE, NOVEMBER l1ith 1919

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At the Royal Colonial Institute Luncheon on November 16th, H.M. 
Minister Sir Reginald Tower, K.C.M.G., C.V.O., said that it being 
the first meeting of the British community in any numbers 
since the news of the signing of the Armistice, the presidents of 
various British institutions there assembled thought it a fitting 
occasion to send home an expression of their loyalty, in the following 


. terms :— 


“The British community in the Argentine Republic entrust me 
with the honour of offering to H.M. Government their most sincere 
congratulations and of expressing their admiration of the activities 
of all H.M. forces. The British community in the Argentine Re- 
public desire to express to the King and Queen their devoted loyalty.” 

Sir Reginald Tower, received the following communication from 
the Foreign Office, under date December 2nd, 1918:— 

“I duly laid before the King your telegram of the 16th ultimo, 
conveying the congratulations of the British Community in the 
Argentine Republic on the occasion of the signing of the Armistice. 
I have received the King’s commands to request that you will convey 
to all His Majesty’s subjects concerned his sincere thanks for their 


congratulations and loyal expressions.”

The King’s Message to his people beyond the seas. 
Buckingham Palace, November 11th, 1918. 

At the moment of signing the Armistice which I am convinced, 
puts a definite end to the hostilities which have convulsed the whole 
world for over four years, I wish to send a message of greeting and 
of deep and cordial gratitude to my people beyond the seas whose 
prodigious sacrifices and efforts contributed so largely to the victory 
which we have just won. 

Together we have borne the brunt of the great struggle for 
justice and liberty ; together we can now rejoice to see the realisation 
of the great objects for which we entered into the war. 

The whole empire vowed not to sheathe the sword until we had 
attained that result; and to-day we have kept our solemn promise. 

The declaration of war found the whole Empire closely united. I 
am rejoiced to think that the end of the war finds the Empire still 
more closely knit together by the common resolution to stand firm 
through all vicissitudes, by community in suffering and sacrifices, 
and by the perils and triumph in which we have shared together. 

This is a time for gratitude and for rendering solemn thanks to 
the Almighty whose Divine Providence has protected us through all 
dangers and crowned our arms with the laurels of victory. In this 
time of triumph let us show the same firmness of soul, the same 
self-possession that we showed in the time of danger.

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CELEBRATING THE ARMISTICE. 
Rejoicings in Argentina, November 11th to 17th 1918. 


The sudden, one might almost say the dramatic final to the long 
struggle that was conveyed in the official notification of the signing 
of the Armistice conditions on the morning of the 11th November 
1918, created unbounded thankfulness and intense relief amongst the 
British community in Argentina. Once it was realised that our 
enemy had virtually capitulated, people of every class and age com- 
menced a series of joyful and enthusiastic celebrations that extended 
over a whole week. Flags of the Allies remained hoisted right up 
to the 21st November in every city, town and village. Demonstra- 
tions and festivities ruled supreme day after day. 

British participation in the rejoicing in Buenos Aires took an 
unexpected turn on the evening af the 11th, when a very large num- 
ber of loyal Britishers (ladies as well as men), starting from Plaza 
Mayo, paraded through the streets via Calle Victoria, Plaza Congreso, 
returning by the Av. de Mayo—or at least part of it for crowds blocked 
the eastern end so effectively that it was impossible to pass. The 
presence of 100 British Imperial flags of the British Society, in- 
cluding the complete colonial set, created quite a furore among the 
crowds that lined the streets and occupied every window en route. 
These flags were again in evidence at the demonstration by the 
Allied Chambers of Commerce on Thursday. Never before have 
they been seen in public to such good effect. | 

The British Society cabled home for information as to how the 
signing of the Armistice would be celebrated there, and, after some 
delay, the reply came to the effect that services of Thanksgiving 
would be held on Sunday, other festivities being left over for the 
declaration of Peace. The Anglican, Scotch Presbyterian, and 
American Methodist Episcopal Churches arranged Thanksgiving 
Services for Sunday, November 17th, all of which attracted crowded 
congregations. Then the Grand Council of the British Society, 
in consultation with the Anglican, Scotch and American Churches, 
invited English-speaking residents of all shades of _ religious 
opinions, to a special Thanksgiving Service in Prince George’s 
Hall on Saturday, November 23rd, the Hall being crowded. 
In the afternoon, the Open Air Féte in the Japanese Gar- 
dens drew a record attendance of British. subjects and _ their 
descendants; special attention had been devoted to entertainment for 
children, and some three thousand of them had a real jolly time; the 
total (old and young) present would be reasonably estimated at 
eight to nine thousand. The programme included the singing of 
National Anthems in the Roman Theatre, with an address by H.B.M. 
Minister, Sir Reginald Tower, K.C.M.G., C.V.O. 

The Royal Colonial Institute held a luncheon at the Plaza Hotel 
on Saturday (16th), at which a number of returned Anglo-Argentine 
volunteers were present as guests of the R. C. I. 
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RETURNED VOLUNTEERS 
RECEPTION COMMITTEE 


When demobilization of the British Forces commenced to take 
active form early in 1919, the attention of the British community 
at once turned to the question of giving a suitable reception to 
Volunteers from Argentina on their return to this country. It was 
recognised that no general or united demonstration of welcome to 
them would be feasible, for the reason that they would be coming 
back in small detachments at irregular periods. They had served 
in almost every branch of H. M. Forces, and on every battle front, 
from the West to the Far East, and hence would necessarily be 
demobilized at very uncertain intervals. 

On the initiative of H. M. Minister, Sir Reginald Tower, K.C.M.G., 
C.V.O., a meeting of representatives of Societies, Churches, Clubs, 
gnd Institutions took place on February 6th 1918 at the British 
Chamber of Commerce, for the purpose of forming a Reception 
Committee for Volunteers returning from the war. It was then 
resolved to constitute the Volunteers Reception Committee, with H. 
M. Consul General, Mr. H. G. Mackie, chairman, Mr. E. Millington 
Drake, hon. secretary, and one representative from each of the 
following bodies :—

After discussion, the meeting decided to adopt a definite pro- 
cedure to meet the circumstances already referred to, resolving :— 

(1) That a preliminary short letter of welcome should be pre- 
pared and delivered to each military unit on arrival at Montevideo. 
(2) That an appropriate message of welcome should be radiographed 
to all steamers approaching Argentina with returning volunteers. 
(3) That a booklet be printed containing useful information for all 
ranks as to all facilities offered by various institutions in Buenos 
Aires. (4) That vessels carrying over 50 volunteers should, as far 
as circumstances will permit, be boarded by representatives of the 
Committee who will meet the Volunteers at Montevideo and accom- 
pany them to Buenos Aires. 
(1) Copy of the letter of welcome, signed by the Chairman, hon. 

Secretary, and representatives of the institutions named :— 

‘“‘We welcome you back to Argentina with heartfelt pleasure. 

We are proud of the share you have taken in the glorious victory 
vouchsafed to the Allied: arms, we appreciate the sacrifice you

have made in volunteering, and we shall ever cherish the high 

reputation gained by the Anglo-Argentine contingent in the war. 

We take this first opportunity of extending a welcome to you 
and of assuring you that we shall do all in our power to help 
you resume your peaceful vocations. 

Later on the whole British community will, with the eo- 
operation of Sir Reginald Tower, K.C.M.G., C.V.0O., His 
Majesty’s Minister, arrange for a more formal welcome to you 
and your returning comrades.” 

The last paragraph of this letter was withdrawn at a later 
date, after several entertainments had been arranged which 
took the place of a collective demonstration. It was considered 
that demonstrations on an extensive scale could not be maintain- 
ed and they were accordingly given up as impracticable. 

. (2) Copy of radiogram sent free of charge by the Western Telegraph 
Co., to the Captains of all steamers having volunteers on board: 
“Following message all ranks returning volunteers:— Hearty 
greetings to Argentina from Volunteers Reception Committee.” 

(3) “The Returned Volunteers Handbook” handed to each volunteer 
on board, contained a variety of information in connection with 
the objects for which it was published. 

(4) Several members of the Reception Committee met the steamers 
on arrival at Buenos Aires, but this was subsequently found 
rather uncertain owing to the difficulties connected with Port 
regulations, and therefore it was arranged to send a represent- 
ative of the Committee and the Employment Bureau to Monte- 
video in every case, a proceeding that worked well and permitted 
each man to be personally attended to, without the rush and 
hurry inseparable to arrival at Buenos Aires port. 

A meeting of the Executive Sub-Committee held February 10th, 
proposed that apart from the printed letter of welcome referred to 
previously, a more formal address of welcome, printed on parchment 
with the autograph signature of H. M. Minister, and suitable for 
framing, should be offered to each man, who would fill in his full 
name, rank, services, etc., on a detachable form in the booklet, so as 
to ensure these being engrossed correctly on the parchment. The 
parchment to be imitation parchment similar to that used for the 
Derby Certificates. This proposal was changed later on, to co- 
operation with the British Society in the Argz2ntine Republic, for the 
presentation to each volunteer (or in case of death to his next-of- 
kin) of a copy of the “Activities of the British Community in Argen- 
tina during the Great War 1914-1919, with the addition of a present- 
ation page containing the name, regiment and awards, of each 
recipient. 


Entertainment Sub-Committee. 


An Entertainment Sub-committee nominated on May 27th to 
organize entertainments for returned volunteers to be given by the 
Reception Committee, was composed of Messrs. D. C. Anderson, A. 
H. Forrester, M. Leishmann Runciman, hon. treasurer, P. A. Grassick, 
and E. Millington Drake, hon. secretary, (who on departure for 
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England was succeeded by Mr. D. Victor Kelly) with power to invite 
others, not members of the Reception Committee, to co-operate; 
Messrs. J. W. M. Corbett and J. W. Sharples being associated under 
this proviso with the sub-committee. 

The general idea was to provide a series of popular monthly 
entertainments for volunteers and their families, who, whenever 
possible should be guests of the committee; this proviso has been suc- 
cessfully maintained. 

Entertainments arranged :— 

June 3rd. — Variety Show and Dance at Prince George’s Hall. 

July 26th. — Ball at the Pabellon de las Rosas, in connection with 
the Peace Parade in the grounds of the Argentine Rural Society at 
Palermo, where the Reception Committee was represented by an 
informal committee of volunteers as regarded the military arrange- 
ments. 

ee 8th — Variety Show and Dance at Prince George’s 


‘November 11th — Ball at the Pabellon de las Rosas, in connection 
with the Armistice Anniversary celebrations. 

An opportunity to subscribe to the Returned Volunteers Enter- 
tainment Fund was given in May, and when a little later on it was 
decided to accept donations for Peace Celebrations, it was agreed to 
receive funds conjointly for the two purposes, it being understood 
that any surplus from the Peace Celebrations 1919 British Fund, 
should be transferred to the Returned Volunteers Entertainment 
Fund. The total amount thus collected reached $25,956. 


BRITISH GIRLS WELCOME 


Some correspondence in the press in May 1919, suggesting that 
British Girls should take action in the direction of welcoming 
returned and returning volunteers, led to the formation of a comit- 
tee for the purpose, composed of: 

Mrs. A. J. Avery, president; Miss Jessie Archer, hon. secretary 
(succeeded on her departure to England by Miss Ivy Bond), Mrs. L. 
Bergeron, Mrs. A. Bramwell, Mrs. Burgess, Mrs. Hansen, Mrs. G. 
Hinde, Mrs. R. H. Morgan, and the Misses Dorothy Avery, Margue- 
rite Bergeron, Verney Bergeron, Margarita Burgess, Gladys V. 
Cheverton, Anne Cronin, Jane Cruickshanks, Margarita Feather- 
stone, Violet Finn, Amy Golthard, May Hansen, Violet Hansen, Edith 
J. Hawkes, Editha Hinde, Vivian James, Beatrice Little, Violet Moore, 
Hazel Morgan, Elsie Munro, Rogers (2). 

The girls collected over two thousand dollars paper, which 
together with liberal donations of provisions and cigarettes, and the 
admission charges to the general public, were the sources of revenue, 
and these sufficed to cover the expenses of five social evenings, the 
first taking place in Prince George’s Hall on the 14th June 1919, 
and the final one December 8th, all returned volunteers and their 
wives being guests on each occasion. The socials were carried out 
very successfully, and greatly appreciated. 
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PEACE CELEBRATIONS 


It was hardly to be expected that the signing of the Treaty of 
Peace on June 28th 1919, would arouse the same wild enthusiasm 
that literally carried everything before it in November, 1918, 
when the acceptance of the Armistice conditions by the enemy 
became known in Argentina. The deliberations of the Peace Con- 
ference, reported by the press day by day, had prepared the public 
for the result — the only doubts being as to exact terms and 
punitive clauses. Nevertheless, directly the news arrived at 11.24 
a.m., on the 28th June 1919, flags were hoisted in every direction and 
remained so for three weeks. Other decorations and illuminations 
on a large scale were carried out. Some efforts at street demonstra- 
tions in Buenos Aires were noted, but Saturday being a half-holiday, 
and a miserable wet day as well, these did not assume any great 
proportions. 

Before.moving in the matter of local celebrations the Committee 
of the British Society awaited definite news from London as to the 
date of the National Celebrations. When it was known that July 
19th, had been selected, many of the provincial centres arranged 
accordingly ; this date did not fit in for Buenos Aires; it had already 
been appropriated as the closing day of the Bazaar by the British 
Women’s Patriotic Association. Then the Allies’ Committee in the 
hope of securing a public holiday on the 23rd, announced festivities 
for that date, the British Society co-operating; later on the date had 
to be changed, no holiday being conceded by the Government, and 
Sunday 27th was selected. Thereupon the British Society Committee, 
in conjunction with the Returned Volunteers’ Reception Committee, 
decided that the British celebration assume the form of a Children’s 
Entertainment in the afternoon and a Ball in the evening of Satur- 
day, 26th, at the Pabellon de las Rosas, and that the community 
generally be invited to take part next day in the Allies’ demonstra- 
tions in the Sociedad Rural Argentina grounds, Palermo. 

If, however, our public celebrations suffered unavoidable delays, 
religious thanksgivings did not. The Anglican, Scotch Presbyterian 
and American Methodist Episcopal congregations held special 
Thanksgiving Services commencing with Sunday July 6th. 

On Sunday, July 13th, under arrangements made by the clergy 
at the request of the British Society, Prince George’s Hall was 
thronged at 4 p. m. for the United Service of Thanksgiving for Peace. 

The delays connected with the preparation of the programme of 
festivities in Buenos Aires did not adversely affect their development, 
indeed, as the date drew near, interest increased until something 
approaching enthusiasm was reached. A summary of the events 
carried out shows that the British community in all parts of the 
Republic went whole-heartedly into the work essential to the occasion, 
and were largely responsible for the general success achieved. 

In Buenos Aires, the British Society jointly with the Returned 
Volunteers’ Reception Committee arranged a children’s gathering 
on Saturday afternoon, July 26th, at the Pabellon de las Rosas, which 
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drew a very large attendance, and in the evening at the same place, 
the popular ball — its popularity was such that there was a record 
assembly of Britons and their descendants. Returned volunteers 
and their families were guests at both events. 

The sailors in port were entertained on the afternoon of July 
26th, by invitation of the British Patriotic Committee, with sports 
and football at the English High School grounds, followed by a high 
tea, and an entertainment in the evening at Missions to Seamen Hall, 
arrangements being in the hands of a joint committee of the Victoria 
Sailors’ Home and the Missions to Seamen. Each man received a 
souvenir of the day at the conclusion of the festivities. 

Grants for the purpose of Peace Celebrations were made by the 
British Patriotic Committee to, Missions to Seamen $500; Children’s 
Home (Belgrano) $500; Children’s Home (Los Cocos) $500; Quilmes 
Orphanage $250; British Hospital $2,000; Victoria Sailors’ Home 
$500; British and American Benevolent Society $866; British Aged 
and Infirm Fund (Sunset House) $442.

Bahia Blanca. — A meeting of British residents held early in J uly 
resolved to arrange a social gathering in celebration of the signing 
of Peace; it took place on July 19th, in the Previsora Build- 
ing, kindly conceded for the occasion by the company La Pre- 
visora. Returned volunteers, men of the mercantile marine in 
port, together with the local authorities and the Consular corps, were 
invited guests. The programme consisted of a banquet followed by 
a concert, all passing off most successfully. 

On Monday, July 21st, the ladies continued the celebrations at the 
Missions to Seamen Hall, Ingeniero White, entertaining the crews 
of ships in port, assisted by many visitors from Bahia Blanca.

ALLIED FESTIVITIES AND PARADE. 


On Sunday, July 27th, the Allies Committee had the programme 
in hand. The city was beflagged, church bells were rung, and bombs 
and hooters and syrens rent the air at noon. The main item on the 
programme took place in the grounds of the Argentine Rural Society, 
Palermo, including lunch at 11 a.m. for returned members of the 
allied armies; lunch at noon (1000 covers) to the diplomatic repre- 
sentatives of the Allied Governments, at which H. M. Minister, Sir 
Reginald Tower, K.C.M.G., C.VO., responded to the toast of the day; 
and at 2.30 p.m. parade of over 1000 returned officers and other 
ranks of British, French, Belgian, Italian, and North American 
forces who marched under a triumphal arch and received comme- 
morative medals at the hands of a ladies’ committee. The crowd 
must have exceeded 40,000 persons, and the reception accorded to the 
returned warriors was not only wildly enthusiastic but deeply im- 
pressive. The British contingent numbered just over 500, composed 
of 160 officers in uniform, 76 other ranks in uniform, 240 all ranks 
in mufti, and 30 naval ratings from merchant ships in port. Major 
F. Lismore, M.C., was in command, with Major R. E. Collins second 
in command, and Captain Malcolm G. Begg, M.C., Adjutant, of the 
officers in uniform. Other ranks in uniform were commanded by 
Captain H. Clisby; and all ranks in mufti were commanded by 
Major C. H. M. Jones, with Captain A. C. Prentice second in command, 
and Captain Victor Kelly, Adjutant.

Speeches at the Luncheon. 
Dr. Adolfo Mujica, president of the Comité Pro-Aliados:— 


Gentlemen, representatives of the Allied Nations: 

The city of Buenos Aires wears to-day its finest attire and shows its noblesf€ 
sentiment to celebrate the arrival of the peace which has been gained at the 
cost of immense sacrifices and with heroic efforts by the peoples whom you 
represent, a peace which puts an end, for the good of humanity and as an augury 
of better days, to the most unjustified and bloody international conflagration 
which the world has ever seen. 

For our country, which has not taken part in the conflict owing to motives 
which are foreign to its sentiments and to its ideas, this peace has for it, as 
for all the other nations a transcendental significance. It permits of the hope 
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that there will never again be in the political organisation of any land on the 
face of the earth a form of government like the German, which the progress of 
right and of science, without taking into account the cruel experience of the 
last few years, have already made incompatible with the well-being of men and 
the concord of nations. 

We recognise, and we have always recognised, the inalienable right of 
each people to take, for itself, the institutions which it considers most adequate 
to its conditions, to its necessities, to its traditions, and to its ideals. Without 
this attribute, the political sovereignty of States cannot exist. But all peoples 
form part of universal society, and, by virtue of that, their rights must be 
reciprocally limited and harmonised by reasons of common jnterest, as are the 
individual rights of the juridical organisation of human societies. | 

No country can legitimately, and without violating justice and natural 
right, create and maintain, free or by force, a political power which signifies 
a constant threat to the tranquillity of the rest. For this the League of Nations, 
which up to the present has not been able to take form by means of Court3 
and positive laws, but which is on the eve of being brought into existence 
through the initiative of President Wilson, marks, without doubt,- one of the 
most transcendental political happenings of History. It should have the faculty 
and the means to avoid imperialistic autocracy taking root in any part of the 
earth; such autocracy is incompatible with the sovereignty of peoples, and is the 
generator of unchained aspirations which have always been and always will be 
the greatest danger to universal peace. 

‘While the war lasted we constantly manifested the most absolute condem- 
nation of the attitude and procedure observed by the Imperial Government, 
which under the influence of insensate hallucinations, let loose the hurricane 
of iron and fire which interrupted and disquieted the progressive march of 
nations and which for over four years kept the world in the greatest desolation 
and anguish. We do not wish, nor can we rejoice now, at the humiliation of a 
people which, in the midst of its great errors and deviations of its anachronism 
of culture by force, of its implacable philosophy influenced by the subject spirit 
of atavistic militarism, and of its inexplicable submission to a family become 
arrogant with autocratic governors, still reveals great faculties for contributing 
to the industrial and scientific advancement of the world. . 

‘We celebrate with joy the victorious peace brought about by the Allied 
Nations. It represents for the future a certainty of well-being and progress. 
But we also desire — and I am sure that you join in these sentiments — that 
the conquered peoples shall again rise, saner and more reasonable, deprived of 
their arms of war, governed by the spirit of democracy, and convinced by the 
terrible and painful experience that the happiness and the grandeur of nations 
should not be sought by the destructive arts of war, by the insensate dreams 
of universal domination, nor by the obscure machinations of a diplomacy lacking 
in sincerity, but by the practice of Justice, by the recognition of Right, and by 
the fecund labours of Peace. 

Therefore we have wished to give these festivals an added splendour to 
make them worthy of their generous significance. And in offering the homage 
which they imply, I cannot think, Sefiores Ministers, of a better manner of en- 
nobling them than by recalling, on this occasion, the great chiefs who guided 
your respective peoples in the long and cruel task. 

Let us remember, then, Lord Kitchener, that soldier of iron, who, girt with 
all his arms, as one of the heroes of the Homeric Iliad, sank mysteriously in 
the depths of the ocean when Old England, using the Sword of Justice, ordered 
him to fight until death to defend the independence and the life of a weak 
people, iniquitously assaulted. Let us remember Lloyd George, who not only 
{nherited the immense task. but also the unbreakable spirit of his glorious and 
unfortunate predecessor. 

Remember King Albert who, when the autocrats of the Central Empires 
wished impudently to convert him into a passive accomplice of their execrable 
plans, rose with a magnificent gesture and gave the cry which will resound 
through all History: “No! Honour is worth more than Life!” 

We must remember Joffre and Foch, who at the head of all the Allied 
armies, combined their heroism and their science with their humanitarian senti- 
ments, and knew how to save their men and not waste their faculties, so that 
they would preside over victory on the soil of France, George Clemenceau, that

extraordinary and prodigious old man, star of the first Magnitude, who, after 
having traversed a long and luminous trajectory, seems to have been intensely 
reanimated on arriving at the end, to irradiate his last but also his most bril- 
liant rays. 

Think of Vittorio Emmanuele and of Orlando who, in such a dark moment 
for the destinies of humanity, were able to interpret the unanimous sentiments 
-of our Latin Mother, and thus brought them among the most brilliant and 
heroic of her sons in the defence of Justice and liberties as old, ag beautiful, 
‘and as eternal as the glory and name of Rome. 

And you, Americans of the North, be proud of your President, of that man 
so simple and so great at the same time, the living incarnation of republican 
virtues, with his spirit full‘of light and of sentiment, statesman without ambi- 
‘tions and without doubledealing, who during the first three years of the disaster 
used up all the forces in his power to attenuate the calamities of the war, asked 
all the belligerents to respect the laws, and repeatedly impartially offered his 
mediation towards restoring an honest and just peace, and supported with stoical 
serenity the crimes perpetrated on American women and children, foreign to 
the passions and interests of the fray, but implacably hurled into the abyss by 
the treacherous submarine warfare! 

The name of Wilson will figure in the future by the side of those of Washing- 
‘ton and of Lincoln. History will say that he was the most self-denying apostle 
of peace and that it was only when he gained the conviction that German Im- 
perialism, blinded without doubt by the Gods who decreed its perdition, would 
not listen to the voice of duty and of right, that he pronounced before the Con- 
gress of his country that memorable discourse which was like the Gospel of 
‘Democratic right and which reflected the bitterness of his honourable spirit of 
showing all the reasons which obliged him to ask for authorisation to take to 
war a ‘peaceful and labouring peopie, but one which was also mighty and heroic, 
in defence of the fights and of the liberties of the world. 

Sefiores Ministers: Tell your countries that the city of Buenos Aires, 
-wherein is condensed the thought and the sentiment of the Argentine Nation, 
formulates to-day its most fervent wishes that the peace reached at last should 
endure and be fecund, and that it renders the enthusiastic homage of its admi- 
ration and gratitude. 

Gentlemen: Let us raise our glasses to drink to the health of His Majesty 
the King of England, for President Poincaré, and for all the chiefs of State of 
the Allied Nations! 

H. M. Minister, Sir Reginald Tower, K.C.M.G., C.V.O., replied: 

Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen: 

The representatives of the Allied and Associated Governments to the Argen- 
‘tine People, greeting! Never was a more auspicious occasion for the foreign 
representatives of the Powers which have borne the burden and heat of the 
protracted war and have emerged triumphantly from the struggle to greet affec- 
tionately the people of this prosperous young Republic whose destinies are 
fraught with great things for the future of the world. 

We rejoice with you at the conclusion of a just and rightful peace. We 
‘believe in all sincerity that the world has a fresh vista before it and that the 
liberties and privileges of all peoples will now be safe. We confidently hope 
that the Argentine Republic will benefit to the full by the blessings which must 
follow the privations and anxieties inseparable to a state of war. 

Many of us who accept the kind hospitality offered to the Diplomatic Corps 
this afternoon have been present at Buenos Aires during the entire war and 
have been privileged to see for ourselves where the _ soul of thi3 
people is. On every occasion where the people could show their 
sympathy with our cause, a real spontaneous demonstration has been 
witnessed. Need I allude to the reception of the news of the Armistice, 
when Buenos Aires went mad with joy and displayed more Allied flags than 
have ever been previously seen. Yes, and not only flags, but the spirit of the 
Allied nations. 

Again, may I refer particularly to the arrival of Sir Maurice de Bunsen in 
this Capital in 1918 — a true reception by the people, spontaneous, sincere and 
never to be forgotten; again to a similar act when the British ship “Glasgow” 
with her war wounds visited Buenos Aires; also when Admiral Caperton came 
with his North American squadron and received a tumultuous welcome at the 
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hands of a crowd composed of all the best elements of the population. The sam2 
sympathy and friendliness has been shown on each sucessive celebration of July 
14, that glorious day in the annals of France; on each successive celebration of 
the National Fetes of Italy, Belgium acd the other Allied countries. All these 
speak most eloquently for the deep-rooted feeling of this Republic, and I am quite 
sure that no one who has participated in such scenes as those to which I have 
referred can ever hesitate in his estimate of the good-will of our friends during 
the war. 

And it has not only been here in the capital that these demonstrations have 
been made. Again and again my Allied colleagues and I have been tendered po- 
pular receptions in Provincial Capitals, exhibiting a wholehearted sympathy with 
us which neither time nor other circumstances will efface. 

And this is not surprising. These manifestations spring from gq sentiment 
which is the marrow and sap of Argentine tradition. It is the sacred heritage of 
their statement of the past who brought it across the Andes and proclaimed it 
beyond the confines of Lake Titicaca. It vibrates in every verse of the National 
Hymn. It is on this account that I have refused and still refuse to think for 
a single moment that that soul of the people could at any time be otherwise 
than with the cause of right — the real and true cause for which the Allied ané 
Associated Nations fought. 

There is in the popular mind a mystery about how the diplomatist occupies 
his time in a foreign country. Compiling treaties or even poring over them would 
seem an inadequate explanation, thcugn excellent for his leisure hours. This 
meeting to-day gives an insight into what a diplomatist can do for his country, 
profitably and at the same time most agreeably. We meet to-day in close com- 
munion with the most representative Argentines — Argentines who understand 
our motives, reciprocate our friendship and assist us in the realization of our 
dreams of bringing our countries into even closer contact with the Republic to 
which we are here accredited. 

For my own part I can look back to eight years of the pleasantest life in 
this fair Republic, where I have been honoured by the friendship of many the 
recollection of whose sterling worth will be always cherished by me. I know well 
that this is the experience of my diplomatic colleagues in whose name I am 
now speaking. Buenos Aires has become one of the great cities of the world 
and life here challenges comparison with many an ancient city of long tradition 
and famous historical associations. We offer our best wishes for the continued 
prosperity and happiness of the Government and people of the country in which 
we live and thank you for the splendid hospitality you have shown us today. 


In the evening a gala performance at the Colon Theatre drew a 


crowded house, worthy of the day, that will live long in the memory 
of all who were privileged to be present. 


RETURNED VOLUNTEERS 
EMPLOYMENT BUREAU 


(interim Report by the Hon. Controller.) 


In the early days of 1917 Anglo-Argentine Volunteers commenced 
to return repatriated from their war units. It was very evident 
that the British Community considered it their duty to see to it that 
those of our volunteers who on their return might be in need, should 
be helped, and that those who had no pre-volunteering posts waiting 
open for them to step into should be assisted back to civil life by 
employment being found for them. 

It was apparent that the numbers of repatriated would increase 
until the maximum rate of repatriation would be reached sometime 
after demobilisation following on the end of the war. On Dr. 
O’Conor’s initiative, it was decided by the administrative committee 
of the British Patriotic Committee that an organisation should be 
-formed to deal with the matter. It was to attend to the then exist- 
ing isolated cases and to cope with the major needs of the future 
that with Mr. Ernest Jewell in the honorary capacity of controller 
to organize it, the Returned Volunteers Employment Bureau was 
called into being on March 4th 1917, with the following to act as a 
consulting committee in case of need, collectively or individually. 

Sir Reginald Tower, K.C.M.G., C.V.O., H. M. Minister; Mr. H. G. 
Mackie, H. M. Consul General; Mr. E. Millington Drake, Secretary 
H. M. Legation; Ven. Archdeacon Hodges; Revd. J. W. Fleming, 
D.D.; Rev. Westby Brady; Colonel W. B. Palmer, (Salvation Army) ; 
Messrs. J. W. Barclay, J. C. Bellamy, F. H. Boxwell, Hope Gibson, 
F. de C. M. Heriot, H. Krabbé, H. H. Leng, J. R. Moss, Dr. J. O’Conor, 
‘Stanley Parker, A. G. Thornton, and W. Warden. 

The work undertaken by the Bureau was at first confined to 
assisting returned volunteers to find employment with remuneration 
at least equal to pre-war standard, and giving board and lodging, 
clothing, and travelling fares. Strict adherence however to these 
principles became impossible as time went on, and almost automa- 
tically the field of work was extended to cover the larger scope of 
assistance to be given as the need from time to time arose till, as a 
perusal of this report will show, the undertaking called for organisa- 
tion and means far beyond original anticipations. 

Up to the end of November 1918, Bureau applicants were dealt 
with by the controller at his own private offices; till Armistice Day 
the slow rate at which men were returning called for no other 
arrangements. There were months prior to April 1919 when single 
or no applicants presented themselves, and intervals of two months 
between applications; then came 200 applicants in May 1919 and 
in September 1919 the maximum of 311 men was recorded. The 
experience it was possible to gain during the pre-Armistice period 
proved of inestimable value when the time came to cope with the 
greater numbers of men returning after demobilisation. In De- 
cember 1918 the Bureau with one paid clerk as staff was installed 
in a room in the Edificio Britanico where it was expected that the 
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nearness of the British Legation and the Consulate General would 
facilitate work, and be in the interests of volunteers themselves. As 
the work increased extension become necessary till at the present 
date, 1920, the Bureau with a staff of five, occupies three rooms in 
the same building. Mention may here be made that as many as eighty 
men registered in one day. 

At the end of 1918 the controller went to England; the 
opportunity was seized to establish a closer relationship with the 
River Plate Contingent Committee, and after several interviews with 
the Hon. Secretary, Mr. Donald G. Begg, M.B.E. arrangements were 
made that were to benefit demobilised and returning volunteers in 
England, at sea, and on arrival. These included more assistance to 
those in distress, grants for sundry expenses on the voyage 
for men requiring funds when on board the steamer, the 
cabling by “The Standard” London Correspondent of the lists 
of repatriated men sailing by each ship for the purposes of 
publication in Buenos Aires for the benefit of friends and relations, 
and the bringing to the knowledge of Anglo-Argentine volunteers at 
home the existence of the Bureau. Another outcome was the visiting 
of the Winchester Repatriation Camp where the men were inter- 
viewed and assisted at the South American Hut. The connection thus 
established with the Contingent Committee proved of great help 
when need arose: for example, early in 1919 volunteers were being 
repatriated under bad conditions; the Bureau immediately, by cables 
to Mr. J. W. W. Hopkins, M.P. the chairman, and to the hon. 
secretary of the River Plate Contingent Committee, claimed and 
secured better accommodation so that returned volunteers and 
families have since been repatriated in comfort. The Bureau has 
intervened by cable on occasion through the River Plate Contingent 
Committee on matters such as volunteers being repatriated without 
the necessary papers required by the Argentine Government, etc. 
Due to this co-operation, the Bureau was put in the position of being 
able to make adequate preparation in anticipation for the boarding 
and lodging of returned volunteers and their families when they 
arrived in large numbers. 

From May 1919 onwards, every ship, whenever sanitary regula- 
tions and time permitted, arriving at Montevideo with returned 
volunteers has been visited there by a Bureau representative, the 
“Welcome” letter issued by the Returned Volunteers Reception 
Committee was handed to all ranks together with the Bureau 
circulars, etc., advice and help given, and in case of need, volunteers 
were ‘supplied on the ship with a modicum of money for landing 
purposes at Buenos Aires. When the Bureau representative could 
not get on board other means were generally employed for the pur- 
pose with success. Arrangements were made by which luggage agents, 
free of cost to volunteers, delivered baggage and luggage at their 
hotels or domiciles. When, due to some oversight, returned volunteers 
were landed at Montevideo, without due provision having been made 
for the continuance of their journey to Buenos Aires, or when 
returned volunteers’ papers did not comply with the Argentine 
regulations, the Bureau has landed them in Buenos Aires and in 
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other ways helped to smooth and remove difficulties. Ships carry- 
ing returned volunteers have been met on arrival in the Darsena, 
and help again given when needed. Volunteers in transit for the 
West Coast or Patagonia have always been seen off by train and - 
steamer. It was foreseen in October 1918 that possibly other South 
American volunteers would be repatriated by the War Office via 
Buenos Aires. To provide for this eventuality the Patriotic Com- 
mittees, etc., of Chile (Valparaiso), Chile (Punta Arenas), Bolivia, 
Pert, and Paraguay, were communicated with and arrangements 
made by which the Bureau undertook to attend to their volunteers 
in transit through Buenos Aires on their behalf and account. After 
events proved this arrangement warranted; numbers of South 
American volunteers passed through Buenos Aires who without any 
government provision having made for them in respect of allowance 
during delay while awaiting steamers and trains, would with their 
families have been in dire straits had not assistance been forth- 
coming. Delays at times were very long, some had to wait thirty 
days before being able to continue their journey over to Valparaiso 
due to the winter blockage of train traffic in the Andes; this became 
so serious at one time that South American volunteers for the West 
Coast were passed by the Bureau on to their destination via Antofa- 
gasta, and Punta Arenas — at the latter place through the good 
offices of Mr. Ernest Hobbs, Hon. Secretay of the Punta Arenas 
Patriotic Committee, following on Bureau telegraphic requests, they 
found West Coast steamer accommodation reserved for the con- 
tinuance of the journey to Valparaiso. The War Office provided only 
second class train and steamer accommodation for “other ranks”; 
the Bureau arranged, where necessary paying the difference, to 
supply these volunteers and their families with first class accommoda- 
tion; special meal tickets were printed by the Pacific Railway who 
also generously agreed to transport West Coast volunteers and 
families over their lines in the first class at second class rate. When 
volunteers were delayed, as happened on several occasions in Men- 
doza, due to avalanches, etc., in the Andes, the assistance there of 
Mr. W. H. Roberts, acting for the Bureau, and the Patriotic Com- 
mittee of Mendoza proved most valuable. 


The objects that the Bureau endeavours in general to fulfill are? 


1.—To assist returned volunteers on arrival, after discharge or 
or demobilisation, to obtain employment provided the posts they 
vacated for the purpose of volunteering are no longer available 
for them. 


2.—To assist returned volunteers and their families with board and 
lodging .until they can continue their journey to their final 
destination, or, if unemployed, until suitable posts are found 
for them. 

3.—To assist returned volunteers and their families with adequate 
railway and steamer accommodation to their final destinations. 


4.—To assist returned volunteers with medical attention and treat- 
ment if their complaints are due directly to the results of War 
Service. 
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5.—To assist repatriated volunteers and their families in transit for 
the continuation of journey to Chile, Paraguay, Peru, and 

Bolivia, with board and lodging, adequate rail and steamship 

accommodation, etc., on behalf and in representation of the 

respective committees and communities of those countries. 
6.—To assist returned volunteers in other ways at the discretion. of 
the controller. 

Some figures will prove of interest :— 

1,368 men registered; 303 posts were filled through the Bureau 
and duly recorded, but many men found employment through the 
Bureau and did not report their success; 616 men, many with fami- 
lies, were given board and lodging; 76 men were assisted with 
clothes, camp equipment, tools, etc.; 342 men, some with families, 
were given train or steamship passages; 543 made use of the baggage 
facilities ; 605 were given cash assistance in Buenos Aires; 326 were 
given cash assistance at Montevideo. 

The following are the numbers of Volunteers in transit assisted: 
44 over to Chile; 84 to Punta Arenas and the South Coast; 13 up to 
Paraguay; 6 over to Pert; 8 over to Bolivia; total 155. 

Volunteers whose papers were not in order, or for some other 
good and sufficient reason, were helped onward or to return, as 
follows :— 

25 to England, 8 to Chile, 20 to Punta Arenas and South Coast, 2 
to Brazil, 1 to Venezuela, 1 to Guatemala, 7 to Paraguay, 5 to Uru- 
guay; total 69. 

Eighty-one ships or trains have been met or seen off at Monte- 
video and Buenos Aires.

WAR MEMORIALS 


At the close of the year 1919, the undernoted projects for War 
Memorials had been definitely decided on by the respective promoters, 
and were well advanced in the preliminary stages of design, location 
and collection of funds. 


St. John’s Pro-Cathedral, Buenos Aires. 
Scheme for beautifying the Sanctuary of the Pro-Cathedral, as 
a War Memorial to volunteers of British blood and descent who fell 
in the war; names to be placed on panels. Estimated cost, $30,000.— 


St. Saviour’s Church, Belgrano. 

Erection of a Memorial Building in the Church grounds, that shall 
provide accommodation for carrying on the several movements con- 
nected with the Church work; also a proposal to place in the Church 
itself some suitable memorial. Estimated cost, $30,000.—. 


St. Bartholomew’s Church, Rosario. 
Memorial in the Church, in the form of (a) erection of an entrance 
porch; (b) rebuilding the organ; (c) furnishing new choir stalls. 
Estimated cost, $15,000.—. 


Scottish War Memorial. 

A meeting convened by St. Andrew’s Society of the River Plate, 
resolved to erect a Memorial Halli in the grounds of St. Andrew’s 
Scotch School, Buenos Aires, as the Scottish War Memorial, in 
honour of Scotsmen and descendants of Scotchmen who voluntarily 
responded to the call of our King and Country. The Hall will provide 
the much needed additional accommodation for the growing calls on 
the Scotch School. Estimated cost, $130,000.—. 


Southern Suburbs (Lomas and District). 

A meeting of residents called by the Southern Suburbs District 
Committee for Patriotic Purposes, resolved to erect a Memorial 
Chapel in the Llavallol Cemetery, as a Memorial to the Volunteers 
from the Southern Suburbs who laid down their lives in the Great 
War. Estimated cost, $25,000.—. 


St. George’s College, Quilmes. 
Resolved: to build a permanent gymnasium fully equipped as a 
Peace Memorial. Estimated cost, $25,000.—. A War Memorial 
Screen has already been placed in the Chapel of the College. 


Belgrano Athletic Club. 

Resolved: to erect a Memorial Entrance to the Club, in honour of 
the members of the Club who went to the front, and to the memory 
of those who laid down their lives in the war. Estimated cost, 
$15,000.—. 

Central Argentine Railway. 

The staff of the Central Argentine Railway Company, at a meeting 
of representatives from all sections of the railway, resolved to raise 
funds to carry through a Memorial project, “something tangible and 
permanent to the memory of all those members of the staff who 
made the supreme sacrifice.” 
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Sir Reginald Tower, K.C.M.G., C.V.O. 
H. M. Minister in Argentina 1911-1919 


On the occasion of his departure from Argentina, the British 
Community presented Sir Reginald Tower with a silver epergne — 
accompanied by an album containing several hundreds of signatures. 
The presentation took place at the banquet given to him by the 
British Society and the British Chamber of Commerce, in Prince 
George’s Hall, August 15th 1919. Responding to the toast of the 
evening, Sir Reginald said :— 

Marshal Foch is reported to have exclaimed in London that the 
terrors of peace were worse than those of the long war. I might 
almost paraphrase that remark by saying that ever our strenuous 
labours during the last five years of war were enviable repose in 
comparison with the lavish hospitality which my many friends are 
dispensing to me on the eve of my departure. 

But it is not the lavish hospitality that I wish to insist upon at 
this moment. It is rather the magnificent union of British interests, 
the loyalty of the Briton of whatever class or creed, which renders 
possible such a gathering as this to-night. 

Eight years ago, to be exact on July 29th, 1911, I arrived at 
Buenos Aires on board H.M.S. “Glasgow,” and a few days later was 
introduced to an assemblage in this Hall, consisting as it appeared . 
to me of hundreds of thousands of unknown faces. We were met 
for some theatrical performance. In the entr’acte I was set on the 
stage without a word of warning. The British community were told 
that the new Minister would address them, and I felt that my whole 
future depended on the manner in which T should acquit myself of 
the ordeal. 

I told them then, as I have continued to tell them ever since, of 
the strength of the bundle of sticks. I am sure you all remember 
JEsop’s fable showing that the sticks one by one may be readily 
broken; not so when several are bound together in a bundle. The 
lesson taught is “Union gives strength.” 

I was told that such preaching was foolish, that the British com- 
munity gloried in their sturdy independence, that each man was 
master in his own castle and was not going to submit to any dictation 
from others. Our business men had plenty to do without affecting 
exaggerated gregariousness; they would go their own way as they 
always had. 

Since that day we have all of us become much wiser. The war 
has brought us together as nothing else could have done, and our . 
character and very nature have benefited by the experience gained 
during these last five years. We have learned that the Empire — 
that shadowy, vague conception which seemed good enough to read 
of in history, but too indefinite to touch you or me personally — 
the Empire, I say, demanded our co-operation. ‘he message brought 
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home to one and all from the first day of the war was “The King 
- and Country need you. Stand together. Play the game.” 

From the very first days of August, 1914, following the call which 
became day by day more urgent, we associated ourselves, banded 
together in organizations to avoid overlapping or waste of money or 
energy and used our best thoughts for the country. The men who 
went Were the first tangible sign of what the Anglo-Argentine could 
do. The young heroes continued to rush homeward by every ship 
that sailed. The rest determined that neither age nor infirmity 
should prevent them from doing their bit, however small and in- 
significant such bit might be, and through the administration of our 
Patriotic and other Associations, both in Buenos Aires and the 
provincial centres, we attained results which before the war would 
have seemed beyond the possibility of any community in a foreign 
land. 

I have spoken often, and I shall continue to speak for the rest 
of my life, of the Anglo-Argentine activities in the Great. War. I 
am intensely proud of the part taken by our people, who gave their 
all, their lives, their money, their time, all they could offer, to their 
King. All this is being recorded in book form. The volumes now 
in preparation will be preserved in the War Museum in London and 
ape is to be hoped, shortly be available here and within the reach 
of att: ; 

On the occasion of the march-past on the 27th of July, which is 
fresh in the minds of all of us, there could have been no one but felt 
a thrill of pride at seeing our returned Anglo-Argentine heroes take 
a manful part in the day’s proceedings.. 

And what did these young men represent? They represent the 
flower of our nation, and not the less so because many claim Argen- 
tine nationality in their intention of making their livelihood in this 
young and progressive country. In our country’s peril they _res- 
ponded nobly, the call of the blood was irresistible. In time of peace 
they returned at once to their homes in this distant land and resume 
their pristine avocations to the distinct benefit of the two nations 
concerned. 

And those who have not returned. Those who paid the supreme 
sacrifice. Let us by all manner of means on the tablets of our War 
Memorials show our reverence for their heroism, but still more let us 
by acts give sure proof that, where they fell, new seed — British 
seed — has taken root and will bear hallowed fruit. 

It is impossible for us to have any real conception of what Great 
Britain’s effort was during the war. Mr. Lloyd George in a recent 
speech in the House of Common said that the British Empire had 
put 7,700,000 men under arms. It had suffered 3,000,000 casualties. 
And the Prime Minister added:— “Our Navy kept the seas and 
without the Navy and mercantile marine the war would have been 
over in six months and we should have collapsed.” 

Gentlemen, — J have confined myself exclusively to the war. 
We must all feel that the world really began in 1914 and that events 
prior to that date are of little or no consequence. 
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I might in a single word record how the British Community and 
I managed to cooperate during the period from 1911 to 1914. | 

Monuments stand to our credit in the shape of the British Society 
in the Argentine Republic, the British Chamber of Commerce, the 
Clock Tower, etc. 

But far transcending any individual act of work stands our solid 
front to-day, and I can say in all sincerity and gratitude that, much 
as I had always believed in the loyal spirit of the British Community 
here, my expectations have been more than realized. We have trod 
a laborious path for more than eight years and I am proud on the 
eve of departure to see that in spite of differences, great or small, 
our Community and the Legation are bound by the closest ties of 
confidence and friendship. What better proof could be given than 
this entertainment organized jointly by the Chamber of Commerce 
and the British Society. 

Never shall I forget this evening and I shall always watch with 
the deepest interest the progress and welfare of the British Com- 
unity in the Argentine Republic, united, united, united.

Mr. H. G. Mackie, C.B.E. 
H. M. Consul General in Argentina 1911-1920. 


On the eve of his departure from Argentina, the British com- 
munity presented Mr. H. G. Mackie with a silver salver and an 
illuminated address, accompanied by an album containing many 
hundreds of signatures. The presentation was made at a reception 
arranged by the Grand Council of the British Society, January 14th 
1920; in acknowledging the presentation Mr. Mackie, said:— 

Some of the friendships I leave behind me have, I may say, been 
tempered to full strength in the furnace of adversity, for we have 
gone through together some of the darkest days in the history of the 
world. I claim the privilege of having served the community both 
in those times of adversity, as well as in victory and peace. During 
those dark days I received many acts of individual kindness that 
are known to me alone, and I take this opportunity of thanking my 
friends and of assuring them that I shall not readily forget their 
many kind deeds. 

Events have passed me like a dream. The fate of our Homeland 
hinged entirely upon the loyalty of her sons. She began the war, 
Heaven knows, with faith in that loyalty, but what optimist ever 
dreamed that it would take such deep root throughout the civilized 
world, and that our community in Argentina would come out of the 
conflict as conspicuously as it has done. It was my privilege to see 
that steady stream of volunteers leaving these shores to rally round 
the old flag in defence of our Empire’s honour and safety; my 
privilege to see our ships come and go just as though there were no 
war on at all, and to witness the victorious return of our gallant 
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youths; but my greatest privilege of all has been to see that bright 
flame of loyalty which the community in Argentina kindled during 
the war. It was that loyalty which lightened my task, for it overthrew 
all barriers and stamped out any feeligs of resentment which I 
sometimes apprehended my intervention might produce. I am proud 
to say that such ill feelings never existed at all. 

The tendency at home has been to depict a Consular Officer in 
very unflattering terms, but I affirm without hesitation that it 
matters little what he really is in himself, for he is just what his 
community makes him. With your help and support behind me how 
could I fall or even stumble? In expressing my _ gratitude I would 
like to outline the picture as it lies focussed on my own mind to-day. 
Whether fortune carries me upward or down, it is certain there 
cannot ever be such a victory as the one we celebrated together, so 
never again will there be to me personally quite such another British 
community as this one has been. ; 

My parting words to you are, keep that flame always bright and 
the success of your next Consul-General, should it not be my privilege 
to return to you, will be assured beyond a vestige of doubt.

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Extracts from Annual Reports. 


The British Patriotic Committee of Buenos Aires, who 
1916-17 suggested the formation of this Committee in London, 

desire to express appreciation for the excellent work they 
have done and are doing for our Volunteers, not only to the Com- 
mittee generally but also to Mr. Donald G. Begg who devotes willingly 
so much of his time to the varied interests of volunteers from 
Argentina. . 

This Committee has now been in existence for over a year, having 
yeen elected at a meeting held at River Plate House in April, 1916, 
and we now have the pleasure to present this report of the work 
done and the expenditure incurred for the information of the 
Subscribers. 

If we may judge by the numbers of men who have brought their 
very varied troubles and difficulties to our notice, and their apprecia- 
tion of our efforts on their behalf, the formation of your Committee 
was amply justified. 

A very considerable correspondence has been carried on with the 
men and with various authorsities — the Hon. Secretary having re- 
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ceived and dispatched some 10,000 letters. A very large number of 
cases of special hardship have been investigated and financial as- 
sistance given either as loans, periodical allowances, or gifts. The 
sum so expended amounts to £1,169 1s. 4d., made up of 256 payments 
of under £1, 130 of over £1, and including £ 400 which your Com- 
mittee have had the pleasure to contribute to the Anglo South 
American Central Depot to be specially expended on clothing and 
comforts for River Plate men. The subscribers will be pleased to 
know that in many cases their generosity has enabled a grant of a 
few shillings a week to be made in cases where, due to illness or 
other special causes, it was impossible for the wives and children of 
men who are fighting to live in decency on the Government al- 
lowances. 

So far as we know, all men from the River Plate in London 
hospitals and many in provincial hospitals have been visited and con- 
valescents have been hospitably entertained by members of your 
Committee or friends. | 

We have arranged for the return to the River Plate of some dis- 
charged men and in other cases have obtained suitable work for them 
in this country. It has also been part of our work to endeavour to 
place the Volunteers in such units of the Army where their aptitudes 
would be of most service. 

The reading and writing room generously placed at our disposal 
by the Royal Mail Steam Packet Co. over their offices in Trafalgar 
Square, and so ably supervised by Mr. Messum, has been of great 
benefit to the men passing through London and is highly appreciated 
by them. 

Last Christmas a letter of greeting and a small present were sent 
to all those whose addresses we had. Roughly, 6.400 packets of Ar- 
gentine Cigarettes and 12,000 River Plate newspapers and magazines, 
and sundry comforts have been sent to all fronts, the home camps and 
hospitals and prisoners of war in Germany. 

Papers, cigarettes and comforts have been sent by friends here 
and abroad and our best thanks are due to the Patriotic Associations 
in Buenos Aires, Montevideo and Bahia Blanca. 

On very many occasions we have had to approach Government De- 
partments regarding the welfare, allocation, pay, pensions or dis- 
charge of our men, and it gives us pleasure to take this opportunity to 
acknowledge the courteous and sympathetic attention we have in- 
variably received from all Government Authorities. We particularly 
value the high opinion expressed by the Army Council of the fighting 
qualities of the men from the River Plate. The Committee greatly 
value the concessions by the Inland Revenue Authorities to import 
cigarettes for the men free of duty as a mark of appreciation of their 


services to the Empire. 
* * 


Much useful work has been carried through during the past 
1917-18 year including a greater variety of activities than hitherto. 
Notwithstanding the natural limitation of eligible men 
available from which to draw upon, a good number of young men just 
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attained service age, and some of maturer years have come, and con- 
tinue to come across, and we are glad that we have been able to assist 
in getting them placed in suitable units. Special attention has beer 
devoted to pension questions, extended furloughs to allow men to 
return to their South American homes for a few months, and for 
permanent repatriation. 

The Committee has refrained from making any general appeal 
to obtain employment both here and abroad. 

As far as possible the wounded in the vicinity of London have 
been visited. 

The Committee has refrained from making any general appeal 
for funds, but donations to the amount of £650 1s. have been received 
during the past year. On the other hand the net balance of cash 
distributed by way of gifts and loans, after deducting repayments, 
is £1,496 17s. 4d. In addition to cash gifts and regular periodical 
allowances, quantities of clothing and comforts have been distributed 
direct by ‘ourselves and also through the Anglo-South American 
Central Depot, to whose funds we have had the pleasure of con- 
tributing £500 during the same period. 

Smokes and newspapers have been received from Buenos Aires, 
Montevideo and Asuncion, with the result that in round figures, 
550,000 cigarettes, 40,000 cigars, 460 packets of tobacco and between 
12/15, 000 River Plate papers and magazines have been sent out to 
practically all Home Camps and every Battle Front. The postage 
alone of these various parcels amounts to approximately £35. 

It will be observed our available funds amount to £1,422 17s. 8d., 
and not only to enable us to carry on as heretofore, but in order to 
extend our sphere of action, to meet the growing demands, the Com- 
mittee considers the time has come to make a fresh appeal to all our 
friends to contribute to our funds. In asking for your contributions 
you can rest. assured that expenses are reduced to a minimum, that 
every application for pecuniary assistance is most carefully invest- 
igated, and that your gifts go exclusively to our own River Plate 
volunteers. 

* * * ; 
The transition from War to Peace has not by any means 
1918-19 reduced the work nor usefulness of the Committee, rather 
the contrary, and while the previous routine questions to a 
great extent have still to be dealt with, new problems have been 
tackled and new difficulties overcome. 

Shortly after our last Report was issued, large numbers of re- 
cruits, accompanied by their wives and families, commenced to arrive 
from the River Plate as the result of the critica] situation in France, 
which had developed a few months earlier. This taxed the resources 
and organisation of your Committee to the utmost. At the time of 
the cessation of hostilities and signing of the Armistice, many of the 
men had not yet joined the Army, and arrangements had to be made 
for their repatriation as promptly as possible, and the maintenance 
of the majority of them had to be provided for, pending the securing 
of accommodation through the Ministry of Shipping on the limited 
outward bound steamers then available. 


_ 
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When demobilisation and repatriation commenced, fresh difficul- 
ties inherent to the situation were encountered and these were greatly 
enhanced by the dock strikes in Argentina, new and precipitate pass- 
port requirements on the part of the Argentine Government, and to 
some extent, to the failure of the Officers in charge of the repatriation 
and the men themselves, to comply with the complicated regulations. 

When regular repatriation first started in April, many serious 
complaints and criticisms regarding the conditions and accommoda- 
tion on board ship were cabled from Buenos Aires. Within a few 
hours of their receipt, the contents were communicated personally to 
the proper Repatriation and Shipping Authorities and were im- 
mediately followed up by correspondence through Parliamentary 
Channels to the Government. Some of these complaints did not 
make enough allowance for the difficulties of War-time working 
which were very serious. In all cases where avoidable hardship 
seemed to have occurred, your Committee made representations to the 
Authorities and it is most gratifying to be able to state that they 
were met in a most friendly spirit, and as a result our Volunteers are 
now having good, well ventilated cabins and intermediate class atten- 
tion and food. 


Our Honorary Secretary has several times gone down to see the 
men off from Liverpool and our latest advices from the other side are 
entirely satisfactory. The Committee are much obliged to those who 
drew attention to the matters needing improvement and also thank 
the Military and Shipping Authorities for the prompt and effective 
measures taken to remedy the situation. 


During the year grants to the amount of £3,886 14s. 10d. have 
been paid out by way of regular allowances, grants, maintenance and 
foans from the folowing Funds:—British Patriotic Committee in the 
Argentine Republic; Anglo-Argentine War Fund; Montevideo ‘Pa- 
triotic Fund; Our own Fund. 

The Committee has received and distributed considerable sums on 
account of the Montevideo Fund, and the Bahia Blanca Hospital Bed 
Fund for allocation among Hospitals and other Patriotic and Charit- 
able Institutions. 


Large quantities of comforts and hospital bandages, River Plate 
newspapers, and magazines, have been distributed during the year to 
Home Camps and Battle Fronts and many Hospitals. 

Roughly, 280,750 Argentine cigarettes, 31,400 Paraguayan cigars 
and 125 lbs. of tobacco have been supplied to the men. 

On the 28th March 1919, the Committee organised a Memorial 
Service at St. Martins-in-the-Fields for those of the South American 
Contingent who had fallen, and of Thanksgiving for those who had 
come safely through the Great War. The Church was crowded, the 
music superb, and the participation of Bishop Stirling in the service 
revived memories of the past among the older members of the con- 
gregation, while the Rev. A. O. Tisdall, the real initiator of the service, 
was the more modern representative of the Church in Argentina. 
Representatives of The War Office, the Foreign Office, and South 
American diplomats and consuls were present.” 
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Extracts from the Report to July 31st 1918. 


The present Report covers a period of one year. ending the 3lst 
July, and from a comparison of the previous year it is highly Batis- 
factory to note the increase of work in all branches. 

Having regard to the widening circle of those who are interested 
in the Depot, it is desirable once more to set forth its primary objects, 
which are :— 

(1) To afford public recognition of the patriotism of thousands of 
young men of British origin from different parts of the vast 
continent of South and Centra] America and Mexico, who are 
now fighting for King and Empire. 

(2) To act as a central receiving and distributing agency for all 
the splendid work done by the many bandage and other com- 
mittees. 

(3) To concentrate the working energies of the Anglo-South Ame- 
rican Colony, to receive donations and gifts from all, as well 
as from our connections throughout South and Central 
America and Mexico, and to form a much needed “link” 
between us and our young soldiers at the front. 

(4) To compile a Register of Names of all men connestad with 
these countries who have joined His Majesty’s Forces. To 
collect information about them, to supply anxious parents 
therewith, and to endeavour to trace the missing and to re- 
gister the names of those who have been killed in action. | 

(5) To keep in touch with the men on active service, to supply 
them with necessary warm underwear, comforts, periodicals, 
and to respond generally to their appeals; to visit the wounded 
with a view to promoting their comfort and welfare. 

(6) To provide comfortable club rooms for officers, N.C.O.s and 
men where they can meet here in London while on leave from 
the front, and bring them into touch with their friends, etc. 

Red Cross Department. — In the general workrooms, occupied by 
lalies, almost all of whom are late residents of South and Central 
America or Mexico, or connected therewith, large quantities of Red 
Cross articles are made, such as bandages, shirts, cardigans, mine- 
sweepers’ gloves, pyjamas, woollen underwear and socks, etc., etc., 
and these are despatched to the men in hospital or on leave, at the 
front, and to many hospitals throughout the Unitel Kingdom and 
France, in compliance with their appeals. Furthermore, considerable 
cash donations, and gifts in kind received for the express purpose of 
assisting the British Red Cross Society and other great war charities 
of a similar nature, are distributed strictly in accordance with in- 
structions received. 

A complete motor ambulance, the cost of which was subscribed 
to by many of our branches.in Latin America as well as by the Depot, 
es presented on behalf of the donors to the British Red Cross 

iety. 

Registration Bureau for the Employment of Ex-Soldiers. — This 
branch has been opened to cope with the men discharged from the 
Army as “unfit for further military service.” 
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Comforts for Soldiers and Prisoners of War Parcels. — Thousands 
of parcels of comforts are dispatched to our soldiers in France, 
Belgium, Egypt, Salonica, Turkey, etc., and although they are in- 
variably of insignificant value, they bring us into direct touch with 
each man, who feels he has a friend in the Old Country watching and 
thinking of him. Letters of gratitude by the thousand testify to the 
value of this moral support. 

The Southern Cross. — This journal has proved to be one of the 
happiest inspirations of our various undertakings. It is essentially 
& soldiers’ magazine, supplied free of charge to all Anglo-South 
American men in khaki, and until quite recently. has been paid for by 
a few anonymous friends. The cost of production is not paid for out 
of the general funds of the Depot. 

Club Rooms for Officers, N.C.O.’s, and Men. — These rooms are 
provided with every English newspaper that is issued in South 
America, and all the principal Spanish papers, most of which are gra- 
tuitously sent for the use of men on leave; they are served with light 
refreshments, tea, etc., and cigarettes are supplied free of cost. A 
Library is at their disposal, writing paper and so on, and every en- 
deavour is made to make the men feel at home. A large number 
make the Depot their head-quarters. Your Committee are further- 
more in touch with other clubs of a similar nature for soldiers and 
sailors, with which reciprocal invitations are extended. 


* * * 


In connection with the demobilization of H. M. Forces in 1919, the 
committee of the British Society in the Argentine Republic appealed 
for special funds on behalf of the Anglo-South American Central 
Depot, resulting in the remittance of $12,267.15 and £5.10.0. 
(Vide, Chap. V.) 

Dame Clarissa Guthrie Reid, D.B.B., hon. secretary, writing 
under date May 12th to the British Society, says: “I must tell you 
that your encouraging expressions in reference to the work done at 
the Anglo-South American Central Depot and Club, were very much 
appreciated by all the workers. The generous cheque sent by your 
Committee came just when needed and has been the means of our 
giving cheer and comfort to many of your men. Our work is now 
principally to look after the men during the trying time of demobi- 
lization and repatriation, and I can assure you they need all the help 
we can give them, especially when they have a wife and children. 
Many sad and difficult cases come to our notice, and we are able, 
through the funds given us, to deal with them. Therefore you can 
realise how grateful and thankful we are to you and all the king 
friends who have so generously subscribed towards our funds.” 
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(Since resigned).

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ANGLO ARGENTINE WAR FUND. 
Regulations. 


(1) A Coinnittas of twelve (12) Members to be elected for two years 
of which six (6) Members shall retire by rotation each year, but 
shall be eligible for re-election; six (6) Members to form a quo- 
rum. Of the first committee six (6) Members shall retire after 
the first year, such retirement to be decided by hazard. The Com- 
mittee shall elect each year their office bearers. The General 
meeting shall be held during the month of April of each year. 

(2) H.B.M.’s Minister (or in his absence the Charge d’Affaires), as 
President, H.B.M. Consul-General (or in his absence the Acting 
Consular Officer in Buenos Aires), the Rector of St. John’s 
Anglican Church, and the Minister of St. Andrew’s Scotch 
Church, shall be, conjointly, the Trustees. The duties of the 
Trustees will be to control the working of the fund and all invest- 
ments will be made in their names. In case of any difference 
between the Committee and the Trustees a meeting of Subscrib- 
ers will be called, whose decision will be final. 

(3) The object of the fund has been and is to endeavour to provide 
the following: 

a) Adequate financial help for the wives and children during 
the absence of the soldier father — their bread winner. | 
b) Comfortable passages for families who desire to accompany 
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“their volunteer” to England and, if need be, to assist 
them in their return to this country. 
And, as far as the fund permits: 

c) In case of death, that widows, children and dependents may 
receive financial support from the Anglo-Argentine com- 
munity, and assistance in the education of orphans until 
dg time as they are of an age to make their own way in 

e. 

d) To assist in any way which the Committee may deem advis- 
able Volunteers from the Argentine Republic and or their 
families, especially in case of volunteers who have been 

maimed or wounded. 

(4) The Committee shall have full power for the administration of 
the Fund, for raising further funds, for investing the funds and 
in accord with the Trustees realizing the same as may be neces- 
sary. When it is possible to form a definite opinion as to the 
requirements of the Fund a General Meeting of subscribers will 
be called when it will be decided what means shall be taken to 
cover any deficit or in case of a surplus in what manner it shall 
be utilized. 

(5) In the case of an amendment being proposed to these Regulations 

_ that such amendment be submitted by the Committee to a Gene- 
ral meeting of the Subscribers, and if adopted should still not be 
put into force until confirmed by a subsequent Special General 
meeting to be convened by the Committee within one month of 
‘the previous meeting. 


The Committee beg to present the following Report of the Anglo- 
Argentine War Fund, from August 1918 to February 1920: 


In the days of stress and anxiety in 1918, when the Allies were 
being driven back by the Great German Push, several leading men 
of the British Community, headed by Dr. John O’Conor, considered 
the advisability of establishing a Fund for the purpose of helping 
those: volunteers who were then being called for to atecngthen the 
Allies’ hands in France. 

Thousands had already gone without any thought of receiving 
reward or gratuity upon their return. They had gone at the call of 
our great mother country over the sea that was in need, and they 
went willingly to fight for the cause of civilization. In the dark days 
of 1918 other men, who had not been able, or had not felt called upon 
before, were asked to go; and the originators of the Fund agreed 
that men with wives and families could not be asked to go unless 
those who stayed behind were prepared to relieve their anxiety as to 
the welfare and means of subsistence of their dependents. 

Thus the Anglo-Argentine War Fund came into existence, origin- 
ally to help those to whom financial help was essential. The response 
‘was most generous. A first donation of $100,000 was followed by a 
second of $50,000, which, in turn, was followed by three of $30,000, 
twenty one of $25,000, and many smaller subscriptions, which 

entailed considerable sacrifice on the part of many of the subscribers. 
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Shortly after the Fund had been started the world was rejoiced 
to receive the startling news from France and Belgium of the col- 
lapse of the Central Empires — the French, British and North Ame- | 
rican reserves were thrown in at the critical moment, and within the 


space of four months the Great German Push was turned into a 
hopeless rout. 


Committee. 


By this time a Committee had been appointed, consisting of the 
following: Doctor J. O’Conor, Messrs. H. H. Leng, J. N. Drysdale, W. 
A. Agar, James Dey and Frank Foster, to administer the Fund tem- 
porarily until a committee should be elected by.the subscribers them- 
selves. This Committee was assisted by the Rev. Dr. Fleming and 
the Ven. Archdeacon Hodges. These gentlemen met regularly to 
consider the best means of collecting further funds and of utilizing 
what had already been paid in. 

On the 10th March 1919, a meeting of subscribers was held when 
the present Committee was elected. 

When the Armistice was signed, it was at once considered desir- 
able to obtain the repatriation of those men who had not yet been 
fully trained and were, therefore, of little military value, so imme- 
diate steps were taken to this end. 

Meanwhile the expenditure had, naturally, been growing in pro- 
portion to the number of families requiring assistance, and the Com- 
mittee therefore decided to curtail expenditure by returning the later 
volunteers to their previous or similar employment as soon as pos- 
sible, and thus be able to meet the calls that were bound to be made 
by those who had been serving for some time. 


Expenditure. 


The first demobilized volunteers began to return by the end of 
February 1919, six months after the inception of the Fund, by which 
time its financial position was as follows:

In the first nine months the expenditure averaged, roughly, 
$10,500.— per month. 

In the month of June 1919, a big rush of returning volunteers 
came to us for assistance, and our payments, in that month alone, 
reached the sum of $55,568.12, and in July increased to $ 85,006.24. 


Objects. 


The objects of the Fund have been set forth clearly, from time 
to time, in the Press, and it has been found in practice that as origin- 
ally defined they have served to meet the principal needs encountered. 

The passages of wives and families have been paid where it was 
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not possible to obtain Government passages. 

Families have been receiving regular monthly allowances, during 
the absence of their breadwinner. 

Widows and their children have received and are receiving as- 
sistance and educational grants, which will continue for years. 

Volunteers whose health has been impaired have been helped 
with medical attendance and in other ways. 

Those who have suffered financial loss have been granted 
assistance to obtain necessary household articles and outfit. 

Accommodation has been found for men and their families, 
pending employment. 

Cases have been looked after who were suffering from mental 
or physical disorders as a result of war service. 

Enquiries have been made for missing friends. 

Steps have been taken to watch over and safeguard volunteers’ 
interests in many ways. 


Returned Volunteers Employment Bureau. 


The Returned Volunteers’ Employment Bureau was taken over 
by this Fund in May 1919, upon the disbanding of the British Pa- 
triotic Committee, and under the capable supervision of Mr. Ernest 
Jewell has been attending to the requirements of volunteers needing 
employment, and generally carrying out such work as comes within 
its scope. 

The Bureau’s principal work has been to find men employment, 
to assist them on their arrival with board and lodging pending em- 
ployment and to give them necessary clothing and outfits. 

It has effectively intervened when their papers did not comply 
with the Argentine regulations, and prevented recurrence. Volunteers 
landed at Montevideo or held up in the Roads without provision being 
made for continuance of their journey to Buenos Aires were looked 
after. 

Most ships arriving carrying returned volunteers have been 
visited at Montevideo by a Bureau representative, and financial help 
given where necessary for landing purposes. Every ship on arrival in 
the Darsena was met and those volunteers in need of it were found 
hotel accommodation. 

Other South American volunteers who were repatriated via Bue- 
nos Aires, were looked after until they were once again en route for 
their final destination, otherwise the plight of these volunteers would 
have been hard indeed .

The Committee wish to express their gratitude to Mr. Ernest 
Jewell for his untiring efforts on behalf of our men, and are pleased 
to put on record their deep appreciation of all that he has done for 
our volunteers. 

General. 


Hundreds of letters received testify to the gratitude of our met 
for what has been done for them, and are in themselves sufficient 
justification for the existence of the Fund. 

The work has not always been easy, for at times it is difficult 
to know how far the Fund is justified in helping one particular case 
where so many hundreds of others are equally deserving. 

Every application has, however, received the personal attention of 
the Committee. 

It is yet too early to state our liabilities, as each mail from Eng- 
oo and each day here brings its fresh appeals and urgent calls for’

The spirit behind the Fund has always been that of doing the best 
possible with the means at hand, but it is hoped now that the calls 
will diminish, and that before long the pone will be able to cal- 
culate their liabilities and assets. 

In view of the reduced numbers now returning, it has been 
resolved to make no further appeals for funds until it is known more

London Representative. 


The Fund was most fortunate in obtaining the services of Mr. 
Donald G. Begg, M. B. E., as its Representative in London, who has 
devoted his time ungrudgingly in assisting our volunteers. It is dif- 
ficult to express how much the Committee owe to Mr. Begg for his 
whole hearted sympathy and labour. Frequently he has travelled to 
Winchester, Liverpool, etc., in order to make necessary arrangements 
for the repatriation of our men; has interviewed the authorities or 
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their behalf, and, upon urgent request being made by this Fund, has 
brought pressure to bear on the Shipping and Repatriation Offices to 
improve the accommodation and comforts on board. 


Honorary Auditors. 


The Committee beg to thank the Honorary Auditors, Messrs. 
Price Waterhouse and W. B. Peat, for very kindly auditing the books 
of the Fund, which has entailed considerable work, and is much appre- 
ciated. 


The thanks of the Committee are due also to the British daily and 
weekly papers, viz: “The Standard”, “Buenos Aires Herald”, “The 
Review of the River Plate” and “The Times of Argentina”, for their 
ever ready co-operation and support, without their aid the measure of 
success attained could not have been realised.

EXTRACTS FROM THE RULES AND REGULATIONS. 
. Objects and Constitution (Revised 1918). 


a 


1.—The British Society in the Argentine Republic is estabHshed in Buenos 
Ares, with the following objects, namely:— 
a) To foster British interests and ideals. 
bd) To foment the interests and well-being of Britons and their descéndants 
4n Argentina. 
c) To bring together British subjects in the Republic. 
d) To establish, when possible, a Reading-room and Library, to arrange 
for the reading of papers and holding of discussions upon literary and 
patriotic subjects; but no paper shall be read nor any discussion per- 
mitted tending to give the Society a political or sectarian character. 
e) To provide opportunities for social reunion. 
}) To make arrangements for the proper celebration of National Festivals. 
g) To raise funds for the acquisition of a building for the uses of the 
Society. 
h) Generally to deal with affairs of interest to the British community in 
Argentina. 
2.—Membership shall be open to persons of either sex over eighteen years 
of age and shall consist of Members, Life Members and Honorary Members, 
the latter two classes to be elected as hereinafter mentioned. All members 
(except as provided for in Rule 10) must be British subjects, or descendants of 
British subjects, and have a friendly interest in British affairs. 

3.—The Society shall not distribute any dividend or bonus amongst its 
Members. 
Advisory and Grand Council. 


b) The duty of the Advisory Council shall be that of meeting the Com- 
mittee on the occasion of any event of great national importance or 
whenever requested to do so by the Committee. In such case, the Ad- 
visory Council and the Committee constitute themselves into a Grand 
Council which shall be presided over by (1) H.B.M. Minister (2) H.B.M. 
Consul General or, in the absence of these, by the President of the 
British Society. 

Admission of Members. 


7.—Any Person desirous of joining the Society shall make application in 
writing to the Committee stating his (or her) full name, address and place of 
birth or other qualification for membership under Rule 2, and accompany this 
application with the amount of the first year’s subscription. 


Subscriptions. 


_12.—Members shall pay an annual subscription of $5.00. 

13.—Life Members shall pay one sum of $50.00. 

14.—Subscriptions shall be due and payable in advance on July 1st of each 
year. 
15.—No Member being in arrears for more than one year shall be entitled t» 
vote or enjoy any of the privileges of the Society and any member in arrears 
for two years may, at the option of the Committee, have his name removed 
from the Register. 

Local Representatives and Branches. 


25.—The Committee may appoint in any district in the Argentine Republic, 
or elsewhere when it may seem expedient, Sub-Committees or Local Represen- 
tatives of the Society. A Branch of the Society may be formed in any district in 
the Argentine Republic with the permission of the Committee. 
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
